ANNUAL    ADDRESS     OF    HON.     JOHN     B. 
HYNES,   MAYOR   OF   BOSTON. 

Mayor  HYNES — A  new  municipal  year  for 
the  City  of  Boston  begins  today.  We  realize 
that  in  the  year  ahead  we  must  meet  with  many 
challenges,  and  grapple  with  many  problems. 
We  cannot  be  certain  that  we  shall  conquer 
each  challenge,  nor  can  we  foretell  the  measure 
of  success  we  shall  achieve  in  the  solution  of 
each  of  the  problems  which  face  us.  We  can, 
however,  and  we  do,  covenant  with  all  those 
who  reside  or  do  business  in  our  city  that  we 
shall  not  lack  determination,  nor  rest  content 
until  we  have  done  all  within  our  power,  all 
within  our  capacities,  to  improve  our  city 
government,  its  structure,  its  operations,  and 
its   services. 

During  the  course  of  this  municipal  year, 
and  for  an  unpredictable  period  beyond  this 
year,  the  City  of  Boston  will  be  fighting  on 
two  main  fronts.  On  one  front,  we  shall  be 
called  upon  to  muster  our  forces  and  our  poten- 
tialities, to  protect  and  strengthen  the  financial 
foundations  upon  which  our  municipality  rests. 
On  the  other  front,  we  shall  be  expected  to 
marshal  our  energies,  and  our  resourcefulness, 
to  rejuvenate  and  rebuild  our  city  so  that  it 
may  be  a  desirable  and  fitting  community  for 
residential  living  and  business  activity. 

Somewhat  contrary  to  precedent,  I  shall  con- 
fine myself  today  to  a  discussion  of  only  two 
matters,  the  financial  outlook  of  the  municipal- 
ity and  the  physical  aspect  of  our  city  as  it 
appears  today,  and  as  it  can  be  projected  into 
the  future. 

However  historically  informative  and  in- 
teresting it  might  be  to  recount  what  has,  or 
has  not,  transpired  during  the  twelve  months 
behind  us,  it  is  better  for  us  to  think  of  the 
present,  and  to  set  our  sights  on  the  future. 
The  past  is  beyond  us.  The  future  is  ours  to 
shape  as   best  we  can. 

With  respect  to  the  financial  position  of  our 
municipality,  it  grieves  me  to  report  that  Bos- 
ton holds  a  very  high  place  among  the  major 
cities  of  our  country,  insofar  as  its  tax  rate 
is  concerned.  None  of  us  is  happy  that  this 
situation  exists.  All  of  us  ardently  hope  it 
will   not  continue  to   exist. 

At  first  blush,  it  might  be  assumed  that 
Boston's  high  tax  rate  is  the  logical  result  of 
loose,  or  extravagant  practices  on  the  part  of 
those  who  direct  or  manage  the  affairs  of  the 
city  government.  Decidedly  and  emphatically, 
this  is  not  so. 

A  most  cursory  comparision  between  Boston 
and  other  major  cities  will  disclose  three  clearly 
apparent  and  understandable  reasons  why  the 
Boston  tax  rate  is  higher  than  that  of  most 
of   our   large   cities. 

First,  other  major  cities  in  our  country  have 
available  a  source,  or  sources,  of  income  which 
Boston  does  not  have. 

Second,  Boston  is  required  to  shoulder,  either 
by  law  or  by  custom,  obligations  which  are  a 
financial  drain,  and  which  form  no  part  of  the 
expense  of  most  cities  in  Boston's  size  range. 

Third,  few,  if  any,  of  the  larger  cities  of  our 
country  have  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  proper- 
ties as  has  Boston,  although  we  freely  acknowl- 
edge that  these  properties  are  a  prideful  and 
distinct  asset  to  our  city. 

For  these  chief  reasons,  and  for  the  almost 
equally  important  reason  that  Boston  provides 
a  quality,  quantity,  and  variety  of  services 
beyond  those  furnished  by  many  other  cities, 
we  are  required  to  call  upon  our  property 
owners  to  pay  a  high  premium  on  their  hold- 
ings. 
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li  is  a  temptation  not  easily  and  not  always 
resisted  to  conclude  that  Boston's  tax  rate  is 
at  its  high  level  because  of  less  efficient  or  less 
ec<  inimical  management  than  that  of  other 
large  cities.  This  is  a  presumption  which  does 
not  square  with  the  facts.  The  reasons  I  have 
just  cited,  tersely  stated  though  they  may  be, 
are  the  controlling,  dominant  factors  which 
prevent  our  city  from  appearing  in  a  better 
light  insofar  as  comparative  tax  rates  are  con- 
cerned. 

Furthermore,  let  it  be  noted  that  our  munic- 
ipality would  compare  favorable  with  any  city 
in  our  country  if  its  income  base  were  widened, 
and  if  it  were  relieved  of  some  of  the  unusual 
obligations  and  burdens  which  now  weigh  so 
heavily   upon  it. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Boston  tax  rate 
would  be  a  relatively  modest  one  if  our  income 
included  a  share  in  a  sales  tax,  or  if  out- 
annual  receipts  were  bolstered  through  a  pay- 
roll tax,  or  if  we  had  recourse  to  the  varied 
taxes  which  now  form  a  part  of  the  income 
base  of  most  large  cities. 

So,  too,  would  our  tax  rate  be  lower  if  Bos- 
ton's share  of  the  state  income  and  corporation 
tax  were  increasing  rather  than  decreasing;  if 
the  formidable  deficit  of  the  MTA  were  non- 
existing,  or  at  least,  if  it  were  more  equitably 
apportioned;  if  the  formulae  for  MDC  charges 
assessed  on  Boston  were  revised;  if  County  of 
Suffolk  costs  now  wholly  borne  by  Boston  were 
readjusted;  and  if  hospital,  library,  and  other 
community-type  services  now  completely  fi- 
nanced by  the  City  of  Boston  were  charges 
shared  by  the  Greater  Boston  community. 

Aggravating  our  current  financial  perplex- 
ities is  the  continuing  shrinkage  in  the  main 
source  of  the  city's  income.  During  the  past 
three  years,  the  total  valuation  of  real  and 
personal  properties  has  dropped  some  seventy- 
five  million  dollars,  and  the  end  is  not  yet  in 
sight.  On  the  contrary,  we  are  being  con- 
stantly importuned  to  further  reduce  values 
on  scores  of  downtown  properties.  In  those  in- 
stances where  sales  of  such  properties  are  below 
the  assessed  value,  and  in  instances  where 
properties  show  a  marked  reduction  in  income, 
or  where  the  tax  levy  consumes  a  dispropor- 
tionate share  of  income,  appeals  for  reduction 
in  assessment  are  not  without  justification  and 
cannot   be  disregarded. 

When  we  consider  that  over  two  thirds  of 
the  annual  obligations  and  expenditures  of  the 
city,  under  our  present  narrow  income  base, 
must  come  from  assessments  on  real  and  per- 
sonal property;  and  when  we  give  thought  to 
the  economic  changes  which  are  affecting  the 
value  of  downtown  properties  in  Boston  and 
in  other  large  cities;  and  when  we  realize  that 
there  is  no  substitute  source  of  income  to  offset 
our  looses  from  the  steadily  diminishing  level 
of  total  valuations,  we  begin  to  appreciate  the 
gravity  of  our  income  problem,  and  the  chal- 
lenging task  we  face  to  keep  our  tax  rate  from 
leaping   skyward. 

The  gravity  of  this  problem  is  intensified 
as  inflation  drives  government  costs  upward, 
while,  at  the  same  time,  total  income  receipts 
slide   downward. 

To  narrow  the  gap  between  receipts  and  re- 
quirements, the  need  is  dictated  for  strict  ad- 
herence to  a  policy  of  economy  in  all  areas  of 
municipal  expenditure,  including  the  area  of 
personnel   requirements. 

For  those  of  us  who  cannot  be  indifferent 
to  the  retarding  effects  of  a  much  higher  tax 
rate,  and  who  foresee  no  immediate  support 
to  our  income  base,  it  may  be  necessary  to  give 
sober  consideration  to  further  economies  of  an 
extraordinary,  or  even  drastic,   nature. 

As  Boston  struggles  against  uneven  odds, 
there  is  a  tendency,  in  some  quarters,  de- 
plorable though  it  may  be,  to  look  upon  our 
city  with  a  supercritical  if  not  cynical  tolera- 
tion, almost  as  though  Boston  were  an  unloved 
unwanted  stepchild  in  the  family  of  cities  and 
towns  which  comprise  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  and  not  the  market  place 
wherein  much  of  the  wealth  of  our  community 
was  created  and  accumulated. 

Boston,  let  it  be  vehemently  asserted,  is  a 
vital  segment  in  our  state  complex.  It  is,  like 
every  other  city  and  town,  a  creature  and 
component    part    of    the    state.      Indeed,    it    is 


neither  idle  nor  boastful  to  declare  that  Bos- 
ton, as  the  nerve  and  business  center  of  our 
Commonwealth,  is  the  most  important  organ 
in  the  physical  well-being  of  our  state.  It  is, 
therefore,  with  the  good  of  the  entire  Com- 
monwealth at  heart  that  I  submit  that  Bos- 
ton's problems  and  difficulties  are  of  state-wide 
concern  and  should  be  viewed  from  the  per- 
spective. 

The  great  economic  changes  which  have 
taken  place  in  recent  years  have  resulted  in 
the  opening  up  of  suburbia  to  previously  un- 
dreamed-of expansion  and  development.  These 
changes  have  given  birth  to  big  city  problems 
which  no  official  of  this,  or  any  other,  city 
could  foresee,   or  forestall. 

As  a  result  of  the  economic  forces  at  work, 
the  Greater  Boston  metropolitan  area,  in  its 
new  habiliments,  is  a  healthy,  dynamic  area, 
growing  and  expanding  by  leaps  and  bounds. 
Within  a  few  miles  of  this  old  structure  on 
School  street  in  Boston  are  ultramodern,  well- 
stocked,  well-equipped,  imposing  shopping 
centers  with  ample,  if  not  vast,  parking  spaces. 
Not  only  do  these  new  trading  centers  meet 
the  needs  of  those  who  prefer  suburban  living; 
they  have  also  influenced  the  shopping  habits 
of  many  of  those  who  formerly  did  all  but 
their  most  inconsequential  purchasing  in  the 
downtown  area  of  Boston.  The  evidence  of 
this  is  painfully  brought  home  to  us  here  in 
Boston  when  a  long-established  business  enter- 
prise closes  its  doors. 

These  new  shopping  centers  and  the  new 
industrial  and  residential  centers  have  had  a 
noticeable,  but  we  hope  only  temporary,  effect 
upon  the  values  of  properties  within  the  City 
of   Boston. 

There  is  no  point  in  decrying  the  changes 
which  have  taken  place  over  recent  years  in 
all  metropolitan  areas,  and  which  are  still  tak- 
ing place  as  population  increases  and  as  the 
march  of  progress  continues.  The  horizons 
of  the  average  American  have  broadened  and 
lengthened. 

He  no  longer  has  a  slavish  devotion  to  old 
ways,  old  habits,  old  associations.  The  boundary 
lines  which  meant  so  much  in  the  days  of  the 
horse  and  carriage  mean  little  today  in  this 
age  of  the  fast  and  flexible  motor  vehicle. 

As  much  and  as  truly  as  we  applaud  the 
progress  which  has  taken  place  all  around  us, 
nevertheless  it  is  difficult  for  us  here  in  Boston 
to  view  this  progress  without  some  pangs  of 
envy.  It  does  seem  slightly  incongruous  that 
Boston  be  left  fighting  a  lone  battle  for  the 
breath  of  life,  while  within  the  Boston  orbit 
there  is  an  abundance  of  invigorating  air, 
enough  to  keep  our  whole  area  in  vibrant, 
economic  health. 

To  be  sure,  Boston  would  have  some  measure 
of  consolation  were  a  sales  tax  or  some  equiva- 
lent new  source  of  income  available  to  it.  We 
would  not  then  be  waging  an  uphill  battle 
against  the  explosive  forces  of  expansion.  But 
I  would  be  less  than  candid  if  I  did  not  here 
and  now  state  that  desirable  and  necessary  as 
a  sales  tax  or  some  alternative  new  source  of 
income  might  be,  the  long-time,  eventual,  and 
I  believe  sensible  solution  to  Boston's  problems, 
and  the  long-range,  sensible  utilization  of  the 
community  potential,  is  the  creation  of  a  metro- 
politan-type   government. 

By  this  means,  the  whole  community  can 
grow  as  one,  expand  as  one,  prosper  as  one. 
By  this  means,  the  core  city  could  share  in, 
as  well  as  contribute  to,  the  fruits  of  com- 
munity effort  and  community  growth.  By  this 
means,  we  could  more  adequately  meet  the  stiff 
and  stubborn  competitions  of  other  metro- 
politan areas.  By  this  means,  the  cost  of  all 
local  government  could  be  kept  in  check 
through  the  centralized  operation  of  basic 
municipal  services.  By  this  means,  a  logical 
plan  for  the  future  needs  of  the  metropolitan 
area  could  be  made  effective. 

A  federation  of  cities  and  towns  within  the 
Boston  metropolitan  area  is  the  agency  through 
which  we  can  best  pool  our  community  re- 
sources and  through  which  we  can  best  meet 
the  challenges  of  our  times. 

In  other  parts  of  our  land  steps  are  already 
being  taken,  or  intelligent  thought  is  being 
given,  to  the  integration  and  preservation  of 
}he  strengths   of   the   whole   community   by   the 
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creation  of  a  federated  local  government  body, 
which  does  not  rob  any  city  or  town  of  its 
identity;  does  not  seek  to  change  the  character 
of  any  city  or  town;  does  not  attempt  to  dictate 
or  regulate  in  purely  local  matters;  and  does 
not  leave  any  of  the  smaller  cities  and  towns 
in  the  federation  at  any  political  disadvantage. 

Unless  our  metropolitan  community  is  willing 
to  concede  that  old  milestones  and  old  boundary 
lines  have  far  less  meaning  than  they  had  a 
generation  or  more  ago,  and  unless  it  is  willing 
to  give  this  proposal,  and  it  is  not  a  new  one, 
mature,  thoughtful,  and  unemotional  considera- 
tion, we  will  fail  to  capitalize  to  the  fullest  our 
community  assets,  resources,  and  potentials. 

A  generation  ago,  there  was  acknowledged 
need  for  the  roads  we  are  building  today.  Let 
us  not  wait  another  generation  before  under- 
taking the  building  of  interconnecting  govern- 
mental life  lines. 

The  mutual  aid  pacts  between  the  Fire  and 
Police  Departments  of  contiguous  cities  and 
towns  have  demonstrated  the  feasibility  and 
good  sense  of  interchangeable  community  effort. 
Why  should  this  kind  of  community  cooperation 
be  confined  to  a  few  departments?  In  unity 
there  is  strength.  If  our  community  were 
operating  as  a  regional  unit,  rather  than  as  a 
group  of  self-centered  municipalities,  such  a 
unit  of  government  would  be  a  potent  force 
to  be  reckoned  with  in  the  markets  of  our 
country   and   in   the  markets  of   the  world. 

When  the  time  arrives  that  there  is  general 
community  support  for  the  creation  of  a  metro- 
politan-type government,  I  will  devote  my  best 
efforts  toward  the  passage  of  appropriate  legis- 
lation, for  it  is  my  conviction  that  not  only 
will  such  legislation  be  of  benefit  to  Boston, 
it  will  benefit  the  whole  Boston  community,  it 
will  benefit  the  entire  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

In  making  this  proposal  for  a  federated  local 
government,  I  hope  it  will  not  be  inferred  that 
I  believe  Boston's  future  is  bleak  or  hopeless. 
It  is  not.  Boston  has  pulled  up  its  anchor. 
It  has  unfurled  its  sails  and  it  is  threading 
its  way  through  the  narrows  to  the  open  sea. 

When,  and  if,  a  federated  local  government 
comes  into  being,  Boston  will  not  be  a  poor 
relation  in  this  new  family  of  local  govern- 
ments. To  such  a  federation,  Boston,  the  old 
and  the  new  Boston  in  the  making,  will  give 
strength  and  substance.  Within  the  past  two 
or  three  years,  more  progress  has  been  made 
toward  Boston's  physical  rejuvenation  than  in 
the  previous  twenty- five  years,  and  there  is 
more  progress  on  the  way. 

Before  this  year  has  run  its  course,  construc- 
tion will  have  started  on  the  32-acre  site  of 
the  great  Prudential  Center  with  its  50-story 
structure  as  the  towering  centerpiece,  a  new 
1.000-room  hotel,  new  apartment  buildings,  new 
shopping  centers,  and  a  municipally-constructed 
auditorium-convention  hall  as  part  of  this 
gigantic  new  center. 

By  this  time  next  year,  all  of  the  acreage  of 
the  New  York  Streets  renewal  project  should 
be  under  contract  for  reuse  and  development. 

By  this  time  next  year-,  the  West  End  re- 
newal site  should  be  in  the  process  of  clearance 
and  new  apartment  buildings  ready  for  con- 
struction. 

By  this  time  next  year,  the  John  F.  Fitz- 
gerald Artery  piercing  the  heart  of  the  city 
should   be   completed   and   in  use. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  major  develop- 
ments which  will  have  a  far-reaching  effect 
upon  the  economy  of  our  city.  It  cannot  be 
said,  and  it  is  not  claimed,  that  in  and  of  these 
Boston  will  experience  a  renaissance,  but, 
taken  together  with  the  modern  new  structures 
either  built  or  to  be  built,  such  as  the  I.  B.  M. 
Building,  the  George  Robert  White  Building, 
the  Travelers  Insurance  Building,  the  Liberty 
Mutual  Insurance  Building,  the  Boston  Globe 
Building,  the  Herald-Traveler  Building,  and 
several  other  major-size  buildings  in  the 
planning  stage,  the  new  airport  construction 
program,  and  the  construction  of  more  off- 
street  parking  garages,  the  sum  total  gives 
credence  to  the  statement  that  Boston  has 
passed  the  stage  of  talking  about  action.  It 
is  in  the  throes  of  action. 

If,  in  addition  to  the  improvements  I  have 
just  mentioned,  and  any  I  may  have  neglected 
to  mention,  we  are  successful  in  our  efforts  to 


establish  a  governmental  center  running  from 
Pemberton  square  to  Dock  square,  and  includ- 
ing within  it  a  new  State  Office  Building,  a 
new  Federal  Building,  a  new  City  Hall,  a  new 
Court  House  Wing,  and  one  or  two  additional 
public  buildings,  we  will  have  made  an  improve- 
ment of  tremendous  consequence  and  lasting 
benefit  to  our  city. 

In  his  annual  message  delivered  a  few  days 
ago,  Governor  Foster  Furcolo  urged  the  Legis- 
lature to  give  favorable  consideration  to  the 
location  of  a  new  State  Office  Building  within 
the  area  outlined  for  the  governmental  center. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Governor  gives 
encouragement  and  impetus  to  the  concept  of 
a  collection  of  modern  government  buildings, 
as  envisioned  by  the  City  Planning  Board. 

Very  shortly,  the  federal  authorities  will  be 
requested  to  indicate  approval  of  the  selected 
site  for  a  new  Federal  Building.  We  are  ex- 
tremely hopeful  that  this  approval  will  be  forth- 
coming. In  the  meantime,  I  shall  present  to 
your  Honorable  Body  an  appropriation  order 
to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
so  that  no  time  will  be  lost  in  making  the 
necessary  studies  and  preliminary  plans  for 
this  large-scale  improvement  of  invaluable 
benefit  to  our  city. 

While  all  of  these  improvements  to  the 
physical  countenance  of  the  city  are  taking 
place,  or  being  planned,  we  shall  continue  our 
program  of  urban  renewal  on  both  a  major  and 
minor  scale.  It  is  through  this  medium  that 
we  can  give  our  old  city  the  additional  lift 
and  the  new  values  which  will  insure  our  place 
as  a  sound,  forward-looking  urban  center.  We 
can  do  all  this  and,  yet,  by  careful  planning, 
preserve  that  distinctive  quality  and  character 
which  sets  Boston  apart  from  the  other  heavily- 
populated  centers  in   our  country. 

No  city  can  improve  itself  unless  there  be 
within  it  public-spirited  citizens  who  will  join 
hands  to  achieve  the  improvements  that  are 
essential.  The  series  of  seminars  at  the  Boston 
College  School  of  Business  Administration  have 
revealed  the  need  for  a  clear  understanding  of 
community  problems,  and  the  need  for  common, 
cooperative  effort  for  community  betterment. 

To  this  end,  a  Committee  on  Civic  Progress 
has  been  organized.  Within  its  membership 
of  over  one  hundred  are  leaders  in  the  business, 
professional,  educational,  labor,  and  public  life 
of  our  community.  The  committee  is  at  work, 
seriously  and  soberly,  considering  the  best  ap- 
proach to  those  knotty  problems  which  vex  us, 
and  stand  in  the  way  of  progressive  achieve- 
ment. This  committee  can  be,  and  in  my  judg- 
ment will  be,  a  powerful  force  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  those  things  which  must  be  done 
if  our  city  and  our  community  are  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  rapid  changes  of  these  rapidly 
changing    times. 

It  is  this  kind  of  committee,  molded  into  a 
vital,  working,  effective  unit,  which  can  give 
the  kind  of  advice  and  assistance  without  which 
the  efforts  and  objectives  of  the  most  sincere 
and  purposeful  public  official. will  fall  short  of 
the  mark.  I  am  thankful  to  the  Committee  on 
Civic  Progress,  and  I  extend  to  them  the 
gratitude  which  all  of  us  feel  toward  men  who 
are  willing-  to  combine  their  talents  and 
energies  and  submerge  their  individual  interests 
so  that  our  community  will  be  a  place  where 
business  may  continue  to  grow  and  prosper, 
and  where  our  people  may  continue  to  work 
and  live  with  reasonable  assurance  of  economic 
security. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  give  renewed  promise 
to  my  fellow  citizens  that  every  endeavor  will 
be  made  by  this  administration  to  improve  the 
operations  and  the  services  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. We  shall  not  relent  in  our  desire  to 
provide  a  better  and  more  efficient  service.  We 
shall  not  overlook  any  opportunity  to  institute 
legitimate  savings  and  economies.  And  we  shall 
not,  in  any  event,  fail  to  provide  adequate  and 
proper  care  for  the  ill,  the  aged,  and  the  un- 
fortunate who  must  depend  on  us  for  help  and 
assistance. 

As  a  closing  thought,  may  I  express  the 
hope  that  those  within  our  midst  who  voice 
the  opinion  that  Boston  is  fated  for  a  future 
of  sackcloth  and  ashes  will  have  a  change  of 
perspective.  Admittedly,  in  Boston  there  is 
need  and  room  for  improvements  of  varied 
kind   and   scope.     But,   in   all  truth,   our  short- 
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comings  are  far  outweighed  by  our  virtues  and 
our  advantages.  That  man  has  narrow  vision, 
indeed,  who  always  looks  down  to  the  dark 
earth,  and  never  looks  up  to  the  bright  stars. 

To  my  fellow  city  officials,  the  members  of 
the  City  Council,  may  I  say  that  we  have  much 
to  do  in  the  months  ahead.  Yours  is  an  alert, 
informed,  highly  intelligent  Body.  We  can 
search  the  municipal  records  for  some  time 
back  to  find  a  City  Council  more  conversant 
with  complex  municipal  problems  than  the 
present  membership  of  the  present  City 
Council.  I  earnestly  hope  that  I  will  continue 
to  merit  your  understanding  and  your  coopera- 
tion as  together  we  strive  to  be  of  good  service 
to  our  city  and  as  tcgether  we  strive  to  merit 
the  approval  of   our   fellow   citizens. 

To  the  members  of  the  School  Committee, 
may  I  say  that  during  the  year  1958  you  will 
be  called  upon  to  make  many  decisions  of  deep 
significance  to  our  school  system.  I  know  you 
will  undertake  to  arrive  at  those  decisions  in 
the  light  of  what  is  best  for  the  school  system, 
and  what  is  best  for  our  municipality  as  a 
whole. 

A  new  municipal  year  has  begun.  Let  those 
of  us  who  sought,  and  were  given,  the  responsi- 
bility of  guiding  and  shaping  the  destinies  of 
our  city  government  do  our  utmost  to  make  this 
year  a  notable  one  in  the  annals  of  our  old, 
historic  city. 

To  accomplish  that  objective,  may  I,  in  your 
names  and  in  mine,  beseech  the  Almighty  God 
to  give  to  each  of  us  the  strength,  the  courage, 
and  the  wisdom  to  do  that  which  is  right,  and 
best,  for  all  those  whom  we  serve.     (Applause). 

Chairman  WHITE — I  want  to  express  the 
thanks  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  your 
Honor,  for  your  forceful  and  optimistic  message 
as  we  enter  into  a  new  municipal  year. 

Councillor-elect  Edward  J.  McCormack,  Jr., 
and  School  Committeeman-elect  John  P.  Mc- 
Morrow,  and  John  J.  Tierney,  Jr.,  now  being 
present,  his  Honor  Mayor  John  B.  Hynes  then 
administered  the  oaths  of  office  to  them. 

The  Mayor  and  his  suite  were  escorted  from 
the  Council  Chamber.

In  order  to  provide  for  the  financing  of  the 
operation  of  the  municipal  government  during 
the  fiscal  year  1958,  it  is  necessary  to  submit  to 
the  City  Council  at  its  first  meeting  in  the 
new  year  an  order  authorizing  the  issuance 
as  needed  during  the  year  of  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts.  This 
method  of  financing  is  made  necessary  by  the 
fact  that  under  the  Massachusetts  municipal 
tax  calendar  the  major  portion  of  the  city's 
revenue  receipts  is  received  late  in  the  year. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1958 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  temporary 
loans  which  -would  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate 
the  total  tax  levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1957 
together  with  the  corporation  and  income  tax 
received  from  the  Commonwealth  during  the 
financial  year  1957.  This  would  total 
$139,461,587.85. 

In  1957  a  total  of  $100,000,000  was  au- 
thorized by  the  City  Council  and  approved  by 
you.  During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  issue 
$90,000,000.  Ten  million  dollars  was  issued 
under  the  Funding  Loan  Act  of  1957  making 
unnecessary  the  issuance  of  the  remaining 
$10,000,000  authorized  to  be  issued  as  tempo- 
rary loans.  In  my  opinion  it  is  desirable  that 
an  authorization  of  $65,000,000  be  made  in 
order  to  cover  requirements  as  they  now  appear 
for  the  financial  year  1958.  Additional  finan- 
cing in  the  amount  of  $35,000,000  will  be  ac- 
complished by  the  issuance  of  that  amount  of 
debt  under  the  Funding  Loan  Act  of  1957. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that  an 
order  in  the  amount  previously  stated  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  City  Council  for  consideration 
and   adoption.

HALL  AND   FEDERAL   OFFICE   BUILDING.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  a  resolution  for  the  con- 
sideration and  adoption  by  your  Honorable 
Body,  favoring  the  passage  of  legislation  en- 
abling the  City  of  Boston  to  construct  a  new 
City  Hall  and  construct  and  sell  to  the  United 
States  a  Federal  Office  Building. 

This  legislation  is  necessary  in  order  that 
the  concept  of  the  governmental  center  may 
be  realized.  Under  legislative  rules,  the  bill 
will  not  be  referred  to  the  proper  legislative 
committee  until  a  resolution  favoring  the  legis- 
lation   is    adopted    by    the    City    Council. 

At  this  writing,  the  prospects  are  good  for 
an  integrated,  well-conceived,  well-planned 
center  within  which  will  be  a  group  of  modern 
public  buildings.  Needless  to  say,  such  a 
center,  replacing  as  it  will  an  area  which 
badly  needs  rejuvenation,  will  be  a  boon  to 
the   City   of   Boston. 

Governor  Foster  Furcolo  has  recommended 
to  the  Legislature  that  the  new  State  Office 
Building  be  included  in  the  proposed  center. 
The  federal  authorities  have  indicated  an  in- 
creasing interest  in  the  location.  A  meeting 
will  shortly  be  held  with  the  federal  authori- 
ties to  obtain  definite  approval,  if  possible,  to 
the  building  of  the  new  structure  on  part  of 
the    proposed    center.

APPROPRIATION  FOR  CITY  PLANNING 
BOARD. 

The   following    was    received: 

City   of   Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  13,  1958. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

It  now  appears  that  the  governmental  center, 
as  proposed  by  the  City  Planning  Board,  can 
be  an  actuality.  In  that  event,  Boston  will 
have  made  a  giant  stride  forward  in  our  plan- 
ning to  rejuvenate  and   rehabilitate  the  city. 

At  the  moment,  the  new  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority does  not  have  the  money  available,  or 
the  staff  necessary  to  perform  or  supervise  the 
preliminary  work  which  must  be  done  so  that 
the  governmental  center  may  become  an  urban 
renewal  project  within  the  purview  of  Massa- 
chusetts   legislation. 

Therefore,  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  most 
effective  means  of  expediting  the  planning  for 
the  proposed  center  is  through  the  medium  of 
the  City  Planning  Board.  This  latter  Board 
is  prepared  to  go  forward  provided,  however, 
that  funds  are  made  available  to  that  depart- 
ment. 

In  the  accompanying  communication,  the 
Planning  Board  expresses  the  opinion  that 
$100,000  will  be  needed  to  carry  out  the  assign- 
ment. This  sum  will  enable  the  Planning 
Board  to  engage  the  services  of  a  city  planner- 
architect  team;  a  real  estate  consultant;  an 
engineering  consultant;  and  such  other  special- 
ists as  may  be  required. 

I  strongly  recommend  approval  by  your 
Honorable  Body  to  this  proposal,  and  specifi- 
cally, the  appropriation  order  submitted  here- 
with. The  $100,000,  if  appropriated  to  the  use 
of  the  City  Planning  Board,  will  be  refunded 
to  the  city  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority when  that  Authority  obtains  the  funds 
which   it  wil'   shortly  seek.

Dear   Mr.   Mayor: 

As  agreed  at  the  meeting  in  your  office  last 
week  of  representatives  of  the  Law  Department, 
Redevelopment  Authority,  and  Planning  Board, 
to  expedite  the  actual  development  of  the  pro- 
posed government  center  certain  detailed  plan- 
ning work  should  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. If  this  project  qualified  for  federal  rede- 
velopment assistance,  these  activities  would  nor- 
mally be  carried  out  with  funds  borrowed  from 
the  federal  government  under  a  survey  and  plan- 
ning contract.  The  project  does  not  so  qualify, 
but  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  powers  extended 
to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  by 
state  law  should  be  utilized  and  the  project 
undertaken  as  a  redevelopment  project  financed 
wholly   with    local   funds. 

The  Redevelopment  Authority  is  not  pre- 
pared   legally    to    do    the    necessary    planning 
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studies  under  the  present  circumstances.  It 
was  agreed  therefore  that  funds  be  advanced 
to   the  Planning   Board  for  this   work. 

Expert  consultants  must  be  engaged  for  the 
work    required.      These  include: 

1.  A  city  planner-architect  team  to  prepare 
a  detailed  site  plan  of  the  project  area.  This 
plan  would  include  the  design  of  the  street  and 
block  layout,  landscaping  and  public  open  space, 
and  recommendations  for  building  design  and 
placement  and  location  and  nature  of  off-street 
parking    facilities. 

Adams,  Howard  &  Greeley,  city  planning 
consultants,  and  Anderson  &  Beckwith,  archi- 
tects, were  asked  to  submit  a  preliminary  es- 
timate. They  were  approached  because  they 
are  logical  firms  of  extensive  experience  and  in- 
ternational repute  and,  as  a  joint  venture, 
they  have  just  completed  a  similar  although 
larger  study   in    Cleveland,   Ohio. 

Their  estimate  is   $50,000. 

2.  A  real  estate  consultant  to  analyze  the 
market  for  any  sites  made  available  for  private 
development  within  the  project  and  to  establish 
fair  re-use  value  for  all  parcels  created  within 
the  project.  The  marketability  analysis  would 
assist  the  planners  in  establishing  project 
boundaries,  determining  the  most  effective  site 
plan,  and  fixing  restrictions  on  development. 
The  re-use  appraisal  would  serve  as  a  guide 
to  the  Redevelopment  Authority  for  all  land 
transactions. 

The  William  H.  Ballard  Company  was  asked 
to  submit  a  preliminary  proposal  for  this  work. 
This  firm  has  been  doing  business  in  Boston 
since  1917  and  is  active  and  widely  respected 
in  real  estate  circles.  It  has  had  extensive  ex- 
perience in  making  marketability  studies  and 
re-use  appraisals  for  redevelopment  projects 
throughout  New  England  and  is  thoroughly 
familiar  with  downtown  Boston.  The  pre- 
liminary estimate  by  William  S.  Ballard,  presi- 
dent of  the  firm,   is   $20,000. 

3.  An  engineering  consultant  to  advise  and 
report  on  traffic  circulation,  parking,  utility 
and  street  construction  matters  and  to  provide 
an  estimate  of  site  development  costs.  Because 
the  site  plan  will  of  necessity  l'equire  substan- 
tial changes  in  the  street  pattern,  will  be  in- 
fluenced by  the  existence  of  several  transit 
subways  and  stations,  and  will  propose  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  additional  off-street  park- 
ing space  requiring  efficient  egress,  an  engi- 
neering consultant  with  traffic  engineering  ex- 
perience will  be   required. 

Although  none  of  the  local  engineering  firms 
have  been  asked  for  an  estimate  as  yet,  the 
staff  estimates  that  this  service  would  not  ex- 
ceed  $20,000. 

4.  Finally,  particular  specialists  may  be  re- 
quired from  time  to  time  on  a  per  diem  basis  or 
temporary  staff  assistance  may  be  required  as 
special  problems  arise  during  the  project 
planning  period.  An  allowance  is  requested 
to  cover  these  contingencies  in  an  amount  of 
$10,000. 

In  total,  the  extra  funds  required  for  the 
Planning  Board  to  carry  out  this  government 
center  project  planning  assignment  is  estimated 
at   $100,000.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

With  reference  to  Council  order  of  December  9,  1957,  requesting  specific  information  concerning 
personnel,  I  submit  herewith  schedules  answering  Questions  1,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8. 

In  answer  to  Question  No.  2,  I  am  unable  at  this  time  to  answer  this  question  as  each  department 
head  will  be  called  upon  to  give  this  information  in  connection  with  the  current  budget.  In  theory,  all 
vacancies  have  been  canceled  by  memorandum  No.  1,  dated  January  2,  1958,  addressed  to  all  department 
heads  in  which  it  was  indicated  that  all  present  permanent  vacancies  are  canceled  for  the  year  1958  except 
where  such  positions  are  vacant  pending  a  scheduled  Civil  Service  examination,  or  where  such  positions 
can  be  filled  by  promotion  with  the  subsequent  elimination  of  a  position  of  lower  rank. 
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In  addition,  a  moratorium  of  thirty  days  was  declared  in  the  appointment  of  any  emergency  em- 
ployees other  than  in  the  Hospital  Department. 

Therefore,  the  views  that  a  department  head  may  have  held  a  few  weeks  earlier  concerning  positions 
which  should  not  be  abolished  may  have  been  changed  and  this  information  will  develop  during  the  next 
few  weeks. 

In  answer  to  question  No.  9,  the  plans  being  formulated  to  comply  with  the  order  to  reduce  personnel 
by  5  per  cent  within  eighteen  months  has  been  declared  in  the  above-mentioned  memorandum  No.  1  and 
personally  by  the  Mayor  at  a  meeting  of  all  department  heads  scheduled  for  January  10.  The  desire 
to  reduce  personnel  is  now  thoroughly  understood  by  departmental  officials  and  by  means  of  budgetary 
checks  and  personnel  control  at  this  office  it  is  believed  that  the  proposed  reduction  in  personnel  may  be 
achieved  by  December  31,  or  within  the  eighteen  months  specified  last  fall.

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REPORT  OF  BOSTON  REAL  ESTATE 
BOARD  ON  ASSESSMENT  PRACTICES. 
The  following"   was   received: 

City   of  Boston, 
Office   of    the   Mayor,    January    13,    1958. 
To   the   City   Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  Boston  Real  Estate  Board,  in  December, 
presented  to  me  a  report  relative  to  the  as- 
sessment practices  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
submitted  therewith  certain  recommendations 
of    that    Board. 

For   the   information   of   the   City    Council,    I 
transmit  herewith  copy  of  this  report  and  also 
a  copy  of  comments  made  relative  to  the  report. 
Respectfully,

Comments. 

During  the  month  of  December,  1957,  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  pre- 
sented to  me  a  report  of  that  Board  relative 
to  assessment  practices  in  the  City  of  Boston 
and  recommendations  by  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board." 

On  two  occasions,  this  committee  of  the 
Real  Estate  Board  met  in  the  Mayor's  office 
with  officials  of  the  Assessing  Department  and 
the  Director  of  Administrative  Services.  The 
report  was  freely  discussed  on  both  occasions. 
With  respect  to  the  substance  of  the  report, 
there  were  areas  of  agreement  and  areas  of 
disagreement.  At  the  time  of  the  second  meet- 
ing in  the  Mayor's  office  it  was  decided  and 
agreed  that  the  best  course  to  follow,  and  the 
one  which  would  be  most  productive  of  good, 
was  to  set  up,  by  appointment  of  the  Mayor, 
a  semiofficial  Advisory  Assessing  Board.  Ap- 
pointments to  this  Board  would  be  made  by 
the  Mayor  to  the  number  of  five  or  seven, 
from  a  list  of  fifteen  names  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Mayor  by  the  Real  Estate  Board.  It 
was  understood  that  the  majority  of  those  ap- 
pointed would  not  be  direct  parties  at  interest, 
and  would  be  recognized  expert  appraisers, 
rather  than  owners  or  agents  of  downtown 
properties.  The  particular  function  of  this 
Advisory  Board  would  be  to  analyze  and  weigh 
the  recommendations  of  the  Real  Estate  Board, 
and  at  the  same  time  analyze  and  weigh  the 
expected  results  of  the  equalization  study  now 
in  progress,  together  with  recommendations  to 
be   made    by   city   officials. 

For  the  reason  that  the  existence  of  a  re- 
port by  the  Real  Estate  Board  is  commonly 
known,  and  for  the  reason  that  nopublication 
of  this  report  will  continue  to  breed  rumors 
of  one  kind  or  another,  I  am,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Real  Estate  Board,  releasing  the  report. 
I  also  append  a  statement  reflecting  the  views 
of  city  officials,  making  reference  to  the  sub- 
stance of  the  Real  Estate  Board's  report,  and 
to  the  recommendations  contained  in  it.  A 
perusal  of  the  Real  Estate  Board's  report, 
and  my  appended  statement,  will  justify,  I 
believe,  the  decision  which  was  made  to  appoint 
an  Advisory  Assessing  Board. 

At  the  outset,  let  it  be  noted  that  in  1950, 
when  I  first  took  office  as  Mayor,  the  total 
valuations  of  the  City  of  Boston  were,  in  round 
figures,  $1,600,000,000.  Today,  those  same  val- 
uations total  $1,490,000,000,  a  loss  of 
$110,000,000.  True,  much  of  this  loss  in  val- 
uations is  because  of  public  improvements,  but 
it  is  also  true  that  much  of  it  is  because  of 
abatements  of  values  on  downtown  properties. 
The  value  of  some  downtown  properties  has 
been  reduced  not  once,  but  several  times, 
during  the  period  1950  to  date.  The  sub- 
stantial reductions  in  Ward  3,  in  recent  years, 
is  testimony  to  the  fact  that  the  Board  of 
Assessors  have  not  been  unaware  of  the  in- 
equities in  that  area  of  the  city.  The  city's 
policy  of  carrying  over  abatements  granted 
by  the  State  Appellate  Tax  Board,  or  by  the 
city's  own  Board  of  Review,  gives  rise  to  the 
belief  that  total  valuations  of  the  city,  for  a 
while  longer,  will  continue  to  drop.  To  city 
officials,  the  constant  shrinkage  in  total  val- 
uations is  a  matter  of  grave  concern,  for  it  is 
from   this   source   that   the   city   must  get   over 


two  thirds  of  the  amount  required  to  meet  all 
municipal    obligations    and    requirements. 

Despite  the  startling  loss  of  valuations  in 
recent  years,  it  seems  to  be  somewhat  endemic 
that  not  enough  has  been  done,  nor  fast  enough, 
and  this,  of  course,  is  accentuated  as  the  tax 
rate  rises.  Giving  some  justification  to  this 
attitude,  are  the  instances,  and  these  are 
not  typical  of  the  whole,  where  values  in  a 
given  location,  or  given  block,  seem  to  have 
no    harmonious    relationship. 

Recognizing  that  a  solution  of  the  thirty-year 
problem  of  establishing  fair  and  equitable 
valuations  could  only  be  achieved  through  a 
revaluation  or  equalization  study  out  of  which 
would  come  sensible  and  scientific  norms,  the 
city  engaged  the  services  of  an  out-of-town 
expert   consultant. 

This  decision  was  made  in  consonance  with 
a  Finance  Commission  report  of  1948,  in  which 
the  recommendation  was  made  that  Mr. 
Cuthbert  Reeves,  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  a 
national  authority  on  assessment  pi-ocedures 
and  practices,  be  engaged.     This  has  been  done. 

In  effect,  the  present  report  of  the  Real 
Estate  Board  is  a  fractional  part  of  the 
earlier  report  on  assessment  procedures  made 
by  Mr.  Reeves  to  the  Finance  Commission. 
This  report  was  given  wide  circulation.  It 
recommended  that  the  functions  of  determining 
valuations,  and  passing  upon  taxpayer  griev- 
ances be  separated.  The  Reeves  report  also 
recommended  that  the  method  of  performance 
of  its  tasks  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  be 
completely  reorganized  and  modernized,  and 
that  with  these  reorganizations  should  come 
a  revaluation  of  the  taxable  properties  in  the 
city. 

I  was,  and  still  am,  sympathetic  with  these 
recommendations.  At  my  direction,  a  contract 
was  made  with  Mr.  Reeves  to  develop  a  plan 
to  reorganize  and  moderize  the  methods  of  the 
assessors  in  establishing  true  taxable  values.  At 
my  request,  the  City  Council  approved  an  ap- 
propriation for  this  purpose,  although  re- 
stricting the  revaluation  to  nonresidential 
properties,  this  restriction  being  in  accord  with 
the  general  opinion  that  residential  properties 
should  not  be  revalued  until  such  time  as 
the  city  has  available  to  it  a  substantial  source 
of  new  income.  Meanwhile,  and  as  a  part  of 
the  general  reorganization  of  city  departments, 
a  chief  recommendation  of  the  Reeves-Finance 
Commission  report  was  put  into  effect,  that  is, 
the  separation  of  the  assessment  function  from 
the  review  of  assessments  in  applications  for 
abatement. 

The  present  report  of  the  Real  Estate  Board 
has  brought  into  focus  several  eases  of  what 
appear  to  be  unsound  assessment  practices. 
Aside  from  the  merit  of  these  particular  cases, 
the   question    at   issue   is   much   broader. 

As  Mr.  Cuthbert  Reeves  stated  in  his  report, 
to  which  the  Real  Estate  Board  refers  in 
complimentary  terms,  and  which  is  descriptive 
of  conditions  existing  before  I  took  office, 
"there  is  a  lack  of  means  for  securing  uni- 
formity in  appraising."  To  secure  that  uni- 
formity, he  pointed  out,  it  would  be  necessary 
to  provide  assessors  with  a  variety  of  land 
value  maps  covering  the  entire  city,  as  well 
as  a  manual  of  procedure.  To  accomplish  this 
herculean  task  which,  at  long  last,  would  give 
scientific  rhyme  and  reason  to  valuation  pro- 
cedures, I  engaged  the  services  of  Mr.  Cuthbert 
Reeves  as  the  best  qualified  man.  His  staff  has 
been,  and  is  now  at  work  on  this,  basic  task. 
Progress  has  been  made.  During  this  year, 
the  Reeves  formula  will  be  in  the  hands  of 
those  who  perform  the  actual  assessment  func- 
tion. It  will  be  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  city  that  the  assessors  will  have  the 
proper  tools  at  hand  as  an  aid  and  guide  in 
uniform  appraisal  of  land  values,  and  a 
distinct  help  in  correcting  inequities  that  may 
be  apparent   in   the   over-all  valuations. 

I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  once  the  equal- 
ization survey  is  completed,  and  put  into  effect, 
thereafter  properties  should  be  valued  every 
third  year  with,  of  course,  more  frequent 
valuation  in  the  event  of  a  major  change  in 
the  character  of  the  property,  or  a  material 
change  in  the  district  or  area  in  which  the 
property    is   located. 
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Previously,  1  have  stated  that  it  was  believed 
:.  special  Advisory  Assessing  Hoard  would  be 
the  besl  medium  through  which  the  most  good 
nni Id  come  from  the  combined  views  of  the 
city    officials    and   the   Real    Estate   Board. 

However,  now  that  the  report  of  the  Real 
Estate  Hoard  is  made  public,  I  believe  that 
some  comment  should  be  made  with  respect 
to  the  observations  and  the  recommendations 
made  in   that  report. 

Therefore,  and  taking  the  Real  Estate  Board's 
report,    page   by   page,    the   following    comment 
is    offered: 
Page  1. 

It  is   conceded  that  a  halt  has  been  made  to 
the   "circle  of   assessment  increases   and   abate- 
ments," and  that  most  of  the  so-called  "assess- 
ment ballooning  practice"  has  been  stopped. 
Pake   2. 

"That  present  assessments  in  many  instances 
are  arrived  at  by  sound  appraisal  methods,  or 
even  by  logical  guesses"  is  challenged  in  the 
report. 

According  to  the  assessors,   instances   of  this 
kind   exist   by   reason   of   the   fact   that   owners 
will   not   reveal   true   figures    regarding    income 
data  and  operating  expenses. 
Page   3. 

Tax  rate  and  effective  tax  rate.  (a)  The 
establishment  of  a  so-called  "effective  tax  rate" 
has  been  ruled  illegal  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  New  Jersey.  (b)  The  capitalized-ineome 
assessing  method  is  not  exact.  Factors  such 
as  neighborhood,  transportation,  parking  facil- 
ities, etc.,  must  also  be  considered. 
Page   4. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  seventeen  parcels  of 
real  estate  out  of  a  total  of  112,000  parcels 
is  an  adequate  sampling.  From  these  seventeen 
parcels  it  should  not  be  deduced  that  properties, 
generally,  are  assessed  on  a  hit-or-miss  basis. 
There  are  instances  in  which  valuations  seem 
out  of  line  as  far  as  net  income  is  concerned 
which  can  trace  their  difficulties  to  manage- 
ment, inherited  low-income  leases,  owner  oc- 
cupancy, vacancies,  improper  development,  etc., 
and   similar   related   factors. 

It  should  be  noted  here  that  until  it  is 
recognized  that  the  city's  revenue  base  should 
be  broadened,  and  until  it  is  broadened,  the 
problem  will  still  be  with  us.  Owners  of 
income  properties  must  also  recognize  that  the 
income  status  of  buildings  depends,  in  good 
measure,  on  additional  city  revenue,  and  relief 
from  some  of  the  obligations  the  city  must 
meet,  but  which  are  not  of  the  city's  own 
making.  The  problem  of  income  properties 
will  never  be  satisfactorily  settled  without  sub- 
stantial new  income  for  the  city. 
Page  5. 

(a)  There  is  no  vested  interest  in  an  assess- 
ment. It  is  subject,  for  various  reasons,  to 
fluctuation. 

(b)  Boston  is  about  the  only  large  city  in 
the  country  which  has,  consistently,  over  the 
past  ten  years  been  reducing  valuations.  In 
most  other  cities   valuations   are  increasing. 

(c)  Boston  assessors,  other  than  members 
of  the  Board,  must  qualify  by  Civil  Service 
examination.  The  members  of  the  Appellate 
Tax  Board  are  not  subject  to  formal  tests.  The 
latter  Board  hears  testimony  of  experts  em- 
ployed by  petitioners  for  abatement  and  then 
renders  a  decision  which  is  usually  in  the 
median  area  of  the  figure  claimed  by  the 
petitioner  and  the  assessors  valuation.  Such 
decisions,  even  when  compromises  are  arrived 
at,  cannot  be  said,  unequivocally,  to  be  "fair 
value." 

(d)  About  4,500  parcels  of  property  are  in- 
volved in  the  thousands  of  appeals  recorded, 
and  this  amount  in  a  total  of  112,000  parcels 
cannot  be  said  to  be  a  large  percentage  of  the 
whole. 

(e)  The  time  required  by  statute  for  assessors 
to  act  on  abatement  applications  is  three 
months.  This  period  of  time  is  entirely  in- 
adequate, due  to  the  number  of  applications 
which  must  be  processed.  The  city  is  petition- 
ing the  Legislature  this  year  to  extend  the 
period   in  which  assessors  many  act. 


(f)  Even  after  an  abatement  is  granted  by 
the  A.  T.  B.  and  followed  by  the  city,  the 
petitioner  is  back  again  the  next  year  seeking 
further  abatement.  The  assessors  do  not  ab- 
dicate in  favor  of  the  A.  T.  B.  which  does  not, 
incidentally,  inform  the  city  of  the  formula  by 
which  it  reaches  a  decision.  The  city  is  merely 
informed  of  the  amount  of  abatement  granted. 
This  procedure  should  be  changed  so  that  the 
Appellate  Board  will  give  its  reasons  for  grant- 
ing an  abatement. 
Page  fi. 

(a)  The  percentage  of  taxes  to  gross  income 
is  graphically  and  effectively  emphasized  but, 
as  previously  mentioned,  no  allowance  is  made 
for  conditions  such  as  ineptness  of  management. 

(b)  Comparison  of  taxes  to  gross  income  is 
invalid  unless  revenue  factors  such  as  sales 
taxes,  payroll  taxes,  occupational  and  other 
taxes  other  than  real  estate  taxes  are  included 
in    the    comparison. 

(c)  Lack  of  full  appreciation  of  the  relative 
value   of   land   by   areas   is   charged. 

The  equalization  survey  now  in  progress 
should  remove  any  basis  for  such  a  charge. 

(d)  The  cases  involved  in  Ward  3  are  within 
an  area  where,  since  1949,  there  has  been  a 
net  reduction  of  $93  million.  This,  most  cer- 
tainly indicates  that  great  strides  have  been 
made  in  adjustment  of  valuations  in  this  area. 

(e)  It  will  be  noted  in  the  case  history  chart 
in  the  Real  Estate  Board  report  the  general 
trend  has  been   to  accept  A.   T.   B.   decisions. 

The  property  at  78-82  Hawley  street  sold 
for  $525,000.  As  a  rule,  the  price  paid  for 
a  piece  of  property  has  a  determining  effect 
on  its  valuation.  Just  recently  before  the 
A.  T.  B.  the  owners  of  this  property  testified 
it  was  worth  only  $350,000,  despite  the  fact 
that  the  sale  at  the  higher  figure  was  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  institution, 
and    the   Bank    Commissioner. 

Three  cases  are  cited  in  which  abatements 
were  granted  and  not  carried  by  the  Board 
of  Assessors.  This  was  an  oversight,  as  it  is 
the  policy  to  follow  abatement  decisions. 

Four  parcels  cited  were  increased  in  value  in 
1955  when  the  present  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors  was  not  a  member  of  that  Board. 
It  is  the  assumption  that  these  increases  were 
based  on  Hawley  street  sales  figures. 
Pages    8,     9,    10. 

The  statements  contained  in  these  pages  are 
open    to   further   discussion   and   debate.      Some 
of  the  comment  I  have  made  herein  applies. 
Recommendations. 

Some  of  the  recommendations,  are  in  effect; 
some  are  partially  in  effect;  some  are  in  proc- 
ess of  study  as  part  of  equalization  survey. 
A  full  consideration  of  these  recommendations 
is  a  potent  reason  for  further  discussion  re- 
quiring detailed  study  by  experts  in  the  real 
estate  appraisal  field.  They  cannot,  and  should 
not,  be  accepted  and  put  into  effect  until  a 
thorough  sifting  of  the  recommendations  is 
made.  Ex  parte  judgment  on  matters  going 
to  the  very  essence  of  the  assessments  valua- 
tion problem  should  be  given  the  complete 
hearing    they    deserve. 

Assessing  practices  have  never  been,  and  may 
not  ever  be,  an  exact  science.  Many  intan- 
gibles cannot  be  governed  by  any  rigid  set 
of  standards.  Nevertheless,  the  city  recognizes 
that  there  is  much  room  for  improvement  in 
present  methods,  and  it  is  proceeding  to  bring 
those  improvements  about.  A  knowledge  of 
the  situation,  in  its  entirety,  leads  to  the  con- 
clusion that  these  improvements  cannot  be 
achieved  overnight,  nor  can  they  be  hastened, 
in  an  atmosphere  charged  with  personal  or 
professional    disagreements    or    antagonisms. 

It  cannot,  and  it  is  not,  claimed  that  owners 
of  large  parcels  of  downtown  properties  do  not 
have  reason  for  some  complaint.  In  fairness 
to  them,  the  city  is  moving  to  eradicate  the 
causes  for  just  complaint  wherever  these 
causes  exist. 

In  this  whole  picture  of  assessments,  the 
home  owner  and  his  inherent  right  to  fair 
and  equitable  treatment,  cannot  be  ignored. 
If  it  were,  his  capacity  to  maintain  a  home 
would    be   rudely   shattered. 
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One  of  these  years,  and  I  hope  very  soon, 
Boston  will  get  a  new  source  of  revenue  of 
substantial  proportions.  In  that  event,  the 
valuation   problem  would  be  materially  eased. 

A  superficial,  or  hasty  perusal  of  the  report 
of  the  Real  Estate  Board,  might  give  the  im- 
pression that  the  members  of  that  Board  and 
the  city  are  miles  apart  in  the  estimation  of 
the   problem   as    it   exists.      This   is    not   so. 

Even  though  the  Real  Estate  Board  may 
look  upon  the  whole  assessment  picture  from 
a  viewpoint  which  is  colored  with  prejudicial 
interest,  it  is  my  hope  that  the  members  of  this 
Board  will  see  the  wisdom  of  cooperating  with 
the  city  in  the  program  now  underway  of  im- 
proved assessment  practices. 

That  is  why  I  continue  to  believe  that  the 
best  and  most  fruitful  method  of  accomplishing 
the  improvements  which  should  be  made,  and 
the  most  sober  and  nonabrasive  way,  is  through 
the  establishment  of  an  unpaid,  impartial  Ad- 
visory Assessing  Board,  composed  of  members 
who  are  experts  in  the  field  of  real  estate, 
but  who  have  no  direct  interest  in  any  large 
parcel  of  property  in  the  downtown  section  of 
Boston. 

Well-meaning  men,  seeking  sensible  solutions 
to  a  difficult  and  delicate  problem  of  long 
standing,  can  make  the  best  progress  by  close 
cooperation,  rather  than  by  shooting  at  each 
other   at   long   or   short   range. 

Undoubtedly,  the  report  of  the  Real  Estate 
Board  is  deserving  of  thorough  consideration, 
and   analysis. 

Even  though  some  of  the  matters  covered  in 
the  report  have  been  a  source  of  irritation  for 
many  years,  and  long  before  I  became  mayor, 
they  should  not  be  lightly  thrust  aside  or  swept 
under  the  table. 

The  city  recognizes  the  scope,  importance 
of  the  general,  over-all  problem.  It  is  anxious 
to  find  and  perfect  a  cure.  To  help  the  city 
get  the  right  medication  it  is  sincerely  hoped 
the  Real  Estate  Board  will  acquaint  itself  and 
give  support  to  pending  legislation  helpful  to 
the  city.  Approval  and  passage  of  the  legisla- 
tion will  result  in  easing  the  burden  on  the 
owners  of  properties,  be  they  business  or  resi- 
dential   properties. 

Report  to  John  B.  Hynes,  Mayor,  on  Assess- 
ment Practices  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
Recommendations  by  the  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board,  December,  1957. 

It  seems  significant  at  the  outset  of  this 
report  to  recall  certain  objectives  which  you 
set  for  your  administration  in  your  inaugural 
address  of  January  2,  1950,  to  guide  the  actions 
of  your  Board  of  Assessors.  You  said  at  that 
time,  "It  is  a  definite  disservice  to  our  city  to 
raise  the  value  on  a  piece  of  property  before 
the  tax  rate  is  fixed,  lower  it  again  after  the 
rate  is  established,  refund  an  abatement  with 
interest  for  the  overcharge,  and  then  place  the 
valuation  back  at  its  high  level  for  tax  rate 
purposes    the    following    year. 

"Any  city  which  uses  such  methods  to  hold 
down  a  tax  rate  is  building  its  tax  base  on  fi- 
nancial quicksands.  I  announce  now,  without 
equivocation,  that  a  halt  will  be  made  to  the 
circle  of  assessment  increases  and  abatements 
and  that  the  valuations  fixed  by  the  incoming 
Board  of  Assessors  will  be  honest  appraisals." 

There  was  much  hope  in  that  statement  for 
the  property  owner  and,  at  the  outset,  it 
should  be  understood  that  most  of  the  so- 
called  assessment  ballooning  practice  has  been 
stopped,  although  the  policy  was  made  effective 
more  tardily  than  the  statement  seemed  to 
indicate.  We  have  underscored  the  second 
element  of  your  assurance,  namely,  the  promise 
of  valuations  fixed  through  honest  appraisals, 
and  by  the  word  "honest,"  we  assume  you 
meant   "fair  and   equitable." 

Now  your  Board  of  Assessors  approaches  the 
task  of  setting  assessments  for  the  ninth  time, 
and  we  question,  from  the  results  shown, 
whether  in  fair  judgment  it  can  be  said  that 
the  present  assessments  in  many  instances 
are  arrived  at  by  sound  appraisal  methods,  or 
even  by  logical  guesses.  The  purpose  of  this 
report  is  to  point  out  to  you  the  seemingly 
poor  quality  of  certain  valuations  made  by 
your    Board    of    Assessors,    and    to    urge    upon 


you  the  most  immediate  steps,  if  our  conten- 
tions are  not  conclusively  disproved,  to  remedy 
this    fiscally    unhealthy    situation. 

This  phase  of  municipal  administration, 
which  received  so  much  attention  during  the 
last  mayoralty  campaign,  seems  to  have  slipped 
from  attention  as  you  strive  to  solve  the 
pressing  problems  of  the  city.  But  it  is  ever 
present  in  the  minds  of  the  taxpayers  of  your 
city,  and  we  feel  it  should  be  discussed  again 
with    all    candor. 

Tax  Rate  and  Effective  Tax  Rate. 

Much,  perhaps,  too  much,  significance  is  at- 
tached to  the  high  tax  rate  that  presses  down 
on  the  Boston  property  owner.  It  is  not  alone 
the  rate,  however,  but  also  the  assessment 
which  determines  the  extent  of  the  burden 
upon  any  particular  piece  of  property.  And 
unlike  the  relative  fairness  of  some  other  taxes 
where  the  rate  of  assessment  can  be  accurately 
set  by  law,  and  adjusted  to  fit  the  income  of 
the  taxpayer,  the  property  tax  must  depend  on 
the  accuracy  cf  the  assessment  (the  honesty 
and  fairness  of  the  property  appraisal)  for 
any  element  of  fairness  it  possesses.  And  since 
assessment  is  by  law  supposed  to  be  the  fair 
cash  value  of  the  property,  in  investment 
properties,  there  should  be  flexibility  of  assess- 
ment to  reasonably  attune  the  burden  of  the 
tax  to  the  income  of  the  property.  The  annual 
appraisal,  therefore,  must  be  made  by  indi- 
viduals who  should  be  personally  expert  in 
property  valuation  and  guided  by  sound  policies 
(such  as  those  tet  forth  in  your  inaugural 
message)  to  insure  the  relative  burden  of  taxa- 
tion   will    be   fair   and    just. 

We  therefore  must  consider  not  alone  the 
published  rate,  but  also  the  rate  as  applied  to 
the  assessment  of  the  property;  in  short  what 
might  be  called  the  effective  rate,  when  we 
are  considering  the  relative  fairness  of  the 
burden    placed   upon    a   piece   of   property. 

Method    of    Study. 

In  this  report,  through  the  introduction  of 
certain  case  studies,  we  shall  be  able  to  com- 
ment quite  frankly  on  the  assessment  practices 
of  the  Boston  Board  of  Assessors,  and  exhibit 
the  inadequacy  of  the  methods  being  employed 
to  appraise  properties.  We  believe  it  is  pos- 
sible to  interpret  from  the  applied  assessments 
shortcomings  of  policy  which  seem  to  be  in 
evidence,  and  resultants  of  the  Board's  deci- 
sions, which  work  harm  to  the  city's  economic 
well-being.  In  many  instances,  we  believe,  a 
thoughtful  consideration  of  the  cases  outlined 
in  this  report  can  convey  a  meaning  more 
eloquent   than    words. 

A  complete  analysis  of  assessment  practices 
is  obviously  beyond  the  scope  of  this  report. 
We  shall  concern  ourselves  only  with  a  samp- 
ling of  commercial  properties,  and  we  shall 
direct  attention  to  cases  which,  in  our  opinion, 
show  an  effective  tax  far  in  excess  of  the 
announced  rate.  The  conclusion  should  not  be 
drawn  that  these  cases  are  the  only  ones,  even 
though  they  do  show  a  certain  extremeness, 
and  neither  should  one  attempt  to  conclude  that 
inequities  do  not  exist  in  other  classifications 
of    property. 

The    Problem. 

Reference  is  here  made  to  the  case  studies 
appended    to    this    report. 

It  would  seem  to  be  consequential  to  call 
attention  to  the  constant  heavy  flow  of  tax 
abatement  appeals  to  the  Appellate  Tax  Board 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  And 
further  significance  can  be  gained  from  con- 
sideration of  the  high  incidence  of  defeat  before 
that  appeal  body  of  the  valuations  placed  by 
the  Boston  Board  of  Assessors.  Over  nine 
thousand  cases  are  presently  pending  before 
the  Appellate  Tax  Board  relative  to  Boston 
properties,  and  there  may  be,  if  the  past  per- 
formance is  a  criterion,  a  further  flow  if  the 
assessors  fail  to  act  upon  applications  for 
abatement  of  the  1957  taxes.  In  the  recent 
past,  almost  all  cases  have  resulted  in  decisions 
against  the  City. 

This,  we  contend,  indicates  a  dereliction  of 
duty  by  your  Board  in  failing  to  make  fair 
adjustments,  to  reflect  changes  in  value,  and 
seemingly  shows  an  abdication  with  respect  to 
a  function  which   is  basically  the  assessors'   re- 
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sponsibility  in  favor  of  the  Appellate  Tax 
Hoard.  This  situation  is  nothing  new,  and 
persons  of  long:  experience  in  our  industry 
comment  that  there  has  been  little  realistic 
valuation  in  the  downtown  area  since  before 
World  War  I.  It  is  high  time  to  discard  this 
time-honored  tradition.  Such  a  failure  is 
costly  to  the  city,  and  excessively  costly  to  the 
taxpayer,  and  since  the  cost  of  appeal  is  an 
expense  to  the  property,  it  results  in  a  further 
shrinking  of  the  property's  real  value.  This 
is  not  only  a  hardship  for  the  taxpayer  in- 
volved, but  a  disservice  of  great  magnitude  to 
the  remaining  taxpayers  of  the  city. 

In  connection  with  Cases  A  through  F,  we 
point  out  properties  which  are  assessed  so  high 
that  an  inordinately  high  percentage  of  gross 
income  is  taken  for  taxes.  To  overly  assess 
property  in  this  manner  is,  we  contend,  an 
abuse  of  the  taxpayer.  In  other  cities,  where 
there  has  been  some  notable  new  growth,  com- 
mercial properties  pay  a  much  lower  percent- 
age of  gross  income  for  taxes.  In  Chicago, 
it  is  common  for  the  realty  tax  to  take  14 
per  cent  to  17  per  cent  of  the  gross  income.  In 
Miami,  it  is  common  for  the  realty  tax  to  take 
approximately  8  per  cent  of  gross  income.  In 
Los  Angeles,  a  similar  8  per  cent  approximate 
is  the  rule.  To  be  realistic,  we  know  the  per- 
centage in  Boston  is  much  higher,  but  we 
contend  that  the  Board  of  Assessors  cannot 
produce  any  accurate  figures  to  show  a  median 
percentage  of  gross  income  for  taxes  which 
will  compare  closely  with  the  percentages 
shown  in  the  cases  cited  in  Appendix  A.  An 
abuse  of  this  sort  indicates  the  urgent  need  of 
a   complete   revision   of   assessing   practices. 

While  the  assessment  on  the  land  or  on  the 
building  separately  lacks  some  significance,  in 
Cases  I  through  L  we  show  the  seemingly 
ridiculous  separate  valuations  which  often  per- 
tain. It  leads  to  the  assumption  that  the 
assessors  lack  any  full  appreciation  of  the 
relative  value  of  land  by  areas.  This  creates 
doubt  as  to  the  effort  made  to  obtain  any 
logical  relationships  in  these  values  and  doubts 
as  to  how  such  wide  discrepancies  could  be 
arrived   at  even   through   careless   appraisals. 

In  Case  G  is  shown  a  building  being  assessed 
to  the  owner  after  it  has  been  taken  from  him. 
And  in  this  connection,  we  also  point  out  the 
building  valuation  under  Example  F.  The 
result  of  this  careless  practice  was  not  speedily 
rectified  when  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board,  and  seemingly  indicates  an  indifference 
to  the  taxpayers'  rights  by  the  Boston  Board 
of    Assessors. 

Case  M  presents  an  interesting  study  in 
testing  the  appraisal  methods  of  the  assessors. 
This  property,  the  greater  portion  of  which 
is  operated  and  owned  by  the  White  Fund, 
should  be  an  excellent  testing  property  for  the 
fairness  of  the  assessors'  appraisal. 

We  suggest  the  remarks,  which  form  a  part 
of  each  case  study,  be  analyzed  with  careful 
thought. 

Results    of    Poor    Appraising. 

The  results  of  poor  appraisal  work  by  the 
assessors  bring  serious  harm,  in  our  opinion, 
to  both  the  taxpayer  and  the  city.  And  the 
result  of  trying  to  hold  severely  inflated  valua- 
tions results  in  a  real  destruction  of  the  very 
values  the  assessors  may  feel  they  are  trying 
to  hold.  The  effective  tax  rate  on  some  of  the 
properties  here  is  not  the  $86  announced  as 
the  1957  rate,  but  rather  in  excess  of  $150 
per  $1,000  of  actual  valuation.  Can  there  be 
any  legal  or  moral  justification  for  such  action? 

We  speak  often  of  confiscatory  taxes.  Re- 
ferring to  a  property  on  Franklin  street,  Case 
A,  it  is  interesting  to  speculate  on  what  the 
property  might  have  sold  for,  had  the  increase 
in  assessment  applied  in  1955  not  been  made. 
This,  it  would  seem,  is  a  rather  conspicuous 
confiscation  of  a  substantial  equity  in  the 
property. 

Because  of  the  inexpertly  made  assessments, 
it  is  necessary  that  time  and  effort  be  almost 
continuously  devoted  to  obtaining  tax  abate- 
ments. Indeed,  often  in  considering  the  price 
to  pay  for  certain  parcels  of  property,  as  much 
consideration  is  given  to  the  potential  abate- 
ment which  will  accrue  because  of  the  excess 
of    the   assessment   over    the   asking    price   for 


the  property  as  is  given  to  analysis  of  other 
important  aspects  of  the  transaction.  This 
results  in  events  commonly  misunderstood  and 
reflecting  on  the  good  name  of  the  city  and  the 
present  administration  by  creating  in  the  minds 
of  some  the  idea  that  owners  are  not  entitled 
to  tax  abatements  as  a  matter  of  right.  It 
has  not  led  to  any  enhancement  of  our  reputa- 
tion nationally,  and  may  well  account  for  the 
loss   of   substantial   new   investment. 

Many  classes  of  investors  will  not  enter  the 
type  of  investment  situation  which  pertains  in 
certain  areas  of  Boston.  Some  institutions 
have  conspicuously  withdrawn  from  the  Boston 
real  estate  market  in  recent  years  and  not  the 
least  of  these  reasons  seems  to  have  been  the 
irregularity  of  assessment  patterns.  We  can 
not  afford  to  dry  up  our  realty  investment 
sources. 

The  heavy  burden  of  taxes  in  the  retail  area 
are  forcing  the  maintenance  of  uneconomic 
rental  schedules.  This  results  in  the  merchant 
neglecting  good  business  practices  to  avoid  even 
desirable  expenditures  in  order  to  pay  his  taxes 
or  his  rent.  The  prolonged  continuance  of 
forced  uneconomic  rent  results  in  property  and 
business  neglect  which  in  turn  produces  decay 
and  blight.  It  is  highly  desirable,  from  the 
city's  standpoint,  that  assessment  practices  be 
such  that  good  and  sound  building  operation 
be  encouraged. 

In  our  considered  opinion,  even  if  the  pur- 
pose of  the  overassessment  were  a  practice  to 
camouflage  the  true  tax  rate  and  were  pursued 
with  that  objective  without  consideration  for 
the  taxpayer  affected,  it  should  not  be  endured 
in  its  present  unfair  impact,  and  rather  than 
hide  an  actual  rate,  it  may  well  be  pointing 
up  the  poor  business  circumstances.  It  is  a 
situation  not  to  be  condoned  or  continued. 

Indications  for  Improvement. 

The  recent  funding  of  the  city's  floating  debt, 
with  the  accompanying  legislative  restrictions 
and  the  assurances  of  the  administration,  may 
help  to  correct  many  of  the  undesirable  tax 
rate  practices. 

The  present  equalization  survey  will  be  help- 
ful to  a  future  Assessing  Department,  and  early 
implementation  is  essential.  However,  to  com- 
pletely determine  finely  accurate  basis  for  value 
will  take  time,  and  the  duty  of  the  Assessing 
Board  in  this  respect  cannot  be  neglected  or 
ignored  until  the  completion  of  that  report. 
It  should  be  pointed  out  that  assessing  is  a 
continuous  project,  and  the  valuation  process 
must   be  undertaken   by   law  annually. 

The  better  recognition,  than  heretofore,  of 
abatements  alleviates  to  a  degree  the  previously 
serious  ignoring  of  abatements  in  many  cases. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  recommendations 
of  the  Reeves  report.  It  is  excellent  and  one 
wonders,  at  first  consideration,  why  it  is  not 
adopted  in  its  entirerty.  It  is  an  enigma  that 
in  this  city  the  desire  to  continue  business  as 
usual  in  the  same  old-time  honored  way  is  so 
paramount  that  the  cures  for  our  ills  are  not 
used.  It  is  a  rather  odd  patient  who  com- 
pletely  ignores   the   medicines   of   the   doctor. 

Recommendations. 
Conceding  the  difficulties  of  the  present 
property  situation  in  Boston  and  without  ques- 
tioning the  intentions  of  the  present  Board  of 
Assessors,  we  do,  however,  believe  that  the 
cases  appended  prove  the  Board  of  Assessors 
is  not  meeting  the  exigent  problems  of  equitable 
property  valuation  and  efficient  appraisal  in 
a  condition  created  by  changing  patterns  of 
property  values.  We  believe  the  proposals 
herein  contained  are  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  policies  which  you  enumerated  in  your 
inaugural  address. 

I.  Discharge  the  present  Board  of  Assessors 
from  their  present  duties  and 

A.  If  it  is  felt  necessary  to  cover  Charter 
provisions  that  there  be  a  Board  of  three, 
appoint  such  a  Board  from  the  following: 
One  Assistant  Assessor  experienced  in  resi- 
dential appraising,  one  Assistant  Assessor 
experienced  in  commercial  property  apprais- 
ing and  a  Chairman  who  shall  be  a  recog- 
nized expert  in  the  field  of  local  taxation 
who  has  not  been  identified  with  Boston  as- 
sessing   practices.

B.  Or  if  it  is  not  felt  that  the  Charter 
provisions  require  a  Board  of  three,  appoint 
a  Chief  Assessor  who  shall  be  a  recognized 
expert  in  the  field  of  local  taxation  and  who 
has  not  been  identified  with  Boston  assessing 
practices.  The  Chief  Assessor  to  have  the 
power  to  choose  at  least  two  assistants. 

II.  Instruct  that  the  department  shall  im- 
mediately take  effective  steps  to  carry  out  fully 
the  policies  announced  in  your  1950  inaugural 
message. 

III.  Instruct  that  the  assistant  assessors 
(street  men)  be  instructed  to  prepare  recom- 
mendations for  their  areas  which  will  be  help- 
ful to  the  Board  in  carrying  out  your  inten- 
tions. Make  their  (street  men)  recommenda- 
tions public  record. 

IV.  Instruct  that  immediate  steps  be  taken 
to  introduce  into  assessing  practice  and  office 
procedure  the  recommendations  of  the  Reeves 
report  (so  called)  submitted  to  your  office 
January,   1950. 

V.  Instruct  that  prior  to  January  1,  1959, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  or 
Chief  Assessor,  as  the  case  may  be,  submit 
recommendations  for  the  permanent  reorganiza- 
tion  of  the   department. 

VI.  Instruct  the  Board  of  Review  to  co- 
operate fully  v/ith  the  new  Board,  or  Chief 
Assessor,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  determining 
fair  settlements  for  pending  appeals,  and  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  settle  all  cases  in- 
volving appeals  from  assessments  higher  than 
decisions  of  less  than  three  years  lapse,  and 
appeals  from  assessments  involving  error. 

Through  the  effectiveness  of  these  recom- 
mendations, we  believe  your  policies  can  become 
actual  practice. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  cannot  escape  re- 
sponsibility for  the  prevailing  assessments.  The 
abilities  of  the  Assistant  Assessors  and  the 
dedication  of  many  of  them  to  duty,  lead  one 
to  assume  that  their  recommendations  are  not 
well  followed.  Surely  they  know  the  situation 
in   the  areas   where  they   work. 

In  closing,  I  can  assure  you  the  owners  of 
the  properties  referred  to  in  the  cases  showing 
an  alleged  overassessment,  will  be  pleased  to 
receive  any  practical  recommendation  that  will 
enable  them  to  earn  the  necessary  income  from 
their  property  to  justify  the  tax  assessed.

Remarks:  In  this  case  we  find  evidence  of  sub- 
stantial assessment  change  based  on  a  sale  price, 
without  proper  analysis  of  the  sale  as  it  might  be  an 
indicator  of  actual  property  value. 

In  1954  the  parcel  41,  45  Franklin  Street  sold 
for  a  price  in  excess  of  its  then  valuation.  The 
following  year  all  parcels  in  this  block  were  in- 
creased in  valuation  by  the  Assessors.  These 
valuations  have  been  continued  through  this  year. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  the  property  53,  55 
Franklin  Street  sold  in  1955  for  a  consideration  far 
below  the  assessed  valuation.  However,  this  sale 
was  apparently  dismissed  as  an  accurate  barometer 
of  true  value. 
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Now  note  the  property  65,  71  Franklin  Street, 
which  had  been  raised  by  the  Assessors  from 
$235,000  valuation  in  1954  to  $400,000  valuation 
in  1955,  in  spite  of  the  fact  a  reduction  to  8105,090 
valuation  had  been  obtained  for  the  year  1954  from 
the  original  valuation  for  that  year,  has  been  sold 
this  year  for  $175,000.  This  is  less  than  one  half 
the  1957  valuation  placed  upon  it  by  the  Assessors. 

The  interesting  query  might  be  this  —  will  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  in  view  of  the  sales  subsequent 
to  the  1954  sale  in  this  block,  reduce  all  the  assess- 
ments? One  might  also  speculate  as  to  what  might 
have  been  obtained  for  the  property  65,  71  Franklin 
Street  were  it  being  sold  this  year  subject  to  a  more 
reasonable  assessment.  This  seems  to  illustrate 
quite  vividly  how  action  by  the  Assessors,  carelessly 
performed,  can  lead  to  confiscation  of  substantial 
property  equity. 

Also  exhibited  here,  in  the  case  of  this  property, 
is  an  "effective  tax  rate"  approaching  $200  per 
one  thousand  dollars  of  actual  valuation.

Remarks:  It  is  interesting  to  compare  the  valua- 
tions placed  on  land  in  this  block.  It  may  be  assumed 
that  corner  influence  causes  the  $65  per  foot  valua- 
tion on  the  Milk  Street  corner.  Similarly  the  same 
supposition  may  be  made  in  respect  to  the  piece  at 
the  easterly  corner  of  Franklin  Street.  It  is  difficult 
to  reconcile  this,  however,  with  the  valuation  of  the 
vacant  land  at  the  westerly  corner  of  Franklin 
Street.  The  inability  to  sustain  a  higher  value  on 
this  parcel,  or  to  change  its  use,  points  out  the 
absurdity  of  the  pattern  of  land  valuation.  If 
there  is  a  sustainable  policy  of  land  valuation  being 
employed,  it  is  not  clearly  evident  what  that  policy 
may  be.

Description:  These  three  parcels  located  in  the 
Tremont  Street  retail  shopping  area  were  occupied 
until  mid-year  by  the  E.  T.  Slattery  Co.  The 
buildings  are  all  5  stories  in  height  and  cover  a 
combined  ground  area  of  10,302  square  feet. 
Assessment:  The  building  154,  155  sits  on  a  ground 
area  of  4,717  square  feet.  It  is  assessed  for  $350,000 
of  which  $283,000  is  on  the  land  and  $67,000  is  on 
the  building.  This  assessment  is  reduced  from  the 
1956  assessment  which  was  $539,000.

Remarks:  Since  two  of  these  properties  are  con- 
trolled by  the  Trustees  of  the  George  Robert  White 
Fund,  and  since  the  Administration  has  a  substan- 
tial interest  in  the  operation  of  these  properties, 
and  since  these  properties  are  currently  on  the 
rental  market,  an  unusual  opportunity  for  testing 
its  theories  is  afforded  the  Board  of  Assessors.  All 
rental  information  should  be  available  to  that 
Board. 

With  a  1957  tax  of  $30,100  on  the  property  154, 
155  Tremont,  using  the  assessment  figures,  a  rental 
(gross  basis)  of  approximately  $62,000  per  annum 
would  seem  to  be  necessary  to  justify  a  sale  price 
of  $350,000  for  the  property.  Based  on  rentals  of 
this  type  in  the  area,  one  might  assume  an  annual 
rental  of  $45,000  (gross  basis)  would  be  about  the 
highest  for  which  the  Trustees  might  hope,  without 
substantial  additional  capital  expenditure.

On  the  basis  of  the  evidence  of  value  m  this  area, 
it  would  appear  thai  the  Assessors  have  grossly 
over-assessed  the  two  White  Fund  properties  under 
the  Administration's  control.  They  have  set 
effective  tax  rates  far  in  excess  of  the  published  rate 
on  these  properties.  If  these  contentions  are  so, 
and  the  Trustees  can  confirm  any  offers  for  rental 
i  hey  may  have  received  which  would  justify  such 
assessments,  it  is  a  further  indication  that  fair  ap- 
praisal methods  are  not  being  carefully  followed  by 
i  he  Hoard  of  Assessors. 

Coun.  Piemonte  moved  that  the  message  and 
report  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  for 
a  public  hearing  and  the  President  of  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Hoard,  the  Boston  Municipal  Research 
Bureau,  and  the  Finance  Commission  be  invited 
to  its  hearing.

OPPOSING  REMOVAL  OF  FEDERAL  CON- 
TROL ON  PRODUCTION  OF  NATURAL 
GAS. 

The   following    was    received:

Gentlemen: 

For  some  years,  in  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  efforts  have  been  made  to  pass 
legislation  which  would  remove  effective  federal 
regulation  in  the  production  of  natural  gas. 
This  effort  is  being  continued  this  year  through 
the  medium  of  the  Harris-O'Hara  Bill. 

This  bill  has  very  strong  support  but  like- 
wise is  opposed  by  public  officials  throughout 
the  country  who  feel  a  responsibility  to  the 
consumer.  It  is  estimated  that  twenty-seven 
million  families  use  gas  for  one  purpose  or 
another.  To  entirely  remove  federal  regulation 
of  the  producers'  prices  would  leave  these  con- 
sumers at  the  mercy  of  the  producers.  I  have 
joined  with  a  committee  of  U.  S.  Mayors .  in 
opposition  to  the  Harris-O'Hara  Bill.  In  many 
cities  throughout  the  country  the  City  Council 
or  Board  of  Aldermen  have  adopted  resolutions 
opposing   the  bill. 

I  am  submitting  herewith  for  the  considera- 
tion of  your  Honorable  Body  a  resolution  which 
I  suggest  be  adopted.  If  it  is  so  adopted,  it 
will  be  forwarded  to  all  of  the  members  of  the 
Massachusetts  delegation  of  Congress.

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In  an  effort  to  absorb  this  increase  so  that  the  tax  rate  would  not  feel  its  full  impact,  it  has  been  necessary  to  adopt  a 
policy  of  stringent  expenditure  in  the  City  departments  over  which  full  control  can  be  exercised. 

Other  uncontrollable  factors  of  increased  cost,  such  as  welfare  benefits,  pension  benefits,  court  executions;  and  the 
uncontrollable  factors  affecting  the  income  of  the  City,  such  as  lower  valuations  and  lower  revenue  expectancy  from  the 
State  government,  all  combine  with  the  M.T.A.  deficit  to  make  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  hold  the  tax  rate  in  check. 

It  is  because  of  this  situation  that  the  City  government  has  limited  the  expenditures  under  its  full  control  to  the 
barest  minimum,  deferring  necessary  improvements  to  another  day.  How  long  City  departments  should  be  expected  or 
required  to  follow  such  a  policy,  which  can  be  likened  to  an  inadequate  diet,  while  expenditures  not  under  our  control 
are  diet-free,  is  a  matter  for  serious  consideration. 

The  accompanying  communication  of  the  Supervisor  of  Budgets  gives,  in  detail,  an  explanation  of  the  chief  elements 
entering  into  the  allowances  as  made.  This  information,  in  addition  to  the  budget  document,  should  give  your  Honorable 
Body  a  clear  picture  of  the  1958  operating  and  maintenance  requirements. 

Later,  supplemental  appropriations  will  be  submitted  to  cover  the  so-called  "down  payments"  on  capital  expenditure 
loans,  together  with  such  othei  appropriations  it  may  be  necessary  to  provide. 

I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  the  accompanying  appropriation  and  tax  orders.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Chapter  3A  of  the  revised  city  ordinances,  I  have  prepared,  under 
your  direction  and  after  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Administrative  Services,  in  segregated  form,  the  annual  budget 
for  city,  county,  and  revenue  departments  to  be  submitted  to  the  City  Council. 

General  Statement 
The  budget  allowances  recommended  for  city,  county,  and  income  departments  represent  an  increase  of  $1,855,914.00 
over  total  appropriations  authorized  in  1957. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  differences  between  the  appropriations  recommended  for  1958  and  those  approved 
by  the  City  Council  in  1957:

The  appropriations  recommended  for  income  departments  will  be  met  from  the  revenues  collected  by  these  depart- 
ments, and  hence  will  not  affect  this  year's  tax  rate.  In  other  words,  the  19.58  tax  rate  will  be  affected  solely  by  the 
increase  in  the  city  and  county  budgets,  which  increase  is  indicated  in  the  foregoing  table  as  $1,661,228.00. 

Form  of  Budget 
As  indicated  in  the  table  of  contents,  the  material  relating  to  the  1958  budget  is  presented  in  this  document  in  three 
parts  or  sections.    Part  I  presents  the  appropriations  recommended  for  the  various  city,  county,  and  income  departments. 
The  departments  have  been  arranged  by  functions,  and  the  appropriations  are  set  forth  under  the  eight  main  expenditure 
groups. 

Part  II  presents  in  detail  the  allowances  recommended  for  departments  and  organization  units.  This  detail  supports 
the  appropriations  recommended  and  set  forth  in  Part  I.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  detail  for  individual  departments 
is  presented  so  as  to  indicate  the  various  work  programs  to  be  performed,  together  with  the  allowance  required  for  each 
program. 

Part  III  presents  two  sets  of  tables,  both  of  which  indicate  in  comparative  form  the  differences  between  1957  appro- 
priations and  1958  recommendations,  as  they  relate  first  to  organization  units,  and  second  to  objects  of  expenditure. 

Permanent  Employees.  Although  the  1958  allowance  is  $2,938,398.00  above  the  1957  appropriation,  it  was  necessary 
to  transfer  to  this  account  $1,325,000.00  from  the  special  appropriation,  Compensation  Plan  Amendments,  to  cover  the 
cost  of  the  salary  increases  for  employees  granted  by  your  Honor  effective  September  1,  1957. 

Temporary  Employees.  The  allowances  recommended  reflect  an  increase  of  $30,100.00  over  the  1957  appropriation 
but  a  reduction  of  approximately  $125,000.00  from  the  1957  expenditures.  It  was  necessary  to  reallocate  $90,000.00  to 
this  account  mainly  to  cover  the  cost  of  special  nurses  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

The  main  factors  involved  in  this  allowance  are  indicated  in  the  following  table: 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department    $290,000  00         Seasonal  employment  of  recreation  play  leaders,   lifeguards,   bath 

custodians,  matrons,  and  sports  officials  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
recreation  program  of  the  city.

hourly  basis  chiefly  in  the  branch  libraries.

The  balance  is  spread  over  a  number  of  departments  to  cover  peak  load  periods. 

Overtime.  Allowances  recommended  for-city  departments  reflect  an  increase  of  $09,231.00  over  the  1957  appropria- 
tion but  a  reduction  of  $69,128.00  from  the  1957  expenditure. 

The  main  factors  involved  in  this  allowance  are  indicated  in  the  following  table: 
Police  Department  $540,000  00         Holidays,    police  listing,   primary   day,    election   day,    and   various 

parades.

The  balance  is  spread  over  a  number  of  departments  to  cover  peak  load  periods. 

Contractual  Services.  Despite  an  increased  cost  of  $93,000.00  for  the  lighting  of  streets,  the  allowances  under  this 
group  show  an  over-all  decrease  of  $52,921.00. 

Supplies  and  Materials.  The  allowances  under  this  group  show  an  increase  of  $292,596.00  over  the  1957  appropria- 
tion. An  increased  allowance  of  $220,000.00  for  Medical  and  Surgical  Supplies  in  the  Hospital  Department  has  been 
made  due  to  rising  costs  for  these  items.  The  balance  may  be  accounted  for  by  price  increases  in  all  other  supplies  and 
materials. 
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Current  Cha.-ges  and  Obligations.  The  increase  of  $180,879.00  is  due  to  increased  disbursements  by  the  Welfare 
Department  in  th.6  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Disability  Assistance  programs. 

Equipment.     The  appropriation  of  this  group  shows  a  decrease  of  $2-12,260.00. 

Structures  and   improvements.     The  allowance  under  this  group  shows  a  decrease  of  $547,000.00.     Any  requests 
for  down  payments  on, loans  for  this  year  will  be  submitted  later  as  supplementary  requests. 
The  major  items  arenas  follows:

Special  Appropriations.     This  group  shows  a  decrease  of  $1,339,445.00  from  the  1957  appropriation.     The  principal 
reason  for  this  decrease  is  that  we  were  required  to  make  an  additional  appropriation  last  year  of  $1,325,000.00  for  Com- 
pensation Plan  Amendments,  which  will  be  reflected  in  the  appropriation  for  Personal  Services  in  1958. 
Principal  increases  within  this  group  are  as  follows:

Noncontributory  Pensions  and  Annuities 100,000  00 

Executions  of  Court 1 00,000  00

County  Budget 

Allowances  recommended  for  county  departments  reflect  an  increase  of  $331,650.00  over  1957  appropriations. 

Permanent  Employees.  This  group  shows  an  increase  of  $277,328.00  over  the  previous  year.  This  increase  can  be 
almost  entirely  accounted  for  by  the  cost  of  the  amendments  to  the  County  Compensation  Plan  that  were  recommended 
by  your  Honor  and  approved  by  the  City  Council,  effective  September  1,  1957,  which  totals  approximately  $240,000.00. 
Sliding  scale  and  mandatory  legislative  increases  make  up  the  balance  of  the  total  increase. 

Contractual  Services.  This  group  reflects  an  increase  of  $79,226.00  over  the  allowance  for  1957.  This  item  has  been 
increased  by  $100,000.00,  due  to  the  extra  jurors  necessitated  by  the  additional  sessions  of  the  Court  initiated  by  the 
Chief  Justice.    Were  it  not  for  this  particular  item,  this  appropriation  would  have  reflected  a  decrease. 

Supplies  and  Materials.  The  increased  allowance  of  $67,574.00  in  this  group  is  caused  by  the  rise  in  cost  of  all  sup- 
plies and  materials. 

Equipment.    The  allowance  for  this  group  reflects  a  decrease  of  $3,698.00. 

Structures  and  Improvements.    This  group  reflects  a  decrease  of  $39,000.00. 

Special  Appropriations.  This  appropriation  shows  a  decrease  of  $60,000.00.  The  principal  reason  for  this  decrease 
is  that  we  were  required  to  make  an  additional  appropriation  last  year  of  $75,000.00  for  compensation  plan  amendments 
which  will  be  reflected  in  the  appropriation  for  personal  services  in  1958.  Noncontributory  pensions  and  annuities  increase 
amounts  to  $15,000.00. 

Income  Departments 

The  allowances  made  under  this  section  reflect  an  increase  of  $194,710.00. 

The  main  factors  involved  in  this  increase  are  indicated  below: 

Permanent  Employees.  Compensation  Plan  Amendments  are  responsible  for  the  increase  of  $98,971.00  in  Personal 
Services. 

Contractual  Services.  This  group  reflects  an  increase  of  $48,230.00,  mainly  because  of  essential  repairs  to  the 
Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  which  were  deferred  from  previous  years. 

Current'  Charges  and  Obligations.  Damage  suits  now  in  litigation  against  the  Water  Division  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton are  responsible  for  an  increase  of  $34,000.00  in  this  group. 

'  Equipment. '  A  special  purpose  vehicle  for  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  (Sweeper-Plusher)  is  responsible  for  the  increase 
of  $30,000.00  in  this  group.' 

Special  Appropriations.    Noncontributory  Pensions  and  Annuities  increase  amounts  to  $15,000.00. 

Conclusion 
I  have  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  outlined  the  main  factors  involved  in  the  increase  of  1958  allowances  over  1957 
appropriations. 

All  allowances  have  been  reduced  to  the  barest  minimum  necessary  to  maintain  adequate  services  and  make  only 
those  repairs  to  the  various  plants  that  arc  of  an  urgent  nature.

APPROPRIATIONS   AND   TAX   ORDERS   FOR   THE   FINANCIAL   YEAR    1958 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  tire  first  day  of  January, 
1958,  for  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council 
during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston,  or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  the  respective  sums 
of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  several 
departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  state,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  re- 
quirements or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  Said  works  and  any  excess  over  income  from 
taxes;  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  be  met  by  the  income  from  tolls  and  any  excess  over  income 
from  taxes,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  11,  chapter  297,  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended  by  chapter  74 
of  the  Acts  of  1935;  that  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  park- 
ing and  other  traffic  activities  incident  thereto,  be  met  by  the  income  from  parking  meter  fees;  that  the  other  appropria- 
tions hereinafter  specified  be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  December  31, 
1957,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special 
appropriation;  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1958;  by  taxes  on  the  polls  and  estates  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and  by  the  proceeds  of  any  duly  authorized  loans. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered 
or  work  done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any  person  or  corporation  other 
than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury,  and  that  all  contributions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  ex- 
pended for  the  objects  and  purposes  directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's 
proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1958,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  shall 
be  due  and  payable  on  .July  1,-  1958.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum  and  computed  from 
October  1,  1958,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  November  1,  1958,  and  assessed 
and  payable  in  the  year  1958,  before  said  November  1,  1958,  until  such  taxes  are  paid.  All  interest  which  shall  have 
become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional  appropriations 
or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated  in 
the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purpose 
or  item.

Larry   Grove,   House  Clerk  of  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Court,  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the   Council  should   not   tie  itself   down   with   a 
comprehensive   set   of   rules   that  may   prove   a 
hindrance   rather   than   an   aid    to   the   conduct 
of  hearings.     He  suggested  that  I  obtain  from 
the    State    House    Library    the    rules    of    the 
Massachusetts  Senate  used  in  the  impeachment 
of  Daniel  H.  Coakley,   Executive  Councillor.     I 
have  obtained  a  copy  of  these  rules  "which  were 
published   in    Senate   Bill   No.    745,    dated   July 
15,   1941.     These  rules  are  quite  comprehensive 
and   will  be  of  assistance  in  determining  what 
rules,  if  any,  are  to  be  adopted.     The  oath  to 
be  administered  and  the  form  of  the  summons 
are  also   set  out   in   these  Senate   rules. 

Mr.  Bresnahan,  counsel  for  the  Massachu- 
setts Commission  To  Study  and  Investigate 
Communism,  also  was  very  cooperative  and 
gave  me  a  copy  of  the  rules  of  this  commission 
which  were  for  the  most  part  set  out  in  1953 
Resolve,  chapter  89.  The  commission  itself, 
however,  did  adopt  four  additional  rules  for  its 
own  conduct.  These  rules  will  also  aid  the 
Council  in  determining  what  rules,  if  any, 
are   to   be   adopted. 

John  Thompson,  Speaker  of  the  House,  ad- 
vised me  that  at  committee  hearings  where  he 
sat  as  a  member  and  where  witnesses  were 
required  to  take  an  oath,  there  were  no  writ- 
ten rules  of  procedure.  He  also  said  witnesses 
were  questioned  by  each  member  of  the  com- 
mittee with  the  chairman  presiding.  He  fur- 
ther stated  that  although  they  had  no  written 
rules  of  procedure,  the  members  of  these  com- 
mittees always  agreed  that  witnesses  appear- 
ing before  them  to  testify  under  oath  would 
be  treated  with  courtesy.  He  also  said  that 
witnesses  appearing  before  these  committees 
and  testifying  under  oath  always  were  cooper- 
ative. 

Thomas  MeArdle,  counsel  for  the  Massachu- 
setts Crime  Commission  (established  under  the 
provisions  of  1953  Mass.  Resolves,  chapter 
100)  has  offered  his  full  cooperation  and  of- 
fered to  appear  before  the  Council  and  give 
them  the  benefit  of  his  experience  of  summons- 
ing witnesses  and  obtaining  from  them  testi- 
mony under  oath.  He  pointed  out  that  the  two 
main  problems  facing  organizations  summons- 
ing witnesses  and  putting  them  under  oath  is 
to  see  that  the  hearings  are  conducted  so  that 
witnesses  appearing  are  given  the  protection 
of  (1)  due  process  of  law  and  (2)  fair  play. 
However,  he  said  it  was  his  observation  that 
extensive  rules  drawn  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
tecting witnesses  were  used  by  uncooperative 
witnesses  to  hinder  the  commission  and  to  pre- 
vent the  obtaining  of  the  desired  testimony. 
He   is   mailing   me  a   copy   of   the   rules   of   the

REDUCING   LENGTH   AND   WIDTH   OF 
AUTOMOBILES. 

Coun.   MCLAUGHLIN   offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  parking  and  traffic  problem  of 
the   City   of   Boston   is   acute;   and 

Whereas,  This  problem  is  accentuated  by  the 
narrowness  and  irregular  layout  of  our  streets 
and  the  paucity  of  parking  facilities  in  com- 
parison   with    the    number    of   automobiles;    and 

Whereas,  This  problem  has  a  damaging  effect 
upon    the    economic    life    of    the    city;    and 

Whereas,  This  problem  is  aggravated  further 
by  the  size  and  design  of  modern  motor  ve- 
hicles;   now.    therefore    be   it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  urges  the  automobile  in- 
dustry to  give  immediate  and  serious  consider- 
ation to  reducing  the  length  and  width  of 
automobiles  in  the  new  designs;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  Honorable  Robert  Wagner,  Mayor  of 
New  York  City;  Mayor  Charles  S.  Witkowski, 
of  Jersey  City.  New  Jersey;  L.  L.  Colbert, 
president  of  the  Chrysler  Corporation;  Henry 
Ford,  2d,  president  of  the  Ford  Motor  Com- 
pany; Harlow  H.  Curtice,  president  of  Gen- 
eral Motors  Corporation;  Harold  Churchill, 
president  of  the  Studebaker-Packard  Corpora- 
tion, and  George  Romney,  president  of  Ameri- 
can   Motors    Corporation. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspen- 
sion  of   the   rules. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  resolution 
Councillor  McLaughlin  submitted  a  reprint 
of  a  news  item  from  the  "New  York  Times" 
as    follows : 

Shorter    Cars    Asked   By   Region's    Mayor. 

Mayor  Wagner  has  appealed  to  the  automo- 
bile industry  to  help  relieve  traffic  congestion 
by   manufacturing   shorter   and   narrower   cars. 

The  request  was  made  on  behalf  of  the 
Metropolitan  Regional  Conference,  of  which 
the  Mayor  is  chairman.  The  conference  con- 
sists of  the  top-elected  officials  of  the  immediate 
New  York-New  Jersey-Connecticut  area. 

In  letters  made  public,  the  Mayor  told  the 
heads    cf    five    leading    automobile    companies 


that  the  long,  wide  cars  now  being  turned  out 
take  too  much  curb  parking  space,  shrink  the 
facilities  of  parking  lots  and  garages,  force 
relocation  of  parking  meters  and  increase 
congestion. 

The  Mayor's  letters  were  sent  to  George 
Romney,  president  of  American  Motors  Corpo- 
ration; L.  L.  Colbert,  president  of  Chrysler 
Corporation;  Henry  Ford,  2d,  president  of  the 
Ford  Motor  Company;  Harlow  H.  Curtice, 
president  of  General  Motors  Corporation;  and 
Harold  Churchill,  president  of  the  Studebaker- 
Packard   Corporation. 

The  letters  implemented  a  resolution  adopted 
by  the  conference  at  its  recent  meeting  in 
Newark.  The  heads  of  the  five  companies 
were  told  that  Mayor  Charles  S.  Witkowski 
of  Jersey  City,  chairman  of  the  conference 
committee  on  traffic  and  transportation  would 
be  glad  to  discuss  the  problem  with  them  or 
their    representatives. 

"We  are  aware  of  the  economic  stake  that 
the  automobile  industry  has  in  the  design  of 
its  cars,"  Mayor  Wagner  wrote.  "We  ask 
that  the  industry  begin  giving  thought  to  the 
economic  problems  of  cities  and  regions  that 
result    from    automobile    size    and    design." 

The  Mayor  said  that  the  present  trend 
toward  longer  and  wider  cars  had  produced 
the    following    results: 

"Available  parking  curb  space  has  shrunk 
in   our   cities. 

"In  the  past  ten  years  the  average  parking 
lot  has  lost  15  per  cent  of  its  usable  space 
while    prewar   garages    have   lost   40    per   cent. 

"In  some  communities  parking  meters  in- 
stalled a  few  years  ago  in  concrete  at  dis- 
tances 20  feet  apart  are  no  longer  adequate 
for   handling   passenger   cars. 

"Traffic  jams  and  congestion  on  the  high- 
ways and  streets  of  our  tristate  region  have 
become    more   intense." 

The  Mayor's  letter  said  that  the  conference 
hoped  that  the  automobile  manufacturers 
woulfl  take  into  account  "the  tremendous 
burdens  placed  upon  our  local  traffic  facilities 
by    larger   automobiles." 

Data  compiled  by  the  conference  showed  that 
the  average  width  of  four-door  sedans  increased 
from  71  inches  in  1938  to  78  inches  in  1958. 
In  the  same  twenty-year  period  the  average 
length  of  the  same  type  of  car  increased  from 
193  inches  to  212  inches.  About  80  per  cent 
of  American  automobiles,  the  conference  found, 
were    four-door    sedans. 

Most  of  the  cars  used  by  New  York  City 
officials  and  those  of  many  cities  in  the  con- 
ference area  are  four-door  sedans  of  the  cur- 
rent  longer   and    wider   design.

tation and  Renewal  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
at  a  time  and  date  to  be  arranged  by  the 
Chairman  of  said  Committee  on  Urban  Re- 
development, Rehabilitation  and  Renewal  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  said  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority's  over-all  program  for  the 
redevelopment  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
progress  of  the  various  urban  redevelopment 
projects  already  under  way.

Program  be  not  speedily  sought." 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rules.

3.  Report  on  communication  from  the  As- 
sistant Corporation  Counsel  (referred  today) 
concerning  adoption  of  rules  for  the  conduct 
of  hearings  where  the  City  Council's  power  to 
summons  witnesses  and  administer  oaths  under 
the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  chapter  233, 
section  8,  is  exercised — recommending  reference 
of  the  communication  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules. 

The  report  was  accepted,  said  reference 
ordered. 

4.  Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
resolution  (referred  today)  memorializing  Con- 
gress to  oppose  passage  of  Harris-O'Hara  Bill 
which  would  remove  federal  control  of  pro- 
duction of  natural  gas — recommending  that  the 
resolution    be   adopted.

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order  was 
passed. 

The  said   rules   as   adopted   are  as   follows: 

Rules  of  the  City  Council. 
1958-1959. 
Rule  1.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from 
time  to  time,  and  except  on  holidays,  the  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  city  council  shall  be  held 
on  every  Monday  at  two  o'clock  P.M.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  president  at 
his  discretion,  and  by  the  city  clerk  for  the 
purpose  only  of  drawing  jurors.  No  special 
meeting  of  the  city  council,  except  to  draw 
jurors,  shall  be  called,  except  with  the  con- 
sent of  all  the  members,  upon  less  notice  than 
twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  the  notices 
are  mailed  or  dispatched  by  special  messenger. 

Quorum. 
Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  city  council  shall 
consist  of  five  members.  If,  at  the  time  any 
meeting  is  called  to  order,  or  if,  during  a  meet- 
ing, on  a  vote  on  the  adoption  of  a  motion 
or  order,  a  roll  call  shows  less  than  a  quorum 
present,  the  president  may  declare  a  recess 
of  not  more  than  ten  minutes,  after  which 
time,  if  a  quorum  is  not  present,  the  meeting 
shall  be  adjourned.  If,  on  the  question  of  lack 
of  a  quorum  a  roll  call  shows  less  than  a 
quorum  present,  the  president  shall  declare  the 
meeting   adjourned. 

President. 

Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  council  shall 
take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  council 
shall  have  adjourned  and  shall  call  the  members 
to  order,  and  a  quorum  being  present,  shall 
proceed  with  the  regular  order  of  business.  In 
the  absence  of  the  president  the  senior  member 
by  age  present  shall  preside  as  temporary  presi- 
dent, or  until  a  presiding  officer  is  chosen. 

Rule  4.  The  president  shall  preserve  de- 
corum and  order,  may  speak  to  points  of  order 
in  preference  to  other  members  and  shall  decide 
all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal. 
Any  member  may  appeal  from   the  decision   of 
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the  chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be  considered 
unless  properly  seconded.  No  other  business, 
except  a  motion  to  adjourn  or  to  lay  on  the 
table,  shall  be  in  order  until  the  question  on 
appeal   has   been   decided. 

The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by 
a  roll  call,  and  it  shall  be  decided  in  the  affirma- 
tive unless  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  to  the 
contrary. 

The  president  may,  at  any  time,  during 
debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not 
more  than  ten  minutes,  and  such  action  not 
be  subject  to  appeal,  nor  shall  any  motions 
apply   thereto. 

Rule  5.  The  president  shall  propound  all 
motions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved, 
unless  the  subsequent  motion  shall  be  previous 
in  its  nature,  except  that,  in  naming  sums  and 
fixing  times,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest 
time  shall  be  put  first. 

Rule  6.  The  president  shall,  at  the  request 
of  any  member,  make  a  division  of  a  question 
when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  7.  The  president  shall,  without  debate, 
decide  all  questions  relating  to  priority  of 
business  to  be  acted  upon. 

Rule  8.  The  president  shall  declare  all  votes; 
but  if  any  member  doubts  a  vote,  the  president 
shall  cause  a  rising  vote  to  be  taken,  and,  when 
two  members  so  request,  shall  cause  the  vote 
to  be  taken  or  verified  by  yeas  and  nays. 

Rule  9.  The  president  shall  appoint  all 
committees,  fill  all  vacancies  therein,  and  desig- 
nate the  rank  of  the  members  thereof. 

Rule  10.  When  the  president  of  the  council 
or  the  president  pro  tempore  shall  desire  to 
vacate  the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it; 
but  such  substitution  shall  not  continue  beyond 
an  adjournment. 

Motions. 

Rule  11.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing   if   the   president  shall   so   direct. 

Rule  12.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert 
shall  be  deemed  indivisible;  but  a  motion  to 
strike  out  being  lost  shall  not  preclude  amend- 
ment, or  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

Rule  13.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  sub- 
ject different  from  that  under  consideration 
shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amendment. 

Any  motion,  order  or  resolution  which  in  the 
opinion  of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have 
a  direct  bearing  on  the  business  of  the  council 
shall  be  referred  without  debate  to  the  com- 
mittee on  rules  and  shall  not  be  further  con- 
sidered by  the  council  except  upon  report  by 
that  committee.  There  shall  be  no  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  chair  hereunder,  and  this 
rule  shall  not  be  subject  to  suspension.  No 
motions  shall  apply,  nor  shall  unanimous  con- 
sent to  speak  on  the  matter  so  referred  be  in 
order. 

The  committee  on  rules  may  report  that  any 
motion,  order  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is 
out  of  order  because  not  having  a  direct  bear- 
ing on  the  business  of  the  council,  and  its  report 
shall  be  a  final  disposition  of  the  matter,  sub- 
ject to  an  appeal  which  shall  be  governed  by 
the  same  provisions  as  those  governing  appeals 
from   rulings   of   the   presiding   officer. 

Rule  14.  When  a  petition,  order  or  resolu- 
tion relates  to  a  subject  which  may  properly 
be  examined  and  reported  upon  by  an  existing 
committee  of  the  city  council,  such  order  or 
resolution  shall,  upon  presentation,  be  referred 
to  such  committee.  When  a  motion  is  made 
to  refer  any  subject,  and  different  committees 
are  proposed,  the  motions  shall  be  put  in  the 
following   order: 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 
Any    member    offering    a    motion,    order    or 

resolution,  which  is  referred  to  a  committee, 
shall  be  given  a  hearing  on  the  same  by  the 
committee  before  a  report  is  made  thereon, 
provided  he  so  requests  at  the  time  of  offering 
the  order  or  before  final  action  by  the  com- 
mittee. 

If,  after  thirty  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  the 
members   is   not  reported   upon,   it   may   be   re- 


called by  a  standing  vote  of  three  members  of 
the   city   council. 

If,  within  thirty  days,  a  matter  referred  to 
a  committee  other  than  a  committee  of  all  the 
members  is  not  reported  upon,  it  may  be  re- 
called by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members. 

If,  after  sixty  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a 
committee  is  not  reported  upon,  any  member 
may  recall  such  matter  from  the  committee, 
and  such  matter  shall  not  again  be  committed 
to  any  committee  other  than  the  executive  com- 
mittee. 

The  provisions  of  this  rule  shall  not  apply 
to  matters  referred  to  the  rules  committee 
under  Rule  13,  and  such  matters  shall  not  be 
considered  except  upon  report  by  that  com- 
mittee. 

Rule  15.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by 
the  president  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except 
by   unanimous   consent. 

Rule  16.  When  a  question  is  under  debate 
the  following  motions  only  shall  be  entertained, 
and  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they   stand  arranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The   previous   question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a   day   certain. 

6.  To    commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To   postpone   indefinitely. 

Rule  17.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in 
order  at  any  time,  except  on  an  immediate 
repetition  or  pending  a  verification  of  a  vote; 
and  that  motion,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table, 
the  motion  to  take  from  the  table,  and  the 
motion  for  the  previous  question,  shall  be  de- 
cided  without  debate. 

Readings. 

Rule  18.  Every  ordinance,  order  and  resolu- 
tion, unless  reported  upon  by  a  committee 
or  rejected,  shall  have  two  several  readings, 
both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the  same 
session  unless  objection  is  made,  provided, 
however,  that  all  orders  for  the  expenditure  of 
moneys,  unless  reported  upon  by  a  committee 
of  the  council,  shall  lie  over  for  one  week  be- 
fore final  action  thereon.  Whenever  the  second 
reading  immediately  follows  the  first  reading, 
the  document  may  be  read  by  its  title  only. 
All  orders  releasing  rights  or  easements  in 
or  restrictions  on  land,  all  orders  for  the  sale 
of  land  other  than  school  lands,  all  appropria- 
tions for  the  purchase  of  land  other  than  for 
school  purposes,  and  all  loans  voted  by  the 
city  council  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council,  and 
shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate  read- 
ings and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second 
of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be  had  not  less 
than  fourteen  days  after  the  first,  except  in 
cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is  authorized 
by  law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order  for 
any  of  the  foregoing  purposes  shall  require 
the  same  number  of  readings  and  of  votes 
as  was  required  for  the  passage  of  the  original 
order. 

Reconsideration. 

Rule  19.  When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any 
member  may  move  a  reconsideration  thereof 
at  the  same  meeting.  Debate  on  motions  to 
reconsider  shall  be  limited  to  twenty  minutes, 
and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  four 
minutes,  but  on  a  vote  upon  any  subsidiary 
or  incidental  question,  debate  shall  be  limited 
to  ten  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy 
more    than    two    minutes. 

Rule  20.     When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has 
been    decided,    that    decision    shall    not    be    re- 
considered,    and     no    question    shall    be    twice 
reconsidered  unless   it  has  been   amended  after 
the  reconsideration;  nor  shall  any  reconsidera- 
tion be  had  upon   the  following   motions: 
To   adjourn. 
The    previous    question. 
To   lay   on    the   table. 
To   take   from   the   table. 
To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the 
table  or  postponed  indefinitely,  and  the  effect 
of  such  action  in  either  case  shall  be  to  defeat 
the   motion   to    reconsider. 
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Conduct  of   Members. 

RULE  21.  Every  member  when  about  to 
speak  shall  rise,  address  the  chair,  and  wait 
until  he  is  recognized,  and,  in  speaking,  shall 
refrain  from  mentioning  any  other  member  by 
name,  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question, 
shall  not  use  unbecoming,  abusive,  or  unparlia- 
mentary language,  and  shall  avoid  personalities. 
Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise,  in- 
dulges in  personalities  or  makes  charges  re- 
flecting upon  the  character  of  another  mem- 
ber, shall  make  an  apology  in  open  session 
at  the  meeting  at  which  the  offence  is  com- 
mitted or  at  the  next  succeeding  regular  meet- 
ing, and,  failing  to  do  so,  shall  be  named  by 
the  president  or  held  in  contempt  and  sus- 
pended from  further  participation  in  debate 
until    said    apology    is    made. 

Rule  22.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  on  a  question  when  another  member  who 
has  not  spoken  claims  the  floor,  and  no  mem- 
ber speaking  shall,  without  his  consent,  be  in- 
terrupted by  another,  except  upon  a  point  of 
order. 

Rule  23.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  on  any  question,  or  to  serve  on  any  com- 
mittee, where  his  private  right  is  immediately 
concerned,    distinct    from    the    public    interest. 

RULE  24.  Every  member  who  shall  be  pres- 
ent when  a  question  is  put,  unless  he  is  ex- 
cluded by  interest,  shall  give  his  vote  in  the 
affirmative  or  negative  or  shall  respond 
"present,"  unless  the  council  for  special  reason 
shall   excuse   him   from  voting. 

Standing  Committees. 
Rule    25.     The    following    standing    commit- 
tees  of   the  council,   and   all   other   committees, 
unless   specially    directed    by   the   council,    shall 
be    appointed    by    the    president: 

1.  A  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  to  consist  of  all  the  members 
of   the  council. 

2.  A  committee  on  Appropriations  and  Fi- 
nance, to  consist  of  seven  members  of  the 
council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  such  appro- 
priation orders  as  may  be  submitted  to  the 
council  from  time  to  time,  and  all  applications 
for   expenditure   which    involve  a   loan. 

3.  A  committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  claims  against  the  city  arising 
from  the  act  or  neglect  of  any  of  its  depart- 
ments. They  shall  report  annually  an  account 
of  the  claims  awarded  or  approved  by  them, 
and  the  amount  of  money  awarded  or  paid  in 
settlements    thereof. 

4.  A  committee  on  Confirmations,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  appointments  which  are 
required    to    be    confirmed    by    the    council. 

5.  A  committee  on  Hospitals,  to  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred    all    matters    concerning    hospitals. 

6.  A.  committee  on  Inspection  of  Prisons, 
to   consist   of   five   members   of   the   council. 

7.  _  A  committee  on  Legislative  Matters,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council,  who 
shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  appear  before 
the  committees  of  the  General  Court  and  repre- 
sent the  interest  of  the  city;  provided,  said 
committee  shall  not  appear  unless  authorized 
by  vote  of  the  city  council  and  shall  not,  un- 
less directed  so  to  do  by  the  city  council,  op- 
pose any  legislation  petitioned  for  by  the  pre- 
ceding   city    council. 

8.  A  committee  on  Licenses,  to  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be 
referred  all  petitions  for  licenses   and   permits. 

9.  A  committee  on  Ordinances,  to  consist 
of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall 
be  referred  all  ordinances  or  orders  concern- 
ing   ordinances. 

10.  A  committee  on  Public  Housing,  to 
consist  of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  matters  concerning  public 
housing. 

11.  A  committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  con- 
sist of  five  members  of  the  council,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  matters  relating  to  public 
lands. 

12.  A  committee  on  Public  Services  and 
Recreation,  to  consist  of  five  members  of  the 
council,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters 
concerning  public  safety,  public  welfare,  public 
works,    parks,    playgrounds    and    recreation. 


13.  A  committee  on  Rules,  to  consist  of 
five  members  of  the  council,  to  consider  all 
matters  concerning  the  rules,  and  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  all  resolutions  expressing 
opinions,    principles,    facts   or   purposes. 

14.  A  committee  on  Urban  Redevelopment, 
Rehabilitation  and  Renewal,  to  consist  of  five 
members  of  the  council,  to  whom  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  matters  concerning  urban  redevelop- 
ment,   rehabilitation    and    renewal. 

Order  of   Business. 
Rule   26.     At   every   regular   meeting   of   the 
council   the   order  of   business   shall   be   as   fol- 
lows: 

1.  Communications  from  his  honor  the 
mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials  and 
remonstrances. 

3.  Reports   of   city  officers,   etc. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meet- 
ings. 

5.  Reports    of    committees. 

6.  Motions,  orders  and  resolutions. 

Spectators. 

Rule  27.  No  person,  except  a  member  of 
the  council,  shall  at  any  time,  be  permitted  to 
occupy  the  seat,  in  the  council  chamber,  of 
any  member  of  the  council.  The  city  messenger 
shall   enforce  this   rule. 

Rule  28.  No  person,  excepting  officials  con- 
nected with  the  city  council,  and  duly  assigned 
reporters  of  the  daily  newspapers,  shall  be 
allowed  in  the  anterooms  or  upon  the  floor  of 
the  council  chamber  while  the  council  is  in 
session.  Spectators  will  be  allowed  in  the 
gallery  of  the  council  chamber  when  the 
council  is  in  session,  and  no  one  will  be  admit- 
ted to  said  gallery  after  the  seats  are  occupied. 
No  demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval 
from  the  spectators  shall  be  permitted,  and  if 
such  demonstrations  are  made  the  gallery  will 
be  cleared.  The  city  messenger  shall  enforce 
this  rule. 

Burial  Grounds. 

Rule  29.  No  permission  for  the  use  of  land 
for  the  purpose  of  burial  shall  be  granted  until 
a  public  hearing  shall  have  been  given  by  the 
executive  committee  of  the  city  council  on  the 
application  for  such  permission,  after  due 
notice  has   been   given   abutters. 

Committee   Meetings. 

Rule  30.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  all  the  members  thereof, 
be  called  upon  less  notice  than  twenty-four 
hours  from  the  time  the  clerk  shall  have  mailed 
the  notices  or  dispatched  them  by  special  mes- 
senger, provided,  however,  that  meetings  of 
the  executive  committee  may  be  held  in  the 
recess  period  of  any  meeting  of  the  council 
without  such  consent  or  notice.  No  committee, 
unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the  city  council, 
shall  incur  any  expense.  No  committee  meet- 
ings shall  be  called  later  than  one  hour  im- 
mediately preceding  the  time  set  for  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  city  council,  nor  shall 
any  committee  remain  in  session  later  than 
the  hour  named  for  any  such  regular  meeting. 

The  clerk  of  committees  shall  mail  notices 
of  all  committee  meetings  to  all  the  members 
of  the  council. 

Form    of   Votes. 

Rule  31.  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression 
shall  be  "Ordered"  for  everything  by  way  of 
command,  and  the  form  shall  be  "Resolved" 
for  everything  expressing  opinions,  principles, 
facts  or  purposes. 

Transfers. 

Rule  32.  Every  application  for  an  appro- 
priation to  be  provided  for  by  transfer  shall 
be  referred  to  the  executive  committee,  unless 
otherwise  ordered,  and  no  such  appropriation 
shall  be  made  until  the  said  committee  has  re- 
ported   thereon. 

Use  of  Rooms  on  Council  Floor. 
Rule  33.  No  person  except  members  and 
officers  of  the  city  council  and  regularly  as- 
signed city  hall  reporters  shall  be  admitted  at 
any  time  to  the  president's  room,  the  personal 
offices  of  the  councillors,  executive  committee 
room  or  council  chamber,   except  when   invited 
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on   official  business  or  accompanied  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  council. 

Confirmation  of  Appointments. 
Rule  34.     The    question    of    confirming    ap- 
pointments  by   the   mayor   shall    be   decided    by 
a  yes  and  no  ballot,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Amendment   and    Suspension. 
Rule  35.     The   foregoing    rules    shall    not    be 
altered,  amended,  suspended  or  repealed  at  any 
time,   except   by   the  votes   of   two-thirds   of   all 
the  members   of   the  city   council.

In  response  to  City  Council  order  dated  January

This  is  in  answer  to  your  Memorandum  No.  3 
concerning  the  location  and  description  of  any 
land  or  building  not  in  active  use  by  this  depart- 
ment as  of  January  1  of  the  current  year. 

Outside  of  the  Bridge  Division,  not  any  of  the 
divisions,  at  this  time,  have  any  land  or  buildings 
which  come  within  this  category. 

The  Bridge  Division  still  has  under  its  jurisdic- 
tion the  real  estate  on  Lewis  street,  East  Boston, 
former  landing  for  the  South  Ferry,  and  which 
was  recommended  for  disposal  in  1954.  This  area 
contains  (according  to  the  Assessing  Department 
records)  approximately  56,771  square  feet,  com- 
posed of  33,196  square  feet  of  dock,  18,875  square 
feet  of  flats,  and  4,700  square  feet  of  solid  fill. 
On  September  20,  1954,  the  Mayor  recommended 
to  the  City  Council  the  transfer  of  this  area  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Real  Property  for  ultimate 
disposal.  Subsequently  (on  October  11)  because  of 
the  interest  of  the  Boston  Port  Commission  in 
acquiring  this  property  for  use  in  connection  with 
the  general  development  plan  for  the  Port  of 
Boston,  the  Mayor  withdrew  the  order  pertaining 
to  the  transfer  of  this  particular  lot. 

Apparently,  the  Port  of  Boston  Commission  has 
reached  no  definite  conclusion  as  to  the  possible 
use  of  this  property,  and  at  its  request  the  matter 
is  still  in  abeyance. 

In  addition  to  the  area  mentioned,  there  is  also, 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  department,  the 
property  on  Lewis  street,  formerly  occupied  by 
Engine  47  (fireboat),  which  came  by  transfer 
from  the  Fire  Department  under  a  City  Council 
order  passed  on  June  9  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  on  June  11,  1947.  This  has  an  area  of 
about  11,950  square  feet  (9,050  feet  of  wharf 
and  2,900  feet  of  dock).  This  latter  area  was  not 
considered  by  the  Port  of  Boston  Commission, 
but  as  it  adjoins  the  South  Ferry,  it,  too,  would  be 
available  for  disposal  or  for  acquisition  by  the 
state.  The  total  area,  in  these  circumstances, 
would  be  about  68,721  square  feet. 

Incidentally,  Division  Engineer  McCall  has 
stated  that  all  buildings  and  sheds  have  been 
removed  from  both  properties  and  all  that  re- 
mains now  are  the  decrepit  wharves  or  platforms 
and  the  concrete  structures  which  supported  the 
ferry  landings  before  suspension  of  service.  The 
entire  area  is  now  enclosed  by  a  fence. 

I  suggest  that  consideration  be  given  to  trans- 
ferring the  above-referenced  property  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  unless  the  Boston 
Port  Commission  is  interested  in  purchasing  it. 
Therefore,  I  feel  that  the  latter-referenced  govern- 
mental agency  should  be  given  first  "refusal"  on 
this  property  before  any  arrangements  are  made 
to  transfer  it  to  the  Real  Property  Department.

FOREWORD 


The  Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners  was 
established  by  an  Act  of  the  State  Legislature  in 
1943.  Chapter  27A  (p.  20)  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1954,  Chapter  2,  changed  the  name  to  "Real 
Property  Department"  but  the  statute  is  incor- 
porated into  the  ordinance  by  reference.  Since 
that  time  the  Board  has  had  the  care,  custody, 
management,  and  control  of  thousands  of  lots  of 
land  which  came  into  the  City's  possession  via  the 
Land  Court,  as  a  result  of  nonpayment  of  taxes  by 
previous  owners. 

The  problem  of  keeping  the  general  public  ad- 
vised as  to  the  extent  of  the  City's  real  estate  hold- 
ings available  for  purchase  is  a  perplexing  one,  and 
it  is  hoped  by  the  Board  that  through  the  medium 
of  this  publication  the  purchasing  public,  through 
careful  perusal  of  the  following  pages,  will  become 
familiar  not  only  with  the  available  parcels  for 
sale,  but  also  the  method  and  manner  by  which 
the  parcels  can  be  acquired  by  private  individuals. 

The  thousands  of  persons  who  annually  seek  in- 
formation at  the  Office  of  the  Real  Property  De- 
partment are  genuinely  surprised  when  informed 
as  to  the  extent  of  the  City's  ownership  of  properties 
throughout  Boston  and  the  facility  with  which  the 
properties  could  be  purchased. 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  under  no  circum- 
stances can  the  Board  sell  any  property  under  its 
control  at  a  private  sale.  The  only  method  es- 
tablished by  the  Legislature  for  acquisition  of  the 
within-described  parcels  is  by  public  auction.  The 
law  further  provides  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  may  reject  any  or  all  bids  where,  in  his 
opinion,  no  bid  is  made  which  approximates  the 
fair  value  of  the  property.  The  Chairman's  action 
is  subject  to  regulation  by  the  Board  as  to  his 
procedure.  Said  procedure,  established  by  the 
Board,  was  created  for  the  purpose  of  processing 
the  many  parcels  sought  by  the  public  as  expedi- 
tiously as  possible.  The  preliminary  step  to  be 
taken  by  an  individual  seeking  to  purchase  a 
parcel  of  land  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  de- 
partment is  to  file  an  application,  a  facsimile  of 
which  may  be  found  in  this  book.  The  individual 
makes  an  initial  offer  directed  to  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  on  Foreclosed  Real  Estate,  which 
Committee  consists  of  three  members  of  the  Board 
designated  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor.  The  Com- 
mittee acts  upon  each  application  separately  and 
establishes  a  minimum  price  that  it  will  approve 
at  public  action.  The  individual  who  made  the 
offer  is  then  notified  that  the  Committee  has  either 
accepted  his  offer  as  a  minimum  price,  or  that  the 
Committee  has  rejected  the  offer  and  has  estab- 
lished a  different  minimum  price  than  that  offered. 

The  offeror,  if  satisfied  with  the  price  established 
by  the  Committee,  then  transmits  to  the  Office  of 
the  Real  Property  Department  a  deposit  in  the 
amount  of  twenty-five  (25)  dollars  per  lot,  as  a 
guarantee  that  he  will  appear  at  the  public  auction 
sale,  at  the  time  and  place  set  by  the  Committee, 
for  the  purpose  of  bidding.  In  the  event  that  he 
appears  at  the  sale  and  is  the  high  bidder  at  public 
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auction,  the  twenty-five  (25)  dollar  deposit  will  be 
credited  toward  the  purchase  price.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  he  appears  at  the  sale  and  is  not  the  high 
bidder,  his  twenty-five  (25)  dollar  deposit  will  be 
returned  to  him.  In  the  event  that  the  depositor 
does  not  appear  at  the  sale,  then  he  forfeits  his 
twenty-five  (25)  dollar  deposit,  which  amount  is 
used  toward  covering  the  expenses  entailed  by  the 
City  in  properly  advertising  the  sale. 

In  compliance  with  the  governing  statutes,  a 
fairly  complete  description  of  each  parcel  about 
to  be  sold  is  posted  for  fourteen  consecutive  days 
on  the  bulletin  board  in  the  Office  of  the  Real 
Property  Department  and  also  on  the  bulletin 
board  at  the  Suffolk  County  Court  House.  _  The 
notice  also  contains  the  minimum  price  established 
by  the  Committee  and  the  place,  date,  and  hour 
of  the  sale.  The  public  is  further  informed  in 
attractive  advertisements  published  on  the  real 
estate  pages  of  the  Boston  Sunday  newspapers. 

From  1950  to  1955,  the  Board  has  sold  to  indi- 
viduals 2,036  parcels,  bringing  into  the  City's 
Treasury  approximately  $1,388,076. 

As  of  January  1,  1956,  the  Board  had  under  its 
jurisdiction  approximately  2,765  parcels  of  land, 
most  of  which  are  now  available  to  the  general 
public,  should  they  desire  them.  Many  of  the 
lots  are  extremely  desirable  for  either  industrial  or 
residential  purposes,  as  a  careful  analysis  of  the 
within  listings  will  show. 

In  the  event  that  anyone  is  desirous  of  renting 
or  leaving  any  of  the  properties  within  the  juris- 
diction of  this  Board,  the  individual  will  be  cordially 
received  at  the  Office  of  the  Real  Property  Depart- 
ment, and  will  be  properly  advised  as  to  the  pro- 
cedure to  be  followed. 

The  Office  of  the  Real  Property  Department  is 
open  daily  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.,  Monday  through 
Friday,  fifty-two  weeks  of  the  year,  holidays  ex- 
cepted, and  the  reader  of  this  volume  is  invited 
to  call  upon  us  at  any  time  for  advice  or  counsel 
concerning  the  thousands  of  lots  under  our  juris- 
diction. 

From  time  to  time  parcels  listed  herein  will  be 
sold  and,  therefore,  no  longer  available,  and  other 
parcels  will  be  added  to  the  list. 

Addenda  may  be  applied  for  at  Room  809,  City 
Hall  Annex,  during  the  regular  business  hours. 

In  the  compilation  there  may  be  slight  errors  in 
the  areas  of  the  numerous  parcels  of  land,  or  in  the 
assessed  valuations  as  they  appear.  However,  if 
there  is  any  particular  parcel  that  the  readers 
finds  himself  interested  in,  he  may  check  with  the 
Board  of  Assessors  for  the  true,  current  assessed 
valuation. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee  on  Foreclosed 
Real  Estate  to  sell  as  many  parcels  as  the  public 
cares  to  buy,  and  no  reasonable  offers  will  be 
refused.

PERTINENT   LAWS   AFFECTING   SALES 

OF   CITY   OWNED   REAL  ESTATE 

Statute  1943,  Chapter  434. 

AN  ACT  Establishing  in  the  City  of  Boston 

the  Board  of  Real  Estate  Commissioners, 

and  Setting  Forth  Its  Powers  and  Duties. 

Section  1.    There  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Boston, 

.     .     a  board  to  be  known  as  the  board  of  real 

estate  commissioners  of  the  city  of  Boston, 

which,  shall  consist  of  the  city  treasurer  and  the 

chairman  of  the  city  planning  board,   ex  officiis, 

and  three  other  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the 

mayor.     .     .     .     The  mayor  shall  designate  one  of 

the  appointive  members  as  chairman. 

Section  2.  The  chairman,  subject  to  the 
regulations  of  the  board  with  respect  to  his  pro- 
cedure, shall  have  the  care,  custody,  management 
and  control  of  all  property  acquired  by  the  city 
by  foreclosure  of  tax  titles  or  acquired  under 
section  eighty  of  chapter  sixty  of  the  General  Laws, 
whether  acquired  before  or  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  act,  .  .  .  and  (St.  1950,  CHAP. 
318;  St.  1951,  CHAP.  159)  all  other  real  estate 
of  the  city  not  held  for  a  specific  purpose  irrespec- 
tive of  the  manner  or  time  of  acquisition  of  such 
real  estate,  including  all  buildings  or  other  struc- 
tures and  all  lands  or  rights  or  interests  in  lands 
or  other  property  subject  to  section  4  of  chapter  297 


of  the  acts  of  1929  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board,  has  ceased,  or  at  any  time  shall  have 
ceased,  to  be  needed  for  the  purposes  of  said  chapter 
297;  provided,  that  the  chairman  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  board,  may  make  contracts  for 
s'ich  care,  custody,  management  and  control. 

Section  4.  The  mayor  shall  appoint  from  the 
board  a  committee  consisting  of  the  chairman 
and  two  other  members,  to  be  known  as  the 
committee  on  foreclosed  real  estate.  The  chair- 
man acting  on  behalf  of  the  city,  may,  subject 
to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  provided,  let  or  lease 
real  estate  referred  to  in  section  two  or  any  portion 
thereof,  or  interest  therein.  The  chairman,  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  city,  subject  to  such  restriction, 
may  also  sell  such  real  estate,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  or  any  interest  therein,  at  public  auction, 
first  posting  a  notice  thereof  in  two  or  more 
convenient  and  public  places  in  the  city  at  least 
fourteen  days  before  such  sale.  .  .  .  The 
chairman  may  reject  any  and  all  bids  at  such  sale 
or  any  adjournment  thereof  if  in  his  opinion  no 
bid  is  made  which  approximates  the  fair  value  of 
the  property,  and  he  may  adjourn  the  sale  from 
time  to  time  for  such  periods  as  he  deems  expedient, 
giving  notice  thereof  at  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed for  the  sale  or  any  adjournment  there- 
of    ..     . 

Section  5.  No  lease  or  sale  made  under  section 
four  shall  be  valid  unless  approved  by  a  unanimous 
vote  of  the  committee  on  foreclosed  real  estate, 
or  by  a  vote,  approved  by  the  mayor,  of  a  majority 
of  the  board.  A  certificate  of  the  vote  of  the 
committee  on  foreclosed  real  estate,  or  of  the  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  board  and  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  made  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board  and  attached  to  the  lease 
or  deed. 

Section  7.  The  city  treasurer  of  the  city  shall, 
in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  city,  execute 
and  deliver  any  instrument  necessary  to  convey 
any  interest  of  the  city  under  any  provision  of 
this  act.

"The  real  property  board  shall  have  the 
powers  arid  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  im- 
posed on  the  board  of  real  estate  commissioners  by 
chapter  434  of  the  acts  of  1943,  as  amended,"  .  .  .

To  supply  sixteen  copies  of  supporting  detail 
sheets  as  requested  in  the  attached  order  would 
require  the  following: 

The  cost  of  the  32,000  sheets  would  be  approxi- 
mately $2,000.  This  department  does  not  have 
the  personnel  to  do  the  required  typing.  If  all 
departments  were  required  to  do  their  own  typing, 
in  the  majority  of  cases,  it  would  require  payment 
of  overtime. 

The  other  possible  method  would  be  by  photostat 
process.  I  have  conferred  with  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Survey  Division  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment and  he  informed  me  to  purchase  the  required 
photostat  material  would  cost  $2,200  and  if  the 
work  was  to  be  performed  by  the  Survey  Division 
personnel  it  would  be  necessary  to  do  it  on  an  over- 
time basis.

Dear  Mayor  Hynes: 

Shortly  after  the  experimental  closing  of  the 
Wayfarers'  Lodge  there  had  been  some  objection 
made  to  members  of  the  City  Council  and  I  was 
asked  to  appear  before  the  Council  to  discuss  the 
closing  of  the  lodge.  I  did  so  and  explained  in 
detail  that  it  would  effect  a  financial  saving  to 
Boston  without  loss  or  interruption  of  service. 
I  explained  further  that  the  department  was  ex- 
perimenting with  the  purchase  of  the  service  and 
that  no  final  decision  would  be  made  until  the  plan 
had  been  carefully  tested.  At  that  time  an  in- 
formal request  was  made  to  me  that  prior  to  the 
action  of  the  Board  in  closing  the  lodge,  the 
Council  be  consulted. 

I  understand  that^  it  is  proper  procedure  for 
communications  of  this  sort  to  be  directed  through 
your  office  and  I  have  enclosed  a  formal  com- 
munication relative  to  the  closing.  If  in  your 
opinion  it  should  be  transmitted  to  the  City 
Council,  I  respectfully  request  that  this  action 
be  taken.

Dear  Mayor  Hynes: 

As  you  know,  for  the  past  three  months  the 
Overseers  of  the  Public  Welfare  have  been  experi- 
menting with  the  purchase  of  lodgings  for  homeless 
men.  This  service  has  been  purchased  from  the 
Boston  Industrial  Home  and  service  equal  to,  if 
not  superior  to  that  formerly  provided  at  the 
Wayfarers'  Lodge,  has  been  purchased  at  far  less 
cost  to  the  City  of  Boston  over  the  three-month 
period.  The  delay  in. the  finality  of  closing  the 
lodge  was  to  be  certain  that  no  vigorous  objections 
would  be  raised  by  citizen  groups  and  also  that 
the  Board  would  have  ample  time  to  carefully  weigh 
what  seemed  to  be  a  major  change  in  operational 
plans. 

There  has  been  some  minor  objection,  one  from 
the  New  England  Medical  Center  in  a  communica- 
tion written  prior  to  the  operation  of  the  program, 
the  Medical  Center  being  apprehensive  that  the 
caliber  of  the  wayfarers  might  not  be  suitable 
because  of  the  proximity  of  the  Boston  Industrial 
Home  and  the  Center.    I  cannot  but  believe  that 
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this  apprehension  is  unfounded  and  that  wayfarers, 
although  down  and  out,  are  respectable  men.  We 
do  not,  under  any  circumstances,  tolerate  the  grant- 
ing of  lodgings  and  meals  to  inebriates  or  degen- 
erate characters. 

Another  objection  was  that  the  Boston  Industrial 
Home  affiliates  in  a  degree  with  a  local  non- 
denominational  religious  group  and  that  occasion- 
ally religious  talks  are  held.  A  member  of  this 
department  lias  dropped  in  repeatedly  and  inter- 
viewed the  wayfarers  and  at  no  time  has  it  appeared 
that  any  pressure  has  been  exerted  to  have  the  men 
attend  these  meetings. 

It  was  an  inherent  part  of  our  agreement  that  no 
religious  connotation  or  status  ever  be  used  for  the 
men  referred  by  the  City  of  Boston.  To  this  end, 
the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Industrial  Home  have 
been  most  gracious. 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  that 
the  service  and  quarters  now  are  probably  more 
adequate  than  the  antiquated  quarters  owned  by 
the  Public  Welfare  Department.  Now  the  way- 
farers have  a  lounge  room,  a  pool  room,  a  television, 
showers,  etc.  The  only  one  of  those  things  available 
at  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  was  the  shower. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  held  on 
February  3,  1958,  the  experiment  having  proved 
successful,  it  was  voted  to  terminate  the  activity 
at  30  Hawkins  street  and  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  is 
now  considered  closed.

Dear  Mayor  Hynes: 

I  have  discussed  the  closing  of  the  Wayfarers 
Lodge  in  prior  communications  and  I  now  wish 
to  discuss  the  abandonment  of  the  premises  at 
30  Hawkins  street.  It  is  my  understanding  that 
the  building,  an  old  antiquated  school  building, 
is  well  over  100  years  old  and  it  is  not  suitable, 
without  extensive  alterations,  for  many  purposes. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  held  on  February  3,  1958,  there 
was  some  apprehension  that  in  the  event  of  a  major 
economic  disaster  the  city  might  be  faced  with  a 
critical  situation  in  establishing  a  center  for  way- 
farers. With  this  in  mind,  the  Board  requested 
that  the  building  not  be  abandoned  presently,  but 
that  this  department  maintain  it  on  a  minimal 
basis  for  six  months,  an  additional  review  of  the 
situation  and  further  action  to  be  considered  at 
the  end  of  that  time. 

It  is  my  personal  feeling  that  actually  a  way- 
farers' refuge  should  be  a  Metropolitan  District 
function  inasmuch  as  a  large  proportion  of  the 
guests  are  nonresidents  of  Boston,  but  in  eifect 
really  wayfarers  passing  through  Boston,  with 
no  quarters.  However,  this  is  another  area  in 
Metropolitan  Boston  planning. 

At  a  recent  meeting  with  the  Director  of  Admin- 
istrative Services  I  was  queried  as  to  the  availa- 
bility of  the  premises  for  storage  purposes,  and 
perhaps  this  might  be  a  suitable  use  of  the  building, 
inasmuch  as  stored  property  could  be  readily 
removed  if  the  occasion  ever  arose  when  the 
building  was  needed  as  a  refuge. 

In  accordance  with  the  direction  of  the  Board  I 
have  asked  that  the  building  not  be  surrendered 
to  the  Real  Property  Department  until  some  future 
time.  However,  if  you  have  other  plans  I  am  sure 
the  Board  will  entertain  them  and  accord  full 
cooperation.

safety  of  the  occupants  thereof  and  the 
manner  in  which  such  inspections  are  made.

Our  Chief  Engineer  reports  as  follows: 

"The  intersections  referred  to  in  the  Council 
order  show  a  very  low  accident  rate,  each  having 
one  accident  involving  personal  injury  during  the 
last  five  years.  However,  in  my  opinion,  the 
second  intersection  is  the  more  potentially  hazard- 
ous of  the  two  because  of  the  church  at  one  corner 
of  the  intersection  and  an  adjacent  school  together 
with  a  housing  project. 

"This  intersection  would  be  suitable  for  the 
installation  of  a  pedestrian-actuated  flasher  type 
signal.  At  the  present  time  there  are  no  funds 
available  for  the  installation  of  new  traffic  signals."

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  City 
Council,  transmitted  through  your  Honor,  I  am 
submitting  herewith  the  answers  to  the  three 
questions  embodied  in  the  Council  order  dated 
March  10,  1958. 

The  attached  tables  will  show  that  this  depart- 
ment has  expended  in  the  period  January  1,  1947, 
through  February  28,  1958,  the  sum  of  $780,033.68 
for  shoring,  making  safe,  and  the  demolition  of  885 
buildings. 

The  authority  of  the  department  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  such  funds  is  contained  in  chapter  479, 
Acts  of  1938,  as  amended,  section  116  (d). 

".  .  .  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner 
the  public  safety  so  requires  the  commissioner, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  at  once 
enter  the  building  or  other  structure  which  he 
finds  unsafe  or  dangerous,  or  the  land  on  which 
it.  stands,  or  the  abutting  land  or  buildings,  with 
such  assistance  as  he  may  require,  and  make 
safe  or  remove  said  unsafe  or  dangerous  building 
or  other  structure     .     .     ." 

It  is  obvious  from  the  foregoing  that  the  juris- 
diction of  the  department  is  limited  to  unsafe  and 
dangerous  buildings.  Social  or  esthetic  benefits, 
slum  clearance,  and  other  such  worthy  objects  are 
not  in  our  province  although  our  efforts  may  give 
substantial  aid  in  these  directions. 

Prior  to  the  accelerated  program  of  demolition, 
which  was  begun  under  your  Honor's  direction  in 
October,  1956,  the  average  annual  expenditure  of 
this  department  for  such  purpose  was  $30,000. 
Since  October  1,  1956,  we  have  expended  $452,- 
992.42  on  462  buildings. 

Despite  all  that  has  been  done,  much  more 
remains.  Little  improvement  can  be  expected 
when  one  considers  the  dilapidated  buildings  in 
lower  Roxbury  and  in  the  South  End.  When  it 
becomes  necessary  to  remove  a  single  building 
in  a  block  of  brick  dwellings,  one  may  well  question 
whether  the  remaining  buildings  are  worth  what 
must  be  expended  to  save  them,  since  to  the  cost 
of  the  razing  must  be  added  the  cost  of  repairing 
one  or  two  side  walls,  depending  upon  the  position 
of  the  building  in  the  block.  That,  however,  is  a 
social  problem  which  is  not  actually  the  concern 
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of  this  department.    The  "creeping  blight"  which 
affects  these  areas  merits  the  attention  of  agencies 
which  are  not  restricted  by  law  to  the  removal  of 
unsafe  and  dangerous  buildings  only.

Dear  Sir: 

When  this  department  acquired  and  placed  in 
operation  the  city's  first  5,000  parking  meters  in 
June,  1948,  we  were  aware  that  among  metropoli- 
tan cities,  then  operating  parking  meters,  two 
specific  methods  of  collecting  coins  from  the 
meters  were  being  used. 

In  one  method,  sealed  coin  cups  are  used  and 
the  manner  of  collection  is  that  the  collector  takes 
the  coin  cup  from  the  meter  and  replaces  it  with  an 
empty  sealed  cup.  The  collector  places  the  full 
cup  in  a  niche  with  a  number  corresponding  to  the 
meter  number  from  which  the  cup  is  taken,  in  a 
carrying  case. 

The  other  is  the  so-called  "dump"  method  of 
collection  with  the  collector  emptying  the  contents 
of  the  coin  cup  into  a  collection  box  at  the  meter. 
This  department  chose  to  adopt  the  first  method 
of  collection  because  it  appeared  that  it  would 
afford  greater  security  and  permit  more  comprehen- 
sive accounting. 

Experience  has  proved  that  the  expected 
advantages  of  the  "sealed  cup"  method  have  not 
been  demonstrated.  On  the  contrary  we  have 
found  that  the  collection  and  accounting  are 
cumbersome  and  time-consuming  and  require  a 
greater  number  of  employees  than  would  be  used 
with  the  "dump"  system.  We  now  believe  that 
the  use  of  the  latter  method,  properly  supervised, 
would  result  in  at  least  an  equal  degree  of  security 
as  compared  with  the  present  method. 

We  will  further  improve  security  by  having  the 
money  taken  in  locked  collection  boxes  directly 
to  a  bank  where  the  money  will  be  counted.  This 
completely  eliminates  the  need  of  counting  money 
by  this  department. 

In  addition  to  improving  the  security  involved, 
this  method  will  decrease  the  number  of  meters 
that  normally  get  out  of  order  by  at  least  50  per 
cent.  Decreasing  the  number  of  meters  out  of 
order  will  increase  the  revenue  of  the  department 
and  because  of  the  efficiency  obtained  we  will  be 
able  to  further  effect  savings  as  follows: 

Eliminate  approximately  three  positions  in  the 
parking  meter  division,  the  collection  service 
provided  by  Brink's,  the  seals  for  the  coin  cups,  the 
seals  for  the  coin  bags,  the  replacement  of  coin- 
carrying  cases,  and  other  miscellaneous  items. 

It  is  estimated  that  an  annual  saving  of  approxi- 
mately $10,000  in  operating  expenses  will  be 
realized. 

We  propose  to  change  to  the  "dump"  system. 
To  place  the  new  system  in  operation  it  will  be 
necessary  to  procure  some  new  equipment  and  to 
have  certain  mechanical  changes  effected  in  the 
meter  collection  system. 

The  following  expenditures  will  be  required: 
Procurement  of: 

65  coin  collection  boxes  at  $50  each,  $3,250; 
5,000  stainless  steel  guards  at  17  cents,  $850; 
5,000  coin  boxes  to  be  milled  at  15  cents,  $750. 
Total,  $4,850.

CONVEYANCE  OF  SUMNER  TUNNEL  TO 
PORT  AUTHORITY. 

Coun.  MoDONOUCH  submitted  the  following: 
Law  Offices  of 
Mulhern  and  Mulhern 
Hon.  John  B.  Hynes, 

City  Hall. 
Dear  Mayor  Hynes: 

I  feel  compelled  at  this  time  to  call  to  your  atten- 
tion some  recent  developments  in  connection  with 
efforts  to  activate  the  Massachusetts  Port  Author- 
ity and  do  so  as  a  taxpayer  for  many  years  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  rather  than  as  Chairman  of  the' 
State  Airport  Management  Board. 

It  seems  that  the  actions  of  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority  during  the  past  few  months  indi- 
cate clearly  that  the  Authority  does  not  intend  to 
construct  the  second  crossing  to  East  Boston 
within  the  coming  few  years,  if  ever. 

It  is  needless  for  me  at  this  time  to  go  into  a 
recitation  on  the  opinion  of  practically  all  of  the 
traffic  engineering  experts  that  the  construction  of 
the  second  crossing  is  not  only  critically  needed  at 
this  time  but  has  been  critically  needed  since  the 
passage  of  the  Port  Authority  Act  in  July,  1956. 

The  acceptance  of  the  figure  of  $15,000,000  com- 
pensation to  the  City  of  Boston  for  taking  over  the 
present  Sumner  Tunnel  by  the  Authority  had  as 
one  of  its  prime  precedent  considerations  the  im- 
mediate erection  of  the  second  crossing  to  East 
Boston.  It  is  my  understanding  that  the  City 
Council  and  you  accepted  this  figure  in  order  that 
this  critically  needed  second  crossing  could  be 
started  at  once  and  relieve  the  City  of  Boston  of 
the  financial  burden  of  adding  to  its  debt  structure 
the  $35,000,000  or  $40,000,000  that  it  would  cost 
to  construct  this  crossing. 

The  present  Sumner  Tunnel  has  been  showing  a 
net  operating  profit  of  close  to  $1,500,000.  This 
means  that  this  net  operating  profit,  capitalized  on 
a  5  per  cent  basis,  would  result  in  a  fair  cash 
value,  according  to  all  accepted  real  estate  expert 
practices,  of  $30,000,000. 

When  the  Port  Authority  Act  was  passed  in 
.Tuly,  1956,  there  were  outstanding  approximately 
$7,000,000  in  Sumner  Tunnel  bonds  which  meant 
that  if  the  Port  Authority  had  been  activated  at 
that  time,  the  City  of  Boston  would  have  received 
$8,000,000,  the  two  figures  together  totalling  the 
figure  of  $15,000,000  referred  to  previously.  Ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  the  Port  Authority 
Act,  the  Port  Authority  is  obliged  to  pay  only  the 
outstanding  bonds  at  the  time  it  takes  over  the 
tunnel.  Since  July,  1956,  the  City  of  Boston  has 
been  obliged  to  pay  off  approximately  $4,000,000 


of  Sumner  Tunnel  bonds,  so  that  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  act,  the  Port  Authority  would  be 
obliged  to  pay  only  the  remaining  $3,000,000  of 
outstanding  bonds.  This  means  that  the  Port 
Authority  would  pay  only  $11,000,000  for  the 
present  Sumner  Tunnel  instead  of  $15,000,000. 

The  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  is  a  privately 
financed  agency.  In  the  absence  of  a  definite  com- 
mitment to  start  the  immediate  construction  of 
the  second  crossing  to  East  Boston  upon  its  activa- 
tion, this  privately  financed  agency,  the  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority,  should  pay  to  the  City  of 
Boston  the  fair  cash  value  of  the  present  Sumner 
Tunnel  which,  as  outlined  above,  is  $30,000,000, 
otherwise,  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston  are 
being  deprived  of  $19,000,000  in  revenue  for  the 
benefit  of  a  privately  financed  agency.  This 
figure  of  $19,000,000  is  the  difference  between  the 
fair  cash  value  of  the  $30,000,000  and  the  figure  of 
$11,000,000  which  the  Port  Authority  would  pay 
under  the  terms  of  the  present  act.  The  receipt 
of  the  $19,000,000  would  mean  a  reduction  in  the 
tax  rate  of  about  $13.00  the  year  in  which  this 
money  was  received. 

Under  the  circumstances,  should  not  the  City 
Council  and  you  justifiably  take  the  position  that 
the  City  of  Boston  must: 

(1)  have  a  definite  agreement  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority  to  immediately  start  the 
construction  of  the  second  crossing  upon  its  activa- 
tion; or 

(2)  in  the  absence  of  such  a  commitment  receive 
compensation  based  upon  a  fair  cash  value  of 
$30,000,000;  or 

(3)  in  the  event  that  neither  (1)  nor  (2)  is  com- 
plied with,  refuse  to  turn  over  the  present  Sumner 
Tunnel  to  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  TO  HOLD 
HEARING  ON  CONSTRUCTION  OF 
SECOND  CROSSING  TO  EAST  BOSTON. 

Coun.  McLAUGHLIN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  a  second  crossing 
to  East  Boston  is  critically  needed  and  absolutely 
essential  to  the  future  economic  well-being  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  There  has  been  considerable  contro- 
versy since  the  establishment  of  the  Port  Authority 
in  connection  with  the  location  of  such  a  crossing 
and  the  time  within  which  it  should  be  built;  and 

Whereas,  By  a  letter  dated  March  20,  1958, 
Joseph  H.  Mulhern,  Esq.,  has  pointed  out  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  certain  serious  economic  prob- 
lems connected  with  this  matter;  and 

Whereas,  A  primary  factor  in  the  acceptance  by 
the  Boston  City  Council  of  the  sale  price  of  $15,- 
000,000  for  the  Sumner  Tunnel  was  the  assurance 
by  the  Port  Authority  that  a  second  crossing  would 
be  constructed  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity 
and  that  it  was  the  matter  of  first  importance  on 
its  agenda,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  of  prime  importance  to  the  orderly 
procedure  of  government  that  the  Boston  City 
Council  be  kept  abreast  of  all  developments  in  this 
matter;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  letter  of  Joseph  J.  Mulhern, 
Esq.,  be  printed  in  the  "City  Record"  along  with 
this  order;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  Joseph  J.  Mulhern,  Esq.,  and 
Ephraim  Brest,  Esq.,  be  invited  to  appear  before 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  at  a  time  and  date  to  be  named  by  the 
chairman  of  said  Committee  within  two  weeks 
following  the  passage  of  this  resolution.

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SALARY  INCREASE  TO  CHIEF  INSPEC-

MAYOR   TO    CONFER   WITH   EMPLOYEES 
ON   GROUP   INSURANCE. 

Coun.  WHITE,  as  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  read  the  following  communication  re- 
ceived from  the  Law  Department: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  March  21,  1958. 
Executive  Committee  of  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  your  inquiry  concerning  the 
present  status  of  the  acceptance  for  the  County  of 
Suffolk  and  the  City  of  Boston  of  chapter  32B  of 
the  General  Laws  relative  to  certain  group  insur- 
ance for  employees. 

It  appears  that  orders  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  on  December  12,  1955,  accepting  said 
chapter  32B  in  behalf  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  and 
the  City  of  Boston,  respectively,  were  returned  to 
the  City  Council  by  the  Mayor  on  December  27, 
1955,  with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing.  It  is 
quite  plain  that  the  orders  in  question  were  orders 
accepting  a  statute  involving  the  expenditure  of 
money.  It  is  explicitly  provided  by  St.  1948, 
c.  452,  s.  17D,  as  appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376, 
s.  1,  that  "Every  order  .  .  .  accepting  a 
statute  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  which 
is  so  returned  to  the  city  council,  shall  be  void, 
and  no  further  action  shall  be  taken  thereon 
.  .  .  ."  It  is  my  opinion,  therefore,  that  the 
aforesaid  orders  of  December  12,  1955,  are  wholly 
void.  In  other  words,  if  said  chapter  32B  is  now 
to  be  accepted  for  the  County  and  the  City,  the 
City  Council  must  pass  anew,  and  the  Mayor  must 
approve,  respective  orders  to  that  effect. 

I  have  not  considered  acceptance  for  the  County 
separately  from  acceptance  for  the  City:  for,  under 
G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.),  c.  34,  s.  4,  as  amended,  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Boston  merely  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  of  county  commissioners 
but  do  not  ex  ofnciis  constitute  county  commis- 
sioners. Votes  exercising  the  powders  and  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  county  commissioners  are,  there- 
fore, but  votes  of  the  City  Council  subject  to  the 
above-quoted  statutory  provision.

Upon  receiving  unanimous  consent  to  make  a 
statement  Councillor  Piemonte  read  the  following 
communication  which  he  stated  be  sent  to  the 
Prudential  Insurance  Company:

Prudential  Insurance  Company,  Boston. 
My  dear  Mr.  Smith: 

It  is  with  great  interest  and  a  feeling  of  joy  that  I 
read  of  your  plan  to  immediately  proceed  with  the 
physical  construction  of  the  so-called  Prudential 
development. 

As  a  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  and 
also  as  a  citizen  of  this  great  city  and  common- 
wealth, I  assure  you  of  my  fullest  cooperation. 

As  a  lawyer,  a  member  of  the  tax  panel  of  the 
American  Bar  Association,  and  as  a  former  mem- 
ber of  the  Massachusetts  Special  Commission  on 
Taxation  appointed  by  two  former  governors,  as  a 
former  member  of  the  Committee  on  Taxation  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Court,  and  as  one  who 
has  been  a  student  interested  in  the  assessing  of 
real  estate,  I  am  concerned  with  the  questions 
raised  by  the  Prudential  Redevelopment  assess- 
ment agreement  as  reported  by  the  newspapers.

Dear  Mr.  Flemming: 

This  is  in  reference  to  the  following  order  that 
was  passed  in  the  City  Council,  under  date  of 
March  3,  1958: 

"Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  report  in  writing  to  the  City  Council,  within 
one  week  of  receipt  of  this  order,  the  status  of  the 
City  Council  order  of  October  28,  1957,  which 
order  requested  the  construction  of  a  footbridge 
across  the  railroad  tracks  on  Metropolitan  avenue 
in  the  Hyde  Park  section  of  Boston." 

We  estimate  that  it  will  cost  at  least  $100,000  to 
provide  a  pedestrian  underpass  under  the  right-of- 
way  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad  to  connect  Metropolitan  avenue  on  the 
Roslindalo  side' with  the  Hyde  Park  side. 


At  the  present  time,  there  is  an  exceptionally 
large  tract  of  undeveloped  land  located  on  the 
Roslindalo  side  of  the  right-of-way.  I  feel,  there- 
fore, that  the  matter  of  providing  the  underpass 
should  be  deferred  until  this  area  is  substantially 
developed  as  I  do  not  believe  that  we  would  be 
justified,  at  this  time,  in  expending  such  a  large 
amount  of  money  on  this  improvement.  We  have 
prepared  a  preliminary  study  plan  and  estimated 
the  cost  of  the  improvement.  However,  we  have 
not  taken  any  further  steps  and  we  are  not  making 
any  provisions  to  provide  for  the  underpass  this 
year. 

It  would  not  be  advisable  to  consider  the  con- 
struction of  a  footbridge  to  span  the  above- 
referenced  right-of-way,  as  an  underpass  is  far 
more  satisfactory  and  requires  much  less  annual 
maintenance  than  an  overpass.  In  addition,  the 
surface  elevations  of  Metropolitan  avenue  on  both 
sides  of  the  existing  right-of-way  lend  themselves 
more  readily  to  the  construction  of  an  underpass 
than  a  footbridge.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

The  Massachusetts  Legislature  is  currently  con- 
sidering legislation  that  would  enable  the  city  to 
build  a  new  city  hall  as  part  of  the  proposed  govern- 
ment center. 

Since  a  new  city  hall  would  have  a  long-term 
impact  on  the  cost  and  efficiency  of  city  govern- 
ment, and  its  construction  would  require  the 
expenditure  of  public  funds,  the  members  of  the 
State  Legislature  as  well  as  city  officials  need 
accurate  information  on  the  costs  and  space 
requirements  of  a  new  city  hall  to  assist  them  in 
their  current  deliberations. 

The  Administrative  Services  Department  has 
been  assembling  data  on  current  space  use  and 
requirements  of  the  city  departments  that  would 
be  housed  in  a  new  building  as  a  preliminary  to 
estimating  the  most  appropriate  and  efficient  size 
and  layout  for  the  proposed  city  hall  and  the  cost 
thereof.  In  undertaking  this  work,  it  became 
evident  that  the  services  of  a  consultant  with 
considerable  experience  in  the  analysis  of  space 
needs  and  construction  costs  of  public  buildings 
would  be  invaluable. 

At  a  conference  in  your  office  held  recently  an 
agreement  was  reached  with  the  Arthur  D.  Little, 
Inc.,  firm  of  economic  research  consultants,  to 
undertake  this  work  and  a  fee  of  $20,400  was  agreed 
upon  as  reasonable.  This  fee  includes  services  to 
be  rendered  to  the  Little  Company  by  Shepley, 
Bulfinch,  and  Abbott,  architects;  George  A. 
Fuller  Company,  general  contractors,  and  some 
appraisers  and  management  engineers. 

The  Arthur  D.  Little  firm  has  already  been  of 
great  assistance  to  us  in  this  matter,  but  before  a 
contract  for  the  work  can  be  entered  into  the 
Administrative  Services  Department  will  require 
a  special  appropriation  to  finance  it.  I  might 
point  out  that  although  the  City  Council  has 
already  appropriated  $100,000  to  the  City  Plan- 
ning Board  for  government  center  studies,  that 
amount  was  earmarked  specifically  for  site  plan- 
ning, engineering,  and  market  analysis  matters 
relating  to  the  government  center  as  a  whole  in 
which  the  Planning  Board  was  to  serve  as  planning 
agent  for  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority.

According 
to  the  appraiser,  this  building  was  purchased  by 
Mr.  Callahan  in  1947  from  the  A.  W.  Perry  Com- 
pany for  the  sum  of  $25,000,  and  the  building  at 
the  time  of  the  taking  was  in  good  physical  condi- 
tion. The  plaintiff's  testate,  after  acquiring  the 
building,  converted  it  from  a  six-story  structure  to 
the  two-story  building  it  was  at  the  time  of  the 
taking.  There  was  allegation  by  the  plaintiff  that 
Mr.  Callahan  spent  considerable  money  in  convert- 
ing the  building  so  that  it  could  be  used  in  connec- 
tion with  his  business,  which  was  that  of  the 
Boston  Elevator  Machinery  Company. 

It  might  also  be  mentioned  that  Mr.  Callahan 
formerly  occupied  property  on  Lincoln  street 
which  was  acquired  by  the  city  for  off-street 
parking  purposes;  and  due  to  the  said  taking 
Mr.  Callahan  was  forced  to  purchase  another 
property  in  the  immediate  area,  the  property 
now  under  discussion. 
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The  assessed  value  of  the  property  at  11-13 
Columbia  street,  for  the  year  1956  and  for  some 
years  prior  thereto,  was  $18,000;  and  no  applica- 
tions for  abatement  were  filed  for  the  years  1055 
and  1956. 

The  petitioner  had  an  appraisal  made  by  Daniel 
M.  Driscoll  whose  opinion  of  the  fair  market  value 
as  of  the  date  of  the  taking  was  $30,000. 

After  a  complete  analysis  was  made  of  the 
various  factors  involved,  the  case  was  prepared 
for  trial  and  it  is  presently  due  to  be  reached  very 
soon.  Several  conferences  have  been  held  with  the 
executrix  concerning  the  settlement  of  the  case  and 
a  figure  of  $26,500  has  been  agreed  upon.  The 
petitioner  having  paid  the  1956  taxes  in  full,  she  is 
entitled  to  a  refund  for  that  portion  of  the  year 
remaining  after  the  date  of  the  taking,  or  $295.10, 
which  amount  will  be  added  to  the  proposed 
settlement  figure  of  $26,500  and  make  the  total 
settlement  $26,795.10.

ACTION  OF  CITY  COUNCIL  ON  MARCH 
24,  1958,  RE  APPROPRIATIONS  AND 
TAX  ORDERS   FOR   1958. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  March  31,  1958. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  of  March  24, 
1958,  for  my  opinion  "as  to  the  validity  of  the 
action  taken  by  this  Council  today  with  respect  to 
the  appropriation  and  tax  orders  for  the  year  1958. " 

Inquiry  has  disclosed  that  at  the  City  Council's 
meeting  on  March  24,  1958,  the  following  tran- 
spired with  respect  to  the  appropriation  and  tax 
orders  in  question: 

1.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations and  Finance  asked  that  the  com- 
mittee be  given  a  one-week  extension  of  time  from 
the  order  of  the  City  Council  passed  on  February 
10,  1958,  which  directed  the  committee  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  on  or  before  March  24,  1958, 
the  appropriation  and  tax  orders  for  the  year  1958, 
as  all  the  departments  of  the  city  and  county  had 
not  been  heard  by  the  committee. 


2.  The  question  came  on  accepting  the  com- 
mittee's report  and  granting  an  additional  week  as 
requested.  The  report  failed  of  passage;  and  the 
request  for  a  week's  extension  was  denied. 

3.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations and  Finance  then  submitted  to  the 
Council  the  appropriation  and  tax  orders  for  the 
year  1958. 

4.  There  was  then  a  motion  that  those  ap- 
propriations and  tax  orders  be  recommitted  to  the 
committee. 

5.  The  motion  for  recommittal  was  carried. 
The  provisions  of  the  City  Charter  relative  to  the 

annual  appropriation  and  tax  orders  are  to  be  found 
in  St.  1909,  c.  480,  s.  3  (as  most  recently  amended 
by  St.  1941,  c.  604,  s.  1),  which,  so  far  as  pertinent 
hereto,  reads  as  follows: 

"All  appropriations,  other  than  for  school 
purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue  or  any 
source  other  than  loans,  shall  originate  with  the 
mayor,  who,  not  later  than  the  first  Monday 
in  February  of  each  year,  shall  submit  to  the 
city  council  the  annual  budget  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  city  and  county  for  the  current 
fiscal  year,  and  may  submit  thereafter  such 
supplementary  appropriation  orders,  as  he  may 
deem  necessary.  The  city  council  may  reduce 
or  reject  any  item,  but,  except  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  mayor,  shall  not  increase  any 
item  in,  nor  the  total  of,  a  budget,  nor  add  any 
item  thereto,  nor  shall  it  originate  a  budget. 
Not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  April  the  city 
council  shall  take  definite  action  on  the  annual 
budget  by  adopting,  reducing  or  rejecting  it, 
and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do  the 
items  and  the  appropriation  orders  in  the 
budget  as  recommended  by  the  mayor  shall  be 
in  effect  as  if  formally  adopted  by  the  city 
council  and  approved  by  the  mayor.     .     .     ." 

Two  things  are  plain.  First,  it  is  clear  from  the 
above  recitation  of  what  transpired  at  the  City 
Council's  meeting  on  March  24th  that  the  action 
taken  at  that  meeting  consisted  entirely  of  parlia- 
mentary maneuvers.  Second,  it  is  also  obvious 
that,  while  the  statutory  provisions  quoted  above 
limit  the  time  within  which  the  City  Council 
shall  take  definite  action  on  the  annual  budget  by 
adopting,  reducing  or  rejecting  it,  they  do  not 
prescribe  the  procedure  of  the  City  Council  in 
considering  such  budget.  It  is  well  settled  that  in 
such  a  situation,  it  is  immaterial  whether  parlia- 
mentary maneuvers  are  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  parliamentary  practice;  for  the  validity  of 
the  final  action  in  such  a  case  is  not  affected  by  a 
violation  of  those  rules.  Wheelock  v.  Lowell, 
196  Mass.  220,  230.  Chandler  v.  Lawrence,  128 
Mass.  213,  215.  Holt  v.  City  Council  of  Somer- 
ville,  127  Mass.  408,  411.  Bennett  v.  New  Bedford, 
110  Mass.  433,  438.  In  other  words,  in  a  situation 
like  that  here,  whether  parliamentary  maneuvers 
are  in  accordance  with  rules  of  parliamentary 
practice  presents  no  question  of  law  upon  which  a 
corporation  counsel  can  express  an  opinion,  but  a 
question  within  the  province  of  the  City  Council's 
presiding  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  decide  all 
questions  of  order  subject  to  appeal  to  the  City 
Council  itself.

This  is  in  reference  to  the  following  order 
that  was  passed  in  the  City  Council  March  24, 
1958: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  request 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner  to  advise  this 
Honorable  Body  of  the  present  status  of  the 
project  to  remove  the  so-called  hump  in 
Maverick  square,  East  Boston,  and  further 
that  the  Mayor  urge  the  MTA  Trustees  and 
others  concerned  to  expedite  the  removal  of 
said  hump." 


Last  summer  this  department  prepared  a 
plan  showing  the  method  that  we  felt  should 
be  adopted  to  eliminate  the  existing  unsightly 
condition  and  provide  for  the  removal  of  the 
concrete  arch  and  the  filling  of  the  existing 
open  ramp.  Our  plan  provided  for  an  ex- 
penditure of  approximately  $55,000  to  pay  for 
the  cost  of  the  improvement,  whereas  a  plan 
developed  by  the  MTA  provided  for  an  ex- 
penditure ranging  from  a  minimum  of  $80,000 
to  a  maximum  of  $105,000. 

I  had  a  conference  with  Mr.  William  Fitz- 
simons  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  MTA 
last  week  concerning  this  matter  and  I  in- 
formed him  at  that  time  concerning  the  posi- 
tion  of    the   City   of   Boston. 

I  advised  Mr.  Fitzsimons  that  we  would  be 
willing  to  pay  one  half  the  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment based  on  the  method  developed  by  the 
engineers  of  this  department.  In  other  words, 
we  would  be  willing  to  pay  up  to  a  maximum 
of  $27,500.  He  informed  me  that  he  would 
take  the  matter  up  with  the  trustees  and  in- 
form me  when  they  reached  a  decision.  As 
of  this  writing,  I  have  not  heard  from  him 
further.

M.  DeMATTEO  COMPANY  CONTRACT  FOR 
DISPOSAL   OF   GARBAGE   AND   REFUSE.

I  transmit  herewith  copy  of  letter  I  have 
received  this  day  from  Martin  DeMatteo,  Jr., 
president  of  the  M.  DeMatteo  Construction 
Company.  This  communication  relates  to  the 
pending  contract  for  disposal  of  certain  gar- 
bage and   refuse. 

I  believe  your  Honorable  Body  should  know 
of  the  contents  of  this  communication  which 
indicates  that  disposal  operations  will  continue 
today,  Monday,  April  7,  1958,  as  per  schedule, 
but  not  beyond  today,  unless  in  the  meantime 
an  appropriation  for  the  disposal  contract  is 
approved.

Dear  Mayor  Hynes: 

Confirming  our  conversation  and  in  accord- 
ance with  your  request,  we  will  continue  on 
Monday  next,  April  7,  1958,  the  disposal  of 
garbage  and  refuse  at  Spectacle  Island  and 
Mile  Road  despite  the  action  of  a  committee 
of  the  Boston  City  Council,  as  reported  in  the 
press,  eliminating  this  appropriation  from  the 
municipal  budget. 

We  are  doing  this  because  you  requested  us  to 
do  so  and  because  of  the  regard  for  the  health, 
sanitation,  and  welfare  of  the  public.  We  re- 
alize that  garbage  and  rubbish  are  commodities 
which   cannot  be  left  without  daily  disposal. 

It  might  be  in  order  to  point  out  that  any 
criticism  of  this  contract  seems  without  the 
slightest  foundation  as  may  be  established  by 
the  following   facts: 

1.  The  contract  was  publicly  advertised 
and  let  by  competitive  bidding.  This  has  not 
always  been  the  case  in  the  past. 

2.  The  last  full  year  in  which  garbage  and 
refuse  was  transported  to  Spectacle  Island  for 
disposal   by    another   contractor   was    1952 .      In 
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that  year  the  contract  price  was  $557,500.  In 
1953  the  contract  was  awarded  for  the  first 
time  to  the  DeMatteo  Construction  Company 
and  the  contract  price  became  $505,267,  a  sav- 
ing of  over  $52,000,  or  10  per  cent  of  the  con- 
tract price.  Thereafter,  the  price  was  steadily 
reduced  so  that  in  1958  on  a  twelve-month 
basis  the  contract  price  would  be  $402,060. 
The  DeMatteo  Company  has  modernized  its 
equipment  and  has  passed  on  any  savings  in 
operation  to  the  city.  The  fact  remains  that 
in  a  period  of  increased  costs  we  are  now  per- 
forming the  work  at  a  rate  of  over  $150,000 
per  year  less  than   our  predecessor. 

3.  The  contract  was  awarded  on  a  nine- 
month  basis  with  an  option  to  renew  from 
month  to  month  up  to  one  year.  We  are  in- 
formed that  this  is  the  last  year  in  which  scows 
will  be  used.  Obviously  in  these  circumstances 
no  other  contractor  would  go  to  the  cost  of 
acquiring  scows  since  they  will  be  of  no  value 
in  this  connection  at  the  close  of  the  contract 
year. 

4.  Some  mention  has  been  made  of  a  change 
in  the  specifications.  The  only  change  was 
the  elimination  of  the  provision  under  which 
the  contractor  was  given  the  right  to  dump 
at  Mile  Road  dump  for  a  period  of  ninety  days. 
This  provision  was  contained  in  the  specifica- 
tions last  year  and,  nevertheless,  there  were 
no  bids  other  than  the  DeMatteo  Company.  It 
is  difficult  to  see  how  this  provision  is  of  any 
real  consequence.  Moreover,  it  is  a  matter  of 
common  knowledge  and  record  that  the  resi- 
dents in  the  general  area  of  the  Mile  Road 
dump  have  protested  for  years  against  the 
practice  of  dumping  at  this  location.  Obvious- 
ly the  public  would  not  tolerate  an  increase 
in  the  volume  of  garbage  and  rubbish  dumped 
at  this  point. 

The  DeMatteo  Company  has  proceeded  in 
good  faith  under  a  contract  which  was  awarded 
in  the  usual  manner,  approved  by  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  and  signed  by  the  Mayor.  It  did 
not  wait,  as  it  had  a  right  to  do,  until  the 
appropriation  was  voted.  Instead,  it  went 
ahead  with  the  transportation  of  this  garbage 
and  refuse,  for  we  recognized  the  danger  to 
health  and  sanitation. 

We  also  recognize  the  fact  that  the  Boston 
City  Council  is  attempting  to  effect  economies 
wherever  possible.  This  is,  of  course,  a  highly 
desirable  objective.  However,  we  do  not  believe 
that  economies  can  properly  be  effected  at  the 
expense  of  contracts  duly  awarded  according 
to  law  and  at  the  peril  of  the  health  and  sani- 
tary requirements  of  the  public. 

For  all  these  reasons  we  hope  that  the  City 
Council  as  a  whole  will  restore  the  appropria- 
tion necessary  to  make  this  contract  operative 
after  Monday  next,  April  7,  1958.  We  will, 
however,  as  stated  above,  take  care  of  dis- 
posals on  Monday,  April  7,  1958,  as  per  sched- 
ule.

In  response  to  the  Council  order  asking  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board  whether  it  has  any 
specific,  recommendations  to  be  made  to  the 
Council,  indicating  areas  of  further  municipal 
cost  savings  to  the  city,  the  Boston  Real 
Estate   Board   makes   the   following    reply: 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board,  there  are  areas  of  substantial  savings 
which  go  beyond  the  present  budget  cuts 
recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  Finance.  However,  such  further 
budget  cuts  as  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Board 
would  recommend  would  require  substantial 
policy  changes.  Such  changes  should  be 
initiated  by  the  Mayor,  and  it  would  be  unfair 
to  request  the  Council  to  force  policy  changes 
through  budgetary  control. 

The  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  compliments 
Chairman  Frederick  C.  Hailer,  Jr.,  and  the 
Committee  on  Appropriations  and  Finance 
for  its  excellent  work.  We  are  confident  the 
people  of  the  city  will  applaud  the  work  of 
this  committee  and  trust  their  recommenda- 
tions will  be  adopted  by  the  Council. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Mayor,  on  return  of  the 
budget,  will  initiate  such  policy  changes  as 
the  exigencies  of  the  times  dictate  in  order 
that  further  substantial  reductions  will  be 
made  in  the  cost  of  the  city's  operation. 

However,  should  members  of  your  Council 
feel  impelled  to  introduce  further  logical  re- 
ductions, these  should  receive  your  strong 
support.  The  citizens  of  your  city  cannot 
afford  further  tax   increases.

REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON     APPRO- 
PRIATIONS   AND    FINANCE. 

Coun.  HAILER,  for  the  Committee  on  Ap- 
propriations and  Finance,  submitted  the 
following: 
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The  record  budget  for  the  muncipal  year 
1958  was  received  on  February  3.  Hearings, 
open  to  the  public  and  the  press,  were  started 
the  week  of  February  10  and  continued  through 
March  21.  Executive  sessions  of  the  commit- 
tee were  started  on  March  24  and  continuel 
daily  through  April  3.  Many  long  hours  of 
study  and  discussion  were  spent  by  the  com- 
mittee and  its  aides.  It  is  hoped  that  the  re- 
sults achieved  merit  the  effort  expended.  For 
the  third  successive  year,  the  committee  proc- 
essed the  budget  by  means  of  three  subcom- 
mittees, each  such  committee  examining  ap- 
proximately one  third  of  the  City  and  County 
departments  and  agencies  as  set  forth  in 
Exhibit  (A)  attached  hereto.  Upon  completion 
of  the  work  of  these  public  hearings  and  the 
gathering  of  information  and  evidence  from 
witnesses  and  other  sources,  the  subcommittees 
reported  to  the  full  committee  and  the  execu- 
tive sessions  referred  to  above  were  held.  Dur- 
ing these  sessions  every  budget  group  within 
each  department  and  agency  of  the  city  and 
county  was  carefully  studied  before  any  re- 
ductions were  voted  for  recommendation  to 
the  Council.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  commit- 
tee that  this  method  of  handling  the  annual 
budget  duties  of  the  Council  is  quite  satisfac- 
tory and  the  most  efficient  available  under 
present  conditions. 

Boston's  financial  problems  and  the  resultant 
tax  burden  upon  her  property  owners  and  citi- 
zens have  been  steadlily  increasing  for  many 
years.  Nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-eight  proves 
to  be  no  exception.  This  is  clearly  borne  out 
by  the  tax  rate  schedule  set  forth  in  Exhibit 
(B).  While  many  of  the  figures  are  estimates, 
they  are  as  accurate  as  we  can  obtain  at  this 
time  and  are,  we  believe,  a  true  reflection  of 
our  tax  situation. 

With  this  information  at  hand,  and  with  the 
knowledge  that  there  is  little  likelihood  of  any 
substantial  tax  relief  for  Boston  this  year,  the 
committee  adopted  a  policy  of  strict  austerity 
on  a  "do-it-yourself"  basis.  While  we  feel  we 
have  trimmed  the  budget  as  closely  as  possible 
within  the  limits  of  time  and  resources  avail- 
able to  us,  we  also  feel  that  the  budget,  as  ap- 
proved by  the  committee,  is  adequate  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  services  and  meet  adequate 
operation   and  maintenance  standards. 

Group  1 — Personal  Service. 
This  item  includes  permanent  personnel,  tem- 
porary personnel,  and  overtime.  In  every  case 
there  has  been  allowed  sufficient  funds  to  pay 
all  personnel  now  on  the  rolls  and  to  meet  any 
annual  increments  that  may  come  due.  Vacan- 
cies have  been  deleted  completely  in  some  in- 
stances and  reduced  in  most  oases.  Temporary 
help  has  been  reduced  to  a  bare  minimum. 

Group  2 — Contractual  Services. 
There  has  been  adopted  by  the  committee  a 
policy  of  reduction  because  we  believe  that  the 
increased  and  more  effective  use  of  competitive 
bidding  will  effect  savings.  In  addition,  our 
past  experience  shows  that  each  year  contract 
items  are  included  for  which  we  have  provided 
funds  in  the  previous  year.  These  funds  were 
not  spent  in  the  previous  year  for  the  purpose 
appropriated,  but  were  transferred  to  other 
uses.  A  post  audit  system  responsible  to  the 
City  Council  would  sharply  curtail  such  trans- 
fers. While  all  the  requests  made  in  this  group 
are  desirable,  we  feel  that  this  year  only  those 
that  are  absolutely  essential  to  the  proper 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  city  govern- 
ment should  be  allowed.  We  have  allowed 
sufficient  money  for  that  purpose. 

Group  3 — Supplies  and  Materials. 
Next  to  personal  services,  this  group  requires 
the  largest  appropriation.  It  runs  the  gamut 
from  office  supplies  to  food  and  medical  sup- 
plies. Only  after  careful  and  lengthy  exam- 
ination was  given  to  each  department's  re- 
quest did  this  committee  again  adopt  a  policy 
of  reduction.  Mass  buying  on  a  contract  basis 
is  being  done  more  now  than  at  any  time  in 
the  city's  history.  But  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement.     Mass  buying  can  and  should  be 


increased  to  take  advantage  of  lower  prices. 
There  should  also  be  a  tighter  control  over 
the  distribution  to — and  use  by — all  depart- 
ments of  the  goods  purchased  in  this  group. 

Group  5 — Equipment  and  Group  7 — Struc- 
tures and  Improvements. 
We  recognize  the  need  of  the  city  for  safe 
and  sound  equipment  and  safe  well-kept  build- 
ings and  other  real  property.  We  recognize,  too, 
that  good  business  practice  requires  regular 
replacement  of  equipment,  and  repairs  and 
improvements  to  property.  But  we  are  also 
aware  that  since  1955  we  have  approved  over 
three  million  dollars  in  equipment  loans  and 
over  three  million  dollars  in  emergency  repair 
loans.  Some  of  this  is  still  unexpended  and 
unencumbered.  We  therefore  made  reductions 
wherever  there  was  sufficient  money  still  avail- 
able in  the  appropriate  loan  for  the  depart- 
ment involved,  leaving,  however,  still  available 
in  the  appropriation  for  1958  a  sufficient  sum 
to  put  the  replacement  of  equipment  and  the 
repair  and  improvement  to  real  property  on  a 
regular  basis  and  thus  avoid  in  the  future  the 
necessity   for   extraordinary   loans. 

Part  Two. 
Every  reduction  that  has  been  made  in  the 
budget  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor  has  been 
seriously  considered  by  the  Council,  but  to 
detail  each  here  would  lengthen  this  report 
beyond  reason  and  serve  no  useful  purpose. 
There  are,  however,  certain  items  and  situa- 
tions which   are  deserving  of  comment. 

Departmental  Problems. 

(A)  Hospital  Department.  At  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  a  $16,000  reduction  was  made  in 
Supplies  and  Materials.  This  cut  will  appear 
as  a  reduction  in  the  300  item.  It  should  be 
stated  that  these  cuts  are  recommended  in  the 
300  item  and  that  no  reduction  is  intended 
either  in  the  320  or  350  items,  namely,  food 
and   medicines   for  the  City  Hospital. 

A  reduction  of  $147,000  was  made  in  the 
Equipment  group.  We  have  been  informed 
that  the  Administration  of  the  City  Hospital 
is  to  be  reorganized  as  of  April  first  and  we 
will  give  sympathetic  hearing  to  the  new  Ad- 
ministrator of  the  Hospital  on  restoring  this 
money    in    the   supplementary   budget. 

A  reduction  of  $100,000  was  made  in  the 
Structures  and  Improvements  group.  When 
the  administration  of  the  City  Hospital  appears 
to  be  in  better  order  we  will  be  glad  to  con- 
sider restoring  the  money  in  the  supplement- 
ary budget. 

It  appeared  at  the  City  Council  hearings 
that  the  Hospital  Department  maintained  no 
adequate  administrative  statistical  control  over 
the  question  of  turnover  in  personnel.  The 
superintendent  agreed  that  such  statistics 
ought  to  be  kept  and  the  Council  recommends 
most  strongly  that  such  a  statistical  control 
be  immediately  instituted  in  the  Hospital  De- 
partment. 

(B)  City  Planning  Department.  A  re- 
duction of  $11,000  was  made  in  the  Personal 
Service  item.  We  will  replace  this  money  in 
the  supplementary  budget  if  the  positions  can 
be  filled  earlier  than  anticipated.  City  Plan- 
ning is  a  function  that  has  been  neglected  in 
the  past. 

(C)  Real  Property  Department,  Property 
Division.  A  reduction  of  $60,000  was  made  in 
the  Contractual  Services  item.  We  feel  that 
the  Boston  Finance  Commission  should  inves- 
tigate charges  made  in  1957  for  cleaning  cer- 
tain lots. 

(D)  County  Buildings,  Real  Property 
Department,  Buildings  Division.  A  reduction 
of  $10,000  was  made  in  the  Contractual  Serv- 
ices item.  We  see  no  reason  why  competitive 
bidding  should  not  be  introduced  except  in 
direst   emergencies. 

(E)  Clerk's  Office,  Superior  Court,  Civil 
Session.  A  reduction  of  $50,000  was  made 
in  the  Contractual  Services  item  for  Masters 
and  Auditors.  We  believe  that  this  is  an  ex- 
pense of  the  Commonwealth  and  that  the  only 
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relationship  it  has  to  Boston  is  that  the  Court 
House   is    located   here. 

(F)  Wayfarer's  Lodge,  Welfare  Depart- 
ment. The  annual  budget  as  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  by  the  Mayor  includes  a  full 
year's  appropriation  for  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge 
of    the    Welfare    Department. 

Since  the  submission  of  the  budget,  the  Ad- 
ministration has  closed  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge 
and  the  budget  as  submitted  by  your  committee 
reflects  this   decision  of  the  Administration. 

Post  Audit.  Once  again  this  committee 
takes  this  opportunity  to  reiterate  its  position 
in  favor  of  a  post  audit  system  controlled  by 
personnel  who  are  directly  responsible  to  the 
City  Council.  With  such  a  system  it  would  be 
possible  to  be  certain  that  money  is  spent  for 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  appropriated 
and  would  of  necessity  therefore  reduce  the 
number  and  frequency  of  transfers  from  one 
group  to  another  and  one  department  to  an- 
other. This  would  also  be  of  inestimable  value 
to  the  City  Council  in  its  annual  deliberation 
of  the  budget. 

This  year  we  have  had  the  full  cooperation 
of  the  budget  analysts  as  in  the  past.  It  is 
recommended  that  in  the  future,  the  Council 
members  and  civic  groups  should  be  provided 
with  budget  estimate  sheets  at  the  time  of 
submission  to  the  City  Council  of  the  Annual 
Budget. 

Conclusion.  This  year  the  committee  re- 
ceived specific  recommendations  from  the  Bos- 
ton Municipal  Research  Bureau  and  the  Fi- 
nance Commission.  We  appreciate  their  as- 
sistance and  are  particularly  grateful  to  the 
Municipal  Research  Bureau  and  the  Finance 
Commission  and  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Board 
who,  at  our  request,  spent  many  hours  studying 
the  budget  and  looking  over  the  actual  situa- 
tions as   they   existed   in   the  field. 

The  committee  desired  to  point  out  that  it 
would    like    to    see    more    participation    in    the 


annual  budget  deliberations  by  the  civic  organi- 
sations other  than  those  mentioned  above.  We 
should  like  to  have  the  recommendations  of 
any  group  as  early  in  the  proceedings  as  pos- 
sible. This  would  better  enable  us  to  give  every 
recommendation  the  study  it  should  receive, 
and  to  make  as  valid  reductions  as  possible  in 
every  appropriation  requested.  Such  procedure 
would  result  in  far  better  public  relations  for 
all  concerned. 

As  chairman  of  this  committee,  I  want  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  deep  and 
sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  commit- 
tee and  to  the  attaches  of  the  City  Council. 
Each  has  been  most  faithful  to  his  respon- 
sibility and  without  their  loyal  cooperation 
the  tremendous  task  that  was  the  responsibility 
of  this  committee  could  not  have  been  accom- 
plished.

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses  payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January  , 
1958,  for  performing  the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote  of  the  City  Council 
during  the  year,  upon  the  City  of  Boston,  or  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  the  respective  sums 
of  money  specified  in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appropriated  for  the  severa  1 
departments  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriation  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses,  and  the  payment  to  the  state,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1835,  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for  the  interest  and  debt  require- 
ments or  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the  income  of  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes ; 
that  the  appropriation  for  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel  be  met  by  the  income  from  tolls  and  any  excess  over  income  from 
taxes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  11,  chapter  297,  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended  by  chapter  74  of  the 
Acts  of  1935;  that  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  parking  meters  and  the  regulation  of  parking  and

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the  appropriations  of  the  city,  and  all  taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's 
proportion  of  the  state  tax  for  the  year  1958,  or  for  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to  the  Commonwealth,  shall 
be  due  and  payable  on  July  1,  1958.  Interest  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  per  annum  and  computed  from 
October  1,  1958,  on  all  real  estate  and  personal  property  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  November  1,  1958,  and  assessed  and 
payable  in  the  year  1958,  before  said  November  1,  1958,  until  such  taxes  are  paid.  All  interest  which  shall  have  become 
due  on  taxe.s  shall  be  added  to  and  be  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  except  as  the  appropriation  for  any  purpose  or  item  shall  be  increased  by  additional  appropriations 
or  transfers  lawfully  made,  no  money  shall  be  expended  by  any  department  for  any  of  the  purposes  or  items  designated 
in  the  tables  and  schedules  hereinafter  set  out  in  excess  of  the  amount  set  down  as  appropriated  for  such  specific  purpose 
or  item.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission 
held  March  28,  1958,  at  which  all  members  were 
present,  it  was  voted  unanimously  to  increase  the 
parking  meter  fees  from  the  present  rate  of  five 
cents  per  hour  to  ten  cents  per  hour  in  downtown 
Boston  and  to  authorize  and  direct  the  chairman 
to  request  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  from 
revenue  received  from  parking  meters  for  the 
acquisition  of  2,500  new  ten-cent  per  hour  parking 
meters. 

This  contemplates  the  replacement  of  all  exist- 
ing parking  meters  in  the  downtown  area  as  defined 
and  bounded  in  section  20A  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws  (the  towing  area)  and  in  the  exten- 
sion of  that  area  to  include  the  Back  Bay  Retail 
District  as  proposed  in  House  Bill  No.  1233  now 
pending  before  the  Legislature. 

The  existing  meters  were  acquired  in  1918  and 
have  been  in  continuous  service  on  the  street  since. 
At  the  time  they  were  procured  the  optimum  life 
prediction  of  the  manufacturers  was  ten  years. 
The  meters  are  now  on  the  verge  of  mechanical 
obsolescence.  It  would  be  impracticable  and  per- 
haps mechanically  impossible  to  attempt  to  con- 
vert the  existing  nickel  meters  into  dime  meters. 
We  expect  to  be  able  to  recondition  enough  of  them 
so  that  they  may  be  installed  in  other  unmetered 
areas  and  to  use  the  remainder  for  salvage  spare 
parts  which  are  continuously  required,  due  to  the 
high  incidence  of  breakage  caused  by  vandalism 
and  accidents. 

We  expect  that  the  increased  revenue  from  the 
ten-cent  per  hour  parking  meter  fees  will  be  at 
least  $125,000  and  perhaps,  $150,000  a  year. 

I  respectfully  request  that  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  be  appropriated 
from  the  revenue  received  from  parking  meters.

Under  date  of  March  21,  19,58,  I  submitted  to 
your  Honorable  Body  for  consideration,  an  order 
appropriating  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand  dollars  ($400,000)  from  the  receipts  of 
parking  meters  for  the  redemption  of  debt  issued 
by  the  City  of  Boston  for  acquisition  of  off-street 
parking  areas  and  facilities. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Boston  Traffic  Commission 
held  on  March  28,  1958,  it  was  voted  to  increase 
the  parking  meter  fees  from  the  present  rate  of 
five  cents  (5c)  per  hour  to  ten  cents  (10c)  per  hour 
in  downtown  Boston,  and  to  request  an  appropria- 
tion of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000) 
from  parking  meter  receipts  for  acquisition  of 
twenty-five  hundred  new  ten-cent  per  hour  parking 
meters.

A  thorough  examination  by  this  department  has 
disclosed  that  the  recreation  piers  in  the  North 
-End  Park  are  in  an  unsafe  and  dangerous  condi- 
tion. We  have  given  consideration  to  the  possi- 
bility of  removing  the  piers  under  the  Demolition 
Program.  Under  chapter  91,  G.L.  (Ter.  Ed.), 
however,  the  Commonwealth  through  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  is  authorized  and  is 
willing  to  accomplish  this  work.  The  expense  will 
be  borne  one  half  by  the  Commonwealth  and  one 
half  by  the  city.

I  submit  herewith  supplementary  budget 
recommendations  for  City,  County  and  Income 
Departments  totaling  $2,929,420.  The  supplemen- 
tary budget  estimates  submitted  by  departments 
totaled  $5,036,661.  Of  the  recommended  amount 
$1,258,750  is  resubmitted  from  the  $2,286,670 
which  was  reduced  by  your  Honorable  Body.  The 
balance  of  $1,670,670  is  to  provide  for  departmental 
needs  and  requirements  which  have  developed 
since  the  submission  of  the  1958  budget  estimates. 

There  is  some  doubt  that  a  loan  for  extraordinary 
repairs  will  be  submitted  this  year  and,  likewise, 
there  is  some  doubt  of  the  authorization  of  a  loan 
for  purchase  of  equipment.  Therefore,  all  the 
allowances  in  this  supplementary  budget  for  those 
purposes  are  absolutely  necessary  to  the  efficient 
and  proper  operation  of  City  and  County  De- 
partments. 

The  supplementary  appropriations,  added  to 
those  previously  approved,  will  increase  the  total 
budget  requirements  over  those  of  1957  by  2.2 
per  cent.

The  following  is  a  report  concerning 
Council  order  of  March  31,  1958,  which  re- 
quested consultation  by  the  Planning  Board 
with  the  Real  Property  Board  relative  to  the 
action  taken  by  the  latter  board  regarding 
parking  under  the  Fitzgerald  Expressway  at 
North    Station. 

We  have  been  advised  by  the  Real  Property 
Board  that  it  still  has  under  consideration 
this  area  offered  by  the  state  for  parking 
purposes.  However,  the  state  offer  has  been 
conditioned  by  a  stipulation  that  requires  in- 
stallation of  meters.  The  Real  Property 
Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  method  of 
parking  would  be  a  deficit  operation  in  that 
area,  since  its  use  would  depend  to  a  great 
extent  on  events  at  the  Boston  Garden. 
Other  users  could  be  businessmen  and  em- 
ployees who  would  be  all-day  parkers.  This 
type  of  parking  is  more  economically  handled 
either  by  an  attendant  or  by  an  automatic 
gate  installation.  Metered  parking  can  be 
successful  only  on  a  large  turnover  basis. 
The  area  will  not  be  attractive  to  the  shopper 
or   short-time  parker. 

The  Planning  Board  is  in  agreement  on  this 
hypothesis    and    trusts    that    negotiations    now 
being    carried    on    between    the    Real    Property 
Board    and    the   Massachusetts    Department   of 
Public   Works    for   the   purpose   of   eliminating 
the   meter    restriction    will    be   successful.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
CLEANING    CITY-OWNED    PROPERTY. 
The  following   was   received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  May  6,  1958. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 
The  subject  of  administration  of  the  pro- 
gram of  the  cleaning  of  lots  and  areas  which 
fall  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Real  Property 
Department  was  recently  discussed  at  budget 
hearings  before  the  Committee  on  Appropria- 
tions and  Finance  of  the  City  Council.  The 
Finance  Commission  herewith  presents  an 
analysis  of  the  situation  with  pertinent  find- 
ings   and    recommendations. 

Administration  of  the  Program 
Incidental  to  its  function  as  custodian  of  all 
city-owned  real  estate  not  in  use  by  any  de- 
partment, as  well  as  property  acquired  by 
foreclosure,  the  Real  Property  Department  has 
an  average  of  approximately  3,000  lots  under 
its  control;  in  addition  it  has  custody  of  nine 
suburban  parking  facilities.  These,  from  time 
to  time,  require  cleaning  and  the  removal  of 
debris. 
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The  cleaning  is  generally  the  result  of  a 
flow  of  complaints  from  Police,  Fire,  and 
Health  Departments,  Complaints  Division, 
other  municipal  agencies,  as  well  as  from 
private  citizens.  Upon  receipt  of  a  complaint, 
the  department  investigates  the  extent  of  the 
need  for  cleaning  and,  if  warranted,  issues 
an  order  for  the  purpose.  Suburban  parking 
facilities  are  cleaned  twice  a  year,  and  snow 
is  removed  as  necessary.  In  these  cases,  clean- 
ing operations  are  conducted  by  private  con- 
tractors on  orders  issued  by  the  department, 
in  amounts  less  than  $500  each,  without 
solicitations  of  proposals  for  the  work.  At 
the  parking  facility  under  the  Fitzgerald  Ex- 
pressway, near  the  Sumner  Traffic  Tunnel, 
cleaning  of  area  is  now  done  Sundays,  under 
a  contract  which  was  awarded  after  advertis- 
ing  for   bids. 

An  examination  of  the  program  leads  to  the 
following    conclusions: 

Findings 

1.  All  orders  for  the  cleaning  work  de- 
scribed above  were  divided  between  ten  con- 
tractors, and  with  one  exception,  in  amounts 
of  less  than  $500  each,  and  issued  without 
solicitation  of  competitive  bids.  In  1957,  the 
cost  to  the  city  for  these  services  was  approx- 
imately   $57,000. 

2.  The  size  of  this  program  has  been  on 
the  increase.  The  cost  has  increased  tenfold 
in  ten  years.  Accordingly,  it  is  important  to 
determine  and  fix  a  method  and  procedure 
which  will  work  to  the  best  advantage  of  the 
city. 

3.  Payment  for  services  performed  is  made 
on  a  per-hour  basis  for  labor  and  rental  of 
truck.  There  is  no  uniform  charge,  the  cost 
varying  with  each  contractor.  A  cross  section 
of  invoices  paid  for  this  work  during  the  year 
shows  a  wide  spread  in  the  cost,  based  on  an 
eight-hour  day,  using  four  laborers  and  one 
truck;  in  some  instances,  a  charge  for  a  fore- 
man is  included.  The  cost  per  day  ranged 
from  $120  in  the  case  of  one  contractor  to 
$167  in  the  case  of  another.  Differences  in 
prices  paid  for  laborers  and  trucks  per  hour 
affect   this   cost   per   day. 

4.  The  fact  that  this  work  is  done  on  a 
basis  of  "labor  and  equipment"  underscores 
the  importance  of  inspection  work  during  its 
progress.  Yet  inspection  of  work  during  the 
progress  of  the  job  is  inadequate  since  it 
does  not  provide  a  check  on  the  number  of 
men  working,  and  since  no  time  records  are 
kept.  Visits  to  the  work  by  inspectors  is 
sporadic,  and,  in  general,  inspection  is  made 
after  the  contractor  reports  the  work  com- 
pleted. At  that  time  the  purpose  of  the  in- 
spection visit  is  to  determine  that  the  con- 
tractor has  completed  the  work. 

5.  An  analysis  of  220  work  orders  to 
determine  money  amounts,  location,  and  time 
of  the  work  performed  during  1957  shows  that 
more  than  half  the  jobs  took  place  in  a  rela- 
tively small  area  of  the  city  (in  five  contiguous 
wards);  in  fact,  a  large  part  of  the  work  was 
within  such  periods  of  time  and  in  such  areas 
as  to  permit  a  greater  assembling  of  work. 
This  would  provide  a  basis  for  advertising 
for  competitive  bidding. 

6.  The  use  of  these  lots  for  the  disposal 
of  waste  material  and  garbage  is  a  direct 
violation  of  the  health  laws;  the  latter  pro- 
vides for  prosecution  of  any  such  violator.  This 
situation  calls  for  close  surveillance  and  prose- 
cution by  the  Police  and  Health  Departments; 
and  concerted  community  education  and  effort, 
if  this  nuisance  is  to  be  reduced. 

Recommendations 

The  present  policy  of  issuing  small  orders 
for  this  work  should  be  discontinued  in  favor 
of  one  of  the  following  methods: 

1.  The  cleaning  of  lots  should  be  done 
under  contract,  either  by:  (a)  grouping  of 
work  and  advertising  for  bids  in  amounts 
sufficient  to  constitute  a  contract,  or  (6)  by 
the  awarding  of  a  yearly  contract  for  cleaning 
the  lots  as  directed. 


In  any  case,  an  inspector  should  check  the 
work  to  be  in  a  position  to  verify  the  bills  of 
the   contractors. 

The  city  forces  should  be  used  for  strict 
emergencies.  Periodic  inspection,  however, 
should  prevent  the  accumulation  of  debris  to 
the  point  at  which  it  becomes  an  emergency. 

2.  The  second  alternative  is  to  place  the 
entire  function  of  the  cleaning  of  city-owned 
lots  within  the  Public  Works  Department. 
This  would  centralize  in  one  place  the  refer- 
ence of  all  complaints  in  this  area  and  ex- 
pedite  the   correction   of   the   conditions. 

The  Tree  Division  of  the  Park  Department 
is,  likewise,  the  proper  agency  for  referring 
to  and  handling  of  matters  involving  the 
removal  of  dangerous  tree  limbs  and  dead 
trees. 

While  the  Commission  has  recommended 
herein  alternative  remedies  for  the  situation, 
it  wishes  to  make  the  additional  point  that  it 
is  not  convinced  that  the  expenditure  of 
$57,000  in  1957  for  this  "cleaning  program" 
was  warranted.  A  spot  survey  recently  con- 
ducted by  the  Commission  of  the  city-owned 
vacant  lots  included  within  the  program, 
revealed  that  little  if  any  cleaning  at  this  time 
was  needed.  Of  course,  another  survey  made 
at  a  different  time  might  show  greater  need. 
However,  because  at  the  present  time  the 
cleaning  jobs  found  to  be  necessary  by  the 
Real  Property  Department  are  let  out  to 
various  contractors  without  bidding  and 
because  of  insufficient  supervision  of  such 
work  by  that  department,  the  Commission 
favors  the  adoption  of  its  second  recommenda- 
tion,  at  least,   on  a  trial  basis. 

The  Commission,  therefore,  urges  that  the 
cleaning  of  vacant  lots  be  made  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  Public  Works  Department,  and 
that  the  removal  of  trees  therefrom  be  done 
by  the  Park  Department.

control  of  student  parking.

Dear  Sir: 

This  is  in  reference  to  Council  order  of  April 
14,    1958,    ordering    this    commission    to    report 


to  the  City  Council  within  one  month  the 
effectiveness  of  the  steps  taken  by  the  au- 
thorities of  Boston  University  to  help  relieve 
the  acute  parking  problems  in  the  Back  Bay 
section  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  closer  control 
of  student  parking.  The  text  of  the  Council 
order  seems  to  indicate  that  the  sponsor  had 
knowledge  of  certain  steps  being  taken  by  the 
Boston  University  authorities  to  help  relieve 
the   parking   problems. 

I  have  been  Mnable  to  find  that  the  university 
authorities  have  initiated  any  steps  in  this 
direction.  On  the  contrary,  I  have  been 
advised  that  they  are  at  present  opposed  to 
taking    any   definitive   action    on    the   matter. 

The  problem  was  informally  discussed  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Traffic  Commission  held  May  2 
at  w!hich  all  members  were  present.  It  was 
brought  out  that  the  Police  Department  of  the 
City  of  Cambridge  has  through  the  cooperation 
of  Harvard  University  and  Massachusetts  Insti- 
tute of  Technology  set  up  a  procedure  whereby 
all  students  are  compelled  to  file  with  the 
respective  deans  information  showing  the 
registration  of  their  vehicles  and  the  students* 
present  addresses.  It  was  stated  that  the 
system  is  really  working  and  that  a  great  part 
of  the  nuisance  and  interference  with  traffic 
previously  caused  by  promiscuous  all-day  and 
all-night  parking  of  students'  cars  in  the  pub- 
lic   streets    of    Cambridge    has    been    abated. 

Police  Commissioner  Sullivan  stated  that  he 
would  instruct  his  legal  adviser  to  talk  with 
the  Cambridge  Police  Department  regarding 
the  details  of  the  procedure  and  that  he  would 
attempt  to  make  similar  arrangements  with 
the  authorities  of  Boston  University.

The  following  was  received: 

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen : 

Under  the  appropriation  limit  provided  by  law,  the  School  Committee  has  appropriated  for  general 
school  purposes  the  sum  of  $22,994,293.73.  In  addition,  the  committee  has  requested  that  additional 
appropriations  totaling  $8,405,714  be  provided  for  general  school  purposes  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
224  of  the  Acts  of  1930. 

After  a  review  of  the  above  request,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  additional  appropriations  totaling 
$7,505,714,  or  a  reduction  of  $900,000  in  the  original  request  of  the  committee,  will  suffice  for  the  current 
year's  needs  of  the  School  Department. 

Approval  of  the  supplementary  amount  will  mean  that  1958  appropriations  for  general  school  pur- 
poses will  exceed  by  $1,955,595  actual  expenditures  in  1957  for  said  purposes.  The  main  factors  responsi- 
ble for  the  increases  in  the  School  Department^appropriation  for  1958  over  the  expenditures  of  the  School 
Department  for  1957  arc  indicated  in  the  following  table:

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  EVALUATE 
REQUEST  OF  BOSTON  HOUSING  AU- 
THORITY TO  BUILD  ADDITIONAL 
PUBLIC  HOUSING. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee,  submitted 
the   following: 
To  the  Members  of  the  City   Council. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  upon  your 
recommendation  to  evaluate  the  request  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  for  approval  of  its 
application  to  build  an  additional  3,000  public 
housing    units    in    Boston. 
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Summary.  In  Summary  the  committee 
recommends  the  following: 

1.  That  you  consider  authorizing  the  con- 
struction by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  of 
up  to  1,000  public  housing  units  specifically 
for    the    elderly    under    the    federal    program. 

2.  That  you  withhold  at  this  time  any 
further  authorization  for  the  construction  of 
additional  public  housing  units  until  there  is 
available  an  adequate  federal  urban  renewal 
program  for  Boston. 

Housing  for  the  Elderly.  In  its  investigation 
of  the  housing  needs  of  the  elderly,  the  com- 
mittee found  that  adequate  facts  were  not 
available  and  that  any  decision  on  this  matter 
could  be  based  only  on  scattered  information. 
Nevertheless,  it  was  the  consensus  of  the 
committee  that  the  authorization  of  additional 
public  housing  for  the  elderly  should  be  given 
serious  consideration  under  the  federal  pro- 
gram. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  1956  Federal 
Housing  amendments  which  extended  federal 
aid  for  housing  the  aged,  the  number  of  com- 
munities in  which  moves  have  been  made  to 
supply  either  public  or  private  housing  for 
this  group  has  been  steadily  growing.  In  a 
report  by  the  Housing  and  Home  Finance 
Agency  it  was  pointed  out  that  in  existing 
housing  projects  representation  by  the  aged 
in  percentage  of  all  admissions  grew  from 
1.8  per  cent  in  September,  1956,  to  5.9  per 
cent  by  June,  1957.  It  was  also  stated  that 
in  1955  about  one  third  of  all  families  with  a 
head  sixty-five  or  older  had  incomes  of  less 
than  $1,500,  and  that  the  median  income  was 
only  slightly  more  than   $2,300. 

Regarding  the  situation  in  Boston,  the 
Housing  Authority  at  the  committee's  request, 
and  we  want  to  emphasize,  at  the  committee's 
request,  submitted  an  analysis  pertaining  to 
families  with  a  head  of  sixty-five  years  or 
older  that  were  living  in  its  federally-aided 
public  housing.  This  analysis  showed  that  17 
per  cent  of  its  low  income  units  are  occupied 
by  this  type  of  family  at  an  average  rent  of 
$38.23.  The  median  income  of  this  type  of 
family  was  $1,487  and  50  per  cent  were  receiv- 
ing Old  Age  Assistance  in  whole  or  in   part. 

In  a  survey  conducted  by  the  Housing  Au- 
thority at  the  committee's  request  of  some 
twenty  social  agencies  requesting  statistical 
information  with  respect  to  the  need  for  hous- 
ing for  the  elderly,  only  very  limited  informa- 
tion or  opinions  were  obtained.  No  statistical 
data  was  available  which  would  be  of  value 
in  determining  over-all  housing  needs  of  the 
elderly. 

As  your  Honorable  Body  may  remember,  the 
procedure  followed  by  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority in  establishing  that  additional  public 
housing  was  needed  was  to  send  out  a  letter 
with  a  return  self-addressed  card  to  18,000 
elderly  on  Old  Age  Assistance  in  Boston,  and 
some  2,000  of  such  cards  were  returned.  The 
letter  stated  that  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority contemplated  the  construction  of  units 
for  the  elderly  and  inquired  as  to  whether  the 
addressee  of  the  letter  would  be  interested  in 
such   accommodations. 

Your  committee  felt  that,  as  I  think  anyone 
who  examines  this  question  would  similarly 
feel,  such  an  approach  to  establishing  the  need 
for  additional  increments  for  housing  to  ac- 
commodate the  elderly  in  Boston  has  no  statis- 
tical validity   whatever. 

After  strong  and  emphatic  request  of  your 
committee,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
solicited  from  a  number  of  social  agencies, 
both  public  and  private,  who  service  the 
elderly,  the  following  very  simple  information: 
How  many  elderly  persons  are  you  aware  of 
who  are  living  in  intolerable  conditions  in 
Boston? 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  did,  at  the 
committee's  request,  make  such  inquiry  of  all 
the  private  and  public  social  agencies  servicing 
the  elderly  that  anyone  on  the  committee  could 
think  of.  The  astonishing  and  shocking  result 
of  this  was  that  it  seems  apparent  no  one 
really  knows  how  many  elderly  people  in  Bos- 
ton are  living  in  intolerable  conditions.  Such 
a  deficiency  in  orderly  government  in  the  area 


clearly  ought  to  be  rectified,  presumably  by  a 
much  stronger  statistical  section  in  the  Plan- 
ning Department  of  the  City  of  Boston.  It 
would  seem  that  the  information  must  be 
available  to  be  tabulated  in  the  minds  of  the 
social  service  workers  who  service  these  people 
in   the  City   of   Boston. 

The  City  of  Boston  had  in  1950  approxi- 
mately 10  per  cent  of  the  population,  or  80,000 
people  over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  Because 
of  the  longer  life  span  enjoyed  by  those  born 
since  the  turn  of  the  century  the  numbers  can 
be  expected  to  mount  every  year.  Further- 
more, older  people  are  increasingly  a  popula- 
tion group  tending  to  remain  in  or  to  move 
back  into  the  city,  as  they  seek  independence, 
social  life,  proximity  to  urban  facilities,  and 
minimum    maintenance    low-rent    shelter. 

Large  numbers  of  these,  especially  those  re- 
lying on  limited  welfare  support  or  modest 
retirement  pensions  have  not  been  able  to 
obtain  adequate  housing.  The  Housing  Au- 
thority has  surveyed  the  18,000  people  in  Bos- 
ton receiving  Old  Age  Assistance  as  to  their 
interest  in  public  housing  designed  for  the 
elderly.  In  response,  about  2,000  showed 
definite  interest  in  such  a  program. 

Again  your  committee  wants  to  emphasize 
this  statistical  approach  does  not  have  mathe- 
matical validity  in  establishing  the  need  for 
a  program  that  would  probably  cost  close  to 
$10,000,000. 

A  more  detailed  social  agency  study  has  been 
made  on  some  of  the  aspects  of  lodging  house 
living  by  large  numbers  of  welfare  recipients. 
In  the  South  End  area  alone  it  is  estimated 
that  there  are  between  2,500  and  3,000  lodgers 
on  some  form  of  retirement  income.  Although 
boarding  houses  may  have  legitimate  functions, 
according  to  this  study  they  were  found  to  be 
an  unsatisfactory  environment  for  older  people. 
Housing  facilities  were  largly  substandard, 
frequently  maximum  rents  were  charged,  little 
if  any  of  the  special  services  and  equipment 
necessary  for  older  people  were  present,  either 
within  the  home  or  in  the  neighborhood. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  members  of  the  com- 
mittee that  the  need  for  public  housing  was 
particularly  pressing  among  elderly  Negroes. 
The  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  be  asked  to  main- 
tain a  liaison  with  the  Urban  League  and  the 
National  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Colored  People  to  the  end  that  the  housing- 
needs  of  this  group  can  be  met  as  effectively 
as  possible  on  the  basis  of  communication 
between  their  leadership  and  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing   Authority   on    a   continuing   basis. 

In  reviewing  the  Housing  Authority's  re- 
quest for  the  right  to  build  more  public  hous- 
ing for  other  than  the  elderly,  the  com- 
mittee concluded  it  necessary  to  take  a  broad 
look  at  the  whole  matter  of  subsidized  housing. 
The  committee  also  put  a  question  to  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  which  appears  to 
have  been  overlooked,  and  the  question  was 
this:  under  the  financing  schemes  applicable 
to  federal  and  public  housing  programs,  could 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  build  a  thousand 
units  at  present  construction  costs  and  present 
subsidy  and  have  those  thousand  units  available 
for  the  elderly,  or  would  it  be  necessary  to 
assign  some  of  those  thousand  units  to  non- 
elderly  lessees  who  could  average  out  the  in- 
come on  the  project  so  that  the  project  would 
be  financially  feasible.  This  problem  ap- 
parently the  Boston  Housing  Authority  had 
not  come  to  grips   with. 

As  a  rule  of  thumb  and  as  the  best  way  to 
approach  this,  the  committee  suggested  to  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  that  it  take  the  in- 
come status  of  all  the  elderly  presently  ac- 
comodated by  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
and  presume  that  group  was  an  accurate  cross 
section  of  the  thousand  new  tenants  which  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  would  acquire  if 
it  were  to  build  a  thousand  units  for  the 
elderly. 

The  Housing  Authority  did  this,  and  it 
determined  that  using  the  present  tenants  as 
an  average  if  it  constructed  a  thousand  addi- 
tional units  it  could  accommodate  800  people, 
800  elderly  tenants  of  the  same  average  cross 
section    as    its    present    tenants,    and    for    the 
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remaining  200  units  it  would  have  to  find 
tenants  who  could  pay  a  higher  rent  than  the 
average  rentals  the  elderly  tenants  are  now 
able   to   pay. 

However,  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
assured  us  that  those  200  tenants  above  the 
800  of  the  average  type  it  now  has,  those  200 
tenants  could  also  be  elderly,  although  it  would 
have  to  find  200  elderly  tenants  below  the 
minimum  income  yet  higher  than  its  present 
average. 

It  assured  us  all  1,000  units  could  be  devoted 
to  the  elderly  but  that  200  such  tenants  would 
have  to  be  in  a  higher  income  group  than  the 
average  elderly  tenants  among  its  1,700  tenants 
or  so  today. 

As  to  the  question  of  whether  the  housing 
for  the  elderly  ought  to  be  built  under  the 
state  or  the  federal  program,  it  appears  all  are 
in  agreement  that  the  federal  program  is  the 
more  desirable  program.  The  reasons  are  dif- 
ferent. Different  parties  offer  different  reasons 
for  coming  to  that  conclusion,  but  it  appears 
the  federal  program  has  the  higher  subsidy 
and  generally  a  more  desirable  program  than 
the  state  program,  and  those  representing  the 
private  interests  in  Boston  feel  that  if  the 
choice  is  between  spending  federal  money  for 
this  purpose  or  spending  state  money  for  this 
■purpose,  Massachusetts  all  too  long  ignored 
available  federal  moneys,  and  that  the  pro- 
gram, a  more  desirable  program  would  be  to 
build  for  the  elderly  under  the  federal  program. 

The  committee  took  an  opportunity  to  look 
at  the  whole  matter  of  subsidized  housing  and 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  housing  in  Boston, 
additional  housing  units  in  Boston  outside  of 
the  program  for  the  elderly  might  well  be  built 
but  ought  not  to  be  authorized  at  this  time. 

More  than  20  years  ago  the  idea  of  public 
housing  grew  out  of  the  fact  that  the  private 
real  estate  industry  consistently  could  not  pro- 
vide decent  housing  for  the  low-income  groups, 
slums  resulted  from  this  situation  which  were 
a  paralyzing  economic  and  spiritual  blight 
upon  American  cities.  The  idea  of  public 
housing  arose.  The  thought  was  under  it, 
slums  could  be  eliminated,  public  housing  built, 
and  the  whole  face  of  America's  old  cities 
changed. 

One  thing  is  now  obvious  after  twenty  years 
of  experience.  Public  housing  can't  be  ex- 
pected to  do  the  complete  job  of  eliminating 
slums  as  was  fondly  hoped  in  the  '30s  for 
many  reasons,  among  the  first  of  which  is  the 
very  simple  fact  that  many  presently-blighted 
areas  should  not  when  cleared  be  again  devoted 
to   residential   use. 

As  your  Honorable  Body  well  knows,  the 
federal  urban  renewal  program  was  designed 
as  a  comprehensive  program  for  attacking 
blight  and  decay  and  providing  residential  re- 
development. 

We  feel  that  additional  public  housing 
beyond  those  units  provided,  especially  for  the 
aged,  should  be  built  as  integrated  parts  of 
specific  federal  urban  renewal  projects  under- 
taken by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  essentially 
manages  a  pool  of  residential  real  estate  which 
happens  to  be  publicly  owned.  From  time  to 
time  it  causes  to  be  constructed  increments 
to  this  pool.  This  management  task  is  a  large 
one  and  absorbs  the  time  and  energy  of  the 
board  members  and  employees  of  the  Boston 
Housing   Authority. 

The  larger  issues  Which  must  be  studied  if 
Boston  is  to  have  a  perfectly  adequate  pro- 
gram both  public  and  private  are,  1,  the  in- 
tegration of  specific  public  housing  units  with 
the  neighborhood  surrounding  them;  2,  the 
question  as  to  whether  emigration  from  Bos- 
ton of  those  who  most  improve  their  lot  is 
artificially  encouraged  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  by  the  policy  of  raising  rents  as 
the    income   of   the    occupants    go    up. 

Your  committee  thinks  that  a  study  should 
be  made  to  determine  whether  the  present 
rental  policies  of  this  public  housing  encourage 
people  who  most  improve  themselves  in  Boston 
to   leave   the   city. 


3.  The  encouragement  of  the  private  real 
estate  industry  to  enter  this  field  as  it  has  in 
other  states  by  seeking  necessary  amendments 
to  presently  unworkable  statutes. 

4.  The  desirability  of  converting  some 
projects  to  private  management  or  private 
limited  dividend  status  where  projects  are 
integral  parts  of  a  desirable  residential  district 
of   Boston. 

Your  committee  would  like  to  point  out  that 
loyalty  of  an  employee  or  board  member  to 
that  now  firmly  established  institution,  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  would  indicate  that  your 
municipal  government  ought  to  look  elsewhere 
for  a  detached  appraisal  of  these  problems. 

This  instinct  of  human  nature  is  not  a  base 
one  and  is  exemplified  historically  by  Winston 
Churchill's  famous  statement,  "I  have  not  been 
appointed  King's  First  Minister  to  preside 
over  the  dissolution   of  the  British   Empire." 

The  need  for  a  fluid  and  imaginative  ap- 
proach to  public  housing  in  Boston  combining 
the  best  of  public  and  private  housing  is  not 
likely  to  be  met  by  the  Boston  Housing  Au- 
thority because  it  would  simply  go  against 
the  grain  to  suggest  that  any  modification 
ought  to  be  made  in  the  present  structure  and 
holdings  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  and 
it  would  seem  that  the  approach  to  this  prob- 
lem on  their  part  clearly  indicates  that  these 
decisions  ought  to  be  made  at  a  higher  level. 
As  was  expressed  by  one  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, the  Boston  Housing  Authority  has 
nothing  to  sell  except  brand  new  brick  build- 
ings. Such  an  approach  is  not  as  sophisticated 
a  one  as  experience  of  two  decades  would  in- 
dicate  is    needed. 

If  more  good  housing  is  to  be  made  available 
for  families  with  lower  incomes,  and  if  there 
are  strong  objections  to  public  housing  as  we 
know  it  today,  what  should  be  done? 

1.  Private  interests  should  create  some 
workable  alternatives  to  public  housing.  There 
are  laws  on  the  books  providing  for  limited 
dividend  and  cooperative  housing,  privately 
owned  and  managed.  In  other  states  such 
laws  as  are  laws  similar  to  the  laws  on  the 
books  in  Massachusetts  work  and  are  used. 
These  methods  have  not  been  used  in  Massa- 
chusetts. Private  interests  should  make  use 
of  these  methods,  promoting  changes  in  laws 
if   necessary. 

Real  estate  interests  have  advanced  the  idea 
of  privately  financed  rehabilitation  of  existing 
dwelling  units  to  serve  lower  income  families 
as  a  substitute  for  providing  publicly  sub- 
sidized new  housing.  The  workability  of  this 
alternative  cannot  be  demonstrated  unless 
private  interests  get  into  housing  rehabilita- 
tion for  lower  income  occupancy  more  ex- 
tensively than  they  have  to  date. 

If  the  cost  of  providing  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  housing  is  higher  than  a  family's 
ability  to  pay  for  it,  the  gap  must  be  closed 
by  reducing  the  cost  of  housing,  and  it  will 
be  closed  by  public  action  if  private  real  estate 
interests  do  not  accept  the  responsibility  which 
is  theirs. 

But  neighborhood  improvements  cannot  be 
accomplished  by  private  interests  or  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  alone.  It  requires  a  co- 
ordinated, comprehensive  attack  on  all  a 
neighborhood's  physical  ills,  an  attack  led  by 
the  city  of  Boston  itself  through  a  large  scale 
program  of  urban  renewal.  Within  this  frame- 
work of  a  total  attack  on  the  blight  in  a 
neighborhood,  private  and  public  efforts  to 
provide  better  housing  in  Boston  will  stand 
the  best  chance  of  being  acceptable  and  suc- 
cessful. In  urban  renewal  we  have  the  tools 
to  improve  our  neighborhoods  and  our  housing, 
and  to  coordinate  the  private  and  public  effort 
that  is  necessary  with  the  strong  arm  of  gov- 
ernment, the  tools  must  be  put  to  full  use. 

Your  committee  extends  its  gratitude  to  the 
City  Council  for  the  opportunity  of  discussing 
these  problems  and  the  opportunity  to  make 
this  series  of  recommendations.

Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order

the    order: 

Before  recommending  acceptance  of  this 
legislation,  your  committee  discussed  section  8 
of  the  act  with  the  Corporation  Counsel  on 
the  question  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board 
of    Appeal   under    that   section    of    the    act. 

The  area  of  review  of  the  Board  of  Appeal 
should  not  include  zoning  regulations  passed 
by  the  Zoning  Commission  and  a  fair  reading 
of  section  8,  paragraph  1,  does  not  so  pro- 
vide. On  the  other  hand,  the  intent  of  sec- 
tion 8,  paragraph  1,  could  be  more  clearly 
expressed.  In  the  1959  legislative  year,  an 
amendment  of  section  8  should  be  sought  ex- 
panding paragraph  1,  section  8,  in  such  a 
way  that  the  remote  possiblity  of  an  inter- 
pretation of  section  8  so  as  to  give  the  Board 
of  Appeal  appellate  review  of  the  Zoning 
Commission's   acts  be  eliminated. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  order 
was    passed. 


BANKING  INSTITUTIONS  TO  TURN

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
10-CENT  PER  HOUR  PARKING  METERS. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission, 

May  23,  1958. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  Finance  Commission  offers  the  following 
analysis  of  a  proposal  currently  under  considera- 
tion by  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  of  the 
City  Council. 

An  order  originally  presented  to  the  City  Council 
Committee  on  Appropriations  provided  for  the 
transfer  of  $460,000  from  parking  meter  income  to 
the  purpose  of  debt  retirement.  Request  has  been 
made  of  the  City  Council  for  the  rescinding  of  this 
order  and  the  substitution  of  an  order  which  pro- 
vides that  .$360,000  of  tlus  amount  be  applied  to 
the  retirement  debt,  and  that  $100,000  be  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  2,500  parking 
meters;  this  would  replace  2,000  present  meters 
and  provide  a  reserve  of  500  meters.  These  park- 
ing meters  would  be  used  to  implement  a  program 
of  10-cent  per  hour  parking  fees  in  the  downtown 
and  Back  Bay  areas.  Tlus  proposed  program 
stems  from  a  report  of  The  Greater  Boston  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  which  urged  that  the  parking 
meter  rate  be  increased  for  curb  parking. 

This  memorandum  submitted  by  the  Finance 
Commission  is  based  on  two  assumptions: 

1.  That  the  10-cent  parking  program  proposed 
is  legal  and  desirable. 

2.  That  an  initial  deposit  of  a  dime  by  the 
parking  patron  is  desirable. 

A  program  providing  for  a  nickel  fee  per  half 
hour  of  parking  would  not  involve  any  appreciable 
expenditure;  it  would  be  a  matter  of  a  relatively 
simple  adjustment  of  the  present  meters.  Such 
adjustment,  however,  would  still  only  require  an 
initial  deposit  of  a  nickel.  One  of  the  effects  of  the 
substitution  of  the  10-cent  meter  would  be  to  re- 
quire the  initial  deposit  of  a  dime.  The  Traffic 
Commission  advances  the  increase  of  initial  deposit 
as  a  strong  reason  for  the  proposed  substitution. 

A  program  based  on  an  initial  deposit  of  a  dime 
can  be  carried  out  in  one  of  two  ways: 

1.  Purchase  of  2,500  meters  fitted  to  accept  a 
dime. 

2.  Conversion  of  the  present  meters  in  the  areas 
affected  from  the  present  "nickel"  use  to  the 
"dime"  use. 

The  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  several 
approaches  to  this  problem  arc  outlined  below. 

I.     Purchase  of  2,500  New  Meters. 
If  it  is  determined  to  buy  2,500  new  meters,  it  is 
estimated  that  most  of  the  $100,000  under  discus- 
sion will  be  needed.     The  arguments  for  such  a 
purchase  run  as  follows: 

1.  Present  meters  in  these  areas  have  been  in 
use  since  1948,  and  are  supposed  to  have  a  life 
use  of  ten  years.  (Yet,  meters  have  been  in  opera- 
tion in  some  nearby  municipalities  for  ten  years 
without  apparent  need  for  replacement.) 

2.  If  2,500  new  meters  were  purchased,  2,000 
could  be  installed  simultaneously  over  a  week-end, 
thus   producing   additional   revenue   immediately. 

3.  The  2,000  meters  presently  in  use,  which 
will  be  displaced  by  new  meters,  will  furnish  a 
reserve  supply  in  those  areas  where  this  type  of 
meter  will  still  be  employed. 

II.     Conversion  to  Dime  Use  of  Present 
Meters  in  Areas  Affected. 

If  the  production  of  immediate  additional  reve- 
nue is  not  a  compelling  reason  for  placing  2,000 
"dime"  meters  in  operation  simultaneously,  the 
following  alternatives  should  be  considered: 
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(a)  The  department  estimates  that  the  2,000 
meters  presently  in  use  in  the  areas  affected  can 
be  converted  within  a  six-month  period  by  the 
shop  personnel  of  the  department ;  this  would  mean 
conversion  at  the  average  rate  of  approximately 
80  meters  per  week.  Such  a  procedure  would 
entail  an  expenditure  of  $5.50  per  meter  for  parts, 
or  a  total  of  $11,000.  No  estimate  is  made  of  the 
labor  cost  involved  in  such  conversion. 

By  this  method  no  provision  is  made  for  spare 
meters  for  replacement  purposes.  Under  this 
method,  less  meter  revenue  would  be  forthcoming 
during  the  conversion  period  than  in  the  case  of 
the  simultaneous  installation  of  the  2,000  meters 
described  above. 

(b)  Since  the  department  shop  is  capable  of 
converting  approximately  80  meters  per  week,  an 
initial  purchase  of  80  meters  would  permit  a  con- 
tinuity of  meter  coverage  without  any  period 
of  unmetered  curb  space  and  consequent  loss  of 
revenue.  This  method  would  entail  an  estimated 
expenditure  of  $3,200  for  the  new  meters  in  addi- 
tion to  the  above-mentioned  $11,000  for  parts. 
This  method  would  also  provide  a  replacement 
stock  of  80  meters. 

(c)  Another  alternative  is  the  conversion  of  the 
present  meters  by  the  manufacturer,  located  in 
Kentucky.  Such  a  step  would  require  the  removal 
of  meters  in  large  areas,  and  would  entail  some  loss 
of  meter  revenue  during  the  period  of  transporta- 
tion and  conversion  of  the  meters.  Moreover,  the 
Traffic  Department's  estimated  cost  of  conversion 
by  the  manufacturer  is  $15  to  $20  per  meter. 

The  total  estimated  cost  by  this  method  would 
be  $30,000  to  $-10,000.  Moreover,  without  the 
purchase  of  some  new  meters  there  would  be  a 
lack  of  spare  meters  for  replacement  purposes  as 
well  as  a  loss  of  meter  revenue. 

Summary. 

1.  Simultaneous  installation  of  2,000  dime 
meters  would  require  an  estimated  appropriation 
of  $80,000;  $20,000  of  the  $100,000  requested  is  to 
provide  for  500  spare  meters.  This  would  result  in 
a  further  stockpile  of  2,000  meters  of  the  5-cent 
type.  It  would  produce  added  meter  revenue  im- 
mediately. 

2.  Conversion  of  present  meters  during  a  six- 
month  period  by  city  personnel  would  require  an 
appropriation  for  parts  alone  of  $11,000.  There 
would  be  little,  if  any,  increase  in  the  meter  reve- 
nue during  the  six-month  period  involved  because 
increased  revenue  produced  by  the  dime  meters 
might  well  be  offset  by  the  losses  resulting  from 
removal  of  the  nickel  meters  for  the  purpose  of 
conversion. 

3.  The  method  of  initial  purchase  of  80  meters 
plus  the  cost  of  parts  would  require  an  appropri- 
ation of  $14,200.  This  method  should  reflect  an 
increase  in  meter  revenue  during  the  six-month 
period  and  would  provide  a  stockpile  of  80  meters. 

4.  Conversion  by  the  manufacturer  in  Ken- 
tucky would  require  an  appropriation  of  $30,000  to 
$40,000  and  would  entail  some  loss  in  meter  revenue 
during  the  period  of  conversion. 

This  report  offers  several  approaches  to  this 
problem  of  financing  the  proposed  10-cent  parking 
program  and  several  alternatives  to  the  appropri- 
ation of  $100,000  for  the  purpose.  Advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  each  approach  are  shown.  No 
particular  approach  is  endorsed.  However,  it  is 
clear  that  the  program  of  dime  parking  can  be 
carried  out  with  an  appropriation  of  less  than 
$100,000,  as  indicated  in  the  foregoing  analysis.

Pursuant  to  your  memo  of  May  14,  1958, 
the  following  information  is  submitted  for 
your  consideration  concerning  the  above 
Council  order.  The  paragraphs  are  numbered 
to   correspond    with    the    Council   order. 

1.  Attached  hereto  is  a  list  of  all  the 
parcels  in  the  West  End  area  containing  the 
block  and  parcel  number,  address  of  each 
parcel,  name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  and 
the   number  of   square  feet   in   each   parcel. 

I  regret  that  the  official  appraisal  value 
for  each  parcel  cannot  be  disclosed.  The 
Authority  has  been  advised  by  our  counsel 
that  it  does  not  have  the  right  under  federal 
regulations  to  disclose  official  value  data. 

2.  At  the  present  time  the  final  acquisition 
appraisals  are  being  completed.  After  re- 
view of  these  appraisals  by  the  Land  Acqui- 
sition Consultant  of  the  Authority  and  by  the 
Land  Division  of  the  New  York  Regional 
Urban  Renewal  Administration  Office,  option 
prices  will  be  established  for  each  parcel. 
However,  this  information  is  confidential  be- 
tween the  Authority  and  the  individual  owner 
and  under  federal  procedures  could  not  be 
made    public. 

3.  Option  negotiators  on  a  contract  basis 
will  be  engaged  by  the  Authority  for  the 
purpose  of  contacting  the  property  owners 
in  order  to  make  the  official  offers  for  each 
parcel.      If   the   former   owner  of   the   property 


wishes  to  accept  the  amount  offered,  he  will 
so  indicate  by  signing  the  option  form.  The 
option  negotiator  will  submit  the  signed 
option  form  to  the  Authority.  An  attorney 
for  the  Authority  will  process  the  case  for 
closing. 

4.  Owners  of  property  should  not  have  to 
wait  more  than  a  week  to  ten  days  after 
signing  the  option  form  before  receiving  pay- 
ment for  their  property,  providing  the  neces- 
sary signatures  of  all  the  owners,  heirs,  spouses, 
etc.,  as  required,  are  obtainable  without  delay, 
as  well  as  any  certificates  which  are  necessary 
to  a  valid  closing.  If  there  is  more  than 
one  owner,  probate  matters,  a  missing  heir 
or  other  problems  involved,  of  course  it  will 
take  longer  to  close  the  case  and  make  pay- 
ment. 

5.  A  tenant  who  wishes  to  be  reimbursed 
for  the  cost  of  moving  from  the  project 
area  must  file  a  written  claim  for  relocation 
payment  on  forms  furnished  by  the  Authority 
at  the  Site  Office,  located  at  25  Blossom 
street,  Boston,  Mass.  All  families  or  indi- 
viduals who  are  displaced  by  the  project  and 
who  move  on  or  after  April  23,  1958,  are 
eligible  for  the  relocation  payment.  Residen- 
tial tenants  (will  be  given  the  option  of  re- 
ceiving a  fixed  payment  per  room  or  actual 
moving  expenses,  not  to  exceed  $100,  for  the 
eligible  costs  of  moving  and/or  direct  loss  of 
property   suffered. 

For  nonresidential  tenants,  relocation  pay- 
ments will  be  made  for  the  actual  moving 
expenses  and  direct  losses  of  property  up  to 
$2,500. 

Complete  information  and  details  of  eligible 
costs  for  relocation  payments  are  posted  at 
the    Site    Office    of    the    Authority. 

6.  Residential  tenants  who  accept  the  fixed 
payment  per  room  relocation  payment  will 
receive  their  money  within  one  week  after 
signing  the  written  claim.  The  residential 
tenants  who  elect  to  take  the  actual  moving 
expenses  up  to  $100  will  be  reimbursed  after 
the  claim  has  been  verified,  or  approximately 
within  two  weeks.  Payment  to  nonresidential 
site  tenants  will  take  longer,  depending  on 
the  amount  of  the  moving  expenses,  special 
problems  or  direct  loss  incurred,  which  will 
have  to  be  appraised  and  verified.  Payment 
should    not    take   longer   than    three   weeks.

the  churches  and  the  Public  Library,  and 
that  every  effort  be  made  by  the  Urban  Re- 
newal Committee  to  see  to  it  that  the  dis- 
tribution  is   properly  effected. 

The   motion    was    carried.

DREDGING    OF    BASIN    IN    DORCHESTER 
BAY. 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

I  have  been  informed  that  under  section  11 
of  chapter  91  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  about  to  dredge  a  new  mooring 
basin  in  Dorchester  Bay  at  the  Dorchester 
Yacht  Club.  The  entire  cost  of  the  project, 
which  it  is  estimated  will  approximate 
$125,000,  will  be  borne  by  the  state.  It  is 
customary,  however,  for  the  state  to  obtain 
from  the  municipality  in  which  it  does  any 
such  work,  an  assumption  by  that  municipality 
of  liability  for  all  damages  to  property  suffered 
by  any  person  by  any  taking  of  land  (or 
any  right,  interest  or  easement  therein)  in- 
cident to  the  project.  In  the  present  case 
no  taking  of  land  is  anticipated,  but  the  state 
nevertheless  insists  fupon  its  customary  re- 
quirement of  assumption  of  liability  by  the 
city.  Accordingly,  I  recommend  passage  by 
your  Honorable  Body  of  the  accompanying 
order  which  will  enable  me  to  execute  the 
necessary  instrument  and  thereby  expedite  the 


early     commencement     of     the    above-described 
project.

The  Gillette  Company  in  South  Boston  has 
recently  acquired  the  Crane  building  adjacent 
to  the  Gillette  buildings.  It  is  the  intent  of 
the  Gillette  Company  to  extend  the  Crane 
building  but  in  order  to  do  so  it  needs  a 
small    amount    of    public    land. 

The  Public  Improvement  Commission  has

Transmitted  herewith  for  your  approval  is 
an  order  and  plan  for  the  proposed  discon- 
tinuance of  a  portion  of  Gillette  park,  South 
Boston. 

In  1926,  at  the  request  of  the  Gillette  Com- 
pany, a  minor  widening  of  Gillette  park,  then 
called  West  Fifth  street,  was  made  with  the 
Gillette  Company  releasing  to  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, without  remuneration,  1,062  square  feet 
of  land.  The  discontinuance  order  submitted 
herewith  allows  for  the  abandonment  of  a 
small  portion  of  this  area  which  has  never 
been  used  for  highway  purposes  and  which 
the  Gillette  Company  now  desires  to  use  in 
building  an  addition  to  the  recently  acquired 
Crane  building.  The  discontinuance  would 
permit  extending  the  Crane  building  along  its 
present    alignment. 

With  the  approval  of  the  discontinuance,  the 
Gillette  Company  has  proposed  to  purchase 
the  seventy-four  square  feet  of  land  at  a  price 
considered  fair  by  the  city. 

After  viewing  the  location  and  conducting 
a  public  hearing,  at  which  there  was  no  ob- 
jection, this  Commission  feels  that  the  dis- 
continuance of  the  small  area  as  requested  by 
Gillette  will  not  lessen  the  utility  of  the  public 
highway.  We  also  feel  that  $300  would  be 
a  reasonable  price  for  the  city  to  be  paid  for 
the    land   discontinued. 

Accordingly,  it  is  recommended  that  the  en- 
closed order  be  approved  and  that  the  land 
released  by  the  proposed  discontinuance  be  sold 
to   the   Gillette   Company  for  the  sum   of   $300.

APPROPRIATION     FOR     DEMOLITION 
PROGRAM.

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  an  order  for  an  appro- 
priation of  $250,000  together  with  a  letter 
from  the  Director  of  Demolition  explaining 
the    reason    therefor. 

The  demolition  or  restoration  program  of 
the  City  of  Boston  has  been  in  progress  now 
since  1956.  Since  that  time,  $1,037,000  has  been 
allocated  for  the  removal  of  unsafe,  abandoned 
structures.  This  expenditure  has  resulted  in 
the  demolition  of  approximately  800  buildings 
and  the  repair  of  approximately  100  buildings. 

At  the  present  time,  there  is  $95,500  as  a 
balance  in  the  appropriation  for  demolition 
purposes.  In  order  to  continue  the  program 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year,  $250,000  ad- 
ditional will  be  needed.  Approximately  300 
more  structures  will  be  demolished  if  the  ap- 
propriation is  approved  by  your  Honorable 
Body. 

I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  this  program 
which  not  only  removes  unsightly  buildings 
and  encourages  rehabilitation,  but  also  re- 
moves buildings  which  are  obviously  unsafe 
and  dangerous.  At  the  end  of  this  year,  it 
is  estimated  that  the  demolition  program  will 
be  a  little  better  than  half  completed.  It  is 
a  program,  in  my  opinion,  which  must  be 
continued  until  such  time  as  unsightly,  dan- 
gerous, abandoned  structures  are  removed  from 
all  areas  in  the  city.  I  respectfully  recom- 
mend adoption  of  the  accompanying  order.

Re:  Supplementary  Appropriation  for  Se- 
curing and  Removing  Unsafe  Buildings 
and    Structures. 

When  the  1958  appropriation  of  $214,000 
for  the  subject  purposes  was  made  it  was 
contemplated  that  the  appropriation  would  be 
supplemented  by  an  amount  to  be  determined 
based  upon  the  situation  existing  during  the 
month  of  May.  During  the  past  week  I  have 
conferred  with  Mr.  John  G.  Pickett,  Super- 
visor of  Budgets,  and  I  now  recommend  that 
your  Honor  request  an  appropriation  of 
$250,000  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  program  for 
the   remainder  of   the   calendar   year. 

I  am  transmitting  herewith  a  statement 
showing  the  amounts  appropriated  for  these 
purposes  during  the  years  1956,  1957,  and 
1958.  The  appropriations  total  $1,132,500,  and 
expenditures  and  contract  commitments  against 
these  funds  amount  to  approximately  $930,000. 
Also,  we  have  allocated  $107,000  to  cover  the 
cost  of  jobs  for  which  bids  have  been  invited 
but  contracts  not  yet  awarded.  I  expect  that 
substantially  all  of  these  latter  jobs  will  be 
under  contract  by  June  20.  When  these  con- 
tracts have  been  awarded  we  will  have  spent 
or  committed  a  total  of  approximately 
$1,037,000  for  the  demolition  of  approximately 
800  buildings  and  the  repair  of  approximately 
100    buildings. 

Consequently,  we  now  have  approximately 
$95,000  available  for  cases  which  have  not  yet 
reached  the  bidding  stage.  I  believe  that  sub- 
stantially all  of  this  latter  amount  will  be 
under  contract  commitment  prior  to  August  1. 

During  the  first  five  months  of  1958  we  have 
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expended   or  committed   $233,000   and   allocated 
$107,000  for  a   total  of   $340,000.

Dear   Mr.    Flemming: 

The  service  on  Sundays  on  the  Jeffries  Point 
line  was  discontinued  as  the  result  of  extensive 
check  showing  2,300  seats,  inbound,  for  223 
passengers,  an  average  of  3.5  passengers  per 
trip.  The  entire  length  of  the  line  is  3,000 
feet,  and  the  running  time  is  only  three  and 
one-half   minutes. 

A  situation  with  ten  times  as  many  seats 
as  passengers,  if  we  do  not  cut  down  on  serv- 
ice, is  simply  increasing  the  deficit  burden  on 
the  taxpayers. 

Similar  action  has  been  taken  on  other  lines 
on  the  system,  and  the  same  policy  is  followed 
in  most  of  the  major  cities  of  the  United 
Slates. 

Chapter  544  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  the  Public 
Ownership  Act,  in  section  12,  states: 

"The  Trustees  shall  determine  the  character 
and  extent  of  the  service  and  facilities  to  be 
furnished,  and  in  these  respects  their  authority 
shall  be  exclusive  and  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  approval,  control  or  direction  of  any  state, 
municipal  or  other  department,  board  or  com- 
mission." 

The  changes  made  by  the  railway  are  in 
conformance  with  responsibility  of  the  legisla- 
tive enactment. 


Since   there   are   nearly   17,000   trips   operated 
daily,   you   can   see  what  a  task  it  is   to  follow 
up   and  check   those  that  may   not  be  justified.

In  accordance  with  Rule  3,  of  Schedule  A 
of  the  Compensation  and  Classification  Plans 
for  the  Officers  and  Employees  of  Suffolk 
County,  the  Supervisor  of  Personnel  whenever 
a  new  position  is  established,  is  required,  after 
an  investigation  of  the  actual  and  proposed 
duties  and  responsibilities  and,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor,  to 
classify  the  position  by  allocating  it  to  its 
appropriate  class.

On  May  19,  1958,  I  received  a  lettter  from 
your  office  with  an  attached  Council  order  of 
May  12,  1958.  The  order  asked  that  your 
Honor  reply  in  writing  to  certain  questions 
concerning  the  Hospital  Department  and  the 
Hill  Burton  Act.  The  information  requested 
is   as   follows: 

1.  Whether  the  Hospital  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston  has  applied  for  any  fed- 
eral funds  under  the  Hill  Burton  Act  during 
the   past   fiscal   year. 

Answer:     No. 

2.  (If  the  answer  is  in  the  affirmative, 
please  state  date  and  describe  project  ap- 
plied  for.) 

3.  If  the  answer  is  in  the  negative,  please 
state   why    no   application    was   made. 

Answer:  During  the  past  year  no  funds 
were  made  available  for  new  construction 
(not  alterations  and  repairs)  which  would 
constitute  an  eligible  project  for  a  matching 
funds  grant  up  to  $250,000  from  Hill  Burton 
funds. 

4.  Did  the  Hospital  Department  ever  apply 
for  federal  funds  for  building  construction 
under   the   Hill   Burton   Act. 

Answer:     Yes. 

5.  If  the  answer  to  No.  4  is  in  the  affirma- 
tive please  state  dates  and  describe  projects 
and   the  disposition   of   same. 

Answer:  Prior  to  1954  an  application  was 
made  for  a  grant  of  approximately  $40,000 
in    matching    funds    for    the    new    construction 
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of  a  premature  nursery  on  the  roof  of  the 
Children's  Building.  This  project  was  re- 
studied  in  view  of  the  1954  diarrhea  outbreak 
and  it  was  decided  the  proper  location  for  the 
needed  nurseries  was  in  an  existing  nursery 
area  in  the  Maternity  Building.  This  project, 
now  completed,  was  not  new  construction  and 
the  project  was  not  eligible  for  Hill  Burton 
funds.      The    previous    grant    was    cancelled. 

6.  (If  the  answer  is  in  the  negative,  please 
explain  why.)  Although  additional  informa- 
tion has  not  been  asked  for  it  is  herewith 
stated  that  an  aggressive  campaign  for  se- 
curing grant  funds  has  been  instituted  in  the 
Hospital  Department  in  recent  years  and  this 
program  still  continues.  Several  hundred 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  grants  have  been 
received. 

The  Director  of  Hospitals  is  a  member  of 
the  Hospital  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  has  been  since  its  organization  more  than 
ten  years  ago.  This  committee  was  respon- 
sible for  recommendations  on  the  survey,  the 
establishment  of  priorities,  the  regulations  and 
the  award  of  grants  during  the  entire  life  of 
the    Hill    Burton    Act. 

Among  projects  currently  carried  in  the 
Departments'  Capital  Improvement  Program 
at  least  three  are  eligible  for  matching  grants, 
each  in  the  newly^approved  maximum  amount 
of  $300,000,  under  current  state  regulations. 
These  proposed  projects  are  Nurses'  Home  at 
Boston  City  Hospital,  Minimal  Care  Facility 
at  Boston  City  Hospital,  and  Chronic  Disease 
Facility  at  Long  Island  Hospital.  Funds  must 
be  available  for  matching  before  grants  may 
be   requested.

of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.

Dear   Mr.   Mayor: 

On  May  29,  1958,  your  Honor  transmitted 
to  me  an  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  May  26,  1958,  which  reads  in  part  as 
follows : 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
requested  to  direct  the  Corporation  Counsel 
to  prepare  a  memorandum  of  law  as  to  the 
authority  of  the  Boston  Police  Commissioner 
to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  moneys  for 
departmental  purposes  with,  or  without,  ap- 
proval  of   the   Mayor   and   City    Council   .    .    ." 

Specifically,  the  question  is  whether  the  pro- 
vision in  St.  1906,  c.  291,  s.  8  (as  amended 
by   St.   1934,    c.   86,   s.    1),   that— 

"All  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  build- 
ings, the  pay  of  the  police,  clerks,  stenog- 
raphers and  other  employees,  and  all  inci- 
dental expenses  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  said  commissioner  or  in  the 
administration  of  said  police  shall  be  paid  by 
the  City  of  Boston  upon  the  requisition  of 
said    police    commissioner" 


is  limited  by  the  provision  in  St.   1909,   c.   486, 
s.    16,    that — 

"No  official  of  said  city,  except  in  case  of 
extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  or 
safety  of  the  people  or  their  property.  Shall 
expend  intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any 
sum  in  excess  of  the  appropriations  duly 
made  in  accordance  with  law,  nor  involve 
the  city  in  any  contract  for  the  future  pay- 
ment of  money  in  excess  of  such  appropria- 
tion .  .  .  [with  an  exception  not  here  ma- 
terial]." 

While  the  Police  Commissioner  is  in  a 
sense  an  officer  of  the  Commonwealth  like 
other  public  officers,  the  police  constitute  a 
department  of  the  city  (see  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston  v.  Rector 
of  Trinity  Church,  263  Mass.  173,  179-1<80, 
and  Broadhurst  v.  Fall  River,  278  Mass.  167, 
171)  and,  in  my  opinion,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  second  statutory  provision  quoted 
above,  at  least,  the  Police  Commissioner  con- 
stitutes an  official  of  the  City,  for,  despite 
his  appointment  by  the  Governor,  his  duties 
are  wholly  local  in  character.  Compare 
Commonwealth  v.  Dowe,  316  Mass.  217,  which, 
at  pages  222-223,  makes  plain  that  a  public 
officer  may  in  one  sense  be  a  municipal  offi- 
cer and  in  another  sense  a  State  officer,  albeit 
not  a  State  officer  in  the  ordinary  sense  of 
that  term.  In  this  connection,  it  is  to  be 
noted  that  there  would  have  been  no  need 
in  St.  1909,  c.  486,  ss.  9  and  14,  to  exclude 
an  official  by  law  appointed  by  the  Governor 
if  such  an  official  was  not  a  head  of  a  de- 
partment or  a  member  of  a  municipal  board, 
It  would  seem  inescapable  that  the  head  of 
a  department  of  the  City  is  an  official  of  the 
City. 

A  more  perplexing  question  is  whether  the 
second  statutory  provision  quoted  above  limits 
the  first  statutory  provision  quoted.  While 
it  might  be  concluded  from  such  cases  as 
Batchelder  v.  Salem,  4  Cush.  599,  and  Charles- 
town  v.  Gardner,  98  Mass.  587,  Which  obvi- 
ously controlled  the  opinion  expressed  to  the 
Police  Commissioner  by  the  Attorney  General 
on  December  8,  1910,  that  an  available  ap-  ' 
propriation  is  not  a  condition  precedent  to 
liability  of  the  City  to  meet  requisitions  made 
by  the  Police  Commissioner  under  the  first 
statutory  provision  quoted  above  (compare 
Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  v.  Boston,  279 
Mass.  577,  582),  the  manifest  purpose  of  the 
second  statutory  provision  is  to  set  rigid 
barriers  against  expenditures  in  excess  of  ap- 
propriations. Flood  v.  Hodges,  231  Mass.  252, 
256.  McCarthy  v.  Maiden,  303  Mass.  563,  565. 
If  the  second  statutory  provision  is  to  put 
the  City  upon  a  sound  financial  basis  so  far 
as  this  end  could  be  achieved  by  legislation 
(see  Flood  v.  Hodges,  supra),  no  reason  ap- 
pears why  the  limitation  it  imposes  should 
not  restrict  the  authority  of  the  Police  Com- 
missioner equally  as  much  as  it  restricts  the 
authority  of  municipal  officials  generally.  Ac- 
cordingly, I  am  of  the  opinion  that  an  avail- 
able appropriation  is  a  condition  precedent 
to  liability  of  the  City  to  meet  requisitions 
made  by  the  Police  Commissioner  except 
requisitions  under  such  cases  as  Barnard  v. 
Lynn,  295  Mass.  144,  Fortin  v.  Chicopee,  301 
Mass.  447,  448,  and  Callahan  v.  Woburn,  306 
Mass.  265,  267,  for  the  salary  or  wages  of 
persons  in  the  permanent  civil  service  at  the 
beginning   of   the   fiscal   year. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  for  me  to  call 
to  attention  that  the  conclusion  I  have  reached 
is  essentially  in  accord  with  the  opinion  stated 
on  April  2,  1934,  by  then  Corporation  Counsel 
Henry  E.  Foley  to  the  Committee  on  Finance 
of  the  City  Council  and  the  concurring  opinion 
given  on  November  19,  1941,  by  then  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  Robert  Cutler  to  the  City  Au- 
ditor, a  copy  of  each  of  which  opinions  is 
attached  hereto.  For  your  information,  I 
also  enclose  copy  of  opinion  sent  the  Police 
Commissioner  by  the  Attorney  General  on 
December   8,    1910.

I  have  received  a  letter,  dated  February  19, 
1934,  from  John  E.  Baldwin,  Clerk  of  Com- 
mittees, in  which  he  has  advised  me  that  you 
have  requested  my  opinion  with  reference  to 
expenditures  and  contracts  of  the  Police  De- 
partment of    the   City   of   Boston. 

It  is  my  understanding  from  Mr.  Baldwin's 
letter  that  you  wish  my  opinion  with  regard 
to   the    following    matters: 

1.  May  the  Police  Commissioner  properly 
expend  money  or  involve  the  City  of  Boston 
in  a  contract  for  the  future  payment  of 
money  in  excess  of  appropriations  therefor; 
and 

2.  Are  the  contracts,  dated  February  15, 
1934,  between  General  Electric  Company  and 
the  City  of  Boston,  relating  to  a  two-way 
radio  telephone  system,  and  R.  J.  Connolly, 
Inc.,  and  the  City  of  Boston  relating  to  build- 
ing alterations  to  provide  a  communication 
control  room  at  police  headquai-ters,  respec- 
tively, invalid  on  the  ground  that  they  purport 
to  obligate  the  City  for  the  future  payment 
of   money   in   excess   of   appropriations: 


Section  8  of  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906, 
as  amended,  provides  that  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  pay  the  salary  of  the  Police  Commissioner 
and  the  secretary,  and  the  expense  of  such 
rooms,  "suitably  furnished,  as  shall  be  con- 
venient and  suitable  for  the  performance"  of 
the  Police  Commissioner's  duties,  that  the 
City  shall  provide  all  such  accommodations 
for  the  police  of  the  city  as  the  Police  Com- 
missioner may  require  and  that 

".  .  .  All  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of 
buildings,  the  pay  of  the  police,  clerks,  ste- 
nographers and  other  employees,  and  all  in- 
cidental expenses  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  said  commissioner  or  in  the 
administration  of  said  police  shall  be  paid  by 
the  City  of  Boston  upon  the  requisition  of  said 
police  commissioner." 

Section  9  of  said  chapter  291,  as  amended 
and  now  in  force,  authorizes  the  Police  Com- 
missioner to  employ  legal  assistance  and  to 
incur  expense  therefor  to  a  fixed  amount, 
"which  expense  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of 
Boston  upon  the  requisition"  of  the  Police 
Commissioner. 

There  are  no  other  statutory  provisions  ex- 
pressly purporting  to  impose  upon  the  City 
an  obligation  to  pay  expenses  of  the  police 
department. 

If  the  obligations  imposed  by  sections  8  and 
9  were  unlimited  by  other  provisions  of  law, 
it  would  seem  clear  that  the  City  would  be 
obligated  to  make  the  expenditures  required 
of  it  under  these  sections  even  if  there  were 
no  appropriations  available  therefor  and  that 
the  expenses  directed  by  said  sections  to  be 
paid  by  the  City  could  properly  be  incurred 
in    the    absence    of    such    appropriations. 

See  in  this  connection  Batchelder  v.  City  of 
Salem,    4    Cush.    599    (1849). 

Two  subsidiary  questions  must,  therefore, 
be  considered  before  an  opinion  can  be  given 
as  to  the  matters  concerning  which  you  have 
inauired. 

The  first  is — What  expenses  are  included 
within  the  words  contained  in  section  8  "all 
incidental  expenses  incurred  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  said  commissioner  or 
in   the   administration    of    said   police?" 

The  second  is — Are  the  obligations  imposed 
on  the  City  by  sections  8  and  9  limited  by 
other  provisions  of  law  and,  if  so,  to  what 
extent? 

1.  As  to  the  expenses  covered  by  section  8. 
The  above  quoted  words  in  section  8  "all  in- 
cidental expenses"  are  susceptible  of  at  least 
two  interpretations.  They  may  be  interpreted 
to  include  all  expenses  incidental  to  the  per- 
formance of  the  Commissioner's  duties  or  the 
administration  of  the  police  — ■  or,  in  other 
words,  all  expenses  of  the  police  department, 
or  they  may  be   interpreted   to   include  all   ex- 


penses of  a  minor  or  subordinate  character. 
As  there  has  been  no  judicial  determination 
of  the  proper  interpretation  of  these  words, 
their  meaning  is  not  free  from  doubt.  I  am 
of  the  opinion,  however,  that  these  words 
should  be  interpreted  to  include  only  expenses 
of  a  minor  or  subordinate  character  and  not 
expenses  of  major  or  independent  significance. 
To  construe  these  words  as  including  all  ex- 
penses incidental  to  the  performance  of  the 
Commissioner's  duties  or  incidental  to  police 
administration  is  to  treat  as  surplusage  the 
word  "incurred"  and  also  as  unnecessary  and 
surplusage  other  specific  provisions  of  sec- 
tions 8  and  9  (e.g.  provisions  with  reference 
to  the  pay  of  the  police,  stenographers  and 
clerks). 

2.  As  to  the  limits  on  sections  8  and  9. 
In  this  connection  the  following  statutory 
provisions    must    be    considered: 

Section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909,    as    amended,    which    provides    that 

"All  appropriations,  other  than  for  school 
purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue,  or 
any  source  other  than  loans  shall  originate 
with  the  mayor,  who  within  thirty  days  after 
the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  shall  submit 
to  the  city  council  the  annual  budget  of  the 
current  expenses  of  the  city  and  county,  and 
may  submit  thereafter  supplementary  budgets 
until  such  time  as  the  tax  rate  for  the  year 
shall  have  been  fixed.  The  city  council  may 
reduce  or  reject  any  item,  but  without  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  shall  not  increase,  any 
item  in,  nor  the  total  of  a  budget,  nor  add 
any  item  thereto,  nor  shall  it  originate  a 
budget.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  and 
county  officials,  when  requested  by  the  mayor, 
to  submit  forthwith  in  such  detail  as  he  may 
require  estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  of 
the  department  or  office  under  their  charge, 
which  estimates  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
city   council .  .  ." 

Section  16  of  said  chapter  486  which  pro- 
vides   that: 

"No  official  of  said  city,  except  in  case  of 
extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  or 
safety  of  the  people  or  their  property,  shall 
expend  intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any 
sum  in  excess  of  the  appropriations  duly 
made  in  accordance  with  law,  nor  involve  the 
city  in  any  contract  for  the  future  payment 
of  money  in  excess  of  such  appropriation, 
except  as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  act." 

Chapter  320  of  the  Acts  of  1889  which  pro- 
vides that: 

".  .  .  at  the  beginning  of  the  financial  year, 
to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  several  depart- 
ments incurred  in  the  carrying  on  of  the  work 
entrusted  to  them,  until  the  city  government 
shall  otherwise  order,  expenditures  may  be 
made,  liabilities  may  be  incurred  and  pay- 
ments made  from  the  treasury  from  any  funds 
therein,  and  the  treasurer  may  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes  to  provide  funds. 
Such  expenditures  and  liabilities  shall  not  ex- 
ceed for  each  department,  one-third  the  entire 
amount  appropriated  for  the  department  the 
previous  year,  and  shall  be  considered  and 
reckoned  as  a  part  of  the  expenditures  of, 
and  the  money  paid  therefor  as  a  part  of  the 
appropriations  for,  the  current  financial 
year." 

Section  1  of  chapter  206  of  the  Acts  of 
1891    which    provides    that: 

"The  City  of  Boston  shall  not  borrow  any 
money  for  purposes  taken  into  account  in 
determining  its  dept  limit,  unless  the  mayor 
shall  in  writing  certify  upon  the  order  au- 
thorizing the  loan  that  the  amount  intended 
to  be  borrowed  is  not,  in  his  opinion,  to  meet 
a  current  expense,  or  that  such  money  is  to 
meet  a  current  expense,  but  that  public 
necessity  requires  the  borrowing  of  the  same." 

In  a  letter  to  Stephen  O'Meara,  then  Police 
Commissioner  dated  December  8,  1910,  Dana 
Malone,  as  Attorney  General  for  the  Com- 
monwealth stated  it  to  be  his  opinion 
that,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  chapter 
486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  the  Polico  Commi<:- 
sioner  could  properly  "make  requisition  upon 
the    City   of   Boston    for   all   expenses   for   the 
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maintenance  of  buildings,  the  pay  of  the 
police,  clerks,  stenographers  and  other  em- 
ployees and  all  incidental  expenses  incurred 
in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  said  Com- 
missioner or  in  the  administration  of  said 
police,  without  regard  to  the  amount  of  money 
previously  appropriated  by  the  City  Council", 
that  requisitions  of  the  Police  Commissioner 
need  not  be  based  on  estimates  of  the  prob- 
able expenditures  of  the  department,  and  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  was  not  an  "official 
of  said  city"  within  the  meaning  of  those 
words  in  section  16  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts    of   1909. 

That  letter  was  written  prior  to  the  de- 
cisions in  such  cases  as  Flood  v.  Hodges,  231 
Mass.  252  (1918),  Decatur  v.  Peabody,  251 
Mass.  82,  Parkhurst  v.  Revere,  263  Mass.  364, 
and  Burt  v.  Taunton,  275  Mass.  535  herein- 
after referred  to  and,  while  the  matter  is  by 
no  means  free  from  doubt,  I  cannot  advise 
you  that  you  can  rely  on  the  conclusions  in 
that   letter. 

If  the  opinion  in  that  letter  is  sound  then 
we  are  led  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is 
no  legal  technique  for  fixing  the  limits  of 
police  department  expenditures  in  connection 
with  determining  the  tax  rate  for  the  year 
and  that,  even  after  the  tax  rate  is  determined, 
further  expenses  may  be  incurred  for  current 
purposes,  which  expenses  can  only  be  met 
by  borrowing — in  other  words,  if  the  opinion 
in  that  letter  is  sound  the  tax  rate  cannot 
be  intelligently  determined  and  the  Police 
Commissioner  has  the  broad  power,  in  effect, 
to  involve  the  city  in  debt  for  current  ex- 
penses. I  do  not  believe  that  he  has  such 
broad   power. 

Sections  3  and  16  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  chapter  320  of  the  Acts  of  1889, 
and  section  1  of  chapter  206  of  the  Acts  of 
1891  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  read  together 
in  determining  the  limits,  if  any,  of  sections 
8  and  9  of  chapter  291   of  the  Acts  of  1906. 

Section  3  of  chapter  486  requires  the  mayor 
to  submit  to  the  City  Council  an  annual 
budget  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city 
and  county  (other  than  expenses  for  school 
purposes — special  statutory  provisions  exist- 
ing with  reference  to  such  expenses)  and 
permits  the  submission  of  supplementary 
budgets  thereafter  until  the  tax  rate  is  fixed. 
It  contemplates  that  appropriations  for  cur- 
rent expenses  shall  not  exceed  the  amounts 
set  forth  in  the  budgets,  and  provides  for 
estimates  by  "city  and  county  officials"  to  aid 
in  preparing  the  annual  budget.  Section  16 
forbids  any  "official  of  the  city"  making  or 
contracting  for,  expenditures  in  excess  of 
appropriations.  Section  1  of  chapter  206  of 
the  Acts  of  1891  contemplates  that  there 
shall  be  no  borrowing  by  the  city  for  current 
expenses,  unless  the  mayor  determines  that 
public  necessity  requires  it.  Chapter  320  of 
the  Acts  of  1889  provides  for  expenditures 
before  appropriations  based  on  the  budget 
can  be  made  and  fixes  the  limit  of  such  ex- 
penditures. 

The  policy  underlying  these  statutory  pro- 
visions is  readily  discernible  and  is  the  same 
as  that  underlying  the  similar  statutory  pro- 
visions now  contained  in  section  32  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  dealing  with  budgets  of 
cities  other  than  Boston.  Discussing  the  policy 
underlying  the  latter  statutory  provisions  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  said  in  Flood  v. 
Hodges,   supra: 

"The  manifest  purpose  of  the  framers  of 
the  act  was  to  set  rigid  barriers  against  ex- 
penditures in  excess  of  appropriations,  to  pre- 
vent the  borrowing  of  money  for  current 
expenses,  to  confine  the  making  of  long  time 
loans  strictly  to  raising  money  for  permanent 
improvements,  and  in  general  to  put  cities 
upon  a  sound  financial  basis  so  far  as  these 
ends  can  be  achieved  by  legislation.  The 
budget  system  was  one  of  the  means  adopted. 
The  responsibility  for  framing  and  presenting 
the  budget  is  placed  on  the  mayor.  He  is 
required,  within  a  brief  time  after  the  annual 
organization  of  the  city  government,  "to  sub- 
mit to  the  city  council  the  annual  budget 
of   the    current    expenses    of    the    city."      The 


budget  consists  of  an  itemized  and  detailed 
statement  of  the  money  required  to  meet  all 
the  current  expenses  of  the  city  for  the  year, 
with  clear  specifications  of  the  amounts  to 
be  expended  for  each  particular  purpose.  The 
preparation  of  a  budget  of  necessity  implies 
a  comprehensive  survey  of  all  the  needs  for 
expenditures  for  the  ordinary  municipal  oper- 
ations and  an  intelligent  and  discriminating 
calculation  of  necessary  charges.  That  is  made 
an  executive  function.  The  power  of  the 
mayor  in  this  direction,  even  by  way  of  sup- 
plementary budgets,  comes  to  an  end  when 
the  tax  rate  has  been  fixed  for  the  year  .... 
The  manifest  design  of  these  provisions  is  to 
provide  early  in  the  municipal  year  a  com- 
plete schedule  of  appropriations  for  the  general 
uses  of  the  city  and  to  discourage  a  tendency 
to  spend  more   than  the  municipal  income." 

And  in  Burt  v.  Municipal  Council  of  Taun- 
ton,    supra: 

"As  has  been  held  repeatedly,  the  design 
of  the  budget  law  for  cities  was  to  set  rigid 
barriers  against  expenditures  in  excess  of  ap- 
propriations, to  cultivate  municipal  thrift,  to 
prevent  the  borrowing  of  money  for  current 
expenses  and  in  general  to  put  cities  upon 
a  sound  financial  basis  so  far  as  those  ends 
can    be    achieved    by    legislation." 

No  exception  is  made,  in  the  statutory  pro- 
visions with  regard  to  Boston  finances  hereto- 
fore quoted,  for  police  expenditures  and  no 
other  limits  are  fixed  for  such  expenditures, 
as  in  the  case  of  expenditures  for  school 
purposes.  The  budget  referred  to  in  section 
3  is  a  budget  of  the  "current  expenses  of  the 
city  and  county".  Current  expenses  of  the 
police  department  are  clearly  current  expenses 
of  the  city.  It  would  seem  therefore,  that 
police  department  expenses  were  intended  by 
the  Legislature  to  be  included  within  the 
budget. 

Doubts  which  have  been  expressed  as  to 
the  applicability  of  section  16  to  the  police 
commissioner  have  generally  arisen  from  the 
use  of  the  term  therein   "official   of  said  city." 

While  the  police  commissioner  is  an  official 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  may  for  some 
purposes  be  properly  described  as  a  state 
officer  (see  Sullivan  v.  Lawson,  267  Mass.  438 
(1929),  Attorney  General  v.  Brissenden,  271 
Mass.  172  (1930),  it  is  not  at  all  inaccurate 
to   describe   him   also   as   a   city   official. 

See   in   this   connection — ■ 

Trustees  of  Public  Library  v.  Rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  263  Mass.  73,  179  (1928) 
where   the   court   said: 

"It  is  plain,  therefore,  that  groups  of  in- 
dividuals exercising  local  or  internal  powers 
and  duties  may  be  deemed  to  be  acting  as 
departments  of  a  municipality,  irrespective  of 
the  degree  or  kind  of  control  over  them 
possessed  by  the  Commonwealth  as  contrasted 
with  the  local  government.  The  fact  that 
the  members  of  the  licensing  board  and  finance 
commission  are  appointed  by  the  governor .  .  . 
and  that  the  amount  to  be  appropriated  an- 
nually for  the  finance  commission  is  fixed  by 
the  Legislature  ...  do  not  determine  whether 
or  not  the  licensing  board  and  the  finance 
commission  are  departments  of  the  City  of 
Boston." 

".  .  .  Although  policemen  are  public  officers, 
a  police  department  may  be  a  department  of 
a  municipality.  Adams  v.  Selectmen  of 
Northbridge,  253  Mass.  408,  409.  If  the  police 
commissioner,  who  is  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor, St.  1906,  c.  291,  sec.  7,  notifies  the 
city  of  Boston  that  land  is  needed  as  a  site 
for  a  building  to  be  used  as  police  head- 
quarters, the  land  may  be  taken  under  St. 
1909,  c.  486,  sec.  31,  which  provides  in  part 
as  follows:  "At  the  request  of  any  depart- 
ment .  .  .  the  board  of  street  commissioners, 
in  the  name  of  the  city,  may  take  in  fee  for 
any  municipal  purpose  any  land  .  .  .  ."  Police 
Commissioner  of  Boston  v.  Boston,  239,  Mass. 
401,  407,  408.  "Police  officers  perform  certain 
duties  strictly  local,  including  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  city  ordinances." 

See   also 

Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  v.  Boston, 
239  Mass.  401,  407,  408. 
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Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  v.  Commis- 
sioner of  Civil  Service,  278  Mass.  507  (1932). 
Prince  v.  Boston,  148  Mass.  285,  288  (1889). 
The  policy  underlying  our  budget  laws  calls 
for  a  construction  of  the  term  "official  of  the 
city"  as  including  the  police  commissioner. 
Furthermore  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
section  3  which  by  its  terms  requires  the 
budget  to  provide  for  current  expenses  of  the 
city  and  therefore,  by  implication,  of  the 
police  department — also  requires  city  officials 
to  furnish  estimates  of  expenditures.  If  the 
police  commissioner  is  not  one  of  the  "city 
officials"  required  to  furnish  estimates  the 
budget  must  be  prepared  without  his  assist- 
ance. It  is  hard  to  believe  that  this  was  in- 
tended. Moreover  if  the  police  commissioner 
is  one  of  the  "city  officials"  referred  to  in 
section  3,  it  would  seem  to  involve  no  strain 
to  hold  him  to  be  an  "official  of  the  city" 
within   section    16. 

While  the  language  of  sections  8  and  9  of 
chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906  is  mandatory 
it  is  my  opinion  that,  in  view  of  the  statutory 
provisions  with  reference  to  the  City's  finances 
heretofore  discussed  and  the  policy  underlying 
those  provisions,  sections  8  and  9  should  not 
be  construed  to  give  the  police  commissioner 
power  to  incur  expenses  and  obligate  the  City 
without  regard  to  budgetary  provisions  of  law. 
Two  decisions  are  helpful  in  determining 
the  limits  of  sections  8  and  9.  These  are 
Decatur  v.  Peabody,  251  Mass.  82  (1925)  and 
Parkhurst   v.    Revere,    263    Mass.    364    (1928). 

Decatur  v.  Peabody  (supra)  involved  a 
petition  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel 
the  payment  of  salary  increases  voted  to  the 
petitioners  by  the  school  committee  of  Peabody. 
The  court  said: 

(Page  83)  "The  great  question  in  this  case 
is  whether,  when  the  school  committee  of  a 
city  other  than  Boston  has  voted  to  increase 
salaries  of  teachers  in  the  public  schools  ac- 
cording to  its  own  conceptions  of  the  public 
needs,  and  has  transmitted  the  estimate  of 
the  annual  expenses  of  the  school  department 
based  on  such  increase  to  the  mayor  in  con- 
formity to  the  budget  requirements  of  G.  L., 
c.  44,  sec.  32,  the  mayor  and  city  council 
are  bound  to  provide  appropriations  based  on 
such  increase.  Stated  more  concisely  the 
question  is,  whether  the  ultimate  power  to 
establish  the  salaries  of  teachers  in  the  public 
schools,  giving  instruction  in  the  branches 
required  to  be  taught  by  G.  L.,  e.  71,  is 
vested  in  the  school  committee  or  in  the 
Mayor  and  city  council  of  cities  outside  of 
Boston." 

(Page  86)  "In  dealing  with  municipal 
finance,  by  St.  1913,  c.  719,  the  General  Court 
provided  in  substance  and  effect  that  in  all 
cities  except  Boston  there  shall  annually  be 
prepared  and  presented  for  consideration  by 
the  legislative  department  a  budget  which  shall 
consist  of  an  itemized  and  detailed  statement 
of  the  money  required  for  the  several  munici- 
pal departments  and  other  city  charges.  The 
legislative  department  of  the  city  may  reduce 
or  reject  any  item,  but  cannot  increase  any 
item  nor  add  new  items.  It  also  was  pro- 
vided that  no  department  should  incur  lia- 
bilities in  excess  of  the  appropriation  made 
in  the  budget  as  finally  established,  with  ex- 
ceptions not  here  material.  All  acts  and  parts 
of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  municipal  in- 
debtedness act  were  repealed  by  sec.  22  of 
that   act." 

(Page  86)  "The  main  provisions  of  the 
municipal  indebtedness  act  are  in  G.  L.  c.  44, 
ss.  32_  and  31.  All  the  previously  existing 
provisions  of  the  statutes  respecting  school 
committees  and  their  powers  were  reenacted 
in  substance  in  G.  L.  c.  71.  The  special 
and  hitherto  unlimited  power  of  the  school 
committee  to  contract  with  teachers  is  in  s.  38, 
and  the  committee's  general  authority  over 
schools,  in  s.  37.  These  provisions  are  in 
almost  the  same  words  as  those  long  familiar 
in    our   statutes." 

"There  are  thus  in  the  General  Laws  two 
provisions,  which,  if  treated  as  detached  and 
separate  enactments,  seem  to  be  contrary  one 
to     the     other.       The     chapter     on     municipal 


finance  appears  to  give  to  the  mayor  and 
legislative  department  of  the  city  absolute 
power  over  the  budget,  with  complete  and 
exclusive  control  over  appropriations,  and 
thus  to  require  every  municipal  department 
to  yield  to  its  determination  as  to  the  amount 
of  money  available  for  any  public  expendi- 
ture. The  chapter  relating  to  public  schools 
appears  to  vest  in  the  school  committee  com- 
plete and  exclusive  control  over  the  salaries 
to  be  paid  to  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
without  being  required  to  consult  with  any 
other  public  board." 

"These  respective  provisions  were  combined 
in  the  revision  of  statutes  known  as  General 
Laws.  There  is  no  indication  of  legislative 
thought  that  there  was  any  inconsistency  or 
repugnancy  between  the  several  statutes  thus 
consolidated.  There  is  every  presumption  that 
this  body  of  statute  law  was  intended  to  be 
consistent   and    harmonious. 

(Page  87)  "A  statute,  such  as  that  deal- 
ing with  municipal  finance,  commonly  carries 
with  it  an  implication  that  all  other  provisions 
of  law  are  to  yield  to  its  terms.  Its  general 
scope  and  its  main  purpose  are  directed  to- 
ward uniformity,  clarity  and  economy  in  the 
use  of  public  funds.  Several  commissions  have 
been  appointed  in  recent  years  to  study  mu- 
nicipal finance  and  to  report  to  the  General 
Court.  The  importance  attributed  to  the  sub- 
ject is  thus  accentuated.  All  municipal  ac- 
tivities must  be  supported  out  of  the  public 
treasury.  They  are  all  dependent  upon  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  legislative  depart- 
ment of  cities.  They  naturally  would  all  be 
put   upon   the  same  footing. 

"One  consideration  and  one  alone  puts  the 
school  committee  with  respect  to  salaries  of 
teachers  upon  a  basis  different  from  that  of 
other  municipal  departments.  There  is  con- 
tained in  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  34,  a  provision  long  in 
our  statutes,  in  these  Words:  'Towns  shall 
raise  by  taxation  money  necessai-y  for  the 
support  of  public  schools  as  required  by  this 
chapter.'  " 

(Page  88)  "It  is  clear  that  the  design  of 
sec.  34  was  to  make  the  observance  of  certain 
requirements  of  G.  L.  c.  71  imperative  upon 
municipalities  and  not  subject  even  to  the 
limitations  of  the  provisions  of  law  as  to  the 
budget.  This  compulsion  imposed  by  the 
General  Court  is  peremptory  and  unequivocal. 
It  is  something  more  than  the  simple  per- 
mission to  one  board  of  public  officers  to  make 
contracts,  or  to  fix  salaries.  These  are  to  be 
found  in  other  statutes.  See,  for  example, 
G.  L.  c.  Ill,  s.  27.  All  such  general  provi- 
sions are  subject  to  appropriations  made  under 
the  provisions  of  the  budget  law.  With  refer- 
ence to  public  schools  there  is  both  the  power 
in  the  school  committee  and  the  express  legis- 
lative mandate  to  the  municipality  to  'raise  by 
taxation'  the  necessary  money.  It  follows  from 
the  provisions  of  said  s.  34,  touching  the  pub- 
lic schools,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  those  fram- 
ing the  budget  under  G.  L.  c.  44,  s.  39,  to 
conform  to  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  38,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  salaries  of  teachers  in  the  public 
schools   as   voted   by   the  school   committee." 

(Page  90)  "We  do  not  go  so  far  as  to 
hold  that  the  school  committee  has  power  to 
disregard  the  provisions  of  G.  L.  c.  44,  s.  31, 
and  involve  the  city  in  debt  in  excess  of  ap- 
propriation. A  different  remedy  is  set  forth 
in  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  34,  for  failure  to  raise  money 
necessary  for  the  support  of  public  schools 
as  required  by  said  c.  71.  The  question  pre- 
sented by  this  record  has  been  one  of  genuine 
difficulty  about  which  municipal  officers  of 
integrity  and  zeal  for  the  public  welfare  well 
might  and  doubtless  have  differed.  But  it 
cannot  be  assumed  that  any  mayor  and  city 
council,  when  the  law  has  been  interpreted, 
would  fail  to  make  the  necessary  appropria- 
tions." 

This  case  indicates  that,  when  a  city  is 
subject  to  the  budgetary  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Indebtedness  Act,  even  though  the 
statutes  also  provide  that  the  city  in  question 
"shall"  raise  by  taxation  money  for  the  sup- 
port of  its  schools  and  confers  upon  the  school 
committee  authority  to  incur  expenses  neces- 
sary   for    such   support,    the    latter    provisions 
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are  restricted  by  virtue  of  the  budgetary  laws 
relating  to  appropriations,  but  that,  in  view 
of  the  mandate  to  "raise  by  taxation,"  the 
necessary  money,  it  is  the  duty  of  those  fram- 
ing the  budget  to  provide  for  items  deter- 
mined by  the  school  committee  to  be  necessary 
and  included  in  the  estimates  of  expenditures 
submitted    by    the   school   committee. 

Parkhurst  v.  Revere,  263  Mass.  354  (1928) 
involved  an  action  of  contract  for  the  purchase 
price  of  books  alleged  to  have  been  sold  to 
the  City  of  Revere.  The  school  committee  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  submitted  an  esti- 
mate of  its  expenditures  to  the  Mayor  in- 
cluding an  item  for  text  books  and  supplies. 
Of  tne  amount  estimated  only  part  was  ap- 
propriated. Further  estimates  were  later  sub- 
mitted but  the  full  amount  of  the  estimates 
was  not  appropriated.  At  the  time  the  books 
in  question  were  sold  to  the  city  the  appro- 
priations for  text  books  and  supplies  were 
exhausted  and  no  further  appropriations  were 
made.      The    court   said: — 

(Page  370)  "At  the  outset  the  question  is 
presented  whether  under  the  circumstances  the 
school  committee  has  the  power  to  involve  the 
city  in  debt  in  excess  of  an  appropriation 
tnerefor.  G.  L.  c.  71,  s.  48,  provides  in  part 
that  'The  (school)  committee  shall,  at  the 
expense  of  the  town  (town  includes  city, 
G.  L.  c.  4,  s.  7,  cl.  34)  purchase  text- 
books. .  .  ."  This  provision  is  mandatory, 
Decatur  v.  Auditor  of  Peabody,  251  Mass.  82, 
88,  89.  St.  1914,  c.  687,  s.  49,  provides  in 
part  that  "Unless  otherwise  required  by  law, 
the  school  committee  shall  cause  no  liability 
to  be  incurred  .  .  .  beyond  the  aggregate  ap- 
propriation   granted   by    the   council   .    .    .    ." 

"However,  the  provisions  of  G.  L.  c.  44,  en- 
titled "Municipal  Finance,"  were  intended  to 
place  municipal  expenditures  upon  a  strict 
budget  basis.  The  school  committee  is  re- 
quired by  s.  49  of  St.  1914,  c.  687,  to  submit 
in  January  of  each  year  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  for  the  proper 
maintenance  of  schools  during  the  succeed- 
ing financial  year;  it  is  thus  required  to  plan 
for  its  expenditures  in  advance.  Obviously 
the  legislative  purpose  cannot  be  accomplished 
if  any  department  is  allowed  to  make  ex- 
penditures which  were  not  included  in  the  es- 
timate   submitted    by    it." 

"It  remains  to  be  considered  whether  the 
school  committee  in  the  ease  at  bar  included 
dn  its  estimate  for  the  financial  year  1921  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  for  textbooks  reason- 
ably required  during  that  year.  The  case  was 
tried  on  an  agreed  statement  of  facts  by  a 
judge  without  a  jury.  No  other  evidence 
was  introduced  by  either  party.  It  is  impos- 
sible to  determine  from  the  agreed  facts 
whether  the  estimate  submitted  by  the  school 
committee  did  or  did  not  include  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  for  all  the  textbooks  alleged 
to  have  been  purchased  from  the  plaintiffs. 
The  burden  was  on  the  plaintiffs  to  establish 
that  the  estimate  included  an  amount  sufficient 
to  pay  for  the  textbooks  in  question." 

"Without  intimating  whether  under  any 
circumstances  the  school  committee  has  the 
power  to  charge  the  city  for  a  debt  incurred 
in  excess  of  an  appropriation,  it  is  plain  that 
the  submission  of  an  estimate  for  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  for  the  textbooks  sold  by  the 
plaintiffs  is  a  prerequisite  to  the  imposing 
upon    the   city    of   a    binding    obligation." 

This  case  indicates  that,  where  a  city  is 
subject  to  budgetary  laws,  even  though  the 
statutes  provide  that  the  school  committee 
shall,  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  purchase 
textbooks,  such  textbooks  can  not  properly  be 
purchased  by  the  school  committee  without  an 
available  appropriation  therefor  at  least  un- 
less the  school  committee  submits  an  estimate 
including  this  expense  in  connection  with  the 
formulation  of  the  budget.  The  court  ex- 
pressly left  open  the  question  of  whether,  if 
such  estimate  is  made  but  no  provision  is  al- 
lowed in  the  budget  therefor  the  purchase 
can    properly    be    made. 

One  case  deserves  specific  mention  in  this 
connection,  namely,  Police  Commissioner  of 
Boston  v.  Boston,  279  Mass.  577.  This  case 
was    before    the    Court    upon    writs    for    man- 


damus and  a  writ  for  certiorari.  The  writs 
were  denied  on  the  ground  that  the  remedy 
sought  was  not  proper.  Step-rate  increases 
were  involved.  The  police  commissioner  had 
included  in  his  estimate  of  expenditures  sums 
sufficient  to  pay  these  increases  and  while  no 
specific  appropriations  were  made  for  such 
increases  the  appropriations  made  were  suffi- 
cient therefor.  The  court  said  by  way  of 
dictum: 

"It  is  not  alleged  that  no  appropriation  is 
available  for  the  payment  of  patrolmen,  though 
the  letter  from  the  mayor  to  the  police  com- 
missioner indicates  that  no  specific  appropria- 
tion for  step-rate  increases  in  their  pay  was 
included  in  the  budget.  We  do  not  intimate 
that,  in  view  of  the  absolute  duty  of  paying 
the  police  upon  requisition  of  the  police  com- 
missioner imposed  by  statute  upon  the  city, 
an  appropriation  available  for  the  purpose  is 
a  condition  precedent  to  liability  of  the  city 
to  a  patrolman  for  pay  for  his  services.  See 
St.  1909,  c.  486,  ss.  3,  16.  Compare  Police 
Commissioner  of  Boston  v.  Boston,  239  Mass. 
401;  Batchelder  v.  Salem,  4  Cush.  599;  Charles- 
town  v.  Gardner,  98  Mass.  587;  Decatur  v. 
Auditor  of  Peabody,  251  Mass.  82.  But  this 
question  need  not  be  considered  in  this  pro- 
ceeding. ..." 

It  is  submitted  that,  while  this  case  in  no 
way  indicates  that,  if  an  expense  provided 
for  by  sections  8  and  9  of  chapter  291  is  not 
included  in  a  budget  estimate  it  can  be  in- 
curred without  appropriation,  it  gives  some 
indication  that  the  court  might  hold  that  if 
such  expense  is  included  and  no  appropriation 
is  made  it  may  be  so  incurred.  The  point 
was  not  argued  before  the  Court  by  counsel 
for  the  City  and  was  not  necessary  for  the 
decision,  so  that  not  much,  if  any,  reliance 
may  be  placed  on  the  inference  which  can  be 
drawn    from    the   language    of    the    court. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  it  is  my  opinion 
with    reference    to    your    first    inquiry, 

1.  That  police  department  expenses  not 
provided  for  in  sections  8  and  9  of  c.  291 
of  the  Acts  of  1908  (assuming  that  not  all 
expenses  are  provided  for  in  said  section) 
cannot  properly  be  incurred  in  the  absence 
of  an  appropriation  therefor,  except  in  cases 
of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  or 
safety  of  the  people  or  their  property,  unless 
they  are  incurred  within  the  limits  of  sec. 
320   of   the   Acts   of    1889;    and 

2.  That  police  department  expenses  pro- 
vided for  in  sections  8  and  9  of  said  c.  291 
cannot  properly  be  incurred  in  the  absence 
of  an  appropriation  therefor,  except  in  cases 
of  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health 
or  safety  of  the  people  or  their  property, 
unless  they  are  incurred  within  the  limits  of 
sec.  320  of  the  Acts  of  1899,  with  the  follow- 
ing possible  further  exception — that  if  the 
police  commissioner  includes  in  his  estimate 
of  expenditure  as  necessary  expenses,  expenses 
included  within  the  provisions  of  sections  8 
and  9,  the  city  may  be  obligated  to  pay  said 
expenses  if  the  same  are  subsequently  incurred 
in  the  year  for  which  the  estimate  was  sub- 
mitted even  though  no  appropriation  be  made 
therefor. 

II. 

The  answer  to  your  first  inquiry  prepares 
the  way  for  an  answer  to  your  second  and 
more  specific  inquiry  with  regard  to  the  agree- 
ments entered  into  by  the  police  commissioner 
under  date  of  February  18,  1934,  with  General 
Electric    Company    and    R.    J.    Connolly    Inc. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  at  the  time  these 
agreements  were  entered  into  $75,000  had  been 
duly  appropriated  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Police  Commissioner  for  a 
police  radio  system — the  necessary  funds  to 
be  borrowed  by  the  City.  It  is  also  my  under- 
standing that  this  was  the  only  appropriation 
in  effect  at  the  time  the  contracts  were  en- 
tered into  available  to  meet  the  payments 
called  for  thereunder. 

I  further  understand  that  when  the  Police 
Commissioner  presented  his  budget  estimates 
for  1934  he  included  an  item  of  $350,000  for 
a  police  communication  system  and  that,  after 
the   execution   and    delivery   of   the   agreements 
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in  question,  the  sum  of  $350,000  was  duly 
appropriated  to  be  expended  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  366  of  the  Acts  of  1933, 
as    amended,    for    such    a    system. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  with 
General  Electric  Company  it  was  provided 
that,  subject  to  certain  additions  and  deduc- 
tions therein  described,  the  City  should  pay 
to  General  Electric  Company  the  sum  of 
$89,800  and  General  Electric  Company  should 
furnish  all  labor,  material  and  equipment  re- 
quired for  certain  work  described  in  paragraph 
six  of  the  proposal  incorporated  in  the  agree- 
ment and  to  complete  said  work  in  three 
hundred  fifty  calendar  days. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  expenses  to  be 
incurred  under  this  agreement  are  not  "in- 
cidental expenses"  within  the  meaning  of 
these  words  in  section  8  of  chapter  291  of 
the  Acts  of  1906  and  are  not  included  within 
the  expenses  provided  for  by  chapter  320  of 
the  Acts  of  1889.  It  is,  therefore,  my  opinion 
that  the  expenses  so  to  be  incurred  properly 
could  not  be  incurred  without  appropriation 
therefor  except  in  case  of  extreme  emergency 
involving  the  health  or  safety  of  the  people 
or  their  property.  While  the  police  commis- 
sioner must  determine  with  reference  to  his 
expenditures  and  contracts  what  constitutes 
such  an  emergency,  his  determination  is  not 
necessarily  conclusive.  I  have  not  been  ad- 
vised that  the  Police  Commissioner  has  deter- 
mined that  the  contract  in  question  is  needed 
because  of  such  an  emergency  but  I  do  not 
believe  that  such  a  determination,  if  made, 
would  be  sustained  by  the  courts.  As  the 
agreement  in  question  calls  for  payments  in 
excess  of  the  amount  appropriated  it  is  my 
opinion   that  it   is   not   binding   upon   the   City. 

If  the  court  should  hold  that  the  term 
"incidental  expenses"  includes  all  police  de- 
partment expenses,  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  it  would  not  hold  that  the  city  authorities 
were  under  a  duty  to  appropriate  all  sums 
requested  by  the  Police  Commissioner.  In 
other  words  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that, 
if  a  broad  interpretation  were  given  the  words 
"incidental  expenses",  the  courts  would  hold 
that  the  Police  Commissioner  was  subject  to 
all  the  limitations  of  our  budget  law. 

While  an  order  had  recently  been  made 
appropriating  $350,000  for  a  police  communi- 
cation system,  it  should  be  noted  that  this 
order  was  made  after  the  General  Electric 
Company  contract  was  apparently  executed 
and  delivered  and  authorizes  expenditures  only 
in  accordance  with  chapter  366  of  the  Acts 
of  1933,  as  amended.  Chapter  366  as  amended 
authorizes  cities  to  engage  in  certain  public 
works  projects  but  only  "in  case  the  proper 
federal  authorities  have  approved  a  grant 
therefor"  and  authorizes  cities  to  carry  out 
such  projects  "in  all  respects  subject  to  the 
provisions  of"  the  National  Industrial  Re- 
covery Act.  The  federal  authorities  have  not 
as  yet  officially  approved  a  grant  for  the 
police  communication  system  and  the  General 
Electric  Company  contract  does  not  comply 
with  federal  requirements  made  prior  to  the 
provisions  of  the  National  Industrial  Re- 
covery   Act. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  adoption  of  the  above-mentioned  ap- 
propriation order  of  $350,000  does  not  make 
the  General  Electric  Company  contract  a 
binding  one  upon  the  City. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  agreement  with 
R.  J.  Connolly  Inc.  it  was  provided  that  the 
City  should  pay  to  R.  J.  Connolly  Inc.  the 
sum  of  $1539  and  that  R.  J.  Connolly  Inc. 
should  provide  all  the  labor,  materials  and 
equipment  required  to  perform  certain  work 
described  in  certain  specifications  referred  to 
in  the  agreement  and  entitled  "specification 
P,  Building  Alterations  to  Provide  Communi- 
cation Control   Room   at   Police  Headquarters." 

As  the  amount  to  be  paid  under  this  con- 
tract was  within  the  amount  appropriated 
for  a  Police  Radio  System  and  as  the  subject 
matter  of  the  contract  was   incidental  to  such 


a   system,    I    cannot   advise   you   that   the   con- 
tract is  invalid  as  in  excess  of  appropriations.

I  wish  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  de- 
partmental communication,  dated  November  14, 
1941. 

In  this  communication  you  raised  the  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  you  may  properly  approve 
for  payment  bills  submitted  by  the  Police 
Commissioner  in  the  absence  of  sufficient 
appropriations  in  the  Police  Commissioner's 
budget   items    involved. 

In  my  opinion,  subject  to  what  is  said 
below,  you  may  not  properly  approve  for 
payment  bills  submitted  for  approval  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  in  the  absence  of  suffi- 
cient appropriations  in  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner's   budget    items    involved. 

In  his  opinion  dated  April  2,  1934,  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  of  the  City  Council, 
Corporation  Counsel  Henry  E.  Foley  elaborately 
considered    the    following    question: 

"May  the  Police  Commissioner  properly  ex- 
pend money  or  involve  the  City  of  Boston  in 
a  contract  for  the  future  payment  of  money 
in    excess    of   appropriations   therefor?" 

That  question  is,  in  effect,  the  same  ques- 
tion as  the  one  which  you  have  raised  in 
your  communication.  Corporation  Counsel 
Foley  answered  the  question  which  I  have  just 
quoted  in  the  negative,  citing  statutes  and 
authorities  at   that   time  in   effect. 

The  reasons  underlying  the  above  men- 
tioned opinion  of  Corporation  Counsel  Foley 
appear  to  me  to  be  sound  and  to  be  founded  cm 
a  common-sense  understanding  of  municipal 
finance   and   budgetary   procedure. 

I  am  aware  of  no  decision  of  the  court 
rendered  since  the  date  of  Mr.  Foley's  opinion 
which  is  inconsistent  with  the  position  taken 
by  him.  Furthermore,  the  cases  cited  by  him 
and  forming  the  basis  of  his  opinion,  bearing 
upon  the  weight  to  be  given  to  statutes  deal- 
ing with  municipal  finance,  appear  to  have 
been  consistently  followed.  See  McCarthy 
v.    Maiden,    303    Mass.    563. 

The  basis  of  the  present  budgetary  pro- 
cedure of  the  City  of  Boston  was  established 
in  the  1909  City  Charter.  St.  1909,  c.  486, 
s.  3.  The  1941  amendment  of  these  provi- 
sions, St.  1941,  c.  604,  did  not  change  the 
statutory  situation  underlying  and  controlling 
the   question   here   raised. 

Certain  questions  which  are  raised  by  your 
request  for  an  opinion  were  not  required  to 
be  specifically  dealt  with  in  the  opinion  ren- 
dered by  Mr.  Foley.  One  of  these  questions 
may  be  stated  as  follows: 

May  you  properly  approve  for  payment 
bills  submitted  by  the  Police  Commissioner  in 
cases  where  a  sufficient  appropriation  existed 
in  the  appropriate  budget  item  at  the  time 
that  the  obligation  was  incurred,  although  no 
balance  is  now  available  in  the  item  to  be 
charged? 

In  such  a  case,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the 
City  is  bound  to  honor  this  obligation.  See 
in  this  connection  opinion  of  Mr.  Foley,  ad- 
dressed  to   you    dated    December   4,    1934. 

A  further  question  arises  in  cases  where 
the  Police  Commissioner  included  in  his  esti- 
mate of  expenditure  submitted  to  the  Mayor 
for  the  purpose  of  making  up  the  annual 
city  budget  a  greater  amount  than  was  later 
appropriated  by  the  appropriating  authority. 
Mr.  Foley,  in  his  opinion  of  April  2,  1934, 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  recognized  but 
did  not  answer  this  question,  stating  that 
there  was  a  "possible  further  exception"  to 
the  conclusions  reached  by  him  in  that  opinion 
to  the  effect  that  "if  the  Police  Commissioner 
includes  in  his  estimate  of  expenditure  as 
necessary  expenses,  expenses  included  within 
the  provisions  of  sections  8  and  9  (Acts  of 
1908,  chapter  291),  the  City  may  be  obligated 
to    pay    said    expenses    if    the    same    are    sub- 
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sequently  incurred  in  the  year  for  which  the 
estimate  was  submitted  even  though  no  ap- 
propriation   be   made   therefor." 

This  question  presents  a  difficult  problem 
for  determination.  Primary  consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
Police  Commissioner  may  be  required  by  law 
to  proceed  in  instances  in  which  reductions 
are  made  by  the  appropriating  authority  in 
his  estimate  of  expenditures.  It  may  be 
argued  that  the  failure  of  the  appropriating 
authority  to  provide  by  appropriation,  sums 
estimated  by  the  Police  Commissioner  as  be- 
ing required  by  him,  should  be  the  subject 
of  mandamus  against  the  appropriating  au- 
thority and  that  if  such  steps  are  not  taken 
by  the  Police  Commissioner,  he  cannot  obli- 
gate the  City  in  so  far  as  expenditures  in 
excess  of  his  estimate  are  involved.  See 
Police  Commissioner  of  Boston  v.  City  of 
Boston  and  others,  239  Mass.  401,  and  Police 
Commissioner  of  Boston  v.  City  of  Boston 
and    others,    279    Mass.    577. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  matter, 
it  seems  to  me  advisable  to  adopt  this  con- 
struction of  the  law  unless  otherwise  directed 
by   the   Court. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  expendi- 
tures referred  to  by  you  are  not  expenditures 
for  salaries  of  officers  or  employees.  Therefore, 
this  type  of  expenditure  is  not  considered  in 
this  opinion.  See  Callahan  v.  Woburn,  306 
Mass.    2G5. 

I  assume  that  you  can  readily  determine 
the  facts  which  will  enable  you  to  classify 
the  obligations  which  the  Police  Commissioner 
has  submitted  to  you  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing. 

You  have  mentioned  in  your  communication 
that  the  Police  Commissioner  has  requested 
or  intends  to  request  the  transfer  of  funds 
into  the  budget  items  involved.  Because  you 
have  not  raised  the  question  I  offer  no  opinion 
as  to  the  effect  of  any  such  transfer — assum- 
ing the  same  to  be  properly  authorized — upon 
obligations  previously  incurred  by  the  Police 
Commissioner  at  a  time  when  there  were  no 
funds  available  in  the  budget  items  involved.

Dear  Sir: 

You  present  certain  questions  for  my  con- 
sideration in  relation  to  the  effect  of  St.  1909, 
c.  486,  establishing  a  charter  for  the  city  of 
Boston,  upon  several  statutes  under  which 
you  act,  and  particularly  in  relation  to  your 
right  to  make  requisition  upon  the  city  of 
Boston   for   the   expenses    of   your   department. 

The  board  of  police  for  the  city  of  Boston 
was  first  established  by  St.  1885,  c.  323,  which 
provided  in  section  4  that  "the  said  city  of 
Boston  shall  provide  all  such  suitable  accommo- 
dations for  the  police  of  said  city  as  said 
board  shall  require,  and  all  buildings  and 
property  used  by  said  police  shall  be  under 
the  control  of  said  board.  All  expense  for 
the  maintenance  of  buildings,  the  pay  of  the 
police  and  all  incidental  expenses  incurred 
in  the  administration  of  the  said  police  shall 
be  paid  by  the  said  city  of  Boston  upon  the 
'requisition  of  said  board."  Section  5  pro- 
ided    that, 

"Said  board  of  police  shall  not  appoint  any 
larger  number  of  patrolmen  than  the  present 
police  commissioners  of  said  city  are  now 
authorized  to  appoint,  except  as  authorized 
by  said  city,  nor  shall  the  pay  of  the  police 
be  increased  or  diminished  except  by  the  con- 
current action  of  said  city  and  said  board  of 
police." 

Said  section  4  was  re-enacted  in  St.  1906, 
c.  291,  an  act  providing  for  the  appointment 
of  a  licensing  board  and  a  police  commissioner 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  in  the  last  paragraph 
of  section  8,  which  is  as  follows: 


"All  expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  build- 
ings, the  pay  of  the  police,  clerks,  stenog- 
raphers and  other  employees,  and  all  inci- 
dental expenses  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  said  commissioner  or  in  the 
administration  of  said  police  shall  be  paid 
by  the  city  of  Boston  upon  the  requisition  of 
said   police  commissioner." 

Your  own  quarters  and  salary  are  provided 
for  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section  8,  "the 
expense  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  of 
Boston." 

It  is  clear,  therefore,  that,  at  least  until 
the  enactment  of  St.  1909,  c.  486,  you  were 
authorized  to  make  requisition  upon  the  city 
of  Boston  for  all  expenses  legally  incurred 
by  you  in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  your 
department. 

Your  specific  questions,  which  are  herein- 
after quoted,  request  my  opinion  upon  the 
question  whether  or  not  St.  1909,  c.  486,  works 
any    change    in    this    respect. 

"1.  Is  the  Police  Commissioner  for  the 
City  of  Boston  empowered  by  law  to  make 
requisition  upon  the  city  of  Boston,  for  all 
expenses  for  the  maintenance  of  buildings, 
the  pay  of  the  police,  clerks,  stenographers 
and  other  employees  and  all  incidental  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  said  commissioner  or  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  said  police,  without  regard 
to  the  amount  of  money  previously  appro- 
priated   by    the    City    Council?" 

The  Police  Commissioner  of  the  city  of 
Boston  is  an  officer  appointed  directly  by  the 
Governor,  and  while  the  city  of  Boston  is 
responsible  for  the  expenses  of  his  depart- 
ment and  for  his  salary,  he  is  a  State  officer 
and  is  not  in  any  way  subject  to  the  au- 
thority of  the  City  of  Boston.  If  the  Police 
Commissioner  were  limited  to  the  amount  ap- 
propriated by  the  City  of  Boston  he  would 
be  subject  to  and  not  independent  of  the 
authority  of  that  city  with  respect  to  the 
management  of  his  department.  I  am  there- 
fore of  the  opinion  that  the  Commissioner  may 
make  requisition  upon  the  city  of  Boston  for 
all  the  general  expenses  of  his  department, 
notwithstanding  that  there  may  be  no  specific 
appropriation  from  which  they  may  be  paid. 
See  Batchelder  v.  Salem,  4  Cush.  599.  City 
of  Charlestown  v.  Gardner,  98  Mass.  587,  where 
at    page    589,    the    court    said: 

"The  power  given  to  the  school  committee 
to  contract  with  teachers  necessarily  implies 
and  includes  the  power  to  determine  their 
salaries.  And  in  so  doing  they  are  not  re- 
stricted to  the  amount  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  by  the  city  council.  The  price  to  be 
paid  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  contract  as  the 
individual  who  is  to  teach  or  the  school  which 
is  to  be  taught.  The  selection  of  a  teacher 
depends  very  much  upon  the  amount  of  com- 
pensation which  can  be  offered  to  him.  If 
the  city  council  could  establish  the  salary,  it 
could  thereby  greatly  narrow  the  range  of 
choice,  or  even  indirectly  prevent  the  possi- 
bility  of   obtaining   any    suitable   instructors." 

"2.  Is  the  Police  Commissioner  an  'official 
of  said  city'  within  the  meaning  of  section  16 
of  chapter  486   of  the  acts  of  the  year  1909?" 

Section  16,  to  which  you  refer,  is  as  follows: 

"No  official  of  said  city,  except  in  case  of 
extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  or 
safety  of  the  people  or  their  property,  shall 
expend  intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any 
sum  in  excess  of  the  appropriations  duly  made 
in  accordance  with  law,  nor  involve  the  city 
in  any  contract  for  the  future  payment  of 
money  in  excess  of  such  appropriation,  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  act. 
Any  official  who  shall  violate  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  both." 

In  my  opinion  the  Police  Commissioner 
is  not  an  official  of  the  city  of  Boston,  within 
the    meaning    of    that    section. 

"3.  Must  the  requisitions  of  the  Police 
Commissioner  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Police  Department  be  made  annually  upon 
estimates   of   the  probable   cost  of   the   Depart- 
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ment  or  may  they  be  made  by  him  from  time 
to  time  to  meet  expenses  incurred;  estimates 
submitted  by  him  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
each  fiscal  year  being  regarded  as  reasonable 
notice  to  the  city  and  not  as  any  limitation 
upon    his    right    of    requisition?" 

There  seems  to  be  no  statutory  authority 
requiring  the  Commissioner  to  make  estimates 
of  the  probable  cost  of  his  department,  and 
it  is  doubtful  if  he  can  be  legally  required 
to  do  so;  nevertheless,  the  city  of  Boston  is 
entitled,  in  fairness,  to  a  statement  from  him 
as  to  the  probable  expenses  of  his  department, 
in  order  to  provide  the  necessary  appropria- 
tion and  to  establish  the  rate  of  taxation,  but 
such  estimates  are  to  be  regarded  as  a 
"reasonable  notice  to  the  city"  rather  than 
as  any  limitation  upon  his  right  to  make 
requisition  for  further  sums  should  the  proper 
administration  of  his  department  or  any  un- 
foreseen but  necessary  expenditure  require 
further  funds.

REPORT  ON  POWERS  OF  CITY  COUNCIL 
TO   SUMMONS   WITNESSES. 

The  following  was  received: 

June  16,  1958. 
To:  Boston    City    Council    President    Patrick    F. 

McDonough. 
From:  Arthur   G.    Coffey,    Assistant   Corporation 

Counsel. 
Re:  Adoption  of  Rules  for  the  Conduct  of  Hearings 

Where  the  City  Council's  Power  to  Summons 

Witnesses  and  Administer  Oaths  is  Exercised. 
It  is  my  opinion  that  the  City  Council  should 
not  adopt  a  set  of  written  rules  to  govern  the  con- 
duct of  its  hearings  when  witnesses  are  summoned 
and  oaths  are  administered.  This  power  should  be 
exercised  under  the  general  authority  and  language 
of  G.L.  (Ter.Ed.)  c.  233,  s.  8  and  should  not  in 
my  opinion  be  restricted  by  a  set  of  written  rules 
of  procedure.  In  my  opinion,  the  City  Council, 
without  written  rules  of  procedure,  has  regularly 
held  public  hearings,  questioned  witnesses  and 
examined  records  with  dignity,  and  has  at  all 
times  afforded  witnesses  every  opportunity  to  tell 
their  complete  story.  I  feel  certain  that  hearings 
where  witnesses  are  summoned  and  oaths  ad- 
ministered will  be  conducted  with  the  same 
dignity,  and  the  rights  of  witnesses  will  be  fully 
'^protected.  However,  as  I  have  been  requested 
by  your  Honorable  Body  to  draft  a  set  of  rules  for 
the  conduct  of  hearings  where  this  power  is  exer- 
cised, I  submit  the  following  draft  of  Rules  of 
Procedure  for  the  consideration  of  your  Honorable 
Body: 

Rule  30A.  The  following  Rules  of  Procedure 
will  apply  to  the  conduct  of  Public  Hearings  held 
by  the  City  Council  or  a  committee  thereof  when 
witnesses  are  summoned  and  oaths  administered: 

1.  Upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council, 
persons  may  be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify 
and  to  produce  books  and  papers  at  a  public  hear- 
ing before  the  City  Council  or  a  committee  thereof. 
The  President  or  presiding  officer  of-  the  City 
Council,  or  the  chairman  or  presiding  councillor 
of  a  committee  of  the  Council  may  administer  the 
following  oath  to  witnesses  who  appear  before 
such  council  or  committee  thereof: 

"You  solemnly  swear  that  testimony  you 
shall  give  at  this  hearing,  shall  be  the  truth,  the 
whole  truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth.  So  help 
you  God." 

2.  Prior  to  the  opening  of  any  such  public 
hearing,  the  City  Council  will  issue  to  the  press  a 
statement  of  the  general  subject  matter  of  the 
inquiry  to  be  conducted  at  such  hearing.  The  sub- 
stance of  such  statement  also  will  be  included  in 
the  subpoenas  issued  requiring  the  attendance  of 
persons  as  witnesses  at  such  hearings. 

3.  Any  person  required  to  testify  as  a  witness 
at  such  hearing  will  be  permitted  to  be  attended  by 
counsel,  whose  appearance  will  be  noted  on  the 
record. 

4.  Any  witness  who  desires  to  make  an  oral  or 
written  statement  relevant  to  his  testimony  may 
do  so  under  oath  at  the  conclusion  of  his  testimony, 
but  such  statement  shall  be  confined  to  matters 
with  regard  to  which  he  has  previously  been 
examined. 

5.  Counsel  for  persons  appearing  before  the 
Council  or  a  committee  thereof  at  such  hearings 
may  have  the  privilege  of  asking  clarifying  ques- 
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tions  of  their  client  at  the  end  of  the  testimony  to 
the  extent  allowed  by  the  Council  or  the  com- 
mittee thereof. 

6.  Verbatim  records,  either  stenographic  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  kept  of  all  sworn  testimony 
given  at  such  hearings. 

7.  Rulings  on  practice,  procedure  and  the  ad- 
missibility and  relevancy  of  evidence  shall  be  made 
in  the  first  instance  by  the  President  or  presiding 
officer  of  the  City  Council,  or  the  Chairman  or 
presiding  councillor  of  a  committee  of  the  Council, 
subject  to  being  reversed  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  members  present.

CONFERENCE      WITH      GOVERNOR      RE 
GOVERNMENT   CENTER. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Scollay  Square  area  of  Boston  is 
in  a  blighted  and  decadent  condition;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  taken  all 
necessary  steps  to  stop  this  blight  and  decay  by 
proposing  that  a  Government  Center  be  located 
in  said  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  erection  of  this  Government  Cen- 
ter would  not  only  stop  blight  and  decay  but  would 
increase  the  real  estate  valuation  in  said  area  so 
as  to  produce  added  revenue  to  the  City  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Federal  Government  has  agreed 
to  erect  a  Federal  Building  in  this  so-called  Gov- 
ernment Center;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  favors 
the  location  of  the  Government  Center  in  the 
Scollay  Square  area  of  Boston;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  urge  the  Gov- 
ernor to  favor  the  location  of  the  proposed  new 
State  Office  Building  in  the  Government  Center 
to  be  located  in  said  Scollay  Square  area  as  out- 
lined by  the  Boston  Planning  Board  rather  than  in 
the  area  proposed  in  House  No.  3091 ;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  three  members  of  the  Boston 
City  Council,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of 
said  Council,  form  a  committee,  together  with  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  call  upon  the 
Governor  for  his  support  in  this  change  of  location 
of  the  new  State  Office  Building. 

At  the  request  of  Councillor  Piemonte,  the  follow- 
ing communication  was  read: 

Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau, 

June  12,  1958. 
Cliairman   and    Members:    House    Committee   on 
Ways  and  Means,  State  House,  Boston,  Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

The  Boston  Municipal  Research  Bureau  strongly 
urges  the  House  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
to  amend  House  No.  3091  by  increasing  the  pay- 
ment in  lieu  of  taxes  from  $100,000  to  $250,000. 

House  No.  3091  provides  for  construction  of  a 
new  state  office  building  by  a  Massachusetts  State 
Office  Building  Association  within  an  area  bounded 
by  Ashburton  place,  Bowdoin  street,  Cambridge 
street,  and  Somerset  street. 

Section  12  of  this  bill  provides  a  payment  to 
Boston  annually  of  $100,000  in  lieu  of  taxes  until 
the  state  office  building  becomes  the  property  of 
the  Commonwealth.  The  $100,000  payment 
"shortchanges"  the  city  because  it  fails  to  reckon 
with  all  the  property  within  the  defined  area  that 
would  be  taken. 

Total  valuations  within  the  area  amount  to 
$2,813,400.  Taxes  on  these  valuations  based  on 
the  1957  tax  rate  would  come  to  $241,952.     The 


city's  fire  station  at  Bowdoin  square,  which  would 
probably  remain  intact,  is  not  included  in  these 
figures. 

The  $100,000  payment  specified  in  House  No. 
3091  is  based  only  on  the  taxable  properties.  This 
is  unfair  because  it  fails  to  recognize  that  the  tax- 
exempt  properties  in  the  area  might  later  be  sold 
or  converted  for  taxable  use. 

The  tax-exempt  properties  have  a  total  assess- 
ment of  $1,681,000.  This  is  $548,600  greater 
than  the  valuations  for  all  taxable  properties  in 
the  area.  The  MDC  building,  Ford  Hall  building, 
Boston  University  Law  School,  and  two  buildings 
of  the  New  England  Historical  Genealogical 
Society  are  the  major  tax-exempt  properties. 

In  justice  to  Boston  the  annual  payment  in  lieu 
of  taxes  should  be  increased  to  $250,000.

LEGAL  OPINION  ON  APPROPRIATION  OF 
MONEYS    FOR    ENTERTAINMENT    OF 
DISTINGUISHED    GUESTS,    ETC. 
The  following  was  received: 

City   of  Boston,

City  Hall,  Boston,  Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  your  inquiry  concern- 
ing the  validity  of  appropriations  under  G.  L. 
(Ter.  Ed.)  c.  40,  s.  5,  el.  (37),  as  appearing 
in  St.  1956,  c.  77,  for  "providing  proper  facili- 
ties for  public  entertainment  in  connection 
with  the  holding  'of  conventions  in  the  town, 
for  paying  expenses  incidental  to  such  enter- 
tainment, and  for  the  entertainment  of  dis- 
tinguished guests." 

The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
in  replying  to  a  cognate  question  propounded 
to  them  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives recently  said  (1958  Mass.  Adv.  S'h. 
887,  890): 

"  'It  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  constitu- 
tional law  frequently  declared  that  money 
raised  by  taxation  can  be  used  only  for 
public  purposes  and  not  for  the  advantage 
of  private  individuals.  Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  231  Mass.  603,  611;  313  Mass.  779, 
783.'  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  320  Mass.  773, 
775.  Eisenstadt  v.  County  of  Suffolk,  331 
Mass.  570,  573-574,  and  cases  cited.  It  is 
the  constitutional  duty  of  the  General  Court 
to  weigh  carefully  each  expenditure  and  to 
satisfy  itself  in  each  ease  that  funds  are 
being  appropriated  for  a  public  purpose. 
The  paramount  test  should  be  whether  the 
expenditure  confers  a  direct  public  benefit 
of  a  reasonably  general  character,  that  is  to 
say,  to  a  significant  part  of  the  public,  as 
distinguished  from  a  remote  and  theoretical 
benefit." 

The  Justices  further  said  with  respect  to 
the  specific  resolves  relating  to  conventions 
which  they  were  considering  (1958  Mass.  Adv. 
Sh.    887,    892)  : 

"...  In  so  far  as  the  resolves  refer  to 
'proper  co-operation'  in  'arranging  enter- 
tainment,' these  expressions  are  too  vague  to 
permit  constructive  discussion.  Plainly,  in- 
terpretations as  to  their  meaning  could  differ 
so  widely  that  extended  analysis  would  not 
be  profitable.  If  actual  expenses  of  enter- 
tainment at  conventions  are  implied,  their 
relation  to  any  public  purpose  does  not 
appear.  ..." 

The  resolves  considered  by  the  Justices  differ 
in  two  respects  from  the  above-quoted  statu- 
tory provision  which  gives  rise  to  your  inquiry. 
First,  those  resolves  were  not  concerned  with 
the  entertainment  of  distinguished  guests;  and 
second,  they  referred  to  "entertainment"  at 
conventions  whereas  the  above-quoted  statutory 
provision  authorizes  "public  entertainment  in 
connection   with   the   holding    of   conventions." 


The  plain  implication  of  the  latter  is  that  the 
entertainment  must  entertain  a  significant 
part  of  the  public  as  well  as  the  convention. 
To  state  the  matter  in  other  words,  just  as 
the  Fourth  of  July  and  other  holidays  furnish 
the  occasion  for  a  public  celebration,  so  the 
holding  of  a  convention  in  the  town  furnishes 
the  occasion-  for  a  public  entertainment  such 
as  a  parade,  a  public  fireworks  display,  or  a 
free  open-air  concert.  This  list  is  intended  to 
be  illustrative  rather  than  exhaustive;  for  seem- 
ingly any  entertainment  open  to  a  significant 
part  of  the  public  as  well  as  the  convention 
would  qualify.  On  the  other  hand,  rental  of 
rooms  or  halls  for  meetings  of  a  convention, 
printing  of  programs  of  a  convention,  and 
banquets  for  the  members  of  a  convention 
confer  no  direct  public  benefit  of  a  reasonably 
general  character,  and  so  cannot  be  deemed 
public    entertainment    at   a    convention. 

As  above  noted,  the  entertainment  of  dis- 
tinguished guests  was  not  involved  in  the 
resolves  recently  before  the  Justices.  From 
a  statement  in  their  opinion,  however,  it  would 
seem  that  reasonable  entertainment  for  the 
last  few  survivors  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  "might  be  found  to  be  an  expressive 
historical  commemoration  of  benefit  to  the 
community."  1958  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  887,  892. 
A  reasonably-priced  breakfast,  luncheon  or 
dinner  limited  to  the  officers  of  a  convention 
and  a  reasonable  number  of  official  representa- 
tives of  the  city  might  likewise  be  said  to 
confer  on  the  city  a  benefit  of  a  reasonably 
general  character.  In  other  words,  the  enter- 
tainment of  truly  distinguished  guests  at 
reasonable  expense  is,  in  my  opinion,  still 
permissible.

Mr.  CLARK.  Mr.  President,  in  yesterday's 
"New  York  Times  Magazine"  there  was  pub- 
lished an  article  written  by  the  distinguished 
junior  Senator  from  Massachusetts  [Mr.  Ken- 
nedy], entitled  "The  Shame  of  the  States." 
I  hope  not  only  all  my  colleagues  but  all  those 
who  are  seriously  interested  in  some  of  the 
defects  in  our  present  Federal,  State,  and  local 
form  of  Federal  Government  will  give  serious 
attention  to  the  article. 

Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous  consent  that 
the  article  be  printed  in  the  "Record"  at  this 
point  in  my  remarks. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  article  was 
ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  "Record",  as 
follows : 

The  Shame  of  the  States 
(By    Hon.    John    F.    Kennedy,    of   Massachu- 
setts) 

Washington. — Just  50  years  ago  Lincoln 
Steffens  and  his  fellow  muckrakers  exposed 
"the  shame  of  the  cities."  In  city  after  city, 
they  documented  the  sorry  record  of  bossdsm, 
bribery,  and  graft,  the  degradation  of  officials, 
police,  and  public.  Mayors  were  either  the 
venal  bosses  of  dishonest  machines  or  figure- 
heads for  the  bosses.  The  meeting  of  any 
board  of  aldermen  could  be  completely  cleared, 
a  wag  said,  by  a  prankster  shouting :  "Alder- 
man— your  saloon  is  on  fire."  It  was  an  age 
in  which  Mr.  Dooley  could  observe  that  city 
bosses  were  fine,  strong  American  citizens — 
with  their  hand  on  the  pulse  of  the  people 
and   their  free  forearm  against  the  windpipe. 

Whatever  the  truth  of  these  charges  may 
have  been  50  years  ago,  they  are  not  true 
today.  Fifty  years  of  reform  and  reconstruc- 
tion of  municipal  government  have  produced 
a  new  breed  of  able  political  leaders  and  civil 
servants,  playing  a  wholly  different  and  highly 
competent  role  in  the  management  of  their 
towns  and  cities,  their  States  and  Nation.  The 
old-time  machines  and  bosses,  the  politically 
managed  police  department,  the  purchase  and 
control  of  elections — all  of  these  and  other 
causes  for  shame  have,  on  the  whole,  given 
way  to  the  honest,  efficient,  democratic  kind  of 
municipal  administration  the  voters  have  right- 
fully   demanded. 

Yet  our  urban  areas  have  only  exchanged 
one  set  of  problems  for   another.     Growth  has 
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outrun  reform;  achievement  has  been  dwarfed 
by  need.  State  and  local  governments,  for  ex- 
ample, have  increased  their  employment  twice 
as  fast,  in  this  century,  as  the  rate  of  growth 
for  the  Nation's  total  population  and  employ- 
ment. Their  expenditures  are  30  times  the 
1900  level,  far  outstripping  the  Nation's 
economic  growth.  In  the  last  10  years  alone, 
the  financial  demands  on  local  government 
have  doubled.  A  record  proportion  of  cities 
are  mired  in  a  deficit  position.  The  difficulties 
of  such  a  position  were  accentuated  last  year 
When  tight-money  policies  made  borrowing 
more  difficult  and  more  costly;  and  they  are 
accentuated  now  iby  the  contraction  of  in- 
vestment capital  at  a  time  when  relief  and 
other    needs    are    multiplying. 

Able  and  devoted  city-officials  are  over  worked 
and  underpaid.  Necessary  programs  and  serv- 
ices are  either  cut  back  or  defaulted.  Far  from 
progressing,  most  urban  communities  are  hard 
pressed  just  to  hold  their   own. 

The  shame  of  our  cities  today  is  not  political; 
it  is  social  and  economic.  Blight  and  decay 
in  urban  government  have  been  replaced  by 
blight  and  decay  in  the  cities  themselves. 
They  suffer  from  overcrowded  and  hazardous 
schools,  undermanned  with  underpaid  teachers 
— halfway  education  in  half-day  sessions.  They 
suffer  from  slum  housing,  congested  traffic, 
juvenile  delinquency,  overcrowded  health  and 
penal  institutions,  and  inadequate  parking. 
They  lack  parks  and  recreational  facilities,  too 
often  crowded  out  and  ignored  in  the  hasty, 
haphazard  growth  of  the  metropolitan  areas. 

In  a  blighted  city,  economic  and  social 
malaise  go  hand  in  hand.  Industries  move 
out,  and  so  do  their  markets.  The  city's  core 
tends  to  ibecome  a  community  of  only  the  very 
rich  and  the  very  poor.  Downtown  merchants 
lose  their  customers  and  their  ability  to  match 
the  attractiveness  of  suburban  rivals.  As  the 
community  deteriorates,  the  tax  base  shrinks, 
the  tax  burden  on  those  who  remain  grows 
heavier — and  the  community  deteriorates  fur- 
ther. "The  thing  generally  raised  on  city  land," 
wrote   Charles   Dudley    Warner,    "is    taxes." 

The  efforts  of  many  local  governments  to 
eradicate  this  shame,  to  rebuild  our  cities  and 
restore  their  health,  have  been  inspiring.  But 
all  too  often  they  have  had  to  do  the  job  alone, 
even  though  the  work  affects  many  living  out- 
side the  town   or  city's   corporate  limits. 

The  education  of  our  children,  the  control 
of  air  and  water  pollution,  the  expansion  of 
airport  facilities,  provisions  for  civil  defense, 
the  treatment  of  the  mentally  ill — these  and 
other  problems  are  not  confined  within  city 
limits  or  even  to  metropolitan  areas.  They 
affect  us  all;  they  are  of  concern  to  us  all. 
Juvenile  delinquency  bred  in  city  slums  seeps 
steadily  outward.  The  traffic  jams  of  the  city 
become — at  least  twice  a  day — the  headache 
of   the  suburbs. 

The  burden  for  coping  with  these  problems 
rests — logically  or  illogically,  fairly  or  unfairly 
— upon  our  municipal  governments  primarily. 
But  the  harsh  facts  of  the  matter  are  that 
these  local  governments  receive  all  too  little 
help  and  cooperation  from  Washington  and 
the  State  legislatures.  They  are  refused 
adequate  Federal  and  State  funds  for  the  pro- 
grams they  need  so  badly,  and  for  which  they 
have  paid  so  heavily.  They  contribute  the 
lion's  share  of  Federal  and  State  taxes,  but 
an  equitable  share  is  rarely  returned  to  them. 
They  have  been  preempted  by  the  Federal  and 
State  governments  from  the  best  sources  of 
tax  revenue. 

They  have  been  held  back  and  hamstrung 
by  antiquated  debt  limits,  patchwork  city 
charters  and  prehistoric  municipal  boundaries 
which  uninterested  and  distrustful  legislatures 
balk  at  altering.  Often,  they  have  been  denied 
even   the  right  to  manage  their  own   affairs. 

But  a  majority  of  Americans,  100  million 
strong,  live  in  the  metropolitan  areas.  They 
cast  the  majority  of  votes,  they  pay  the  largest 
share  of  taxes.  Why  do  they  not  exert  their 
power  politically  to  secure  their  rights  and 
their  needs? 

This  is  the  root  of  the  problem.  For  the  sad 
answer   is    that   the   urban   majority    is,    politi- 


cally, a  minority,  and  the  rural  minority 
dominates  the  polls.  Of  all  the  discriminations 
against  the  urban  areas,  the  most  fundamental 
and  the  most  blatant  is  political:  the  appoint- 
ment of  representation  in  our  legislatures  and 
(to  a  lesser  extent)  in  Congress  has  been 
either  deliberately  rigged  or  shamefully  ig- 
nored, so  as  to  deny  the  cities  and  their  voters 
that  full  and  proportionate  voice  in  govern- 
ment to  which  they  are  entitled.  The  failure 
of  our  governments  to  respond  to  the  problems 
of  the  cities  reflects  this  basic  political  dis- 
crimination. 

Rarely,  in  electing  State  legislatures,  does 
an  urban  vote,  in  effect,  count  for  as  much 
as  a  .rural  vote.  At  one  time,  in  a  then  largely 
rural  nation,  legislative  strength  was  heavily 
weighted  in  favor  of  rural  areas.  Though  times 
have  changed,  many  legislatures  have  not. 
They  have  gerrymandered  the  shape  of  legisla- 
tive and  congressional  districts.  They  have 
left  district  lines  unchanged  (for  as  long  as 
50  years)  without  adjusting  representation  to 
population    shifts. 

In  some  cases,  urban  dwellers  are  constitu- 
tional minorities.  The  State  constitutions  are 
so  written  that  an  urban  area,  no  matter  how 
large,  cannot  win  a  legislative  majority.  One 
method  is  to  give  every  town  or  county,  re- 
gardless of  size,  one  seat  in  the  legislature. 
What  sounds  like  equality  is  in  reality  rank 
discrimination. 

Whatever  the  means,  the  result  has  been 
systematically  and  often  deliberately  to  deny 
the  cities  their  fair  share  of  political  power. 
Our  legislatures  still  represent  the  rural  ma- 
jority of  half  a  century  ago,  not  the  urban 
majority  of  today. 

In  one  State,  13,000  rural  citizens  have  as 
many  State  Senators  as  4  million  urban 
dwellers.  In  another,  a  city  with  one  eighth 
of  the  State's  population  has  less  than  one 
sixty-eighth  of  the  representatives  in  its 
legislative  assembly.  There  are  States  where 
as  little  as  10  per  cent  of  the  people  can  elect 
a  majority  in  one  house  of  the  legislature. 
The  citizens  of  one  urban  area  pay  25  per  cent 
of  the  State's  taxes — but  have  less  than  2 
per  cent  of  the  legislators  who  appropriate 
them.  Indeed,  in  more  than  half  the  States, 
a  majority  in  at  least  one  legislative  chamber 
is   elected   by  less   than    a   third   of   the  voters. 

Even  in  Congress,  America's  urban  ma- 
jority is  not  equitably  represented.  The  same 
malapportioned  State  legislatures,  after  all, 
apportion  congressional  seats.  When,  in  1956, 
the  Senate  debated  the  Mundt-Coudert  proposal 
to  apportion  electoral  votes  along  the  lines 
of  congressional  districts,  I  learned  in  startling 
detail  how  many  of  our  urban  citizens  are 
shortchanged  in  their  congressional  representa- 
tion. In  one  State,  an  urban  Congressman 
has  800,000  constituents.  A  rural  Congressman 
in  the  same  State  represents  just  over  200,000 
people.  In  at  least  18  States,  the  city  dweller's 
vote  is  in  effect  worth  less  than  his  rural 
neighbors.  In  at  least  seven  of  the  States,  a 
Congressman  from  a  sparsely  settled  area 
represents  less  than  half  as  many  people  as  his 
colleague  from  that  State's  major  urban  area. 

In  some  States,  all  urban  voters  are  com- 
bined in  one  outsized  district  that  has  no 
more  representatives  than  a  tiny  rural  area. 
In  others,  the  metropolitan  area  is  split  up 
by  shrewdly  but  curious  drawn  district 
lines  that  disperse  the  city  voters  into  sur- 
rounding rural  or  suburban  areas  where  their 
minority  voice  is  barely  heard.  In  some  States 
the  legislatures  'have  simply  failed  to  redistrict 
in  keeping  with  urban  growth — in  others  they 
have  redistrieted  but  in  a  discriminatory 
pattern. 

In  a  big  city  in  one  typical  State,  the 
average  congressional  district  contains  404,000 
people.  Outside  the  city,  the  average  district 
contains  322,000.  This  is  not  an  uncommon 
picture  of  the  systematic  discrimination  that 
besets  the  cities.  The  balance  of  political 
power  is  distorted  far  over  to  the  rural  end 
of  the  scale. 
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None  of  us,  rural  or  urban,  benefits  in  the 
long  run  from  this  situation.  Our  politics 
should  not  become  a  battle  for  power  between 
town  and  country,  between  city-dweller  and 
farmer.  The  principles  at  stake  go  much 
deeper  than  that.  For  whenever  a  large  part 
of  the  population  is  denied  its  full  and  fair 
voice  in  government,  the  only  result  can  be 
frustration  of  progress,  bitterness,  and  a 
diminution  of  the  democratic  ideal.  Country 
and  city  are  interdependent;  conflict  and  dis- 
crimination cannot  serve  the  interests  of 
either. 

We  in  the  Congress  are  constantly  warned 
about  the  centralization  of  functions  in 
Washington.  We  are  urged  to  disperse  many 
activities  to  State  governments  closer  to  the 
people.  We  are  asked  to  turn  back  to  the 
States  the  task  of  meeting  many  of  the  urban 
problems  which  Congress — despite  its  own 
imbalance  of  urban  representation — has  at- 
tempted to  meet.  The  present  administration 
has — first  with  the  Kestenbaum  Commission 
and  more  recently  with  a  special  committee 
of  Governors — explored  ways  of  moving  in  that 
direction. 

I  am  not  a  believer  in  the  omnipotence  of 
Federal  bureaucracy;  I  see  no  magic  attaching 
to  tax  money  which  has  flowed  to  Washington 
and  then  back  again.  But  as  long  as  our 
State  legislatures  are  not  fully  responsive  to 
the  urban  areas  and  their  needs,  there  is  no 
practical  way  in  which  Congress  can  avoid 
its  responsibility  for  meeting  problems  that 
are   national    in    concern. 

For  all  its  limitations,  Congress  stands  in 
shining  contrast  to  many  State  legislatures 
in  responding  to  the  needs  of  the  city  and 
its  people.  As  a  Member  of  Congress,  I  would 
not  presume  to  instruct  the  State  legislatures 
in  their  responsibilities.  But  I  do  insist  that 
Congress  cannot  yield  vital  public  functions 
affecting  our  metropolitan  majority  to  State 
legislatures  dominated  by  rural  minorities.  To 
do  so  would  consign  almost  two-thirds  of  a 
nation  to  second-class  citizenship.  As  long 
as  democracy  is  distorted  in  this  fashion,  our 
cities  will  inevitably  turn  from  unsympathetic 
State  legislatures  and  seek  help  from  a  more 
responsive   source — the    Federal    Government. 

The  cities  of  America  cannot  afford  to 
become  wholly  dependent  upon  unsympathetic 
and  unrepresentative  State  legislatures  for  as- 
sistance in  tackling  their  problems  of  urban 
redevelopment  and  all  the  rest.  It  is  apparent 
now  that  our  growing  classroom  shortage  can- 
not be  met  by   State  aid   alone. 

It  is  apparent,  too,  that  we  cannot  leave  it 
up  to  the  States  to  fix  standards  for  unem- 
ployment insurance  payments.  Today,  when 
the  cushioning  effect  of  this  system  is  most 
needed,  it  is  woefully  inadequate  in  too  many 
States  which  have  failed  to  raise  their  bene- 
fit levels  since  the  low-wage  days  of  the  de- 
pressed 1930's.  Those  on  the  State  level  who 
talk  longest  and  loudest  about  returning  these 
and  other  functions  to  the  States  ought  to 
take  an  equally  long  look  at  what  might  well 
be  called  in  1958  "the  shame  of  the  States" — 
their    unrepresentative    State   legislatures. 

I  do  not  claim  that  fair  and  equal  repre- 
sentation offers  any  panacea  for  the  city's 
ills.  Even  given  sufficient  funds  and  author- 
ity, too  many  of  our  cities  suffer  from  a  lack 
of  trained  personnel,  from  a  multiplicity  of 
governing  units,  and  from  the  political,  hous- 
ing, and  other  personal  habits  and  trends  of 
our  population.  But  whatever  their  handi- 
caps, our  urban  officials  are  more  familiar 
with,  responsible  for,  and  responsive  to  our 
urban  needs.  The  recent  example  of  the 
strong  anti-public-housing  Congressman  who 
became  a  strong  pro-public-housing  mayor  is 
a  vivid  illustration   of  this  point. 

Housing  legislation,  school  legislation,  la- 
bor, and  similar  measures  of  primary  concern 
to  our  cities  have  been  defeated  in  the  Con- 
gress    in     recent    years     by     narrow     margins. 


Had  our  urban  areas  been  fully  represented, 
there  is  every  indication  that  the  outcome 
might  have  been  different.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  our  cities  have  experienced  similar  frus- 
tration on  rollcalls  in  our  State  legislatures — 
denied  their  fair  share  of  State  funds  or  the 
legislation   necessary   to   tackle   their   problems. 

The  great  difficulty  in  stating  these  prob- 
lems is  that  there  is  no  apparent  solution. 
Reform  of  our  State  legislatures  depends 
upon  the  unselfishness  of  our  State  legisla- 
tors. They  are  both  the  perpetrators  and 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  present  malapportion- 
ment. When  they  undertake  reform — when 
they  restore  to  our  metropolitan  areas  their 
full  suffrage — many  of  them  do  so  at  their 
own  expense.  Even  the  Congress  is  reluctant 
to  require  fair  apportionment  as  a  condition 
for  representation.  Appeal  to  the  courts  is 
an  unlikely  avenue  of  relief,  for  the  Supreme 
Court  has  made  clear  its  belief  that  such 
change  depends  basically  upon  political,  not 
judicial,    processes. 

Our  greater  reliance,  therefore,  must  be  on 
the  sheer  weight  of  logic  and  morality  in 
support  of  what  is  right,  practical,  and  nec- 
essary. As  our  cities  grow  and  their  prob- 
lems mount,  the  pressures  for  reform  will  in- 
crease. Perhaps  an  aroused  public,  a  vig- 
orous press,  and  the  force  of  the  democratic 
tradition  will  create  an  irresistible  demand 
for  justice  to  the  second-class  citizens  of  the 
city   and  its   suburbs. 

One  hundred  million  citizens — constituting 
a  majority  of  the  Nation — will  not  forever 
accept  this  modern  day  taxation  without 
representation.  If  there  is  a  "shame  of  the 
cities"  today,  it  is  the  failure  of  our  urban 
dwellers  and  their  spokesmen  to  be  aware  of 
these  discriminations — and  to  press  more 
vigorously  for  their  elimination.

HOUSING  SURVEY  RE  ELDERLY 
PERSONS. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston,

ent conditions  of  housing  of  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance  recipients.

Dear  Mayor  Hynes: 

On  June  2,  1958,  the  City  Council  passed 
the  following  order  relative  to  a  study  of 
housing  conditions  for  recipients  of  Old  Age 
Assistance: 

"Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be 
requested  to  immediately  request  the  Social 
Service  Division  of  the  Welfare  Department 
to    interview    each    City    of    Boston    Welfare 


Visitor   servicing    Old    Age    Assistance   recipi- 
ents  to  determine 

1.  How  many  elderly  persons  receiving 
Old  Age  Assistance  are  living  in  substandard 
housing; 

2.  How  many  elderly  persons  receiving 
Old  Age  Assistance  are  paying  rentals  for 
standard  housing  so  high  that  they  must 
deny  themselves  other  necessities  of  life;  and 
be   it  further 

Ordered,  That  in  carrying  out  the  terms 
of  the  order  the  general  comments  and  feel- 
ings of  the  visitors  on  the  subject  of  housing 
for  the  elderly  be  compiled  by  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  Social  Service  Division;  and  be 
it  further 

Ordered,  That  in  complying  with  the  terms 
of  this  order  the  Planning  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be  consulted  so  as  to  relate 
the  effort  to  the  general  housing  program  in 
Boston,  statistically  and  otherwise;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  this  work  be  completed  with- 
in   three   weeks." 

In  compliance  with  that  order  this  depart- 
ment has  made  a  study  of  the  housing  occu- 
pied by  recipients  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  and 
the  rentals  paid  by  persons  receiving  assist- 
ance under  this  program. 

In  response  to  the  question  as  to  how  many 
elderly  persons  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance 
are  living  in  substandard  housing,  our  study 
indicates  that  518  persons  reside  in  sub- 
standard housing.  This  represents  approxi- 
mately 3  per  cent  of  the  16,939  persons  re- 
ceiving assistance   under  this   program. 

In  response  to  the  question  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  eligible  persons  paying  rentals  for 
standard  housing  so  high  that  they  must  deny 
themselves  other  necessities  of  life,  our  study 
indicates  that  there  are  958  such  persons. 
This  represents  less  than  6  per  cent  of  the 
case  load. 

In  a  table  appearing  below,  the  breakdown 
of  these  cases  by  geographic  area  of  the  city 
is  shown. 

In  summarizing  the  "comments  and  feel- 
ings" of  the  social  workers  of  this  department 
regarding  housing  for  the  elderly,  it  can  be 
reported  that,  generally  speaking,  such  hous- 
ing currently  available  to  the  aged  is  for  the 
most  part  satisfactory.  However,  our  workers 
have  indicated  that  public  housing  designed 
specifically  for  the  elderly  who  now  reside  in 
substandard  homes  represents  a  definite  com- 
munity   need. 

Our  survey  discloses  that  public  housing 
would  not  be  the  full  solution  to  the  problem 
created  by  persons  paying  rentals  in  excess 
of  our  budgetary  grants  for  shelter.  It  is 
found  that  most  of  these  persons  prefer  not 
to  occupy  public  housing  facilities,  and  this 
preference  narrows  the  permissible  range  of 
action    designed    to    help    them. 

The  results  of  this  study  have  been  dis- 
cussed with  the  Planning  Board  and  a  copy 
of  our  report  is  being  sent  to  that  depart- 
ment for  purposes  outlined  in  the  City  Council 
order.

You  have  transmitted  to  me  for  considera- 
tion the  order  passed  by  the  City  Council  on

"A  list  by  ward  and  street  number  of  all 
tax  title  parcels  held  by  the  City  of  Boston 
as  of  January  1,  1958,  indicating  as  to  each 
parcel: 

(a)  Whether  or  not  it  is  vacant  land. 

(b)  The  area  in   square  feet. 

(c)  A    detailed    account    by    year    of    the 

taxes   due  as  of  January   1,   1958. 

(d)  The    assessed    valuation," 

and  also  the  order  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  May  19,   1958,  requesting 

"A  list  of  the  parcels  arranged  alphabetically 
by  street  and  number  of  the  parcels  held  in 
tax  title  and  on  which  the  City  of  Boston 
abated  part  of   the  moneys   due,   stating: 

(a)  The  total  amount  of  taxes  due  at  the 

time    of   making    this    abatement. 

(b)  The    amount    of    tax    abated    and    for 

which   years    abated," 
with    the    information    requested    in    the   latter 
order    to   be   given   for    each    of    the   last    ten 
years. 

If  the  requested  lists  are  to  he  furnished, 
the  officer  to  whom  the  orders,  which  I  am 
returning  herewith,  should  be  referred  is  the 
Collector-Treasurer,  for  he  alone  has  all  the  in- 
formation necessary  to  compile  the  requested 
lists;  but  the  question  is  whether  the  requested 
lists  should  be  furnished.  The  power  of  the 
City  Council  to  request  information  is  governed 
by  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17F,  which,  as  appearing 
in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1,  provides,  so  far  as 
presently  pertinent,  that  "The  city  council  at 
any  time  may  request  from  the  mayor  specific 
information  on  any  municipal  matter  within 
its  jurisdiction  .  .  .  ."  The  assessment,  abate- 
ment and  collection  of  taxes  are  matters  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  public  officers  having  their 
duties  defined  by  law.  Dowling  v.  Board  of 
Assessors  of  Boston,  268  Mass.  480,  484,  and 
cases  cited.  Hardman  v.  Collector  of  Taxes 
of  North  Adams,  317  Mass.  439,  442,  and  cases 
cited.  "Cities  and  towns  have  no  inherent 
power  to  levy  taxes.     They  can   exercise  only 


those  powers  to  tax  which  have  been  delegated 
to  them  by  the  General  Court  as  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Commonwealth."  Duffy  v.  Treasurer 
and  Receiver  General,  234  Mass.  42,  47.  As 
just  noted,  those  powers  have  been  delegated 
to  public  officers  in  the  cities  and  towns  and 
not  to  the  cities  and  towns  themselves.  It 
follows,  in  my  opinion,  that  the  assessment, 
abatement  and  collection  of  taxes  do  not  con- 
stitute a  municipal  matter  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  City  Council;  and  hence  that  it 
was  not  within  the  province  of  the  City 
Council  to  request  the  lists  in  question.

I  have  never  replied  to  your  order  of  Septem- 
ber 24,  1956,  requesting  me  to  draft  an 
ordinance  "designed  to  require  the  leashing  of 
dogs  in  certain  congested  areas  in  the  City 
of  Boston"  because  until  now  I  had  not  suc- 
ceded  in  hitting  upon  a  draft  I  felt  might 
prove  reasonably  satisfactory.  Study  of  a 
provision  in  the  Sanitary  Code  of  the  City  of 
New  York  which  recently  came  to  my  atten- 
tion has  resulted,  however,  in  my  drafting  and 
submitting  herewith  for  your  consideration  the 
enclosed  ordinance.  As  you  will  observe,  the 
ordinance  does  not  in  terms  require  dogs  to 
be  leashed;  nor  is  it  limited  to  congested  areas. 
Rather  it  seeks  suitable  control  on  a  city-wide 
basis  without  restricting  dog  owners  by  pre- 
scribing the  manner  of  achieving  that  control.

Acknowledgment  is  made  of  your  communi- 
cation relative  to  your  approval  of  an  order 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  June  30,  1958, 
accepting  section  2  of  chapter  629  of  the 
Acts  of  1956,  entitled  "An  Act  Relative  to 
the  Temporary  Suspension  of  Civil  Service 
Employees,  the  Imposition  of  Punishment 
Duty  Upon  Police  Officers  Subject  to  the  Civil 
Service  Laws,  and  the  Rights  of  Such  Em- 
ployees and  Officers  to  Notice  of  Such  Sus- 
pension or  Punishment,  a  Hearing  Thereon 
and    Appeal    Therefrom." 

Your  kindness  and  courtesy  in  extending 
to  me  an  opportunity  to  comment  on  this 
order  prior  to  your  approval  is  deeply  ap- 
preciated. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  Boston  Police 
Department  by  its  nature  and  structure  is 
a  semimilitary  organization.  Discipline  and 
control  are  essential  attributes  for  its  proper 
administration. 

To  permit  a  member  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment to  take  an  appeal  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  and  ultimately  to  the  courts  from 
a  decision  of  a  trial  board  recommending 
punishment  duty  for  a  member  of  this  de- 
partment found  guilty  of  violations  of  our 
rules  and  regulations,  will  seriously  impair 
administrative  control  and  proper  discipline 
of   the   uniformed    branch   of   this    department. 

The  law  now  permits  a  right  of  appeal  in 
the  matter  of  a  suspension,  dismissal,  dis- 
charge, and  demotion.  This  right  protects  a 
police  officer  from  loss  of  pay  or  loss  of  his 
position  without  just  cause.  I  am  in  complete 
sympathy  and  accord  in  protecting  a  police 
officer    in    the    above    respects. 

However,  since  neither  loss  of  pay  nor  loss 
of  employment  aie  involved  directly  or  in- 
directly in  the  matter  of  the  imposition  of 
punishment  duty,  I  respectfully  recommend 
that  in  the  best  interests  of  the  internal 
discipline  and  control  of  the  uniformed  branch 
of  the  Police  Department  that  you  do  not 
approve  this  order  of  the   City   Council. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  to  this  office  that 
this  legislation  resulted  from  apparent  arbi- 
trary and  severe  punishment  duty  imposed  on 
police  officers  during  a  prior  administration. 
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Since  these  conditions  no  longer  exist  and 
I  assure  you  will  not  exist  during  my  ad- 
ministration as  Police  Commissioner,  I  don't 
feel  there  is  now  any  necessity  for  this  legis- 
lation.

I  regret  that  I  can  not  accede  to  the  request 
of  the  Council  for  a  discussion  of  items  that 
have  already  been  amply  explained  by  me 
when  I  appeared  before  the  Council  on  March 
21,  1958,  and  again  in  my  detailed  letter  of 
June   16. 

I  would  be  remiss  in  my  duty,  however,  if  I 
did    not    point    out     that     the    failure    of    the 
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Council  to  approve  these  budget  requests  is 
seriously  hampering  the  conduct  of  the  affairs 
of   the   Police   Department.

On  Monday,  May  5,  1958,  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  submitted  the  supplementary  budget  rec- 
ommendations for  City,  County,  and  Income 
Departments. 

The  appropriation  specified  for  city  depart- 
ments amounted  to  $2,557,420  of  which  $465,000 
was  for  the  Police  Department. 

This  Honorable  Body  in  keeping  with  estab- 
lished practice  and  in  order  to  give  as  careful 
scrutiny  and  study  to  the  expenditure  of  the 
public's  money  proceeded  to  review  their 
actions  taken  with  regard  to  the  regular 
budget,  compare  the  requests  contained  in  the 
supplementary  budget  with  the  regular  budget 
and  the  action  of  the  Council  with  respect 
thereto. 

The  various  department  heads  were  then 
invited  to  appear  before  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  and  Finance.  Each  of  them 
with  the  exception  of  the  Police  Commissioner- 
attended  the  scheduled  meetings  and  discussed 
the  respective  items  requested  by  them.  The 
Police  Commissioner  refused  each  of  four  in- 
vitations extended  by  the  Council  through  its 
committee.  This  despite  the  fact  that  $317,000 
of  the  amount  requested  was  for  new  items; 
that  is,  not  contained  in  the  original  budget. 

The  Committee  on  Appropriations,  however, 
gave  the  items  requested  for  the  police  careful 
and  detailed  examination  and  study  as  did  the 
Executive   Committee   of   the  Council. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  to 
whom  this  matter  was  referred  by  the  Execu- 
tive  Committee   report   as    follows: 

Item  1.  Personal  Services,  $60,000,  the 
amount  requested  in  the  supplementary  budget 
for  Personal  Services  was  approved  by  the 
City   Council   on   June  9,    1958. 

Item  24.  Communications.  Cut  $10,000.  The 
Police  Commissioner's  Office  has  stated  that 
they  intend  to  discontinue  the  private  phones 
in  the  police  stations  as  of  July  15.  Ten 
thousand  dollars  is  the  amount  estimated  that 
will  be  saved  as  a  result  of  this  action  which 
the  Council  had  initiated  some  time  ago.  The 
Police  Commissioner's  release  estimated  a  sav- 
ing of  $15,000.

Resolved,  The  Boston  City  Council  feels 
that  the  concept  of  the  development  of  a 
modern  transportation  center  at  the  South 
titatiun  is  one  fundamental  to  the  future  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  ought  to  be  handled 
by  the  responsible  city  agencies  acting  solely 
in  the  public  interest,  namely,  the  Planning 
Board,  Planning  Department,  the  Boston  Re- 
development   Authority,    etc;    be    it   further 

Resolved,  That  the  concept  of  a  transporta- 
tion center  at  the  South  Station  ought  to  be 
expanded    to    include: 

1.  A  bus  depot  for  high  speed  intercity 
bus  transportation  utilizing  the  radiating  ex- 
pressways   and    toll    road. 

2.  Large  parking  garage  to  accomodate  on 
a  nonsubsidized  basis  automobile  long-term 
parking  from  the  southeast,  south  and  south- 
west of  Boston  plus  a  more  favorable  (to 
the   parker)    rate  for  short   term   parking. 

3.  Terminus  for  medium  distance  mass 
transportation  from  and  to  the  southeast, 
south  and  southwest  of  Boston  operated  by 
a  mass  transporation  authority  with  frequent 
high   speed    service. 

4.  Terminus  for  long  haul  passenger  and 
parcel  rail  service  operated  by  a  railroad 
carrier. 

5.  Commercial  redevelopment  in  the  South 
Station  area  controlled  by  the  Boston  Re- 
development  Authority. 

6.  Reservation  of  space  for  technological 
developments     in    the    field    of    transportation, 


e.g.,  possibility  of  monorail  service  and  space 
for  helioport  or  other  vertical  take-off  and 
landing  aircraft  now  in  use  or  under  de- 
velopment; be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  feels  that 
his  Honor  should  consider  City  Council  repre- 
eentation  upon  the  special  committee  for  the 
parking  garage  at  the  South  Station  if,  dis- 
agreeing with  the  terms  of  this  resolution, 
he  approaches  the  problem  by  way  of  a 
special  committee  in  view  of  the  fact  the 
City  Council  must  eventually  appropriate  the 
money    necessary. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspen- 
sion   of    the    rules. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  resolution 
Councillor    Foley    offered    the    following: 

Moved,  That  the  foregoing  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  Planning  Board  with  the 
request  the  Planning  Board  furnish  comments 
to  the  City  Council  within  a  month  concern- 
ing: 1,  the  procedural  approach  outlined  in 
the  resolution,  namely,  the  use  of  regularly 
constituted  city  agencies  rather  than  a  special 
committee;  and  2,  general  comment  on  the 
concept  of  the  massive  redevelopment  of  the 
South  Station  area  for  transportation  purposes 
similar  to  the  concept  outlined  in  the  reso- 
lution.

DTouMhaveMrauUted  of  me  a  report  con- 
cevning  statements  recently  published  or  cn- 
cularized  regarding  settlement  of  delinquent 
real  estate  taxes.  The  statements  appear  to 
have  teen  based  upon  misunderstanding  or 
the  facts.  They  also  make  inferences  which 
are  incorrect  and  presumptive.  The  true 
facts    are   these. 

At  the  outset,  may  I  make  it  perfectly  clear 
that  at  no  time  have  I  said  that  the  Assessing 
Department's  records  of  tax  abatements  are 
not  open  to  public  inspection;  but  in  con- 
formity with  the  statute  I  have  always  ruled 
that  they  are  open  to  inspection  In  a  letter 
I  sent  you  on  June  23,  1958,  I  did  say,  how- 
ever that  the  abatement  and  collection  ot 
taxes  are  matters  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Assessing  and  Treasury  Departments 
respectively;  and  that  the  City  Council  is  not 
entitled  to  be  furnished  lists  of  uncollected 
taxes  This  statement  I  reaffirm.  However, 
upon' the  payment  of  $3  for  each  parcel  in 
accordance  with  law,  any  person  may,  through 
the  medium  of  a  municipal  lien  certificate, 
obtain  this  information  which  is  otherwise 
not   a   matter   of    public    record. 

All  settlements  of  delinquent  real  estate 
taxes  are  effected  by  abatements  granted  by 
the  Assessing  Department  upon  authorization 
of  the  State  Tax  Commission.  The  City  Law 
Department  makes  no  abatements;  nor  does 
it  have  authority  to  do  more  than  recommend 
an  abatement.  It  is,  and  for  several  years 
has  been,  however,  the  practice  for  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  receive,  before  it  grants 
its  authorization,  the  recommendation  of  the 
Corporation    Counsel. 

Such  recommendations  depend  upon  the  un- 
eolleetibility  of  the  taxes  and  fall  into  two 
categories: 

1.  Cases  where  either  there  is  an  invalid 
tax  or  a  dispute  as  to  the  legal  validity  of 
the    tax    is    compromised;    and 

2.  Cases  where,  so  far  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained, available  assets  are  insufficient  for  the 
payment  of  the  taxes  in  full  and  failure  to 
settle  will  mean  that  in  the  long  run  the 
city    might    well    get   less. 

In  this  connection,  it  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  an  owner  will  not  keep  in  repair 
a  building  which  is  to  be  taken  from  him 
for  nonpayment  of  taxes.  Such  lack  of  re- 
pair deteriorates  the  value  not  only  of  the 
property  involved  but  also  of  adjoining  es- 
tates. It  also  frequently  results  in  the  city 
not  only  not  collecting  delinquent  taxes,  but 
in  addition  having  to  expend  moneys  to  make 
safe  or  demolish  the  deteriorated  structure. 
Similarly,  a  business  in  straitened  financial 
circumstances  often  cannot  be  rehabilitated 
and  kept  as  an  asset  of  the  community  and  a 
source  of  employment  without  a  tax  adjust- 
ment in  conjunction  with  a  reorganization  of 
its  affairs. 

As  indicated  above,  to  safeguard  the  public 
in  the  grant  of  abatements  in  these  cases, 
there  is  first  a  recommendation  by  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel,  then  an  authorization  by  the 
State  Tax  Commission,  and  finally  a  vote  by 
the  Board  of  Review  in  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment. Pursuant  to  statute,  the  latter  Board 
records  all  such  abatements  in  a  book  which, 
in  conformity  with  the  statute  as  above  noted, 
is  open  to  public  inspection.  For  some  time 
now,  details  of  all  such  abatements  have  also 
been  printed  in  the  weekly  paper  published 
by  the  city  and  known   as   the  "City    Record." 


It   is   obvious   therefore,   that   there   is   nothing 
secret    about   such    abatements.

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  after 
deliberate  and  earnest  research  and  con- 
sideration of  the  Supplementary  Budget  of  the 
Police  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  1958 
did  strike  out  certain  items  including  $125,000 
for  two  (2)  new  elevators  and  $100,000  for 
the  rewiring  of  the  electric  system  in  its 
Headquarters    building;    and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  press  reported  in  the 
news  columns  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
questioned  the  authority  of  the  Boston  City 
Council  in  not  allowing  money  for  these  and 
other    items;    and 

Whereas,  The  Police  Commissioner  in  a 
letter  accompanying  the  request  for  the  afore- 
said items  stated  that  with  the  installation 
of  the  new  IBM  machine  the  present  electric 
wiring  system  would  be  overloaded  and  that 
the  $100,000  requested  was  for  rewiring  of 
said    building;    and 

Further,  That  because  of  the  present  condi- 
tion of  the  elevators,  $125,000  was  being  re- 
quested for  the  replacement  of  the  same;   and 

Whereas,  This  past  week,  namely,  Wednes- 
day, July  16,  1958,  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment inaugurated  the  IBM  system  the  same 
was  in  full  operation  on  that  day  and  in  con- 
nection    therewith     the     Police     Commissioner 


invited  hundreds  of  people  to  visit  the  Head- 
quarters building  and  witness  the  new  opera- 
tion;   and 

Whereas,  The  temperature  on  said  date, 
Wednesday,  July  16,  1958,  was  above  normal, 
namely,  90  degrees,  thus  causing  the  air  con- 
ditioners, electric  fans,  and  air  coolers  to 
be  in   use;   and 

Whereas,  The  invitations  extended  by  the 
Police  Commissioner  to  view  this  new  in- 
stallation caused  a  more  than  normal  flow 
of  traffic  through  the  Headquarters  building 
and  use  the  elevators  and  all  this,  therefore, 
did  create  a  maximum  demand  on  the  electric 
system  and  the  use  of  the  elevators;   and 

Whereas,  All  of  this  was  conducted  without 
even  a  minor  interruption  or  breakdown  of 
any  kind  in  either  the  electric  wiring  system 
or   the  elevators;   now  therefore,   be   it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
recognizing  the  frailities  of  human  nature 
and  in  its  endeavor  to  continue  to  zealously 
guard  the  taxpayers  against  any  unnecessary 
expenditure,  in  meeting  assembled,  on  this 
Monday,  the  twenty-first  day  of  July,  1958, 
do  hereby  resolve  that  the  City  Auditor  and 
the  Law  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
take  official  cognizance  of  the  above  facts 
and  by  whatever  action  fits  in  with  any 
system  in  use  in  their  respective  offices, 
place  this  resolve  in  such  a  position  as  to 
ever  be  before  them,  should  the  Police  Com- 
missioner, his  servants  or  agents  requests  for 
expenditures  of  the  aforesaid  nature,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  new  or  additional  facts  undertake 
to  commit  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  rewiring  or  the  installation  of  new 
elevators    in    the    Headquarters    building.

Dear  Sir: 

This  is  reply  to  Council  order  dated  April 
14,  1958,  requesting  that  the  Traffic  Commis- 
sioner take  immediate  steps  to  install  pedes- 
trian traffic  signals  at  the  intersection  of 
Centre  and  Knoil  streets  in  the  Roslindale 
section   of   the   city. 

Subsequent  to  receipt  of  a  copy  of  the 
above-referenced  Council  order  a  petition  with 
the  same  request  signed  by  many  residents  of 
the   area   was   received   in    this   office. 

Our  Traffic  Safety  Division  made  an  in- 
tensive study  of  conditions  at  and  near  this 
intersection  and  submitted  a  rather  voluminous 
report  which,  in  substance,  recommended  the 
following: 

1.  That  this  intersection  be  given  high 
priority  for  signalization  when  funds  are 
made  available.  (In  this  connection  I  find 
that  a  small  balance  remains  in  the  appropria- 
tion allocated  to  this  department  from  funds 
made  available  under  the  authority  of  chapter 
718  of  the  Acts  of  1956  as  amended  by  chapter 
18  of  the  Acts  of  1957.  Previously  I  have 
advised  that  all  of  these  funds  were  committed. 
This  statement  was  true.  The  small  balance 
represents  the  difference  between  the  estimates 
prepared  by  this  department  for  a  group  of 
signal  installations  and  the  actual  low  bid 
received  as  a  result  of  publicly  advertised  con- 
tracts. The  installation  of  this  signal  will 
require  that  the  center  divisional  island  in 
Centre  street,   which   at   present   extends   from 


the  circle  at  May  street  to  Weld  street,  be 
extended  to  Knoll  street.  We  have  recom- 
mended this  specific  repair  to  the  Public  Im- 
provement Commission.  If  approved  by  the 
latter  the  Public  Works  Department  will  in- 
stall the  necessary  island.  Contingent  on 
speedy  construction  of  this  island  we  expect 
to  be  able  to  install  the  requested  signal  during 
the   current   year.) 

2.  That  a  center  divisional  island  be  con- 
structed in  Centre  street,  between  Weld  street 
and  Knoll  street,  as  per  Boston  Traffic  Depart- 
ment plan  No.  Sd-130,  in  order  to  provide  a 
pedestrian  haven  and  to  afford  a  suitable  lo- 
cation for  a  traffic  signal.  (See  comment  on 
No.   1.) 

3.  That  the  existing  legalized  angle  parking 
in  the  northwest  side  of  Centre  street,  from 
near  Weld  street  to  approximately  opposite 
Knoll  street  be  eliminated.  ( Some  years  ago  this 
commission  established  legalized  angle  parking 
in  this  area.  Being  completely  conversant  with 
the  very  definite  hazard  to  a  pedestrian  at  this 
point,  I,  as  Traffic  Engineer,  opposed  the  adop- 
tion  of   the  angle  parking   rule.) 

(The  result  has  been  that  in  addition  to  the 
angle  parking  in  the  northwest  side  illegal 
and  persistent  angle  parking  has  developed 
across  the  street.  I  am  convinced  that  the 
deplorable  accident  which  cost  the  lives  of 
two  residents  of  West  Roxbury  on  April  3, 
1958,  was  caused  in  great  measure  by  the  fact 
that  these  unfortunate  men  stepped  from 
between  angle  parked  cars  into  the  path  of 
the   motor   vehicle   which   killed   them.) 

(In  any  case  the  construction  of  the  center 
divisional  island,  which  is  required  for  the 
requested  signal  installation,  will  necessitate 
eliminating  angle  parking  in  both  sides  of  the 
street.  We  may  expect  some  opposition  to 
this  change  by  the  local  merchants  in  this 
small  business   area.)

The  service  on  Sundays  on  the  Jeffries  Point 
line  was  discontinued  as  the  result  of  extensive 
check  showing  2,300  seats,  inbound,  for  223 
passengers,  an  average  of  3.5  passengers  per 
trip.  The  entire  length  of  the  line  is  3,000 
feet,  and  the  running  time  is  only  3*  minutes. 

A  situation  with  ten  times  as  many  seats  as 
passengers,  if  we  do  not  cut  down  on  service, 
is  simply  increasing  the  deficit  burden  on  the 
taxpayers. 
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Similar  action  has  been  taken  on  other  lines 
on  the  system,  and  the  same  policy  is  followed 
in  most  of  the  major  cities  of  the  United 
States. 

Chapter  544  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  the  Public 
Ownership   Act,   in   section    12,   states: 

"The  Trustees  shall  determine  the  charac- 
ter and  extent  of  the  service  and  facilities 
to  be  furnished,  and  in  these  respects  their 
authority  shall  be  exclusive  and  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  approval,  control  or  direc- 
tion of  any  state,  municipal  or  other  de- 
partment, board  or  commission." 
The  changes  made  by  the  railway  are  in 
conformance  with  responsibility  of  the  legisla- 
tive enactment. 

Since  there  are  nearly  17,000  trips  operated 
daily,  you  can  see  what  a  task  it  is  to  follow 
up  and  check  those  that  may  not  be  justified.

In  reply  to  Council  order  of  July  14,  for- 
warded with  memo  of  July  16,  relative  to 
curtailment  of  service  on  Main  street,  Charles- 
town,  the  Public  Ownership  Act,  section  12, 
reads : 

"The  Trustees  shall  determine  the  character 
and  extent  of  the  services  and  facilities  to 
be  furnished,  and  in  these  respects  their 
authority  shall  be  exclusive  and  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  approval,  control  or  direction 
of  any  state,  municipal  or  other  department, 
board    or    commission." 

This  places  the  responsibility  of  evaluating 
service  requirements  directly  upon  the  Au- 
thority and  the  balancing  of  how  much  service 
can  afford  to  be  operated  as  against  the  in- 
creasing   deficit    falling    upon    taxpayers. 

In  the  summer,  as  attached,  because  people 
are  vacationing,  the  city's  activities  are  entirely 
different.  The  riding  falls  off  very  severely 
and  in  order  to  avoid  building  up  the  deficit, 
service,  where  but  few  people  use  trips  in 
the  summer  months,  is  curtailed.  Any  other 
policy  would  be  unjustifiably  building  up  the 
deficit. 

All  over  the  system  for  the  months  of  July 
and  August  careful  computations  were  made 
of  the  extremely  light  use  of  the  facilities  and 
for  this  period  reductions  were  made.  In  the 
fall  the  situation  reverts  to  a  different  set  of 
conditions  as  riding  increases,  and  new  time- 
tables   become    effective. 

The  trips  discontinued  for  the  summer  only, 
which  will  be  returned  in  the  fall  timetables, 
averaged  but  thirteen  passengers  inbound  and 
six    passengers    outbound.

You  have  called  to  my  attention  that  your 
letter  transmitting  to  the  City  Council  the 
communication  I  sent  you  on  June  23,  1958, 
concerning  the  orders  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  May  5,  1958,  and  May  19,  1958,  re- 
questing certain  lists  of  tax  title  parcels  has 
been  remanded  to  you  by  the  City  Council 
with  the  suggestion  that  "this  battle  was 
fought  back  in  1952  and  1953,  and  that  the 
decision  was  rendered  at  that  time  in  favor 
of  the  Boston  City  Council." 


JULY  28,  1958 
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In  the  communication  I  sent  you  on  June  23, 
1958,  as  foresaid,  I  stated  it  to  be  my  opinion 
that  "the  assessment,  abatement  and  collection 
of  taxes  do  not  constitute  a  municipal  matter 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  Council; 
and  hence  that  it  was  not  within  the  province 
of  the  City  Council  to  request  the  lists  in 
question."  That  is  to  say,  in  my  opinion,  the 
City  Council  has  no  right  to  insist  that  it  be 
furnished  the  lists  in  question.  This  opinion 
I  reaffirm.  Whether  or  not  the  information 
requested  was  a  matter  of  public  record  was 
neither  in  issue  nor  discussed  in  my  communi- 
cation  of   June   23,    1958. 

Since  1941,  it  has  been  explicitly  provided 
by  G.L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  59,  s.  60,  that  the 
record  book  in  Which  all  abatements  of  de- 
linquent and  other  taxes  must  be  recorded 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection.  See  St. 
1941,  c.  209,  also  St.  1945,  c.  620,  which  made 
the  statutory  provision  in  question  unequivocal. 
I  believe  the  question  back  in  1952  and  1953 
was  whether  the  information  in  the  abatement 
record  book,  which,  as  just  stated,  was  already 
open  to  public  inspection,  should  be  further 
publicized;  and  it  was  administratively  decided 
to  give  further  publicity  thereto  by  publica- 
tion in  the  "City  Record,"  commencing  with 
the  January  31,  1953,  issue,  thereof.  Examina- 
tion of  issues  of  the  "City  Record"  published 
in  1958  shows  that  this  practice  is  still  being 
followed  today,  with  abatements  granted  to 
effectuate  settlements  of  delinquent  taxes  being 
designated  by  a  specific  symbol. 

For  the  sake  of  completeness,  I  should  add 
that  in  Hardman  v.  Collector  of  Taxes  of 
North  Adams,  317  Mass.  439,  cited  on  another 
point  in  my  communication  of  June  23,  1958, 
one  question  was  whether  the  entries  of  pay- 
ments of  taxes  made  by  a  collector  on  the 
tax  list  committed  to  him  and  in  his  cash 
book  are  records  open  to  inspection  and  ex- 
amination by  any  person.  The  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  held  that  they  were  not.  On 
the  reasoning  and  authority  of  this  decision, 
I  have  said  and  continue  to  say  that  records 
of  uncollected  taxes  in  the  office  of  the 
Collector-Treasurer  are  not  public  records. 
However,  it  is  to  be  noted  that,  unlike  G.L. 
(Tot.  Ed.)  c.  66,  s.  17 A  (as  amended),  re- 
stricting the  disclosure  of  the  contents  of 
public  assistance  records,  and  G.L.  (Ter.  Ed.) 
c.  59,  s.  60  (as  amended),  limiting  the  dis- 
closure of  the  contents  of  applications  for 
abatement,  G.L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  60,  s.  8,  govern- 
ing the  examination  of  the  records  of  the 
Collector-Treasurer,  does  not  appear  to  pro- 
hibit the  disclosure  of  their  contents  in 
particular  cases  through  appropriate  channels. 
To  illustrate,  while  the  City  Council  has  no 
right  to  insist  upon  the  information  sought 
by  its  order  of  July  7,  1958,  with  respect  to 
the  Merchants  and  Miners  Pier,  your  Honor 
as  the  appointing  authority  to  Whom  the 
Collector-Treasurer  is  responsible  may  require 
of  him  a  report  on  that  specific  matter  which, 
if  you  deem  it  in  the  public  interest  so  to  do, 
you  may  submit  to  the  City  Council  for  its 
information.

You  have  requested  that  I  report  to  you 
concerning  taxes  due  the  city  on  the  Merchants 
and  Miners  pier  on  Northern  avenue.  In 
recent  years,  at  least,  the  Merchants  and 
Miners  pier,  which  in  the  assessors'  records 
is  known  as  Pier  2,  has  not  been  separately 
taxed,  but  has  been  assessed  as  a  unit  with 
Piers    1    and    4    on    Northern    avenue. 

Therefore,  I  take  your  inquiry  to  concern 
the  parcel  of  land  consisting  of  Piers  1,  2, 
and  4  on  Northern  avenue  and  containing 
1,211,923  square  feet  on  which,  on  August  17, 
1955,  I  took  a  tax  title  in  the  name  of  the 
city  for  nonpayment  of  1953  taxes  assessed 
to  the  Micawber  Company.

BORROWING    OF    MONEY    FOR    REPAIRS 
TO   CERTAIN  BUILDINGS. 

The    following    was    received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office    of    the   Mayor,    July    28,    1958. 
To   the   City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

In  the  current  year's  budget  of  the  Hospital 
Department  no  provision  was  made  for  extra- 
ordinary repairs  which  must  be  made  in  the 
Hospital  Department.  The  reason  that  the 
appropriation    for   these    needs    was    not   sub- 
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mitted  to  your  Honorable  Body  is  because  of 
the  amount  of  extensive,  major  repairs  which 
should  be  made  and  which  would,  if  included 
in  the  budget,  add  considerably  to  the  total 
budget  allowances;  and  for  the  further  reason 
that  the  major  repairs  of  immediate  and 
urgent  necessity  at  the  City  Hospital  are  that 
type  of  repair,  the  cost  of  which  should  be 
spread  over   a   period   of   at  least  five  years. 

In  order  to  spread  such  costs  over  this 
period  of  time,  it  is  necessary  that  legislation 
to  that  effect  be  approved  by  the  General 
Court.  Such  legislation  is  now  pending  in  a 
committee  of  the  Legislature.  In  order  that 
the  authority  requested  by  the  city  to  borrow 
$3,000,000  for  extraordinary,  major  repairs 
be  approved  by  the  Legislature,  it  is  first 
necessary  that  the  City  Council  give  approval 
to  such  a  loan  by  way  of  resolution.  I  also 
submit  to  your  Honorable  Body  a  list  pre- 
pared by  the  Hospital  Department  of  the 
extraordinary  repair  needs.  You  will  note 
that  the  total  of  such  needs  is  in  excess  of 
$3,000,000. 

I  respectfully  request  that  your  Honorable 
Body  adopt  the  accompanying  resolution  so 
that  the  Legislature  may  give  consideration 
to  the  loan  authority  requested.  Subsequently, 
and  provided  legislative  approval  of  the  loan 
authorization  is  given,  the  loan  order  will  re- 
quire the  usual  approval  by  the  City  Council.

(No  area  available  in  this  building  for  student 
and  house  staff  teaching,  nurse  instruction, 
instruction  of  mothers  of  newborn,  etc.) 

16.  Lockers     and     toilets,     central    supplv  — 
$10,000. 

(A  new  facility;  its  employees  are  seriously 
inconvenienced  because  of  lack  of  these  necessi- 
ties.) 

17.  Maternity  and  Delivery  Suite  —  $100,000. 
(Must  have  extensive  changes  made  to  con- 
form to  licensing  and  code  requirements,  Caesa- 
rean  Section  operating  rooms,  conductive  floors 
to  eliminate  explosion  hazard,  etc.) 

18.  A.C.  distribution  system  —  $921,000. 
(This  is  the  second  phase  of  the  conversion 

program  of  the  main  hospital  from  D.C.  to  A.C. 
The  present  system  is  dangerously  inadequate. 
D.C.  appliances  are  almost  impossible  to  obtain 
and  service.  Present  A.C.  totally  inadequate  for 
X-ray  and  other  urgent  needs.  A  contract  is 
now  being  awarded  for  phase  of  this  work.  The 
second  phase  will  not  interfere  with  that  work. 
It  not  only  may  but  must  proceed  concurrently 
as  Edison  will  not  furnish  the  new  service  until 
the  hospital  is  actively  preparing  to  use  it.)

(There  is  extensive  work  to  be  done  on  ingress 
and  egress  to  conform  to  safety  law  requirements.

Fund.  A  $100,000  federal  grant  has  been  ob- 
tained which  must  be  matched.  This  area  has 
had  no  maintenance  work  for  more  than  20 
years  until  recently  as  the  building  was  slated 
for  demolition.)

(This  building  needs  pointing  and  weather- 
proofing  over  its  entire  exterior,  less  the  roof.

(Remove  fire  hazard  of  straw  ceiling  tile,  in- 
stall  dropped   ceiling,   new  lighting,   new   fixed 
furnishings  and  tile  floor.)

Requirements  more  severe  since  Newton,  Welles- 
ley  deaths.

Welfare 
Department  is  pressing  us  to  set  up  a  dispensing 
pharmacy.)

Several  patient 
care  services  now  housed  in  the  Old  Surgical 
Building  must  be  evicted  for  Sears  Surgical 
Laboratory  construction  and  must  be  provided 
for  here).

Licensure  and  code  requirements  must 
be  met.  The  estimate  of  costs  is  on  the  low  side. 
Two  new  elevators  are  needed  badly,  but  have 
been  deferred.)

APPROPRIATION  ORDER  AND  LOAN 
ORDER  FOR  ADDITIONAL  DEPART- 
MENTAL   EQUIPMENT. 

The    following     was     received: 
City   of   Boston, 
Office    of    the    Mayor,    July    28,    1958. 
To    the   City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  budget  requests  of  the  Hospital  De- 
partment for  1958  included  an  item  of 
$1,017,962  for  equipment.  Of  the  amount  re- 
quested, I  submitted  to  the  City  Council  a 
recommendation  for  the  allowance  of  $231,700. 
Your  Honorable  Body  approved  an  appropria- 
tion  of    $154,700. 

At  the  time  when  budget  requests  were 
being  considered,  it  was  our  belief  that  the 
sum  of  $231,700  would  be  sufficient  to  meet 
those  needs  of  an  imperative  nature.  We 
did  not  include  in  the  $231,700  allowance 
sufficient  sums  to  purchase  equipment  which 
could  be  termed  "long-life"  equipment.  At 
any  rate,  it  now  appears  that  the  City  Hos- 
pital is  urgently  in  need  of  additional  funds 
for  the  purchase  of  medical  and  surgical 
equipment  of  this  nature.  The  Hospital  au- 
thorities estimate  these  needs  to  be  in  excess 
of    $1,000,000, 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  City  Hospital,  these  equipment  needs  must 
be  met  if  the  Hospital  Department  is  to  give 
satisfactory  care  and  treatment  to  the  patients 
in  the  hospital.  Therefore,  I  am  submitting, 
herewith,  an  order  for  a  loan  of  one  million 
dollars  for  equipment,  said  sum  of  money  to 
be  available  to  the  Hospital  Department  to 
meet  those  urgent  needs  which  are  set  forth 
in  the  accompanying  information  sheets,  and 
recommend  its  passage. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  law  requires 
that  a  down  payment,  so  called,  be  made  for 
each  loan  of  this  type,  I  also  submit  an  ap- 
propriation order  in  the  sum  of  $150,000,  and 
recommend    its    passage.

(37),  as  appearing 
in  St.  1956,  c.  77  for  "providing  proper 
facilities  for  public  entertainment  in  connec- 
tion with  the  holding  of  conventions  in  the 
town,  for  paying  expenses  incidental  to  such 
entertainment,  and  for  the  entertainment  of 
distinguished  guests,"  with  the  direction  that

Part  4  of  Article  9 
of  this  code  imposes  upon  the  City  Clerk  divers 
duties  such  as  accepting,  marking,  holding,  in- 
dexing, making  notations  on  copies,  and,  in  certain 
cases,  surrendering,  financing  statements  and 
related  documents  to  be  presented  to  him  under 
the  code.  The  purpose  of  the  code  is  to  make  the 
commercial  law  of  this  city  as  well  as  of  the  state 
uniform  with  the  commercial  law  of  other  cities 
and  states.  Transmitted  herewith  is  an  ordinance 
which  I  recommend  that  you  adopt  to  fix  under

1. — Value  of  the  Welfare  Department  survey 
in  indicating  those  areas  of  the  city  where  the 
elderly  group  desire  to  live,  i.e.,  geographical 
distribution  of  group  paying  excessive  rent  for 
standard  accommodations. 

2. — Appointing  by  the  B.H.A.  of  an  advisory 
group  to  meet  with  the  Board  of  the  B.H.A.  at 
regular  intervals  in  the  development  period  of  the 
program,  such  group  to  consist  essentially  of 
representatives  of  those  agencies  which  are  rep- 
resented on  the  Mayor's  special  committee  on  this 
matter  appointed  in  1957  plus  such  others  as  may 
seem  desirable. 

3. — Whether  in  connection  with  the  study 
which  the  B.H.A.  will  necessarily  have  to  make 
under  the  Federal  program  it  would  be  possible 
for  the  B.H.A.  to  address  itself  also  to  considera- 
tions which  the  Boston  Planning  Department 
deems  essential  for  an  adequate  study  to  underlay 
a  major  effort  in  this  area. 

4. — Coordination  of  the  program  for  the  elderly 
with  Federal  Urban  Renewal  program,  if  any. 

5. — Accurate  determination  of  reason  why 
elderly  group  paying  more  than  it  can  afford  for 
standard  housing  have  such  a  dislike  of  public 
housing. 

6. — Possibility  of  adding  units  in  certain  geo- 
graphical areas  of  this  city  only  to  those  projects 
where  mixed  occupancy  has  been  reasonably 
successful. 

7. — Determination  of  the  optimum  size  of 
individual  projects  and  the  number  of  such  projects 
which  together  would  constitute  an  adequate 
pilot  program;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  there  be  invited  to  the  said  meet- 
ing as  principals  the  Board  of  the  B.H.A.;  the 
Planning  Board,  and  that  there  also  be  invited  all 
those  organizations  represented  on  the  Mayor's 
Special  Committee,  such  groups  and  organizations 
as  the  Chairman  may  invite  and  the  public.

"Dear  Commissioner: 

"This  is  in  response  to  your  letter  of  August  1, 
1958,  enclosing  a  copy  of  City  Council  order  passed 
July  28,  1958,  requesting  that  the  Police  Commis- 
sion make  a  study  to  determine  the  feasibility  of 
permitting  parking  for  federal  employees  of  the 
Boston,  Massachusetts,  Terminal  Postal  Transpor- 
tation Service  on  Dorchester  avenue,  as  follows: 

"On  the  inbound  side  of  Dorchester  avenue, 
from  the  bridge  to  the  metered  area. 

"On  the  outbound  side  of  Dorchester  avenue, 
from  the  Terminal  Building  (Ice  House)  to  the' 
bridge. 

"It  is  my  understanding  that  you  forwarded 
this  Council  order  to  this  commission  because  it 
should  properly  have  been  so  directed  in  the  first 
place.  You  have  suggested  that  a  study  be  made 
of  this  request  so  that  the  matter  might  be  placed 
on  the  agenda  for  our  next  meeting  of  the  full 
board  of  the  Traffic  Commission. 

"Please  be  advised  that  this  request,  in  varying 
forms,  has  come  to  this  department  from  various 
sources  during  the  past  several  months.  In 
essence  the  request  is:  that  postal  employees  be 
permitted  to  park  during  their  entire  tours  of 
duty  on  Dorchester  avenue.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  no  one  nor  any  public  agency  has  the  legal 
right  to  permit  anyone  to  park  a  privately-owned 
vehicle  on  a  public  way  for  any  longer  period  of 
time  than  is  considered  a  reasonable  incident  of 


public  travel.  This  limit  has  been  fixed  and  the 
courts  have  recognized  it  as  being  not  more  than 
two  hours. 

"The  above  opinion,  which  I  attributed  to  my- 
self, has  been  confirmed  on  many  occasions  by 
unofficial  and  official  opinions  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Law  Department. 

"I  believe  that  the  best  procedure  in  this  case 
would  be  for  me  to  directly  answer  the  Council 
order  on  behalf  of  this  commission  because  I  see  no 
point  to  discussing  the  matter  before  the  full  board 
prior  to  answering  it  because  the  commission,  as 
reasoned  above,  is  impotent  to  grant  the  request. 

"Kindly  advise  me  whether  you  subscribe  to  my 
suggestion  or  whether,  having  in  mind  that  the 
order  was  originally  addressed  to  you,  you  would 
still  prefer  that  the  answer  be  deferred  until  an 
opportunity  is  had  to  discuss  it  at  a  meeting  of  the 
full  board.

40  and  42  Scollay  Square. — Structure  in  rear  un- 
safe and  beyond  repair.    Must  be  razed. 

58  Scollay  Square. — Marquee  over  sidewalk 
badly  corroded.  Investigation  should  be  made  as 
to  structural  stability.  Parapet  wall  and  artificial 
stone  on  front  elevation  in  need  of  repair.  At  north- 
east corner  of  the  building  on  Howard  street,  two 
vertical  cracks  from  grade  to  roof  show  in  brick- 
work.   Condition  to  be  remedied. 

32  Howard  Street. — At  the  rear,  loose  flashing  is 
hanging  dangerously.  At  the  roof  there  is  an  open- 
ing approximately  6  feet  x  20  feet  which  will  ad- 
mit the  elements  and  may  act  as  a  flue  in  case  of 
fire.

At  the  present  time  Mr.  Kerr,  Chief  Legal  Assist- 
ant in  the  City  Law  Department,  is  working  out 
an  agreement  whereby  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  will  restore  the  McConnell  Park 
area  to  satisfactory  condition  when  highway  con- 
struction has  been  completed,  and  our  engineering 
division  is  developing  plans  for  the  reconstruction 
of  the  playground.  When  these  plans  have  been 
completed,  Mr.  Kerr  will  meet  witli  the  attorney 
for  the  Wes-Julian  Construction  Company,  which 
is  constructing  the  highway,  and  arrange  for  the 
submission  of  a  bond  guaranteeing  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  park  and  playground  area.

2.  Changes  over  a  twenty-five-year  period  in 
the  nature  of  the  prison  population  at  Deer  Island. 

Commissioner  Friel,  Penal  Institutions  Depart- 
ment, reports  that  the  nature  of  the  prison  popu- 
lation at  Deer  Island  has  undergone  several  changes 
in  the  past  twenty-five  years.  From  a  group  con- 
sisting mainly  of  nonsupport  cases,  drunks  and 
lesser  misdemeanors,  there  has  been  a  decided 
change.  Nonsupporters  average  about  the  same. 
Drunks  have  decreased  due  to  the  fact  that  those 
receiving  sentences  of  more  than  a  month  are  com- 
mitted to  Bridgewater.  Many  persons  who  have 
committed  crimes  who  heretofore  would  be  sen- 
tenced to  Concord  or  State  Prison  are  now  receiving 
lesser  sentences  and  are  sent  to  Deer  Island. 

3.  Increases  or  decreases  in  amount  of  personal 
hazard  involved  in  the  employment. 

The  commissioner's  report  further  states  that 
there  is  an  ever-increasing  personal  hazard  in- 
volved, mainly  due  to  the  type  of  inmates  at  the 
prison. 

At  the  present  time  work  being  performed  by 
the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  on  a  sewage 
project  whicli  is  in  operation  around  the  clock  has 
created  a  dangerous  situation  with  contractor's 
man  going  on  and  off  the  island,  and  with  various 
tools  lying  around.  However,  when  this  work  is 
completed  this  situation  will  cease  to  exist.  He 
also  states  that  there  is  an  ever-increasing  restless- 
ness among  the  inmates,  and  their  disposition  to 
accept  discipline  and  work  is  uncooperative.  An 
old  prison  building  and  antiquated  sanitary  con- 
ditions are  a  constant  hazard. 

4.  Relevant  statistics  re  recidivism  and  re- 
habilitation at  the  Deer  Island  Institution. 

Commissioner  Friel  informs  us  that  recidivism  is 
about  55  per  cent  at  the  present  time  and  is  low  due 
to  the  fact  that  many  drunk  cases  with  sentences  of 
over  a  month  are  committed  to  Bridgewater. 

Rehabilitation  is  at  a  minimum  at  Deer  Island 
as  there  is  no  system  for  segregation  of  younger  in- 
mates and  potentials  from  the  main  population. 
The  lack  of  suitable  space  for  games,  artisans, 
baseball  fields,  recreation  areas,  etc.,  makes  it 
difficult  for  proper  rehabilitation. 

The  Deputy  Master  in  charge  of  maintenance 
has  taken,  under  direction,  as  many  as  he  can 
handle  of  those  indicating  a  desire  to  improve  them- 
selves, and  lias  had  a  certain  amount  of  success 
with  these  cases.  Other  departments  have  made 
continued  efforts  to  prepare  inmates  for  society 
upon  their  release. 

Interview  has  been  granted  to  representatives 
of  the  employees  involved  in  connection  with  this 
report.

The  following  analysis  has  been  prepared  in 

compliance    with    the    City    Council    order    of 

June    2,    the    report    dated    June    20    from    the 

Overseers   of   Public   Welfare   to   Mayor   Hynes, 

and    the   City    Council    motion    of    June   30,    all 

in  reference  to  housing  for  the  elderly. 

I.  Need 
In  order  to  place  the  report  from  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Public  Welfare  in  the  wider  per- 
spective of  the  number,  income  and  housing 
accommodations  of  Boston's  elderly,  the  follow- 
ing   information    is    provided. 

Number 

As  the  attached  table  indicates,  Boston  has 
more  elderly  citizens  proportionately  than  the 
United  States  generally,  but  less  than  some 
of  the  other  larger  Massachusetts  cities.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  per  cent  receiving  Old 
Age  Assistance  in  Boston  is  higher  than  other 
Massachusetts  cities  except  Lowell  and  New 
Bedford.  (Old  Age  Assistance  cannot  be 
compared  nationally  since  state  laws  regard- 
ing   eligibility    vary.) 

In  the  United  States  as  a  whole  two  out 
of  three  persons  65  and  over  are  receiving 
Social  Security  benefits.  It  is  estimated  that 
in  Boston  in  June,  1958,  about  51,700,  or 
68  per  cent  of  those  65  and  over,  are  re- 
ceiving Social  Security  benefits  averaging 
$66.35  monthly.  In  contrast  to  Old  Age 
Assistance,  eligibility  for  Social  Security 
benefits  is  in  itself  no  indication  of  financial 
need  since  there  are  no  limitations  on  the 
maximum  income  of  recipients  from  sources 
other    than    wages    and    salaries. 

Income 

l._  Depending    on    need,    $1,000    to    $1,500    is 

considered     a     "minimum     security"     standard 

budget     "consistent    with     health,     self-respect, 

and    decency"*     for    an     individual     Old    Age 
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recipient.  If  Boston's  elderly  citizens  are 
assumed  to  have  the  same  income  distribu- 
tion as  the  United  States  generally,!  then 
there  are  approximately  26,500  unrelated 
elderly  individuals  and  7,400  couples  in  Boston 
with  an  income  of  less  than  $1,500  annually. 
Shelter  costs  of  Old  Age  Assistance  re- 
cipients range  from  30  per  cent  to  50  per 
cent    of    the    total    monthly    budget. 

2.  "A  modest  budget  for  elderly  couples":]: 
in  Boston  is  $2,280.  On  the  basis  of  the 
same  assumption  stated  above,  there  are 
about  11,500  couples  65  and  over  with  an 
income    below    this     "modest"     budget. 

3.  The  maximum  annual  income  for  one- 
or  two-person  families  for  admission  to 
federal  public  housing  is  $3,200.  Approxi- 
mately 30,100  unrelated  individuals  and  14,400 
couples  in  Boston  aged  65  and  over  have  an 
annual    income    of    lesss    than     $3,200. 

It  is  apparent  from  these  income  figures 
that  a  large  proportion  of  Boston's  elderly 
have  annual  incomes  below  an  adequate  budget. 
However  some  of  these  elderly  are  probably 
to  some  extent  supported  by  relatives;  thus, 
low  income  in  itself  is  not  a  totally  sufficient 
indication  of  need  for  subsidized  housing.

Housing  Accommodations 
The  number  of  elderly  persons  living  in  sub- 
standard  housing   can    only   be   estimated. 

1.  On  the  basis  of  experience  in  the  last 
four  years,  the  State  Housing  Board  finds  that 
generally  from  8  per  cent  to  10  per  cent  of 
the  elderly  persons  live  under  "bad"  housing 
conditions.  This  is  in  line  with  a  finding  by 
the  United  States  Bureau  of  Census  that  7 
per  cent  of  the  dwellings  owned  by  the  elderly 
and  12  per  cent  of  the  rented  units  are  in 
poor  physical  condition.  In  Boston  this  would 
mean  that  approximately  7,000  elderly  persons 
are    poorly    housed. 

2.  In  June,  1958,  the  Welfare  Department 
found  that  among  its  16,393  Old  Age  Assist- 
ance recipients,  518  were  living  in  substandard 
housing. 

(Substandard  was  defined  as  any  condition 
of  housing  that  in  itself  tends  to  impair  the 
physical  health  of  the  tenant,  or  is  unfit  for 
hornemaking,  or  is  a  detriment  to  the  well- 
being  of  the  community.  The  caseworkers 
determined  "substandard"  on  the  basis  of  their 
acquaintance  with  the  living  conditions  of  the 
recipients;  no  special  field  survey  for  sub- 
standard   conditions    was    made.) 

In  order  to  determine  the  number  who  might 
consider  housing  for  the  elderly,  it  seems 
reasonable  to  deduct  from  these  16,393  Old 
Age  Assistance  recipients  the  2,337  living  in 
institutions  and  the  450  (approximately)  who 
own  their  dwelling.  Of  the  13,606  remaining 
recipients,  3.7  per  cent  (518)  were  living  in 
"substandard"  housing  and  7  per  cent  (958) 
were  paying  excess  rents.  ("Excess"  rents  are 
rents  higher  than  the  amount  allocated  in  the 
Welfare  Department  budget.  If  an  Old  Age 
Assistance  recipient  chooses  to  pay  excess  rents 
he  is  depriving  himself  of  other  necessities  of 
life  in  order  to  have  the  kind  of  housing  he 
wants.) 

The  amount  of  substandard  housing  among 
Old  Age  Assistance  recipients  is  considerably 
less_  than  one  would  expect  from  general 
national  or  state  estimates.  The  discrepancy 
must  be  accounted  for  by  different  definitions 
and^  determinations  of  "substandard,"  "poor," 
or    "bad"   housing    conditions. 

II.     Statistical  Demand. 
Statistics    may    give    an    indication    of    need. 
They  cannot  prove  a  demand,  for  whether  need 
becomes   effective   demand   depends   in    part   on 
the   desirability   of    the   housing   provided. 


However,  on  the  basis  of  past  experience 
the  State  Housing  Board  has  found  that  2  to 
3  per  cent  of  the  population  65  and  over 
actually  apply  and  are  eligible  for  units  in 
projects  for  the  elderly.  If  this  experience  is 
applicable  to  Boston,  an  estimated  1,600  to 
2,300  application  for  units  for  the  eligible 
elderly  may  be  anticipated. 

Public  housing  in  Boston  in  April,  1958, 
had  1,347  units  occupied  by  families  whose 
head  was  65  or  over.  Assuming  that  this 
provides  for  part  of  the  above  estimated 
demand,  there  would  appear  to  be  justification 
for  an   additional   300   to   1,000   units. 

III.  Other  Demand  Factors 
Because  demand  hinges  on  the  kind  and  the 
location  of  housing  provided,  the  following 
considerations,  based  on  the  experience  of  other 
cities,  should  be  given  further  study  in  addition 
to   any   statistical   determination    of   need. 

The  Type  of   Project 

The  size  of  the  project  will  partly  determine 
how  well  it  fits  into  the  fabric  of  the  com- 
munity. Although  scattered,  small  projects  of 
five  to  ten  units  each  may  be  desirable,  these 
would  probably  incur  excessive  managerial 
costs.  Projects  with  thirty  to  fifty  units  have 
been  successfully  executed  in  other  cities,  e.  g., 
Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  Somerville,  and 
this  size  project  may  be  appropriate  in  Boston. 

Consideration  might  also  be  given  to  the 
possibility   of: 

(a)  Rehabilitating  structures  in  renewal 
areas  for  the  use  of  the  elderly;  these  might 
contain   five  to  ten   units   each. 

(b)  Leasing  several  standard  quality  units 
in   existing  privately-owned  buildings. 

(c)  Converting  portions  of  existing  public 
housing   projects  for  the  use  of  the  elderly. 

Location 

Another  consideration  requiring  further 
study    is    location. 

The  projects  should  probably  be  located  in 
an  area  in  which  an  older  population  already 
resides  in  order  to  avoid  uprooting.  A  familiar 
and  stable  environment  and  nearness  to  rela- 
tives and  the  same  ethnic  group  are  very  im- 
portant to  the  elderly.  It  would  be  undesirable 
to  place  the  projects  in  areas  in  which  the 
elderly  are  unduly  exposed  to  activities  which 
are  incompatible  with  their  own  special  in- 
terests   and    activities. 

The  information  provided  in  the  table  on 
Page  2  of  the  Welfare  Department  report  is 
in  itself  insufficient  for  making  locational  de- 
cisions. What  parts  of  the  city  are  appropriate 
for  these  projects  requires  much  further  study 
and  might  logically  be  considered  in  the  con- 
text of  general  urban   renewal   plans. 

Timing 
The  timing  of  construction  might  also  be 
considered  in  light  of  renewal  and  redevelop- 
ment plans  insofar  as  relocation  of  elderly 
persons  may  create  special  demand.  It  might 
be  appropriate  to  begin  the  program  with  the 
construction  of  several  pilot  projects  and  to 
program  later  projects  as  urban  renewal  plans 
are  further  developed  and  as  the  actual  demand 
for  units  is   more  firmly  established.

FvEMOVAL    OF    PIERS    AT    NORTH    END 
PARK. 

The   following   was    received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,   August  11,   1958. 
To    the    City    Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  April  28,  1958,  I  transmitted  to  your 
Honorable  Body  a  proposed  order  which  would 
authorize  me  to  execute  an  indemnity  agree- 
ment in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  in  con- 
nection with  the  proposed  removal,  by  the 
Commonwealth,  of  unsafe  and  dangerous  piers 
at  North  End  Park,  Boston  Proper.  This 
work  was  to  be  accomplished  by  the  Common- 
wealth under  the  provisions  of  G.  L.,  c.  91, 
the  City  reimbursing  the  Commonwealth  for 
50   per   cent  of  the   cost  of  the  work. 

The  proposed  specifications  for  the  work 
provided  that  the  piling  could  be  removed  by 
pulling  or  cutting  off  at  the  mid-line,  at 
the  option  of  the  contractor.  Your  Committee 
on  Public  Lands,  to  which  the  matter  was 
referred,  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  speci- 
fications should  be  amended  by  eliminating 
this  option  and  requiring  that  the  piling  be 
pulled. 

The  Commonwealth  has  now  received  new 
bids  which  require  that  the  piling  be  pulled. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  work,  including 
engineering,  is  $22,990.  The  city's  share  of 
the  cost  is  $11,495,  to  be  paid  from  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  Demolition  and  Restora- 
tion  of   Abandoned    Buildings. 

I  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body 
adopt  the  order  which  I  am  transmitting  here- 
with.

ORDINANCE     REORGANIZING     THE     AS- 
SESSING   DEPARTMENT. 

The    following    was    received:

Gentlemen : 

Some  months  ago  I  appointed  a  committee 
of  civic-minded  individuals  engaged  in  the 
real  estate  business  to  make  an  objective  study 
of  the  efficiency  of  the  city's  Assessing  De- 
pai-tment.  On  June  9,  1958,  that  committee 
submitted  to  me  a  preliminary  statement  of 
its        anticipated        recommendations.  Last 

Wednesday,  the  committee  filed  a  complete 
report  on  its  study,  including  recommendations 
as  expected.  I  submit,  herewith,  copy  of  one 
report. 

Study  of  these  recommendations  indicates 
the  need  for  a  further  reorganization  of  the 
Assessing  Department  to  improve  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  reorganization  effected  by  chap- 
ter 3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1954.  At  that 
time,  provision  was  made  for  an  Assessor  of 
Taxes,  a  Board  of  Assessors  of  which  the  As- 
sessor of  Taxes  would  ex  officio  be  both  a 
member  and  chairman,  and  a  Board  of  Review 
separate  and  distinct  from  both  the  Assessor 
of  Taxes  and  the  Board  of  Assessors  and 
charged  with  acting  upon  application  for 
abatement  of  taxes  other  than  poll  and  motor 
vehicle  excise  taxes.  The  committee's  report 
recommends  that  the  functions  of  all  three  be 
transferred  to  a  single  Assessor.  In  my 
opinion,    not    only    has    the    Board    of    Review 
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been  functioning  well,  but  to  put  the  entire 
assessing  and  abatement  functions  in  a  single 
official  might  well  result,  at  least  at  the 
present  time,  in  a  greater  work  load  than  any 
single  individual  could  properly  handle.  A 
conference  with  the  committee  has  disclosed 
that  the  basic  trouble  with  the  Board  of  Re- 
view has  been  its  lack  of  liaison  with  the 
Board    of    Assessors. 

To  effectuate  the  recommendations  of  the 
committee  as  thus  modified,  I  recommend  that 
you  adopt  the  ordinance  transmitted  herewith 
reorganizing  the  Assessing  Department  by 
abolishing  the  Assessor  of  Taxes,  the  Board 
of  Assessors,  and  the  Board  of  Review.  In 
conjunction  with  this  action,  and  simultane- 
ously therewith,  I  recommend  that  there  be 
established  an  Assessor  and  a  Board  of  Re- 
view of  which  the  Assessor  would  be  a  mem- 
ber but  not  chairman,  and  by  transferring 
to  the  Assessor  the  present  powers  and  duties 
of  both  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  and  the  Board 
of  Assessors  and  to  the  reorganized  Board 
of  Review  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  pres- 
ent Board  of  Review.  Under  the  ordinance, 
the  annual  salary  of  the  Assessor  would  be 
$13,500,  and  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Review,  $12,000,  as  against  $12,000  for  the 
present  Assessor  of  Taxes  and  $11,000  for  the 
Chairman  of  the  present  Board  of  Review. 
Offices  with  salaries  aggregating  $16,500,  how- 
ever,   would    be    abolished. 

Although  taxes  are  assessed  as  of  January 
first,  in  the  Assessing  Department  September 
really  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  work 
year,  because  it  is  then  that  the  foundations 
are  laid  for  the  succeeding  year's  assessment 
function.  Accordingly,  I  sincerely  urge  that 
your  Honorable  Body  act  as  speedily  as  pos- 
sible upon  the  ordinance  hereby  recommended.

zation Survey,  the  Equalization  Survey  Con- 
sultant, the  State  Director  of  Local  Taxa- 
tion, the  Municipal  Research  Bureau  and 
others.  We  consider  your  committee  to  be 
sufficiently  well  informed  to  evaluate  fairly 
for  you  the  assessing  practices  in  the  City 
of    Boston.

General  Economic  Effects  and  Over-all 
Problems 

At  the  outset  it  should  be  made  clear  the 
assessing  practices,  as  they  now  prevail  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  are  not  wholly  of  recent 
making,  but  date  back  many  years  and  many 
city    administrations. 

The  operation  of  the  Assessing  Department 
is  so  closely  tied  into  the  revenue-producing 
activity  of  the  city,  it  is  quite  impossible  to 
consider  the  results  of  the  work  of  this  de- 
partment without  also  understanding  some  of 
the  economic  effects  that  the  activities  of  this 
department   have   on    the    city's    well-being. 

One  of  the  long-standing  effects  is  the  dras- 
tic slowdown  of  realty  construction  and  im- 
provement due  to  widespread  gross  overvalua- 
tion, inequitable  valuation,  and  unpredictable 
valuation  of  business  properties.  This  has 
caused  this  tax  rate  conscious  community  to 
fear  the  results  of  a  reassessment  program 
under   the  same   administration.      Actually,   we 


have  considered  many  tests  and  consider  that 
extremely  poor  or  irresponsible  assessing  has 
resulted  in  both  gross  overassessment  and 
underassessment. 

In  an  era  of  unprecedented  retail  and  office 
building  construction  throughout  the  rest  of 
the  country,  of  which  Boston  has  had  pitifully 
little,  excepting  construction  for  owner-occu- 
pants _  whose  operating  needs  outweighed  the 
financial  disadvantages  in  Boston,  typical 
realty  investment  capital  has  been  frightened 
out  of  the  city.  The  end  result  of  this  abuse 
has  been  the  destruction  of  the  incentive  to 
maintain  ^property  and,  obviously,  the  incen- 
tive to  build.  We  have,  thereby,  been  setting 
in   motion   the  very   rootage  of  blight. 

A  second  economic  effect  is  the  weakening 
of  the  city's  financial  standing  with  an  un- 
supportable  tax  roll.  To  trust  the  bulk  of 
the  city's  operating  revenue  to  such  a  hap- 
hazard program  makes  the  city  fiscally  un- 
sound, placing  its  revenue  base  on  financial 
"quicksands."  It  has  reduced  financial  quan- 
tity and  quality  by  shrinking  the  tax  base, 
and  overburdening  existing  assessable  realty. 
Residential  property,  by  virtue  of  extreme 
underassessed  valuations,  has  only  now  begun 
to- share  in  this  overburden.  Under  current 
assessing  practices,  the  time  is  at  hand  when 
it  will  no  longer  be  possible  to  continue  this 
favoritism. 

A  third  effect  is  the  financial  butchery  of 
the  individual  taxpayer  such  as  the  one  whose 
ludicrous  assessment  has  held  at  $400,000  in 
the  face  of  a  recent  abatement  to  $165,000; 
or  that  held  at  $250,000  after  a  sale  at  $80,000. 
It  is  little  wonder  that  investors  have  aban- 
doned Boston  for  a  sound  tax  environment. 
Buyers,  at  continually  lowering  prices,  must 
incline  to  quick  cash  profits  rather  than 
fundamental   long-term   value   improvement. 

It  is  axiomatic  that  values  cannot  be  held 
at  any  false  level  by  administrative  fiat,  and 
the  contention  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board's  report  that  "trying  to  hold  severely 
inflated  valuations  results  in  a  real  destruc- 
tion of  the  very  values  the  assessors  may  feel 
they    are   trying   to    hold,"    is   completely   valid. 

Your  committee  further  agrees  that,  as  a 
matter  of  real  estate  practice  in  Boston,  an 
assessment  abatement  to  an  honest  sale  price 
figure  used  to  be  a  reasonable  assumption  in 
transfer  considerations.  The  present  uncer- 
tain and  unhealthy  practices  keep  out  or  drive 
out  individual  realty  investment  capital.  In- 
ordinate tax  burdens  have  driven  out  tenancy 
from  Boston,  destroyed  assessed  values,  ef- 
fectively appropriated  private  property  in- 
vestment without  just  compensation,  and 
lowered  employment  opportunities  for  Boston 
citizens. 

Whereas  the  overvaluation  of  commercial 
properties  and  areas  of  the  city  may  have 
seemed  advantageous  in  the  setting  or  con- 
trolling of  a  politically  acceptable  tax  rate, 
it  has  not  prevented  the  shifting  of  the  tax 
burden  to  those  individual  residential  prop- 
erties   who    were    supposedly    being    protected. 

A  fourth  effect  is  the  utter  economic  waste 
in  the  high  costs  of  assessment  appeal  to  the 
taxpayer  and  to  the  city  (witness  the  too 
requent  necessity  of  permissive  funding  legis- 
lation). The  taxpayers'  costs  of  appeal  in 
any  one  year  could  furnish  the  capital  for 
substantial  new  building  values.  The  city's 
legal  and  appraisal  costs  of  appeal,  in  any 
one  year,  could  have  furnished  funds  for  wage 
increases,  wider  services,  or  reduced  tax  rate. 
Money  spent  on  too  frequent  appeal  from  un- 
sound assessments  is  pure  unadulterated  eco- 
nomic   waste. 

Then,  too,  the  over-valuation  of  properties 
creates  the  opportunity  to  make  a  lucrative 
political  or  legal  practice  of  arranging  the 
lowering  of  such  initial  exorbitant  assess- 
ment. 

On  the  over-all  problem,  we  believe  that 
there  must  be  a  greater  awareness  on  the 
part  of  the  Mayor  in  respect  to  the  actions 
and  policies  of  the  Assessing  Department. 
That  there  has  not  been  a  keener  awareness 
of  the  laxness  of  reasonable  management  in 
this  department,  heretofoi'e,  is  difficult  to 
understand.  It  should  be  stated,  even  at  this 
early  point,  that  if  it  is  not  to  be  the  in- 
tention   of    the    Mayor    and    his    close    advisors 
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to  more  closely  scrutinize  the  operation  of 
this  very  important  section  of  administrative 
procedure,  such  recommendations  as  will 
evolve  from  this  study  will  be  wasted  and 
meaningless.  This  should  not  be  construed 
to  indicate  a  feeling-  by  your  committee  that 
there  should  be  interference  with  the  actions 
of  the  Assessing  Department,  when  that  de- 
partment is  conducting  its  business  properly 
and  in  accordance  with  administrative  policy. 
For  instance,  at  a  conference  with  the  as- 
sessors and  assistant  assessors,  there  was  evi- 
dence of  the  existence  of  an  unsound  attitude 
which  we  hope  was  more  a  disease  than 
malicious— the  attitude  that  there  should  be 
a  continual  contest  and  opposition  between 
the  city  and  the  taxpayer,  that  the  assessors 
maintain  high  assessments  to  preserve  their 
argumentative  position  either  in  negotiation 
or  in  trial  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board, 
that  the  assessors'  end  object  is  to  obtain  as 
much  revenue  as  they  possibly  can  for  the 
city — all  this,  rather  than  the  attitude  that 
it  is  a  moral  and  legal  obligation  as  of  Janu- 
ary 1  of  each  year  to  set  the  fair  value,  re- 
gardless of  what  other  negotiations  or  court 
cases    are    pending    at    the    time. 

We  found  evidence  of  habitual  and  per- 
sistent overvaluation  of  commercial  property — 
in  the  face  of  actual  sales.  The  evils,  real 
and  potential,  of  capricious  taxation  cannot 
be  exaggerated.  The  Mayor's  office  must  con- 
cern itself  with  sound  over-all  policy  and  its 
implementation.  It  is  of  the  utmost  urgency 
that  corrections  be  instituted  without  further 
delay. 

Specific  Areas  of  Study 
In  your  letter  of  January  22,  1958,  ap- 
pointing an  Advisory  Committee  on  Assessing 
Procedures,  you  asked  that  your  committee 
"give  consideration  to  the  over-all  assessing 
problems     in     Boston     and,     specifically,     to: 

1.  These  matters  referred  to  in  the  De- 
cember report  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate 
Board  with  special  consideration  to  the  recom- 
mendations   included    in   said   report. 

2.  Assessment  procedures  and  practices 
with  recommendations  for  improvement  there- 
of. ,     . 

3.  Need  of  changes  in  statutes  relating  to 
the    Assessing    Department. 

4.  Ways  and  means  to  hasten  and  make 
effective  the  Equalization  Study  now  in 
progress." 

December  1957  Report  of  the  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board 

We  were  specifically  charged  with  consider- 
ing the  report  of  the  Boston  Real  Estate  Board 
on  assessing  practices.  That  report  is  accu- 
rate in  its  facts  and  clearly  demonstrates 
faulty  and  incompetent  assessing  practices  and 
procedures.  In  meetings  with  various  officials 
who  are  concerned  with  assessing  in  Boston, 
it  was  demonstrated  again  and  again  that 
there  is  no  will  to  have  uniformity  or  equity 
in    assessments. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  this  lack  of  will  to 
do  a  proper  job  is  a  basic  cause  for  the  de- 
plorable assessments  that  prevail,  not  only  as 
regards  the  specific  properties  cited  in  the 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board  report,  but  as  re- 
gards   other    properties    throughout    the    city. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee  that  the 
over-all  assessing  problems  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton are  of  such  proportions  as  to  stagger  the 
imagination  and  to  demand  immediate  reme- 
dial action  for  the  protection  of  the  rights 
of  citizens.  We  find  the  report  of  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Board,  with  its  recommendations, 
merely  touches  the  surface  of  the  problems 
and    their    solutions. 

Comments  on  Assessment  Procedures  and 
Practices 
After  meeting  with  the  personnel  in  your 
Assessing  Department,  as  enumerated  in  the 
transmittal  letter,  your  committee  found  many 
areas    of   deficiency    including: 

I.     Lack    of    Control 
Quite    obviously,    many    of    the    department's 
top  level  personnel  are  not  experienced   in  real 
estate   valuation. 


It  seems  quite  fair  to  state  the  management 
of  the  Assessing  Department  is  in  a  far  worse 
state  of  confusion  than  your  committee  had 
expected.  It  is  in  such  confusion  that  the 
presence  of  only  one  unscrupulous  employee 
could  result  in  a  situation  where  dishonest 
practice  could  be  possible.  Because  of  the  de- 
partmental confusion,  it  was  sometimes  im- 
possible for  your  committee  to  tie  down  specific 
responsibility  for  actions  of  the  departmental 
members. 

For  example,  in  discussing  the  case  enumer- 
ated in  the  December  report  of  the  Boston 
Real  Estate  Board,  questioning  was  directed 
to  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  and  the  Assistant 
Assessor  regarding  a  ease  where  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Assistant  Assessor  involved 
were  disapproved  by  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

In  attempting  to  pinpoint  responsibility, 
the  Assessor  of  Taxes  stated  that  the  Deputy 
responsible  for  the  case  had  been  unable  to 
obtain  substantiating  figures  from  the  As- 
sistant Assessor. 

On  further  questioning,  the  Assistant  As- 
sessor said,  without  qualification,  that  he  was 
in  possession  of  the  figures  to  back  up  the 
assessment  change,  but  never  had  been  re- 
quired by  the  Deputy  Assessor  to  produce 
them. 

In  this  ease,  and  because  of  departmental 
confusion,  the  taxpayer  was  forced  to  pay  an 
additional   amount   of   over   $4,000. 

The  element  of  proper  chain  of  control  is 
absolutely  nonexistent  and  creates  a  situation 
dangerous  in  the  extreme,  irrespective  of  any 
basis  or  merit  for  the  rumors  of  irregularity. 
It  is  not  surprising,  under  the  existing  con- 
ditions, that  these  rumors  should  persist.  Your 
committee  came  into  possession  of  copies  of 
abatement  petitions  which  purportedly  show 
that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Assessors, 
when  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Review,  had 
approved  abatement  petitions  in  which  his 
brother  had  an  active  interest  as  legal  counsel. 
Without  regard  to  the  merits  of  this  abate- 
ment, this  is  the  type  of  situation  which 
undermines  public  confidence  in  this  important 
department. 

II.  Lack  of  Will 
A  basic  fault,  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mitte,  was  the  too  obvious  evidence  of  a  lack 
of  will  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 
to  do  a  proper  job.  While  it  is  conceded  that 
poor  practice  has  been  the  custom  for  many 
years,  your  present  assessors  have  taken  no 
action  strong  enough  to  correct  the  admitted 
faults. 

Since  1950,  this  department  has  had  available 
to  it  the  recommendations  of  the  so-called 
Reeves  Report.  Although  there  is  evidence  of 
adoption  of  some  of  the  recommendations,  there 
is  glaring  evidence  of  a  lack  of  spirit  to  follow 
the  recommendations  to  the  extent  that  results 
or   improvement   would   be   noticed. 

III.  Lack  of  Organization 
We  have  found  the  operation  of  the  Assess- 
ing Department  to  be  basically  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Assessor  of  Taxes.  The  Board  of 
Assessors  does  not  function  as  a  board,  as  it 
might  be  commonly  understood  a  board  would 
function.  There  are  no  formal  meetings,  and 
such  meetings  as  are  allegedly  held  from  time 
to  time  are  held  without  the  keeping  of  usual 
records  of  the  meeting. 

The  assessors  admitted  that  there  was  no 
attempt  made  to  coordinate  assessments 
between  assessing  districts,  and  that  there 
were  no  manuals  or  written  instructions  avail- 
able to  assistant  assessors.  The  Assessor  of 
Taxes  explained  that  the  Reeves  organization 
had  prepared  a  manual  which  the  Board  now 
had  under  consideration  for  adoption  and  was 
being  used  in  conjunction  with  the  Equaliza- 
tion  Survey. 

Both  Associate  Assessors  denied  ever  having 
seen  the  manual. 

IV.  Lack  of  Policies 

There  was  much  loose  reference  to  "policies" 

and   "department  custom"   without  there  being 

any     record     of     the     adoption     of     such     and, 

obviously,   no   clear   understanding   by   all   mem- 
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bers  of  the  Board  and  supervisory  personnel 
that  suoh  exist.  The  committee  was  told  by 
the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  that  it  is 
the  "custom"  or  "policy"  of  the  Board  not  to 
allow  any  revision  of  assessment  when  an 
appeal  on  the  property  is  pending.  We  found 
general  agreement,  except  by  the  Assessor  of 
Taxes,  that  this  practice  is  followed.  The  As- 
sessor of  Taxes,  in  reversing  an  earlier  state- 
ment of  agreement,  disclaimed  any  knowledge 
of  this  alleged  "custom"  or  "poliey."  We  con- 
sider appalling  such  an  admission  of  policy 
confusion. 

V.  Lack  of  Proper  Record  Keeping 
Indicative  of  the  laxness  of  management  of 
department  affairs  is  failure  to  require  the 
assistant  assessor  (street  man)  to  compile,  on 
the  form  provided  for  street  work,  the  infor- 
mation by  which  he  can  substantiate  his  assess- 
ment of  the  property.  The  assistant  assessors, 
lor  the  most  part,  keep  only  such  information 
as  they  wish  to  compile  in  a  personal  record, 
not  at  City  Hall.  No  one  could  ever  know 
whether  the  information  gathered  was  being 
properly  used  or,  for  that  matter,  no  one 
could  ever  know  whether  any  information  was 
actually  gathered  at  all.  It  is  unthinkable 
that  assessments  are  imposed  with  no  sub- 
stantiating record  made  on  the  form  provided 
for    that    purpose. 

Since  there  is  no  evidence  that  a  standard- 
ized procedure  of  assessing  is  required,  it  is 
small  wonder  that  the  results  obtained  can  bear 
only  accidental  resemblance  to  a  sound  ap- 
praisal. 

It  seems  quite  reasonable  for  your  committee 
to  assume  that  some  effort  was  made  by  the 
Assessor  of  Taxes  to  mislead  the  committee 
in  respect  to  the  actual  situation.  During  a 
lengthy  discussion,  when  your  committee  was 
trying  to  determine  any  logic  which  might  lie 
behind  particular  assessment  changes  adopted 
from  the  assistant  assessors'  change  sheets,  it 
became  impossible  to  learn  why  some  suggested 
changes  were  adopted  and  why  some  were 
passed  over,  even  though  they  seemed  equally 
valid  to  your  committee.  Your  committee  was 
told  by  the  Board  that  the  principal  reason 
was  the  presence  or  absence  of  substantiating 
figures  from  the  assistant  assessor.  However, 
when  your  committee  was  shown  an  excellent 
reporting  form  purportedly  adopted  two  years 
ago  for  use  by  the  assistant  assessors  to 
furnish  figures,  all  assistant  assessors  present 
denied  ever  seeing*  the  form  or  ever  having 
been  apprised  of   its   use  in   the   department. 

VI.     Lack   of   Uniformity   or   Coordination 

There  is  no  effort  made,  and  no  method 
provided,  for  correlation  of  valuations  between 
the  various  districts.  The  assistant  assessors 
are  left  to  their  own  devices  to  do  the  job  as- 
signed. The  results  may  vary  from  one  dis- 
trict to  another  just  as  greatly  as  the  differ- 
ential of  results  you  might  expect  between 
different  communities,  or  any  other  distinct 
assessing    entities. 

For  example,  using  West  Roxbury  as  a  base, 
home  owners  in  South  Boston  are  assessed 
30  per  cent  more  and  those  in  Roxbury  are 
assessed  40  per  cent  more.  The  assessment, 
as  a  percentage  of  sales  price  on  commercial 
properties,  ranges  from  an  average  of  128  per 
cent  in  South  Boston  to  an  average  of  56  per 
cent  in  Brighton.  It  is  obvious  that  some 
parts  of  the  city  are  being  forced  to  subsidize 
other  parts  through  this  lack  of  assessing  co- 
ordination. (For  comparable  sales  figures,  see 
"Exhibit   A.") 

It  is  not  suprising  that  the  assistant  assessor, 
who  has  become  careless  or  indifferent  toward 
his  work,  may  produce  assessing  results  within 
his  own  district  that  are  inconsistent.  Under 
these  circumstances,  equity  is  absolutely  im- 
possible, the  abuse  of  the  taxpayer  is  sub- 
stantial, and  inexactness,  gross  inexactness, 
becomes  the  rule. 

VII.  Lack  of  Respect  for  Taxpayers'  Rights 
Our  discussions  brought  out  an  attitude  that 
there  should  be  continued  contest  and  opposi- 
tion between  the  city  and  the  taxpayer,  that 
the    assessors     maintain     high     assessments     to 


preserve  their  argumentative  position,  either 
in  negotiation  with  the  taxpayer  or  before  the 
Appellate  Tax  Board,  that  the  assessors'  end 
object  is  to  obtain  as  much  revenue  as  they 
possibly  can  for  the  city  from  commercial 
sources,  regardless  of  equity  among  taxpayers. 
It  is  all  too  obvious  that  assessment  is  con- 
sidered a  matter  of  "trading"  with  the  tax- 
payer, rather  than  seeking  to  treat  the  tax- 
payer equitably  through  any  process  of  fair 
appraisal. 

VIII.  Lack  of  Supervision 
There  is  a  definite  lack  of  positive  and  in- 
formed supervision  at  each  level  of  authority, 
and  lack  of  supervision  from  the  Board  level 
seriously  hampers  the  work  of  the  men  who 
originate  assessments.  Conversely,  assistant 
assessors,  when  recommending  changes  in  as- 
sessments from  previous  years,  often  do  not 
receive  the  backing  of  their  superiors. 

We  have  not  made  a  study  of  why  the  unit 
costs  of  operating  the  Assessing  Department 
are  so  very  high  compared  to  those  of  other 
large  cities,  but  enclose,  as  "Exhibit  B,"  the 
findings  of  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau, 
showing  the  cost  per  unit  of  real  property 
assessed  in  Boston  is  $4.04.  This  figure  is 
¥1.71  or  73.4  per  cent  higher  than  the  average 
for   all   8   cities. 

New  York  City,  with  $3.28,  has  the  second 
highest  cost  per  real  property  unit  assessed. 
Houston,  with  a  figure  of  $1.13,  has  the  lowest 
cost. 

IX.  Lack  of  Administrative  Follow-Through 
We  are  disappointed  at  the  disregard  for 
what  you  said,  and  simultaneously  confirmed  in 
writing,  to  representatives  of  the  Real  Estate 
Board  as  recently  as  December  20,  namely, 
"We  will  eliminate  part-time  assessors  now 
paid  at  the  rate  of  $4,500  a  year,  as  quickly  as 
vacancies  occur,  and  replace  them  with  full- 
time  assessors  at  a  salary  rate  commensurate 
with  such  duties  and  time  requirements."  The 
Assessor  of  Taxes,  who  had  been  present  when 
you  announced  the  decision,  admitted  he  had 
no   intention    of    implementing   your   policy. 

X.  Lack  of  Initiative  of  the  Board 
Although  the  Board  expressed  a  knowledge 
that  there  were  serious  inequities  in  some  as- 
sessments, they  had  taken  no  action  to  set 
down  a  poliey  to  correct  the  situation,  and  had 
no  corrective  measures  in  mind.  It  was  re- 
vealing to  learn  that  the  cases  cited  in  the 
report  by  the  Real  Estate  Board  had  not  even 
been  studied  by  the  Assessor  of  Taxes. 

XI.  Lack  of  Effective  Research  Department 
There  is  no  research  operation  worthy  of 
the  name.  Such  sales  data  as  is  now  received 
from  a  public  reporting  service  is  being  in- 
adequately   applied. 

XII.  Lack  of  Training 
There  is  no  effective  program  for  training- 
new  assistant  assessors  or  indoctrinating  older 
men  in  sound  methods  of  valuation.  Your 
committee  learned  that  only  occasionally  do 
the  assistant  assessors  receive  any  guidance 
or  advice  from  the  deputies  when  hired  or 
during  later  service. 

Board  of  Review 

The  Board  of  Review  abates  many  millions 
of  dollars  in  valuation  which  the  Board  of 
Assessors  set.  Their  officers  are  in  the  same 
general  group,  and  they  are  served  by  some 
of  the  same  personnel.  The  Boards  are  located 
within  40  feet  of  one  another,  and  yet  they 
say  they  do  not  meet  to  discuss  mutual  prob- 
lems   of    valuations. 

Properly,  the  receipt  of  abatements,  the  con- 
sideration of  the  taxpayers'  rights,  and  the 
settlement  of  differences  through  the  Appellate 
Tax  Board,  should  be  under  the  ultimate  con- 
trol of  a  single  Authority.  Fair  valuation  must 
always   be   the   basis   of   orignal   assessment. 

Only  because  the  assessments  have  been  poor 
in  the  first  instance,  has  there  been  such  a 
flood  of  abatement  applications  requiring  a 
Board   of   Review. 
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Assuming  the  department  is  so  operated  as 
to  render  fair  and  equitable  assessments  in 
the  first  place,  abatement  appeal  work  will 
be   reduced  to  a  minimum. 

When  you  do,  in  fact,  rehabilitate  the  Assess- 
ing Department  as  recommended,  this  Board 
of  Review  function  should  return  to  the  As- 
sessing Department  under  a  deputy  assessor 
of  unquestioned  integrity,  qualified  by  profes- 
sional  experience  as   a  real   estate   appraiser. 

Changes    in    Statutes 

This  committee,  composed  of  real  estate  men, 
cannot  involve  itself  in  legal  issues  or  statutory 
technicalities.  However,  we  would  support 
statutory  changes  if  necessary  to  implement 
the  recommendations  of  this   report. 

The  present  greatest  need  is  for  depart- 
mental willingness  and  determination  to  im- 
prove. 

Equalization  Survey 

Your  committee  endorses  the  purpose  and 
objectives  of  the  Equalization  Survey  and 
believes  that  it  should  be  completed  as  soon 
as   possible. 

Because  another  Citizens'  Advisory  Com- 
mittee is,  and  has  been,  advising  you  on  the 
conduct  of  the  Equalization  Survey,  we  have 
not  looked  into  the  equalization  part  of  the 
assessment  picture.  However,  there  are  some 
aspects  of  equalization  on  which  we  may 
properly  comment,  without  intruding  unduly 
on   the   Mayor's   Realty   Advisory    Committee. 

It  is  generally  accepted  that  equalization 
of  assessed  values  is  not  only  an  important 
task,  but  an  enormous  task  in  Boston.  The 
importance  of  the  survey  is  often  publicly 
stressed  by  the  administration,  and  there 
have  been  frequent  public  references  to  the 
speeding  up  of  the  Survey.  We  recommend 
that  the  Survey  be  adequately  staffed  and 
conducted  on  a  twelve-month  basis,  without 
any  interruption,  until  it  is  completed;  and 
that  its  findings  be  adopted  at  the  earliest 
possible  time,  in  its  entirety,  not  on  a  piece- 
meal   basis. 

Although  the  Survey  was  authorized  m 
1956,  assistant  assessors  did  not  start  work 
until  June,  1957,  and  then  worked  only  until 
December,  1957;  there  was  no  work  on  the 
Survey  by  the  assistant  assessors  for  the  first 
three  and  one-half  months  of  1958._  Other 
cities  which  are  conducting  Equalization  Pro- 
grams are  employing  much  larger  staffs  and 
are  working  twelve-month  years — not  six-  or 
eight-month  years,  with  limited  staffs  as  here 
in    Boston. 

Recommendations 

I.  In  view  of  the  impending  reorganization 
in  the  Assessing  Department,  discontinue  the 
three-man  Board  of  Assessors  and  place  full 
responsibility  on  one  Assessor  of  Taxes.  He 
shall  be  a  person  of  unquestioned  integrity, 
qualified  by  professional  experience  as  an 
appraiser,  and  informed  in  administrative 
practices,  provided  with  an  adequate  salary 
of    $15,000    to    $18,000    per    annum. 

II.  Create  the  office  of  first  Deputy  As- 
sessor, under  Civil  Service  status.  He  shall 
be  a  person  of  unquestioned  integrity,  qualified 
by  professional  experience  as  an  appraiser, 
and  informed  in  administrative  practices,  pro- 
vided with  an  adequate  salary  of  $12,000  to 
$15,000    per    annum. 

III.  Instruct  the  Assessor  of  Taxes,  at  his 
earliest  convenience  and  before  the  next  as- 
sessing period,  to  provide  work  assignments 
for  the  position  of  Deputy  Assessor,  and  re- 
quest the  Civil  Service  Board  to  prepare  a 
qualifying  Civil  Service  examination  for  deputy 
assessors,  similar  in  scope  and  degree  to 
Examinations  I  and  II  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Real  Estate  Appraisers,  to  be 
given  whenever  a  vacancy  in  this  position 
shall  occur.  Provide  an  adequate  salary  to 
attract    qualified    men. 

IV.  Discontinue  the  positions  of  part-time 
assessors  and  create  positions  of  full-time 
assistant  assessors,  responsible  for  real  and 
personal  property  valuations  (approximately 
sixteen  in  number),  provided  with  an  adequate 


salary  to  attract  qualified  men.  Instruct  the 
Assessor  of  Taxes,  at  his  earliest  convenience 
and  before  the  next  assessing  period,  to  re- 
quest the  Civil  Service  Board  to  prepare  a 
qualifying  examination  for  full-time  assistant 
assessors,  similar  in  scope  and  degree  to 
Examination  I  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Real    Estate    Appraisers. 

V.  The  Board  of  Review  should  be  returned 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Assessor  of  Taxes, 
under  a  deputy  assessor  of  unquestioned 
integrity  and  qualified  by  professional  ex- 
perience  as    a    real    estate   appraiser. 

VI.  Instruct  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  to  create 
a  research  and  training  division  which  would 
gather,  analyze,  correlate  and  distribute  to 
assistant  assessors  all  data  referring  to  sales, 
leases,  building  permits,  construction  cost  in- 
dices, business  trends  and  other  data  relating 
to  real  estate  valuation.  The  proper  training 
of  assistat  assessors  would  be  a  function  of 
this  department,  plus  the  dissemination  of 
procedures     involving     valuation     techniques. 

VII.  Impose  upon  the  Assessor  of  Taxefi 
the  duty  to  reform  the  department  along 
efficient  lines  within  the  limits  of  Civil 
Service.  There  should  be  no  restrictions  on 
his  right  to  transfer,  reduce,  or  change  the 
duties    of    personnel. 

VIII.  Direct  that  the  Assessor  of  Taxes 
consider  the  recommendations  of  the  Reeves 
Report  of  1950  which  apply  to  the  situation, 
and  implement  them  as  rapidly  as  is  prac- 
ticable. 

IX.  Require  that  the  departmental  street 
records  of  the  assistant  assessors,  which  are 
now  kept  in  the  Assessing  Department  and 
are  available  to  taxpayers,  when  not  in 
actual  use  be  kept  in  proper  order  and 
completness. 

X.  Instruct  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  to  pro- 
vide for  continuous  instruction  for  the  as- 
sistant assessors.  Adopt  a  manual  of  pro- 
cedures and  valuations  which  can  insure  a 
common  approach  to  the  assessing  of  all 
property. 

XI.  Change  the  timetable  of  assessing  to 
provide  an  adequate  period  for  hearing  and 
reviewing  taxpayers'  protests  between  the 
assessment  date  and  the  final  closing  of  the 
roll. 

XII.  Suggest  that  the  department  be 
guided  by  the  successful  rehabilitation  of  the 
Richmond,  Virginia,  Assessing  Department 
and  system  in  1953-55,  which  won  the  1955 
Achievement  Award  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion   of    Assessing    Officers. 

Conclusion 

Despite  the  poor  practices  and  procedures 
in  assessing  which  currently  exist,  and  despite 
the  failure  of  the  assessors  to  assess  in  ac- 
cordance with  defensible  standards  or  to 
perform  their  duties  in  a  professional  manner 
as  they  are  expected  by  law  to  do,  it  is 
yet  believed  that  many  of  the  present  as- 
sessing staff  are  or  can  be  capable,  with  proper 
guidance  and  incentive,  of  making  an  im- 
portant contribution  in  a  reorganized  opera- 
tion. Within  the  present  staff,  there  may 
be  a  reservoir  of  potential  ability  which  it 
would  be  unfair  and  uneconomical  to  mis- 
judge on  the  basis  of  past  performance. 
Such  ability  can,  with  proper  leadership, 
become  a  part  of  the  nucleus  of  a  reorganized, 
progressive    Assessing    Department. 

The  character  of  the  Assessing  Department 
cannot  be  materially  changed  until  you  place 
in  the  vital  position  of  Assessor  of  Taxes 
a  man  who  can  earn  the  respect  of  the 
men  and  women  whose  activities  he  will 
direct,  who  has  the  ability  to  convince  them 
of  the  change  in  philosophy,  policy,  pro- 
cedures, and  practices  which  you  desire.  If 
you  will  appoint  such  a  man,  and  not  only 
make  it  clear  publicly  and  within  your  official 
family  that  he  has  your  complete  backing, 
and  also  indicate  that  you  really  want  the 
kind  of  Assessment  Administration  which 
Boston     deserves     and     needs,     then,     we     have 
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not  the  least  doubt  this  present  situation  can 
be  corrected,  and  a  real  step  taken  toward 
the  rebirth  of  Boston.  We  believe  you,  your- 
self, must  assume  responsibility  for  correcting 
the  assessment  situation,  through  your  personal 
informed  support  of  the  new  Assessment 
Administration. 

The    committee    trusts    it    has    been    helpful 
to    you.      As    you    requested,    it    will    be    glad 


to  continue  in  an  advisory  capacity  during 
this  period  of  reorganization.  It  respectfully 
recommends  speedy  action  on  the  recommen- 
dations in  this  report.  Through  such  speedy 
implementation,  you  can  take  an  initial  and 
important  step  toward  arresting  the  present 
decline    of    the    city.

An     Ordinance     Reorganizing     the     Assessing 

Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City   Council  of   Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  sec- 
tion 5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1947,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  clause  (2),  as  ap- 
pearing in  chapter  B  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1956,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing  clause: 

(2)  The  assessor,  thirteen  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars;  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  review  in  the  assessing  department,  twelve 
thousand  dollars;  and  the  other  appointive 
member  of  said  board,  eighty-five  hundred 
dollars. 

Sect.  2.  Said  section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  as  amended,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
last  paragraph,  as  appearing  in  section  8  of 
chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances  of  1954,  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following  para- 
graph:— 

The  deputy  assessors  shall  be  compensated 
as  if  they  held  an  office  allocated  to  Grade 
No.  32  of  the  compensation  plan  from  time 
to  time  in  effect  for  the  county;  and  assistant 
assessors  lawfully  required  to  devote  at  least 
thirty-five  hours  a  week  to  their  work  shall 
be  compensated  as  if  they  held  an  office  allo- 
cated to  Grade  No.  30  of  said  compensation 
plan;    and    other    assistant    assessors    shall    be 


compensated  as  if  they  held  an  office  allo- 
cated to  Grade  No.  15  of  said  compensation 
plan;  and  the  auctioneer  in  the  real  property 
department  shall  be  compensated  as  if  he 
held  a  position  allocated  to  Grade  No.  30  of 
said    compensation    plan. 

Sect.  3.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
are  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  chapter 
5,  as  appearing  in  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1954,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following    chapter:  — 

CHAPTER  5. 
Assessing  Department. 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
department,  known  as  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment, which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an 
officer,  known  as  the  Assessor,  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor 
is  elected.  The  assessor  shall,  for  the  asses- 
sing department  including  the  board  of  re- 
view, exclusively  have  the  powers,  and  per- 
form the  duties,  conferred  or  imposed  by  law 
on  the  assessor  of  taxes  in  existence  imme- 
diately prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordi- 
nance with  respect  to  the  acquisition  and  dis- 
posal of  property,  the  making  of  contracts, 
and  the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge, 
compensation  and  indemnification  of  subordi- 
nates. The  assessor  shall  also  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  by  law  on  the  assessor  of  taxes  and 
the  board  of  assessors  in  existence  immedi- 
ately   prior   to   the    taking    effect   of    this   ordi- 
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nance;  and  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
section  two  of  this  chapter,  shall  further  have 
the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  from  time 
to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on  assessors  of 
cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general  laws  ap- 
plicable to  Boston.  The  assessor  shall  divide 
the  assessing  department  from  time  to  time 
into  a  statistical  research  division  and  such 
other  divisions  as  he  shall  adjudge  necessary 
for    the    proper    conduct   of    the   department. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  in  the  assessing  de- 
partment a  board,  known  as  the  Hoard  of 
Review,  consisting  of  the  assessor,  ex  officio, 
and  two  other  members  each  of  whom  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  ex- 
piring on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election 
at  which  a  mayor  is  elected  and  one  of  whom 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  the 
mayor  as  chairman  of  said  board.  The  hoard 
of  review  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  law  on 
the  board  of  review  in  existence  immediately 
prior  to  the  talcing  effect  of  this  ordinance, 
and  shall  further  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  im- 
posed on  assessors  of  cities  in  Massachusetts 
by  general  laws  applicable  to  Boston  with  re- 
spect to  abatement  of  taxes  other  than  poll 
and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes.  The  hoard 
of  review  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  super- 
vision or  control  of  the  assessor  except  as  he 
acts  as  a  member  thereof;  but,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  mayor,  said  board  shall 
not  communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make 
any  annual  or  other  report,  except  through  the 
assessor. 

Sect.  3.  Every  application  for  abatement 
filed  with  the  assessor  with  respect  to  a  tax 
other  than  a  poll  or  motor  vehicle  excise  tax 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  board  of 
review  and  shall  be  forthwith  transmitted  by 
him  to  said  board;  and  the  board  of  review 
shall  be  deemed  to  come  within  the  terms 
"assessor",  "assessors"  and  "board  of  asses- 
sors" as  used  in  any  application  for  the 
abatement  of,  or  in  any  appeal  from  a  re- 
fusal (by  failure  to  act  or  otherwise)  to 
abate,  or  in  any  statute  relating  to  the  abate- 
ment of,  or  in  any  statute  relating  to  an  ap- 
peal from  a  refusal  (by  failure  to  act  or 
otherwise)  to  abate,  a  tax  other  than  a  poll 
or    motor    vehicle    excise    tax. 

Sect.  4.  The  assessor  of  taxes,  the  board 
of  assessors  and  the  board  of  review  in  ex- 
istence in  the  assessing  department  immedi- 
ately prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers 
and  duties  of  said  assessor  of  taxes  and  of 
said  board  of  assessors  are  hereby  transferred 
to  the  assessor  provided  for  by  section  2  of 
this  ordinance;  and  the  powers  and  duties 
of  said  board  of  review  are  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  the  board  of  review  provided  for  by 
said   section    2. 

Sect.  5.  Section  19  of  chapter  39  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out,  in  the  last  sentence,  the  words 
"assessor  of  taxes"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof   the  word   "assessor". 

Sect.  C.  Section  20  of  said  chapter  39  is 
"hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  first 
sentence,  the  words  "assessor  of  taxes"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "assessor". 
Sect.  7.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and 
rules  shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished 
by  this  ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil 
service  examination  or  registration  to  a  simi- 
lar office  or  position  with  similar  status  in  a 
new  department  or  agency,  or  division  of 
either,  created,  or  a  department  or  agency, 
or  division  of  either,  not  abolished,  by  this 
ordinance;  and  every  such  person  shall,  upon 
such  reappointment,  retain  all  rights  to  re- 
tirement with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued 
or  would  thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his 
services  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continu- 
ous to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had 
not  taken  place.  As  used  in  this  section, 
the  term  "agency"  shall  be  construed  as 
defined  in  section  5  of  chapter  4S6  of  the 
acts  of  1909  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chap- 
ter 473   of   the   acts   of   1953. 


Sect.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chap- 
ter 473  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so 
construed  that  no  person  holding,  whether 
under  general  or  special  law  or  otherwise,  an 
office  or  position  subject  to  the  civil  service 
laws  and  rules  shall,  by  reason  of  the  adoption 
of  this  oi-dinanee,  be  without  a  similar  office 
or  position  or  be  reduced  in  rank  or  compen- 
sation.

By  motion  on  July  28,  1958,  your  Honorable 
Body  requested  that  I  publish  a  list  requested 
by  you  on  May  5,  1958,  and  again  on  June  30, 
1958,   to  wit:

Moreover, 
to  publish  the  first  list  mentioned  above  would 
be  tantamount  to  opening  to  public  inspection 
records  which  in  a  communication  I  transmitted 
to  you  on  July  28,  1958,  the  Corporation 
Counsel  has  advised  are  not  public  records. 
The  large  number  of  cases  covered  by  both 
lists  requested  make  it  perfectly  clear  that 
the  situation  is  not  one  where,  in  accordance 
with  that  communication,  I  may  deem  it  in 
the    public     interest     to     submit     for     the     in- 
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formation  of  your  Honorable  Body  a  report 
in  a  particular  case.  Accordingly,  I  must 
respectfully  decline  to  comply  with  your  motion 
of    July   28.

At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Committee  on  Civic  Progress 
the  committee  considered  the  question  of  requests 
by  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital  for 
funds  totaling  $4,000,000. 

The  committee  unanimously  voted  to  support  the 
trustees'  request  for  funds  under  certain  conditions. 
These  conditions  are  outlined  in  the  enclosed  letter 
from  Mr.  Lloyd  D.  Brace,  chairman  of  the  financial 
subcommittee,  to  Dr.  John  F.  Conlin  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital. 

The  Hospital  Trustees  have  agreed  to  the  condi- 
tions contained  in  the  letter. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  the  requests  for  the 
$4,000,000  are  now  broken  down  into  a  loan  and 
appropriation  order  for  $1,000,000  for  additional 
equipment,  and  a  request  for  legislative  authority 
to  borrow  $3,000,000  for  building  repairs. 

The   Committee  on   Civic   Progress   urges  your 
favorable  consideration  of  both  of  these  measures.

Dear  Dr.  Conlin: 

This  letter  will  summarize  my  understanding  of 
the  discussions  recently  held  with  you  and  three  of 
your  trustees  in  connection  with  your  request  for 
support  by  the  Committee  on  Civic  Progress  of  a  re- 
quest for  funds  totaling  $4,000,000  which  you  and 
your  trustees  feel  are  urgently  needed  to  bring  the 


hospitals  up  to  a  minimum  standard  of  patient 
care.  The  Hospital  Trustees  have  demonstrated 
to  us  that  the  need  for  these  funds  is  justified  and 
that  we  should  give  the  support  requested  and  we 
are  glad  to  give  such  support  upon  the  following 
conditions: 

1.  That  the  Hospital  Trustees  shall  enter  into 
a  contract  with  a  recognized  hospital  audit  firm 
and/or  management  consulting  firm  to  survey 
the  Hospital  Department's  basic  policy  in  manage- 
ment problems.  We  are  aware  that  some  phases 
of  these  problems  were  studied  and  reported 
March,  1957,  by  Shepley,  Bullfinch,  Richardson 
and  Abbott,  but  this  report  was  essentially  one  on 
physical  plant  needs  and  we  have  a  much  broader 
purpose  in  mind.  We  feel  that  the  survey  should 
cover,  among  other  things,  the  following  basic 
questions: 

The  number  of  beds  to  be  operated. 

The  quantity  and  quality  of  treatment  and  serv- 
ice facilities. 

The  quantity  and  quality  of  teaching  and  re- 
search facilities. 

The  organization  of  the  Hospital  Department 
and  the  staffing  needs  of  your  three  hospitals. 

In  addition,  we  feel  that  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  basic  needs  from  both  a  social  and 
practical  standpoint  of  the  total  hospital  facilities 
available  in  the  metropolitan  area  and  how  both 
private  and  public  facilities  may  best  be  coordi- 
nated to  serve  the  area  at  the  least  over-all  cost 
to  the  area,  always  having  in  mind  that  proper 
patient  care  is  the  primary  objective. 

We  would  request  that  a  representative  of  our 
committee  have  an  opportunity  of  discussing  with 
the  selected  audit  firm  in  more  detail  the  type  and 
scope  of  questions  we  would  like  to  have  answered 
prior  to  the  audit  firm's  undertaking  of  the  study. 

2.  Future  equipment  needs  will  be  financed 
from  the  current  budget  and  not  from  loans. 

3.  When  the  $4,000,000  hospital  program  being 
financed  from  loans  is  completed,  necessary  build- 
ing repairs  will  thereafter  be  financed  from  the 
current  budget. 

4.  The  Hospital  Trustees  shall  direct  the  Di- 
rector of  Hospitals  to  draft  a  program  for  regular 
building  maintenance  and  preventive  maintenance, 
and  a  program  for  equipment  and  replacements 
and  additions,  together  with  schedules  of  annual 
budget  estimates  on  fitting  these  requirements. 

I  would  like  to  make  it  clear  that  it  is  the  strong 
feeling  of  our  committee  that  most  of  the  present 
physical  problems  now  facing  the  trustees  have 
arisen  over  a  period  of  years  through  improper 
planning  of  needs  and  unwillingness  on  the  part  of 
the  city  to  provide  for  the  necessary  expenditures 
in  view  of  their  impact  on  the  tax  rate.  We  cannot 
emphasize  too  strongly  our  feeling  that  in  the 
future  legitimate  needs  should  be  met  on  a  current 
basis  and  that  the  taxpayers  of  Boston  should  be 
assured  that  needs  of  a  current  nature  are  not 
being  deferred  to  the  detriment  of  the  hospital's 
welfare  and  the  misleading  consequent  effect  on 
the  current  tax  rate.

INFORMATION  ON  LEGAL  REMEDIES  OF 
CITY  ON  TAXES  OWED  ON  TAX 
TITLE   PROPERTY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  August  11,  1958. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  the  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  July  28,  1958,  requesting  my 
opinion  concerning  any  and  all  legal  remedies  avail- 
able to  the  city  for  the  collection  of  unpaid  taxes  on 
property  on  which  the  city  holds  a  tax  title,  and 
asking  that  I  state  specifically  the  remedies  avail- 
able to  the  city  against  the  person  who  was  the 
owner  of  record  of  the  property  at  the  time  the 
tax  was  levied,  or  who  was  the  true  owner  of  the 
property  at  that  time  although  title  to  the  property 
was  then  held  by  a  straw  or  a  dummy  corporation 
and  that  fact  is  known  to  the  city  or  ascertainable , 
and  also  the  remedies  against  any  subsequent  or 
present  owner. 

The  only  remedies  for  the  collection  of  taxes  are 
those  provided  by  statute  (Crapo  v.  Stetson,  8  Mete. 
393,  394) ;  but  since  the  collection  of  taxes  is  essen- 
tial to  the  very  existence  of  government,  the 
remedies  provided  by  statute  are  numerous.  More- 
over, they  are  cumulative;  for  it  would  be  "con- 


trary to  the  theory  on  which  taxes  are  levied  and 
collected  that  any  one  remedy  should  be  treated  as 
exclusive."  Boston  v.  Turner,  201  Mass.  190,  197. 
Boston  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  v.  Boston,  318 
Mass.  183,  188.  The  fact  that  the  remedies  are 
cumulative,  however,  does  not  "authorize  by  im- 
plication the  addition  to  legitimate  costs  and 
charges  incurred  in  the  prosecution  of  one  remedy 
costs  and  charges  arising  in  the  pursuit  of  another 
remedy,  as,  for  illustration,  the  addition  of  those 
attending  collection  by  suit  to  those  incurred  by 
distress."    Koch  v.  Austin,  225  Mass.  215,  217. 

In  Massachusetts  the  original  and  primary 
method  of  enforcing  the  collection  of  a  delinquent 
tax  was  by  distress  or  seizure  and  sale  of  the  delin- 
quent's goods.  Nichols,  Taxation  in  Massachusetts 
(Third  Edition),  p.  374.  This  method  is  available 
today  under  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  60,  s.  24.  It  is 
applicable  to  real  estate  taxes.  Richardson  v. 
Boston,  148  Mass.  508,  510.  McGee  v.  Salem,  149 
Mass.  238,  241.  Under  it,  the  collector  can  seize 
any  personal  property  of  which  the  person  taxed  is 
the  owner  at  the  time  of  seizure  (Fuller  v.  Day, 
103  Mass.  481),  except,  of  course,  the  goods  ex- 
plicitly exempted  by  the  statute,  viz.,  tools  and 
implements  necessary  for  such  person's  trade  or 
occupation,  beasts  of  the  plough  necessary  for  the 
cultivation  of  his  improved  land,  military  arms, 
uniforms  and  equipments,  utensils  for  housekeeping 
necessary'for  upholding  life,  and  bedding  and  ap- 
parel necessary  for  such  person  himself  and  his 
family.  The  levy  reaches  only  the  interest  held  at 
the  time  of  seizure  by  the  person  taxed.  Fuller  v. 
Day,  supra.  To  illustrate,  the  rights  of  the  holder 
of  a  mortgage  given  prior  to  the  distraint  are  supe- 
rior to  those  of  the  collector  under  the  distraint. 
That  is  to  say,  distress  is  not  the  enforcement  of  a 
prior  lien  on  personal  property;  for  in  Massachu- 
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setts  personal  property  is  not  subject  to  a  lien  even 
for  taxes  assessed  upon  it.  Chelsea  v.  Richard  T. 
Green  Co.,  319  Mass.  152,  1G3.  Thus  the  goods 
seized  need  not  be  the  property  on  account  of  which 
t  he  tax  was  assessed;  but,  as  indicated  above,  they 
must  be  the  property  of  the  person  taxed  when 
they  arc  seized.  Accordingly,  personal  property 
left  by  a  deceased  taxpayer  cannot  be  distrained 
after  his  death  because  it  is  no  longer  his  property. 
Wilson  v.  Shearer,  9  Mete.  501.  Furthermore,  the 
remedy  is  limited  by  the  statute  to  the  seizure  of 
"goods,"  i.e.,  personal  property,  so  that  real  estate 
cannot  be  seized  under  it. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  Commonwealth,  delin- 
quent taxes  were  also  collected  by  arrest  and  im- 
prisonment. This  remedy,  it  would  seem,  may 
still  be  invoked  today  even  to  collect  real  estate 
taxes  (Haydcn  v.  Foster,  13  Pick.  492,  495,  Snow  v. 
Clark,  9  Gray  190,  192,  Richardson  v.  Boston,  148 
Mass.  508,  510,  Taylor  v.  Bentinck-Smith,  304 
Mass.  430,  435)  and  even  though  imprisonment  for 
debt  has  long  since  been  abolished  in  Massachu- 
setts (Appleton  v.  Hopkins,  5  Gray  530);  but  re- 
search has  not  disclosed  any  basis  for  saying  that 
an  officer  of  a  corporation  may  be  arrested  because 
of  the  corporation's  tax  delinquency.  The  author- 
ity to  arrest  and  imprison  (which  is  given  by  G.L. 
[Per.  Ed.]  c.  60,  s.  23)  arises  only  where  the  col- 
lector cannot  find  sufficient  goods  upon  which  to 
levy.  Lothrop  v.  Ide,  13  Gray  93,  96.  Hall  v. 
Hall,  3  Allen  5.  The  collector  must  make  a  diligent 
search  for  such  goods;  but  it  is  considered  that  "the 
collector  has  made  reasonable  search  when  he  has 
requested  the  delinquent  to  exhibit  goods  upon 
which  levy  may  be  made,"  and  "the  delinquent 
refuses  or  neglects  to  make  such  an  exhibit."  In 
such  case,  "the  collector  may  properly  return  that 
he  cannot  find  sufficient  goods."  Kerr  v.  Atwood, 
188  Mass.  506,  507.  Furbush  v.  Connolly,  318 
Mass.  511,  513. 

A  third  remedy  which  has  been  applicable  to 
taxes  in  general  since  St.  1859,  c.  171,  is  the  remedy 
afforded  by  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  60,  s.  35,  as  amended 
by  St.  1946,  c.  251,  s.  1,  to  collect  the  tax  "in  an 
action  of  contract  or  in  any  other  appropriate 
action,  suit  or  proceeding  .  .  .  against  the 
person  assessed  for  such  tax."  This  remedy  is 
available  for  the  collection  of  real  estate  taxes. 
Richardson  ».  Boston,  148  Mass.  508.  The  remedy 
does  not  exist,  however,  except  by  virtue  of  the 
statute.  Rogers  v.  Gookin,  198  Mass.  434,  437.  In 
fact,  the  law  gives  no  remedy  for  the  collection  of 
a  tax  other  than  those  provided  by  statute.  Crapo 
i).  Stetson,  8  Mete.  393,  394.  The  statute,  however, 
is  not  to  be  construed  narrowly  but  in  a  compre- 
hensive sense  so  as  to  enable  "  the  pursuit  of  a  right 
in  a  court  of  justice  without  regard  to  the  form  of 
legal  proceedings."  Boston  v.  Turner,  201  Mass. 
190,  196.  The  legal  proceeding,  nevertheless,  must 
be  one  in  which  the  person  assessed  may  be  properly 
made  a  party  defendant  although  the  suit  may  be 
against  others  alone  or  together  with  the  person 
assessed.  Boston  v.  Turner,  201  Mass.  190,  196. 
Collector  of  Taxes  of  Lowell  v.  Slafsky,  332  Mass. 
700,  704.  Under  this  statute  there  have  been  at 
least  two  suits  against  assignees  for  the  benefit 
of  a  delinquent  taxpayer's  creditors  to  enforce  the 
trust  in  which  they  had  undertaken  to  pay  the 
delinquent's  taxes  (Boston  v.  Turner,  supra,  and 
Collector  of  Taxes  of  Lowell  v.  Slafsky,  supra),  at 
least  one  bill  in  equity  to  collect  the  taxes  of  a  cor- 
poration from  officers  thereof  statutorily  liable  for 
filing  a  false  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
corporation  (Fclker  v.  Standard  Yarn  Co.,  148 
Mass.  220),  and  an  indication  to  a  tax  collector  that 
he  should  institute  a  suit  to  reach  and  apply  in  satis- 
faction of  a  delinquent  tax  shares  of  corporate  stock 
owned  by  the  person  assessed  (Warr  v.  Collector  of 
Taxes  of  Taunton,  234  Mass.  279,  281).  A  tax 
collector  has  also  been  permitted  to  intervene  in 
receivership  proceedings  to  secure  payment  of  a 
tax.  Waite  v.  Worcester  Brewing  Co.,  176  Mass. 
283.  City  National  Bank  v.  Charles  Baker  Co., 
180  Mass.  40. 

Ancillary  to  the  right  to  sue  is  the  right  under 
G.  L.  (Ter'  Ed.)  c.  00,  s.  93,  as  amended  by  St.  1943, 
c.  199,  to  withhold  "payment  of  any  money  pay- 
able to  any  person  from  whom  there  arc  then  due 
taxes,  assessments,  rates  or  other  charges  com- 
mitted to  .  .  -  [the]  collector,  which  are 
wholly  or  partly  unpaid,  whether  or  not  secured  by 
a  tax  title  held  by  the  town,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding the  total  of  the  unpaid  taxes,  assessments, 
rates  and  other  charges,  with  interest  and  costs." 
By  its  express  terms,  this  remedy  extends  to  real 
estate  taxes,  whether  or  not  secured  by  a  tax  title. 


For  a  holding  that  the  statute  in  an  earlier  form  so 
applied,  see  Boston  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank  v. 
Boston,  318  Mass.  183. 

There  are  also  special  remedies  for  particular 
classes  of  cases.  Under  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  00,  s.  91, 
a  foreign  corporation  or  nonresident  person  may  be 
restrained  from  doing  business  in  Massachusetts 
until  its  or  his  taxes  have  been  paid.  See  Scollard 
».  American  Felt  Co.,  194  Mass.  127.  Another 
special  remedy  for  special  circumstances  is  to  be 
found  in  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  60,  s.  30,  providing 
that  "If  a  person  assessed  for  a  tax  dies  or  becomes 
insolvent  before  the  payment  thereof,  or  if  a  tax  is 
assessed  upon  the  estate  of  a  deceased  person,  the 
executor,  administrator  or  assignee  shall,  if  a 
demand  has  been  made  on  him  therefor,  forthwith 
on  receipt  of  any  money  applicable  to  the  payment 
of  the  tax,  pay  the  same,  and  in  default  shall  be 
personally  liable  therefor  as  for  his  own  tax."  See 
Bartlett  v.  Tufts,  241  Mass.  96,  99,  and  cases  cited. 

Without  doubt,  the  most  important  of  these 
special  remedies  for  particular  classes  of  cases  is 
the  lien  on  a  parcel  of  real  estate  for  a  tax  assessed 
thereon.  This  lien  is  significant  in  that  except 
with  respect  to  certain  federal  tax  liens  (United 
States  r.  New  Britain,  347  U.  S.  81 ),  it  is  paramount 
to  all  mortgages  and  other  liens  on  the  property. 
Mechanic  Savings  Bank  v.  Collector  of  Taxes  of 
Holyoke,  299  Mass.  404,  408-409,  and  cases  cited. 
The  lien  is  limited  in  the  sense  "that  separate  and 
distinct  parcels  of  real  estate  belonging  to  the  same 
owner  must  be  separately  valued  and  assessed, 
and  that  no  lien  on  any  parcel  is  created  or  can  be 
enforced  by  a  sale  for  any  other  tax  than  that 
which  was  lawfully  assessed  upon  it."  Phelps  v. 
Creed,  231  Mass.  228,  232.  That  is  to  say,  the 
real  estate  tax  lien  law  makes  each  particular  parcel 
liable  only  for  the  tax  assessed  upon  it  (Hayden  v. 
Foster,  13  Pick.  492,  490-499) ;  or,  as  said  in  Curtiss 
v.  Sheffield,  213  Mass.  239,  244,  the  "tax  lien  must 
be  commensurate  with  the  tax;  it  covers  the  thing 
for  which  the  tax  is  assessed  and  it  covers  nothing 
else."  As  you  know,  the  real  estate  tax  lien  is 
enforced  by  transition  into  a  tax  title  which  must 
be  foreclosed  before  the  city's  title  thereunder  be- 
comes absolute.  As  you  also  know,  foreclosure 
proceedings  cannot  be  commenced  until  two  years 
after  the  date  of  the  tax  sale  or  taking  which  trans- 
formed the  tax  lien  into  a  tax  title.  As  indicated 
above,  however,  for  the  collection  of  a  real  estate 
tax,  the  collector  is  not  confined  to  enforcement  of 
the  lien  on  the  real  estate  but  has  a  remedy  against 
the  person  and  the  property  generally  of  the  person 
to  whom  the  tax  is  assessed.  McGee  v.  Salem,  149 
Mass.  238,  241.  Compare  Curtiss  v.  Sheffield,  213 
Mass.  239,  242. 

It  is  well  settled  that  in  Massachusetts,  the 
moment  a  collector  takes  land  for  a  city  or  town, 
an  estate  in  fee  simple  and  seisin  in  the  land  vests 
in  the  city  or  town,  albeit  such  fee  and  seisin  con- 
stitute, until  foreclosure  of  the  right  of  redemption, 
an  estate  defeasible  by  redemption  through  pay- 
ment of  the  taxes  and  charges  due,  for  which  such 
estate,  until  such  foreclosure,  is  merely  security. 
Coughlin  v.  Gray,  131  Mass.  56.  Jenney  v.  Tildcn, 
270  Mass.  92,  94.  (See  also  Butler  v.  Stark,  139 
Mass.  19,  20,  Perry  v.  Lancy,  179  Mass.  183,  180, 
Abbott  v.  Frost,  185  Mass.  398,  400,  Davis  v.  Allen, 
224  Mass.  551,  552-553,  and  Chadwick  v.  Cam- 
bridge, 230  Mass.  580,  581.)  It-  appears  equally 
well  settled  that  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
statute,  a  tax  title  holder,  whether  a  municipality 
or  an  individual,  has,  until  redemption,  the  right  to 
possession  of  the  premises  covered  by  the  tax  title. 
Coughlin  v.  Gray,  131  Mass.  56,  57.  Perry  v. 
Lancy,  179  Mass.  183,  186.  Since  the  General 
Laws  took  effect  on  December  31,  1920,  the  last 
sentence  of  Section  45  of  Chapter  00  thereof  has 
provided  that  "No  sale  hereafter  made  shall  give 
to  the  purchaser  any  right  to  possession  of  the  land 
until  the  expiration  of  two  years  after  the  date  of 
the  sale."  See  St.  1918,  c.  257,  s.  49.  Since  omis- 
sions cannot  be  supplied  by  interpretation  (Morse  v. 
Boston,  253  Mass.  247,  252),  this  provision  must  be 
construed  as  limited  to  tax  titles  acquired  by  sale 
and  not  comprehending  those  acquired  by  taking, 
which  for  nearly  two  decades  now  has  been  the 
method  used  in  Boston.  Neither  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.) 
c.  60,  s.  54  (as  amended),  nor  any  other  statute  has 
been  found  to  contain  any  comparable  limitation 
with  respect  to  tax  titles  acquired  by  taking.  In 
my  opinion,  therefore,  the  City  of  Boston  has,  in 
the  case  of  a  parcel  subject  to  a  tax  title  acquired 
by  the  City  by  taking,  a  right  to  immediate  posses- 
sion and  in  the  case  of  a  parcel  subject  to  a  tax  title 
acquired  by  the  City  through  a  tax  sale,  a  right  to 
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possession  after  the  expiration  of  two  years  after 
the  date  of  the  sale.  From  Lamson  <fc  Co.  (Inc.)  v. 
Abrams,  305  Mass.  238,  242,  and  cases  cited,  it 
would  seem  that  it  would  be  held  that  the  City  is 
not  entitled  to  rent  until  it  actually  enters  under 
its  right  of  possession  and  notifies  the  tenant  to  pay 
his  rent  to  the  City.  That  is  to  say,  if  the  City 
chooses  to  stand  by  and  suffer  someone  else  to 
keep  possession,  the  City  presumably  consents  that 
(he  person  in  possession  may  receive  the  rent  for 
his  own  account.  Compare  Wilder  v.  Houghton, 
1  Pick.  87,  89-90,  from  which  it  can  also  be  con- 
cluded that  trespass  cannot  be  maintained  for 
mesne  profits  arising  from  use  and  occupancy 
prior  to  actual  entry  under  the  right  of  possession. 
In  passing,  you  will  note  from  the  foregoing  that 
the  only  remedy  against  a  subsequent  owner  of  real 
estate  for  a  prior  tax  is  the  lien  or  tax  title  with  such 
right  of  possession  as  is  incident  thereto.  With 
this  exception,  the  remedies  hereinbefore  discussed 
arc  remedies  against  the  person  assessed  and  his 
real  and  personal  estate.  What  has  been  said, 
therefore,  does  not  answer  your  further  inquiry  as 
to  the  remedies  against  the  real  owner  of  real 
estate  where  the  person  assessed  is  a  straw.  A 
"straw",  it  is  to  be  noted,  is  "a  person  who  holds  a 
naked  title  for  the  benefit  of  another."  Collins  v. 
Curtin,  325  Mass.  123,  125.  This  definition  is 
significant  in  that  it  points  up  that  the  actual 
holder  of  the  legal  title  is  the  straw.  Real  estate 
is  to  be  assessed  to  the  person  having  legal  title 
thereto,  although  the  assessors  may,  at  their 
election,  assess  the  person  having  the  legal  title  in 
fact  or  the  person  having  the  legal  title  of  record. 
Assessors  of  Boston  v.  Neal,  311  Mass.  192,  193. 
Boston  v.  Quincy  Market  Cold  Storage  and  Ware- 
house Co.,  312  Mass.  638,  043,  650.  It  may  even 
bo  that  the  assessors  may  assess  the  owner  in  fact 
and  the  owner  of  record.  Unless  the  person  for 
whom  the  straw  is  acting  holds  an  unrecorded  deed 
from  the  straw  (which  rarely  is  the  case  and  is 
usually  an  unascertainable  fact),  the  person  for 
whom  the  straw  is  acting,  inasmuch  as  he  does  not 
have  the  legal  title  in  fact,  is  not  the  owner  in  fact 
and  so  cannot  be  assessed.  Since,  as  called  to  at- 
tention above,  the  law  gives  no  remedy  for  the  col- 
lection of  a  tax  other  than  those  provided  by 
statute,  and  since,  apart  from  the  lien  on  a  parcel 
of  real  estate  for  a  tax  assessed  thereon,  the  statutes 
give  no  remedy  except  against  the  person  assessed 
and  his  property,  there  is  generally  no  remedy 
whereby  a  delinquent  tax  can  be  enforced  against 
the  person  for  whom  a  straw  is  acting.  In  tins  con- 
nection, it  is  to  be  observed  that  "the  transaction 
of  business  through  one  known  to  be  a  straw  is 
persuasive  evidence  that  the  parties  did  not  intend 
that  any  personal  liability  was  to  be  assumed  by 
the  person  for  whom  the  straw  was  acting." 
Central  Trust  Co.  v.  Rudnick,  310  Mass.  239, 
244-245.  The  situation  is  not  altered  by  the  fact 
that  the  person  for  whom  the  straw  is  acting  is 
collecting  the  rents.  Under  the  law  of  landlord  and 
tenant,  one  who  has  no  interest  in  premises  is  not 
thereby  precluded  from  letting  the  premises. 
Cobb  v.  Arnold,  8  Mete.  398,  402.  Foster  v.  Lee, 
271  Mass.  200,  206.  Compare  Connors  v.  Wick, 
317  Mass.  628,  630. 

"In  the  absence  of  a  fraudulent  purpose  in  the 
organization  of  a  corporation,  it  is  settled  law  in 
this  Commonwealth  that  the  ownership  of  all  the 
stock  and  the  absolute  control  of  the  affairs  of  a 
corporation  do  not  make  that  corporation  and  that 
individual  owner  identical."  Star  Brewing  Co.  v. 
Flynn,  237  Mass.  213,  217.  In  other  words,  the 
general  rule  is  that  a  corporation  is  an  artificial 
person,  distinct  and  separate  from  its  stockholders 
and  officers,  and  constituting  a  separate  legal  entity 
for  all  purposes,  "even  though  all  its  stock  be  held 
by  a  single  interest  and  it  be  to  all  practical  intents 
merely  the  instrument  of  the  stockholder."  Old 
Dominion  Copper  Mining  and  Smelting  Co.  v. 
Bigelow,  203  Mass.  159,  192.  In  the  absence  of 
statutory  provision  to  that  effect,  the  liabilities  of 
a  corporation  do  not  attach  to  its  stockholders  and 
officers.  Id.  cit.  G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  156,  ss.  35,  36 
and  37,  which  embody  the  statutory  provisions 
imposing  such  liability,  are  rarely  of  use  because 
they  relate  solely  to  cases  where  stock  is  issued  or 
reduced  in  violation  of  law,  cases  where  a  statement 
or  report  required  by  law  is  made  with  knowledge 
that  it  is  false  in  a  material  representation,  cases 
where  a  dividend  is  declared  when  the  corporation 
is,  or  thereby  is  rendered,  bankrupt  or  insolvent, 
cases  where  a  loan  is  made  by  the  corporation  to  a 
stockholder  or  director,  and  cases  where  money  is 
due   operatives   for   services   rendered    within   six 


months  before  demand  made  upon  corporation  and 
its  neglect  or  refusal  to  make  such  payment.  To 
assist  you  in  understanding  the  basic  law  on  this 
aspect  of  the  matter,  I  direct  attention  at  this  point 
to  Hanson  v.  Bradley,  298  Mass.  371,  where  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  said  (at  p.  380): 

"The  original  purpose  of  laws  permitting  the 
formation  of  corporations  was  to  enable  stock- 
holders to  put  at  the  risk  of  the  business  capital 
reasonably  adequate  for  its  needs,  and  thereby 
keep  free  from  that  risk  their  uninvested  assets 
and  their  personal  responsibility.     That,  as  our 
corporation  laws  have  long  attested,  has  been 
deemed  consonant  with  the  public  interest,  and 
a  fair  compromise  between  the  desire  of  investors 
for  the  fullest  immunity  and  the  desire  of  credi- 
tors for  the  fullest  means  of  satisfaction." 
As  indicated   above,   what   has   just   been   said 
applies  only  in  the  absence  of  a  fraudulent  purpose 
in   the   organization   of   a   corporation.     In   other 
words,  if  to  defeat  fraud  it  is  necessary  to  look 
through  the  corporate  form  to  the  persons  using 
it,  a  court  will  do  so.     Hence,  in  the  case  of  a 
"dummy  corporation"  the  inquiry  must  be  whether 
there  was  a  fraudulent  purpose  in  the  organization 
of  the  corporation.     In  conformity  with  the  para- 
graph just  quoted  from   Hanson   v.  Bradley,  the 
desire  to  secure  through  the  instrumentality  of  a 
corporation  escape  from  other  than  a  restricted  or 
limited  legal  liability  cannot  be  regarded  as  fraudu- 
lent in  fact  or  in  law.     Marseh  v.  Southern  New 
England  Railroad  Corp.,  230  Mass.  483,  498.    Simi- 
larly, the  desire  of  incorporators  of  a  new  corpora- 
tion to  secure  through  the  instrumentality  of  the 
corporation  authority  to  do  business  exactly  like 
the  business  done  by  an  old  corporation  but  with- 
out the  burden  of  an  agreement  as  to  the  employ- 
ment of  union  labor  cannot  be  regarded  as  fraudu- 
lent in  fact  or  in  law.    Berry  v.  Old  South  Engrav- 
ing Co.,  283  Mass.  441,  451.    On  the  other  hand,  a 
corporation  created  to  secure  a  stockholder's  prop- 
erty from  his  creditors  cannot  be  used  as  a  shield 
to  protect  him.     Star  Brewing  Co.  v.  Flynn,  261 
Mass.  426,  429.     Compare  W.  W.  Britton,  Inc.  v, 
S.  M.  Hill  Co.,  327  Mass.  335.     No  case  has  been 
found  where  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  has  con- 
sidered  looking  through   a   corporation   when   the 
real  purpose  actuating  its  formation  was  to  escape 
lawful  real  estate  taxes.     As  a  practical  matter, 
seldom,  if  ever,  could  such  a  purpose  be  proven. 
If   it    were,    the    Court    might    conceivably    look 
through  the  corporate  form.    See  Gardiner  v.  Treas- 
urer and  Receiver  General,  225  Mass.  355,  369. 

I  regret  that  I  was  unable  to  get  this  reply  to 
you  on  August  4  as  you  requested;  but,  as  should 
be  readily  apparent  from  its  scope,  it  was  impossi- 
ble to  prepare  it  in  the  few  days  between  the  receipt 
of  your  order  and  August  4.

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  an  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  July  28.  1 958,  which  I  interpret 
as  requesting  my  opinion  concerning  any  and  all 
legal  remedies  available  to  the  city  for  the  collection 
of  expenses  incurred  by  the  Building  and  Health 
Commissioners  in  making  safe  or  demolishing  dan- 
gerous structures,  with  the  direction  that  I  state 
specifically  the  remedies  available  to  the  city 
against  the  person  who  was  the  owner  of  record  of 
the  structure  at  the  time  the  expenses  were  incurred 
or  who  was  the  true  owner  of  the  structure  at  that 
time  although  title  to  the  structure  was  then  held 
by  a  straw  or  a  dummy  corporation  and  that  fact 
is  known  to  the  City  or  ascertainable,  and  also  the 
remedies  against  any  subsequent  or  present  owner. 
In  the  case  of  such  expenses  incurred  by  the 
Building  Commissioner,  it  is  explicitly  provided  by 
paragraph  e  of  section  116  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code  (as  amended  by  St.  1958,  c.  234),  and  in  the 
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case  of  such  expenses  incurred  by  the  Health  Com- 
missioner, it  is  explicitly  provided  by  St.  1897,  c. 
219,  s.2  (as  amended  by  St.  1941,  c.  446,  s.  2),  that 
the  claim  for  such  expenses  "shall  be  recoverable 
from  the  owner  in  an  action  of  contract"  and 
further  that  "The  collector  shall  have  the  same 
powers  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  with 
respect  to  such  claim  as  in  the  case  of  the  annual 
taxes  upon  real  estate;  and  the  provisions  of  law 
relative  to  the  collection  of  such  annual  taxes, 
the  sale  or  taking  of  land  for  the  nonpayment 
thereof,  and  the  redemption  of  land  so  sold  or 
taken  shall  apply." 

In  the  absence  of  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Ju- 
dicial Court  to  the  contrary,  I  can  only  conclude 
from  the  statutory  provisions  just  quoted  that 
what  I  have  said  in  my  reply  to  you  of  even  date 
concerning  the  collection  of  unpaid  taxes  in  tax 
title  accounts  applies  equally  to  claims  for  the 
expenses  here  involved.

Similarly,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  is 
not  in  existence  any  list  of  properties  on  which  the 
city  during  the  past  ten  years  held  a  tax  title  and 
which,  while  such  title  was  so  held,  were  occupied 
in  whole  or  in  part  for  residential  or  business  pur- 
poses; and  so  I  cannot  furnish  the  list  requested  in 
"f."  As  a  practical  matter,  it  would  probably  be 
impossible  to  compile  at  the  present  time  such  a 
list  as  "f "  seeks. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  no  charge  for  the 
use  and  occupancy  of  property  encumbered  by  a 
tax  title  held  by  the  city  is,  or  has  ever  been,  made 
or  collected;  for  the  city  has  never  exercised  such 
right  of  possession  as  it  has,  or  may  have  had, 
under  a  tax  title.

APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  HOSPITAL  DE- 
PARTMENT AND  VETERANS'  SERV- 
ICES. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  August  25,  1958. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  attached  communication  from  the  Super- 
visor of  Budgets  calls  attention  to  imminent 
appropriation  shortages  in  two  city  departments, 
viz.:  the  Hospital  Department  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Veterans'  Services. 

Since  the  preparation  and  submission  of  the  City 
Hospital  budget  to  your  Honorable  Body  the 
personnel  requirements  of  the  Hospital  Department 
show  a  marked  increase  due  to  special  duty  nurses 
for  indigent  patients;  due  to  very  little  turnover 
in  employment;  and  due  to  overtime  needs  for 
nurses  working  beyond  the  required  number  of 
days. 

According  to  present  estimates  $600,000  addi- 
tional will  be  needed  to  meet  personnel  require- 
ments for  the  remainder  of  the  year  in  the  Hospital 
Department.  I  am  submitting  herewith  an  order 
appropriating  $500,000  for  this  purpose,  believing 
that  it  may  be  possible  to  meet  all  necessary 
requirements  with  this  additional  sum. 

I  also  submit,  herewith,  an  order  for  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $250,000  for  the  Veterans'  Serv- 
ices Department.  The  case  load  in  this  department 
has  increased  from  June,  1957,  to  June,  1958,  by 
157  cases.  This  increase  in  aid  to  veterans  will 
exhaust  the  present  appropriation.  It  is  estimated 
that  the  sum  of  $300,000  additional  should  be 
appropriated  at  this  time  to  meet  the  estimated 
demands  for  aid  to  veterans  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year.  However,  I  believe  that  it  may  be  pos- 
sible for  this  department  to  meet  all  of  these  de- 
mands with  a  further  appropriation  of  $250,000, 
and  I  submit  such  an  order  for  the  approval  of  your 
Honorable  Body.

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  both  of  these  requests 
are  due  in  great  measure  to  employment  conditions 
outside  the  city  service  at  the  present  time. 

When  the  1958  budget  for  the  City  Hospital  was 
prepared  an  average  weekly  payroll  of  $174,000 
and  a  monthly  payroll  of  $90,000  together  with 
increments  of  $60,000  were  projected  to  an  annual 
requirement  of  $10,200,000.  At  the  present  time 
the  average  weekly  payroll  is  $184,000.  The 
turnover  in  personnel  in  1958  has  been  much  less 
than  in  previous  years  due,  I  believe,  to  a  reduc- 
tion in  employment  opportunities  previously 
mentioned. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a  new  salary  schedule 
has  been  adopted,  effective  July  1,  1958,  for  the 
nursing  service. 

The  additional  amount  of  $175,000  under 
temporary  employees  is  for  payments  for  increased 
needs  for  special  duty  nurses  to  care  for  indigent 
patients  who  require  special  services. 

Regular  duty  nurses  who  work  an  extra  day 
each  week  are  compensated  from  the  overtime 
item.  The  number  of  nurses  agreeable  to  per- 
forming this  service  has  sharply  increased.  This 
accounts  for  the  additional  request  of  $55,000  in 
the  overtime  appropriation.  _ 

In  June,  1957,  the  Veterans'  Services  Depart- 
ment had  a  case  load  of  1,533  with  an  expenditure 
of  $142  200.73.  In  June,  1958,  the  case  load  was 
1,690  and  expenditures  totaled  $190,552.73.,  This 
reflects  an  increase  of  157  cases  and  an  additional 
expenditure  of  $48,352.     If  the  present  trend  con- 
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tinues  it  appears  that  to  cover  the  costs  of  veterans' 
benefits  for  the  balance  of  the  year  an  additional 
$300,000  will  be  required. 

I  have  gone  over  the  requests  with  the  budget 
analysts  assigned  to  these  two  departments  and 
feel  that  the  additional  appropriations  are  justified.

"All  books  kept  by  the  collector,  which  shall 

be  approved  as  to  form  by  the  commissioner, 

shall  be  furnished  by,  and  be  the  property  of, 

the  town,  and  shall  be  at  all  reasonable  times 

open   to   examination   by   the   auditor   of   such 

town  or  any  other  agent  thereof  duly  authorized 

therefor.    The  collector  shall,  on  demand  by  the 

mayor,     aldermen,     or     selectmen,     exhibit     to 

them  or  to  any  persons  whom  they  designate, 

at  any  time  during  ordinary  business  hours,  the 

books,  accounts  and  vouchers  relating  to  taxes 

committed    to    him    for    collection    and    to    his 

receipts    and    payments    on    account    of    taxes; 

and  they,  or  the  persons  designated  by  them, 

shall    have    full    opportunity    to    examine    said 

books,   accounts   and   vouchers,   and   to   make 

copies  and  extracts  therefrom." 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  — Mr.  Gildea,  are  you 
familiar  with  section  7  of  chapter  4? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  I  don't  know  as  I  am. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Will  the  Clerk  read  into 
the  record  section  7  of  chapter  4? 

President  McDONOUGH  —  The  Clerk  will 
read  section  7  of  chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  CLERK  —  Chapter  4,  section  7: 

"Meaning  of   Certain   Words  in   Construing 
Statutes. 

"In  construing  statutes  the  following  words 

shall  have  the  meanings  herein  given,  unless  a 

contrary  intention  clearly  appears. 

"First,    'Aldermen,'    'Board    of    Aldermen,' 

'Mayor    and     Aldermen, '     '  City     Council'     or 

'Mayor'  shall  in  a  city  which  has  no  such  body 

or  officer,  mean  the  board  or  officer  having  like 

powers  or  duties." 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Is  there  any  question  in 
your  mind,  Mr.  Gildea,  that  the  Council  has  the 
right  to  inspect  the  records  and  to  designate  the 
person  to  make  excerpts  from  it? 

Mr.  GILDEA — There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind. 
They  have. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Is  there  any  question  in 
your  mind  that  the  order  of  last  Monday,  my  order 
of  last  Monday,  designating  you  as  the  person  to 
make  certain  copies  of  excerpts  from  records, 
extracts  from  records? 

Mr.  GILDEA — Would  you  repeat  that,  coun- 
cillor? 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— I  will  ask  the  stenographer 
to  read  it. 

[The  question  is  read.] 

Mr.  GILDEA — I  did  not  consider  that  it  did 
designate  me,  councillor. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— You  didn't? 

Mr.  GILDEA— No. 


Coun.  PIEMONTE— Are  you  familiar  with  the 
other  various  sections  of  the  General  Laws  pertain- 
ing to  the  rights  of  councillors  and  the  public  to 
these  records? 

Mr.  GILDEA — Any  other  sections?  I  don't 
know  of  them. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  President,  I  would 
like  to  make  a  statement.  Mr.  Gildea,  some  of  the 
statutes  which  I  am  about  to  cite  are  merely  cited 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  record.  I  am 
aware  that  you  stated  that  you  are  not  acquainted 
with  them.  I  want  to  put  in  the  record  just  one 
or  two  of  the  pertinent  sections,  and  in  my  opinion 
there  are  many  more,  which  establish  the  right  of 
the  Council,  and  which  zealously  guard  those  rights 
of  the  Council  and  the  public.  I  will  ask  the  Clerk 
to  read  into  the  record  section  100  and  section  102 
of  chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws. 

President  McDONOUGH— The  Clerk  will  read 
section  100  and  section  102  of  chapter  60  of  the 
General  Laws. 

The   CLERK— Section    100.      Penalty   on    Col- 
lector, etc.,  for  failure  to  turn  over  Accounts,  etc. 
"Violation  by  a  Collector,  former  Collector,  or 

an  executor  or  administrator  of  a  collector  or 

former   collector   of   any    provision   of   Sections 

Nine,  Twelve,  or  Ninety-Seven  shall  be  punished 

by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars.  " 

Section  102.  Penalty  for  Failure  to  Pay  Over 
Money  or  Exhibit  Books,  etc. 

"Violation  by  a  Collector  of  Section  Two  or 

Section  Eight  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 

less  than  Three  Hundred  Dollars." 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  Gildea,  have  you  with 
you  a  list  of  the  parcels  listed  alphabetically  by 
street  and  number  of  the  parcels  held  in  tax  title 
and  on  which  the  City  of  Boston  canceled  part  of 
the  money  due  during  the  year  1957  and  through 
July  31,  1958,  stating: 

(a)  The  total  amount  of  taxes,  cost,  and  in- 
terest due  at  the  time: 

(b)  The  amount  of  taxes,  costs,  and  interest 
concealed? 

Mr.  GILDEA — I  have  not  a  list  alphabetically 
arranged,  but  I  have  the  records  to  indicate  the 
total  amount  of  tax,  the  total  amount  abated,  the 
total  amount  of  interest  that  might  have  been 
collected  of  any  account,  but  I  have  not  the  com- 
plete interest  or  the  amount  that  might  have  been 
abated,  for  the  reason  that  I  have  not  had  sufficient 
time  to  compile  that  list,  as  well  as  the  list  that  the 
Corporation  Counsel  says  that  we  are  not  to  furnish. 
But  all  records  are  available  here,  and  I  have 
a  clerk  present  here  who  will  compute  any  amount 
of  interest  vou  might  want  on  any  particular  item. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— As  far  as  the  first  is  con- 
cerned, I  would  like  to  at  the  moment  confine  our- 
selves to  that.     How  much  time  is  necessary? 

Mr.  GILDEA— (To  Mr.  O'Connor)— What 
would  you  say? 

I  would  like  my  assistant  in  charge  of  the  Tax 
Division  to  explain  it. 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— It  would  be  a  tremendous 
job.  In  this  division  we  have  only  four  in  help. 
We  have  to  take  care  of  payments  as  they  come  in 
each  day,  and  of  inquiries  at  the  window  as  to  each 
parcel,  whatever  might  be  involved,  and  we  have 
to  take  care  of  cash  that  is  paid  during  the  day  and 
make  a  return  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount. 
That  is  about  all  that  can  be  done  within  the  day. 
Anything  outside  of  that  would  be  extra  work,  and 
it  would  require  an  awful  lot  of  time  to  figure  inter- 
est, and  so  forth. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Well,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
isn't  interest  figured  when  you  make  an  abatement, 
when  there  is  a  tax  settlement,  or  anything  else? 
Isn't  the  interest  actually  figured,  and  then  doesn't 
the  procedure  call  for  a  cancellation  of  the  interest 
by  one  of  the  assessors? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— Interest  is  not  figured  if  the 
tax  is  abated.  It  would  be  very  foolish  for  us  to 
figure  interest  on  the  amount  that  was  abated.  We 
don't  have  time  to  even  consider  doing  anything 
like  that. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — If  a  delinquent  taxpayer 
were  to  pay  his  bills,  wouldn't  he  take  the  bill  up 
to  the  Collector's  Office  and  have  him  figure  the 
interest  on  it? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— If  you  were  to  pay  a  bill 
today,  you  would  come  in  and  ask  us  how  much  is 
due  on  this  property,  and  as  of  a  certain  day,  and 
we  figure  it  for  you  together  with  the  cost  and 
interest  as  of  that  date,  but  we  only  figure  those 
which  are  to  be  paid.  We  don't  have  time  to 
figure  accounts  that  are  laying  dormant,  that  there 
is  not  any  action  on. 
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Coun.  PIEMONTE — I  am  confining  my  inquiry 
to  those  accounts  which  are  active  and  not  dor- 
mant, those  which  have  been  paid  during  1957 
and  up  to  July  1  of  1958.  You  see,  my  order  calls 
for  a  list  of  those  tax  title  parcels  on  which  any 
moneys  had  been  canceled  during  1957  and  1958. 
So  that,  therefore,  I  am  just  referring  to  the  active 
ones. 

Mr.  O'CONNOR — If  any  tax  had  been  canceled 
within  that  year,  we  wouldn't  even  consider  figur- 
ing the  interest  on  those  taxes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — I  am  directing  my  remarks 
to  Mr.  Gildea  now.  Mr.  Gildea,  do  you  have  before 
you  a  copy  of  the  order? 

Mr.  GILDEA— This  ore  here?     Yes,  I  have  it. 
Coun.  PIEMONTE— With  reference  to  the  first 
part,  how  long  would  it  take  you  to  get  that  infor- 
mation? 

Mr.  GILDEA— (To  Mr.  O'Connor)— What 
would  you  say,  John? 

May  I  say  that  Mr.  O'Connor  is  retiring  at  the 
end  of  this  week? 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— I  might  call  to  your  atten- 
tion, Mr.  Gildea,  the  fact  that  there  is  a  big  issue 
involved,  and  I  am  going  to  establish  by  my  next 
question  and  citation  of  the  law — I  am  going  to 
have  the  Clerk  read  the  statute  which  will  break 
the  cement,  and  I  hope  end  this  little  farce  that 
is  going  on,  I  don't  say  by  you,  but  I  would  like  a 
direct  answer  to  the  question  as  to  how  long  it 
would  take  to  compile  that  list. 

Mr.  GILDEA— (To  Mr.  O'Connor)— How  long 
would  it  take  to  compile  the  first  part  of  that  list? 
Mr.  COUNCILLOR— I  have  conferred  with  the 
Supervisor  of  the  Tax  Title  Division.  He  has  been 
there  for  thirty-five  years.  He  tells  me  that  it 
would  take  at  least  six  months,  with  the  help  on 
hand  there  now. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— I  would  like  to  have  Mr. 
Gildea  repeat  the  answer  he  just  gave. 

Mr.  GILDEA — After  consulting  with  my  assist- 
ant, Mr.  O'Connor,  it  is  his  opinion  that  it  would 
take  six  months  to  figure  interest  on  the  accounts 
involved  with  the  amount  of  employees  we  have 
on  hand  now,  and  to  figure  interest  and  give  the 
list  required  here,  as  well  as  doing  their  regular 
course  of  work  during  the  day. 

Coun.   PIEMONTE— That  is  Mr.   O'Connor's 
estimate  and  not  yours,  Mr.  Gildea? 
Mi.  GILDEA— Yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE—  May  I  ask  Mr.  O'Connor 
how  many  man  hours  does  he  base  that  on? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR  —  Well,  we  have,  as  I  said, 
we  have  besides  myself,  we  have  three  in  the 
division.  That  is  four  all  together.  If  you  were 
to  figure  a  week  would  be  40  hours,  that  would  be 
160  hours  a  week.  What  we  would  have  left  to 
figure,  I  don't  know.  Some  days  we  don't  have  a 
chance  to  get  through  at  five  o'clock.  And  we 
have  to  go  on  our  regular  work.  All  I  can  say  is 
it's  a  problem.  You  don't  know  what  you  are 
going  to  run  into  during  the  day  for  business  from 
the  county.  This  could  only  be  done  when  you 
have  nothing  else  to  take  care  of. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  That's  what  I  was 
afraid  you  meant  when  you  said  it  would  take  six 
months.    Let  me  put  it  to  you  this  way. 

President  McDONOUGH  —  The  Chair  requests 
that  all  parties  keep  their  voice  up  so  everyone  in 
the  room  might  hear  them. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Let  me  put  the  question 
to  you  in  another  form,  Mr.  Gildea.  If  you  were  to 
assign  one  man  to  it,  how  long  would  it  take  that 
one  man  if  that  was  all  his  assignment  was? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  About  the  same  length  of 
time,  if  one  man  only  was  doing  it. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Let  me  see  if  I  can  help 
you  out,  Mr.  Gildea.  Does  the  law  require  you 
to  keep  a  separate  cash  book  for  tax  title  prop- 
erties? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR  —  Yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Do  you  have  those 
separate  books  here? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR  —  Yes. 
Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Where  are  they? 
Mr.  GILDEA  — This  is  for  the  January  pay- 
ments. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Does  the  law  require 
you  to  keep  payments  in  those  books  as  they  are 
made? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  Yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  — And  all  of  those  pay- 
ments that  were  received  are  contained  in  these 
three  books? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  These  two  books,  for  these 
eighteen  months. 


Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Would  you  have  to  do 
anything  but  go  through  these  two  books  to  get 
the  answer  to  my  first  question? 

Mr.  GILDEA  — ■  We  would  need  to  do  nothing 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Nothing  else? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  No. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  — All  you  would  have  to 
do  would  be  to  go  through  these  two  books  to  get 
the  answer  to  my  question? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR  —  You  have  to  figure  interest, 
that  is  what  you  wanted. 

Mr.  GILDEA  — The  interest,  that  item  is 
what  takes  the  time. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Is  all  the  information  in 
the  books,  the  payments  and  the  original  figures 
on  which  to  base  the  interest? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR  — The  information  is  there 
as  to  payments. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  We  have  comptometers 
in  the  city,  or  they  are  available,  aren't  they? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  What? 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  — We  have  bookkeeping 
machines? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  That  is  right. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  — And  how  many  items, 
would  you  say,  are  concerned  in  those  eighteen 
months? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  (To  Mr.  O'Connor)  —  What 
would  you  say,  John? 

[Messrs.  Gildea  and  O'Connor  confer.] 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— How  many  parcels  did 
you  find  in  this  first  book? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  Approximately  400. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  There  are  two  books 
that  are  concerned? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  Yes. 

Mr.  O'CONNOR  — This  is  1957  (indicating). 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  — The  first  book  contains 
all  that  were  made  in  1957,  is  that  correct? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR  —  I  believe  so. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  All  the  payments? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— Yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— And  the  other  book  is 
1958? 

Mr.  GILDEA — I  would  say  between  875  and 
900  total. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  Gildea,  how  many 
would  you  say? 

Mr.  GILDEA— Roughly,  I  would  say  875  to 
900  total. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— So  what  we  are  talking 
about  now  is  the  interest  to  be  computed  on  875 

Mr.  GILDEA— No.  That  wouldn't  be  true, 
because  if  one  is  abated,  there  would  be  a  double 
computation.  There  would  be  a  computation  of 
interest  up  to  the  amount  abated  and  a  computa- 
tion of  interest  of  the  amount  abated  to  the  finish. 
There  is  another  element  in  here.  If  there  has 
been  a  payment  during  the  period,  the  computation 
has  to  run  from  the  date  of  the  payment.  So  if 
you  have  double  payment  or  triple  payment,  it 
might  call  for  three  or  four  computations  of  interest. 
That  involves  time. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — How  many  parcels  are  in- 
volved? 

Mr.  GILDEA — About  that  number.  No,  I 
would  have  to  look  at  that. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— About  how  many  parcels? 

Mr.  GILDEA— I  couldn't  tell  you,  offhand. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Would  it  be  more  than 
875? 

Mr.  GILDEA — Much  less,  because  what  I  am 
calling  for  is  a  computation  for  each  year. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE.  Does  this  book  show  the 
payments  that  were  made  or  the  money  that  was 
abated? 

Mr.  GILDEA— Both. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Well,  starting  at  this  page, 
what  is  that? 

Mr.  GILDEA — That  is  the  abatement  page. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— That  is  an  abatement 
page? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR — In  the  same  month  we  re- 
ceived these  payments.  Starting  with  the  different 
dates,  we  received  those  payments. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Are  these  abatements  on 
tax  title  properties? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR — All  of  them  and  nothing  else. 

Mr.  GILDEA — This  is  the  daily  cash  book. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — So  that  we  do  have  a  situ- 
ation where  abatements  are  even  granted  on  tax 
title  properties  instead  of  tax  settlements? 

Mr.  GILDEA — A  settlement  is  an  abatement, 
councillor. 
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Conn.  PIEMONTE— Fine.     There  is  no  ques- 
tion but  that  a  settlement  is  an  abatement? 
Mr.  GJLDEA — No  question. 
Coun.   PIEMONTE — Is  there  any  question  in 
your  mind  as  to  whether  or  not  an  abatement  is  a 
public  record? 

Mr.  GILDEA — There  is  a  question  as  to  an 
entry  in  a  collector's  book,  councillor. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Is  there  any  question  in 
your  mind  a,s  to  whether  or  not  abatements  are 
public  records? 

Mr.  GILDEA — -An  abatement — you're  talking 
about  a  point  outside  my  domain.  A  recording  in 
the  Citv  Collector's  book  is  not  a  public  record. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— I  will  ask  the  Clerk  to 
read  from  chapter  59,  section  GO. 

President  McDONOUGil— The  Clerk  will  read 
from  chapter  59,  section  60,  of  the  General  Laws. 
The  Clerk — Chapter  59,  section  60. 

"  Every  board  of  assessors  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  abatements  of  taxes.  The  record  of  abate- 
ment of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  tax  shall 
sho\v  plainly  the  following  details,  viz.: 

"First,  The  name  or  title  in  which  the  tax 
stands  assessed. 

"Second,  The  year  in  which  the  tax  was 
assessed. 

"Third.  The  total  amount  of  the  tax. 
"Fourth,  The  date  when  the  abatement  was 
made. 

"Fifth,  The  sum  abated  on  poll  tax. 
"Sixth,  The  sum  abated  on  personal  estate. 
"Seventh,  The  sum  abated  on  real  estate. 
"Eighth,  The  total  sum  abated. 
"Ninth,  In  case  of  an  abatement  to  put  into 
effect  a  statutory  exemption,  exact  reference  to 
the  statutory  provision  under  which  the  exemp- 
tion is  granted. 

"The  Assessors  shall  forthwith  upon  making 
an  abatement  furnish  the  Tax  Collector  with  a 
copy  thereof. 

"The  records  which  boards  of  assessors  are 
required  to  keep  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be 
kept,  in  the  order  in  which  such  abatements  of 
taxes  are  granted,  in  a  book  or  set  of  books  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose  and  in  such  form  as  the 
commissioner    may    prescribe.      Such    book    or 
books,  or  copies  thereof,  shall  be  open  to  public 
inspection.     Every  board   of  assessors  shall  at 
the  request  of  any  person  furnish  one  or  more 
copies  of  any  record  required  by  this  section  to 
be  kept,  upon  the  payment  in  advance  of  a  fee 
approximating  the  cost  of  such  copy  or  copies. 
"Applications  for  abatement  under  this  chap- 
ter shall,  except  in  proceedings  before  the  county 
commissioners,   the   appellate   tax   board,    or   a 
court  of  the  Commonwealth,  be  open  only  to  the 
inspection   of   the   assessors,   the   commissioner 
the  deputies,  clerks,  and  assistants  of  either  the 
assessors  or  the   commissioner  and  such  other 
officials  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  its  political 
subdivisions  as   may   have   occasion   to  inspect 
such   applications  in   the   performance   of  their 
official  duties." 
-     Coun.    PIEMONTE— Mr.    Gildea,    having   lis- 
tened  to   that  section   of   the   General   Laws,   do 
these  books  contain  anything  which  is  not  included 
by  that  section  of  law  to  be  made  a  public  record? 
Mr.  GILDEA — There  is  no  question  in  my  mind 
about  it,  councillor,  for  the  reason  that  that  states 
that  those  are  public  records,  the  assessors'  books. 
The  Supreme  Court  has  said  that  the  City  Col- 
lector's records  are  not  public  records  as  to  entries. 
The   purposes   are   entirely   different.     That  is   a 
publication    by    assessors.      The    Supreme    Court 
has  said  that  these  records  here  as  entries  in  the 
Collector's  records,  because  of  his  duty  to  carry  on 
his  regular  course  of  business,  should  not  be  in- 
terfered with.    Those  records  are  not  public  records 
in  the  Collector's  records. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — I  am  putting  my  question 
to  you  again.  Is  there  anything  contained  in  these 
records  which  are  not  mentioned  in  the  statute, 
in  that  section  of  the  statute? 

Mr.  GILDEA — Yes,  there  are  things. 
Coun.  PIEMONTE— What? 
Mr.  GILDEA — There  is  interest  involved. 
This  is  an  entry.  That  there  is  only  an  abatement. 
This  here  is  an  entry  against  an  outstanding  ac- 
count. There  is  all  the  difference  in  the  world. 
That  is  only  the  abatement  of  a  tax. 

Coun.  Pf.lAlONTE — We  are  making  a  test 
case. 

Mr.  GILDEA— It  is  not— 
Coun.  PIEMONTE— Well- 
Mr.  GILDEA— Mr.  Councillor,  may  I  talk?

Mr.  GILDEA  —  Will  you  answer  me  this 
question,  Mr.  Councillor?  I  am  a  public  official 
and  charged  with  certain  duties.  I  have  to  obey 
the  law  entirely.  This  section  here  says  that  I  "on 
demand  by  the  mayor,  aldermen  or  selectmen 
exhibit  to  them"  .  .  .  plural  .  .  .  "or 
to  any  persons  whom  they  designate."  "' 
whom  they"  .  .  .  plural  .  .  .  "designate 
at  any  time  during  ordinary  business  hours,  the 
books,  accounts,  and  vouchers."  Now  do  away 
with  the  capricious  part  of  it.  Let  us  wipe  that 
out  entirely.  Would  you  say  on  that  section  alone 
that  a  councillor  can  come  to  me  alone  and  say 
"I  want  an  exhibition  of  your  books,"  or  would  it 
require  a  vote  of  the  Council  and  a  man  designated 
to  come  down  and  do  it? 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Shall  we  go  on  further? 
Read  the  rest  of  the  clause. 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  I  will  read  all  you  want  me  to 
read.  ".  .  .  at  any  time  during  ordinary 
business  hours  the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers 
relating  to  taxes  committed  to  him  for  collection 
and  to  his  receipts  and  payments  on  account  of 
taxes;  and  they,  or  the  peisons  designated  by  them 
shall  have  full  opportunity  to  examine  said  books,' 
accounts  and  vouchers,  and  to  make  copies  and 
extracts  therefrom." 

And  I  still  put  the  question  to  you,  councillor. 
As  a  public  official,  do  I  require  a  vote  of  the 
Council  before  I  let  a  councillor  look  at  them? 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Do  you  have  a  vote  of 
the  Council  before  you? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  We  have.    And  I  brought  them 
Coun.     PIEMONTE  —  In    that    vote    of    the 
Council  did  they  ask  you  to  make  certain  extracts 
from  the  records? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  They  asked  me  to  bring  a  list 
Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Yes. 
Mr.  GILDEA  —  That's  right. 
Coun.   PIEMONTE  — Did   you  make  the  ex- 
tracts from  the  records? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  I  told  you  that  I  have  not  had 
time  to  do  it,  and  I  also  told  you  that  the  Corpora- 
tion Counsel  has  told  me  not  to  do  it. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Is  there  any  question  in 
your  mind  that  under  the  law  I  cited  you  are  com- 
pelled or  be  subject  to  a  fine,  and  in  another  sec- 
tion which  I  did  not  read,  subject  to  removal  of 
office  unless  you  furnish  us  the  extracts? 

Mr.  GILDEA  —  I  think  there  is  a  very  serious 
question  whether  you  can  designate  me.  I  will 
tell  you  the  reason:  If  you  start  off  with  this 
chapter,  this  chapter  without  doubt  presupposes 
they  are  not  public  records,  because  it  says,  "All 
books  kept  by  the  collector,  which  shall"  be  ap- 
proved as  to  form  by  the  commissioner,  shall 
be  furnished  by,  and  be  the  property  of,  the  town,

and  shall  be  at  all  reasonable  times  open  to  examin- 
ation by  the  auditor  of  such  town  or  any  other 
agent  thereof  duly  authorized  therefor." 

Now,  in  my  opinion,  if  you  are  asking  me,  the 
reason  this  next  section  was  put  in  is,  if  the  Auditor 
didn't  carry  out  his  duties,  this  section  here  allows 
the  Mayor  and  the  Councilmen  to  do  it,  and  when 
they  are  doing  that  to  me,  they  are  implying  they 
are  designating  an  auditor  not  the  person  himself 
who  is  keeping  the  books. 

President  McDONOUGII  — The  Chair  would 
like  to  interrupt  a  moment.  I  want  one  point  clear. 
Mr.  Gildea,  is  it  your  position  that  in  order  to  get 
an  inspection  of  the  books  and  accounts,  it  takes 
the  joint  action  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Council? 

Mr.  GILDEA — I  asked  the  question  of  the 
councillor.    I  have  had  no  reply. 

President  McDONOUGH— What  is  your  posi- 
tion? 

Mr.  GILDEA — My  impression  is  it  would  take 
a  vote  of  the  Council. 

President  McDONOUGH— To  inspect  the 
books? 

Mr.  GILDEA — It  is  only  my  opinion.  It  could 
be  overruled  tomorrow. 

President  McDONOUGH — We  have  that  vote. 

Mr.  GILDEA— What  is  that,  sir? 

President  McDONOUGH— The  Council  so 
voted. 

Mr.  GILDEA — You  have  voted  on  the  order 
that  I  bring  a  list,  yes,  and  down  here  it  says, 
"and  further,  that  he  have  all  records,  documents, 
vouchers  pertaining  to  taxes  available,"  and  that 
is  what  I  have. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Is  there  any  question  but 
we  have  the  right  to  designate  a  person  to  make 
excerpts? 

Mr.  GILDEA — There  is  no  question  in  my  mind. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Or  extracts  from  the 
records? 

Mr.  GILDEA — No  question. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — That  includes  the  receipts 
and  payments  on  account  of  taxes,  doesn't  it? 

Mr.  GILDEA— That  is  right. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — There  is  no  limitation  on 
it? 

Mr.  GILDEA — My  idea  is  that  is  an  outside 
audit,  not  for  the  man  who  is  keeper  of  the  books. 
If  they  said  that,  it  would  say  supplier.  I  think, 
if  you  read  the  section,  it  clearly  points  out  it  is  an 
auditing  section. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Is  there  any  doubt  we 
have  a  right  to  do  it? 

Mr.  GILDEA — There  is  no  question  you  have 
the  right  to  come  and  look  at  the  books.  No 
question.    I  have  to  exhibit  the  books  to  you. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— And  you  have  to  exhibit 
them,  and  that  is  to  exhibit  them  in  full? 

Mr.  GILDEA— That  is  right. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — And  to  make  extracts  in 
full? 

Mr.  GILDEA— Yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Or  any  part  we  want? 

Mr.  GILDEA — During  regular  business  hours. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— And  during  the  regular 
business  hours.  There  is  no  question  we  have 
established  that? 

Mr.  GILDEA— That's  right. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— We  have  established  that 
today.  So  that  the  only  question  that  is  left  open 
in  your  mind  is  whether  or  not — 

Mr.  GILDEA — I  want  to  add,  councillor,  that 
no  councillor  has  ever  been  refused  the  exhibition 
of  those  books  if  they  asked  for  it  up  to  this  minute. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— I  think  I  prefaced  my 
remarks  by  pointing  out  how  cooperative  you  have 
been.  I  am  only  using  this  as  a  last  resort  so  the 
courts  won't  say  that  I  have  not  exhausted  my 
rights.  I  think  it  is  a  shame  to  have  to  go  this  far. 
I  think  the  Corporation  Counsel  should  have  given 
it  to  us  long  ago.  I  am  just  using  this  as  a  founda- 
tion. 

Mr.  GILDEA — This  is  very  impersonal  on  my 
part.  I  am  here  as  Collector-Treasurer  defending 
the  rights  and  duties  of  a  Collector-Treasurer. 
Between  you  and  me  there  is  nothing  personal. 
There  is  nothing  personal  in  the  whole  thing.  The 
records  I  have  are  open  to  the  public,  but  there  are 
certain  rights  that  must  be  protected,  and  the  law 
says,  and  the  Supreme  Court  has  said  that  it  must 
be  carried  on  this  way. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— That  is  something  I  will 
discuss  later  on.  That  is  why  I  asked  you  if  there 
was  anything  in  these  books  that  we  couldn't  get 
from  the  assessor's  office. 

Mr.  GILDEA — Nothing  except  the  payments. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Even  the  payments. 


Mr.  GILDEA — You  couldn't  get  the  amount  of 
interest. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— We  can  get  that,  too. 
That  can  be  figured,  break  down  the  list.  I  am 
sorry  I  have  to  use  this.  If  I  didn't  make  it  clear, 
let  me  again  say  I  have  only  used  this  so  I  wouldn't 
prejudice  my  case  and  have  the  court  say  that  we 
did  not  exhaust  our  remedies. 

Mr.  GILDEA — I'm  only  sorry  that  I  have  to 
say  the  same  thing.  I  didn't  like  what  the  papers 
last  week  said,  that  I'm  going  to  be  fined  for  not 
having  records  here  at  three  o'clock  today.  Your 
records  are  there.  I  don't  like  that,  because  it  is 
absolutely  improper  to  do  things  like  that  to  any 
public  official  who  is  bound  to  live  up  to  the  laws, 
and  you  are  trying  to  force  him  to  do  what  he  is 
not  supposed  to  do  under  the  law,  and  I  think  it  is 
a  positive  disgrace. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  Gildea,— 

Coun.  COFFEY— That's  what  they've  been 
doing  to  me  for  a  hundred  years. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Do  these  books  show  the 
payments  that  have  been  made? 

Mr.  GILDEA — Yes,  it  shows  the  payments. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — So  there  is  no  question  this 
book,  the  entries  on  this  page,  September  19, 
1957,  there  is  no  question  but  what  that  shows 
payments? 

Mr.  GILDEA — Payments,  yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Do  you  recognize  this 
property? 

Mr.  GILDEA— Yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Is  that  a  property  which 
has  been  taken  for  off-street  parking? 

Mr.  GILDEA — I  would  say  it  probably  has 
been,  yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Will  you  read,  so  that  we 
might  see  whether  this  is  a  question  of  embarrassing 
widows  or  whether  it  is  a  question  of  embarrassing 
some  of  our  sanctimonious  do-gooders,  how  much 
was  abated  on  that  property  on  September  19, 
1957? 

Mr.  GILDEA — I  wish  you  would  read  it,  council- 
lor.   I  am  exhibiting  it  to  you. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Have  Mr.  O'Connor  read 
it.  I  don't  want  any  question  of  accuracy.  Mr. 
O'Connor,  would  you  read  that? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— Well  — 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Are  these  your  records? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— That  is  right. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — And  are  these  your  rec- 
ords? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— That  is  right. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— September  19,  1957.  At 
this  point  the  identity  is  not  important.  I  am  just 
asking  you  to  read  this  record.  I  am  asking  you  at 
this  point  to  read  the  taxes,  cost  and  interest  that 
were  abated.  I  am  not  suggesting  that  you  read 
the  identity. 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— This  is  property,  assessed  for 
1951  and  1955,  and  the  tax  for  1954  was  $382.05, 
and  on  which  they  paid  for  cost,  $3.25,  and  for 
interest,  $26.00,  for  a  total  of  $411.90  for  that  one 
year.  They  also  paid  a  1955  tax  of  $198.98,  with 
interest  of  $16.40,  making  a  total  for  the  year  of 
$215.38. 

Another  parcel  for  1954,  1955,  and  1956,  on 
which  the  tax  for  1954  was  $9,374.53.  They  paid 
costs  of  $3.25.  Thev  paid  interest  of  $652.75, 
making  a  total  of  $10,030.53  for  1954.  For  the 
year  1955,  on  the  same  parcel,  they  paid  a  tax  of 
$2,040.78.  They  paid  interest  of  $195.54,  for  a 
total  of  $2,236.32  for  that  year. 

For  1956  they  paid  against  the  tax,  $7,158.95, 
$216.70  for  water,  $252.59  for  interest,  for  a  total 
of  $9,629.24  for  that  year. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— That  was  in  1957? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— September  19,  1957.  " 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— On  property  in  tax  title? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— Yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— For  these  years? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— For  those  years. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Would  you  on  this  page 
tell  us  how  much  was  canceled? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— On  what  page? 

Coun.  PIEMONTE.  In  this  book  would  you 
tell  us  how  much  was  canceled  on  any  parcel? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— The  abatements— 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Let's  take  the  pages  that 
refer  to  the  abatements  that  were  granted;  that  is, 
the  settlements  on  the  tax  titles. 

Mr.  GILDEA — This  is  the  month  of  September. 
Nothing  in  September  under  that  same  name. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— These  are  the  settlements 
made  in  that  month? 

Mr.  GILDEA— Abatements. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— The  settlements  that  were 
made? 
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Mr.  GILDEA — Abatements. 

Mr.  O'CONNOR — Settlements  are  not  abate- 
ments. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Under  the  law  which  I 
just  read,  the  settlement  is  an  abatement  except 
it  is  an  abatement  that  comes  under  the  statute, 
and,  as  I  understand  it,  they  are  all  being  pub- 
lished now  except  they  are  being  published  with 
the  Code.  All  I  am  asking  for  is  that  we  don't  go 
halfway  but  go  the  whole  way.  This  is  the  month 
of  October.    What  is  this,  31,000? 

Mr.  GILDEA— 310,000. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— 310,000.  In  January  do  I 
have  an  item  of  an  abatement  of  310,470  on  this 
page. 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— That's  right. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— That  is  a  tax  abatement? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— A  tax  abatement. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Is  the  next  item  39,074? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— That's  right. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— What  is  this  next  item? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— Another  parcel. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Those  first  two  items 
were  one  parcel.    What  is  the  amount  here? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— 3174.50. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— What  is  the  next  one? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— 3174.50. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— What  are  these  items  here? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— That  is  3872.50. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— And  so  at  least  we  had 
six  items  in  the  month  of  January  that  couldn't 
have  been  poor  widows? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— I  don't  know  about  the 
abatements  or  the  reasons.  There  are  several 
reasons  for  abatements. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Where  is  February? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR — Here  are  the  February  abate- 
ments. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— February  abatements. 
What  is  this  amount? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— 35,090.16. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— What  is  this  other  one? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— 35,387.34. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— What  is  this  one? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— 35,318.76. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— What  is  this  other  one? 

Mr.  O'CONNOR — The  same  amount.  This  is 
35  996  94 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Roughly,  that  is  about 
332,000  on  one  piece  of  property. 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— About  326,000. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— You  have  others  here. 
3800,  31,186,  and  so  on. 

Mr.  O'CONNOR— Whatever  the  abatements 
are  for  that  month. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— All  right.  I  would  like  to 
ask  a  question  now  of  Mr.  Baxter. 

Mr.  Baxter,  directing  your  attention  to  section  60 
of  chapter  59,  I  believe  it  is,  would  you  read  it  into 
the  record? 

Mr.  BAXTER — I  think  it  has  already  been  read 
in,  hasn't  it? 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— I  would  like  to  have  you 
read  it  into  the  record,  Mr.  Baxter,  since  I  am 
about  to  ask  you  some  questions. 

Mr.  BAXTER— Records  of  Abatements. 

"Every  board  of  assessors  shall  keep  a  record 

of  all  abatements  of  taxes.    The  record  of  abate- 
ment of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  tax  shall 

be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  board  and  shall 

show  plainly  the  following  details,  viz.: 

"First,   the  name  or  title   in   which    the    tax 
stands  assessed. 

"Second,    The   year   in   which    the    tax   was 


"Third,  The  total  amount  of  the  tax. 

"Fourth,  The  date  when  the  abatement  was 
made. 

"Fifth,  The  sum  abated  on  poll  tax. 

"Sixth,  The  sum  abated  on  personal  estate. 

"Seventh,  The  sum  abated  on  real  estate. 

"Eighth,  The  total  sum  abated. 

"Ninth,  In  case  of  an  abatement  to  put  into 
effect  a  statutory  exemption,  exact  reference  to 
the  statutory  provision  under  which  the  ex- 
emption is  granted. 

"The  Assessors  shall  forthwith  upon  making  an 
abatement  furnish  the  Tax  Collector  with  a  copy 
thereof. 

"The  record  which  boards  of  assessors  are  re- 
quired to  keep  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be 
kept,  in  the  order  in  which  such  abatements  of 
taxes  are  granted,  in  a  book  or  set  of  books  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose  and  in  such  form  as  the 
commissioner  may  prescribe.  Such  book  or 
books,  or  copies  thereof,  shall  be  open  to  public 
inspection.     Every  board  of  assessors  shall   at 


the  request  of  any  person  furnish  one  or  more 
copies  of  any  record  required  by  this  section  to 
be  kept,  upon  the  payment  in  advance  of  a  fee 
approximating  the  cost  of  such  copy  or  copies. 
"Applications  for  abatement  under  this  chap- 
ter shall,  except  in  proceedings  before  the  county 
commissioners,  the  appellate  tax  board,  or  a 
court  of  the  Commonwealth,  be  open  only  to  the 
inspection  of  the  assessors,  the  commissioner,  the 
deputies,  clerks,  and  assistants  of  either  the 
assessors  or  the  commissioner  and  such  other 
officials  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  its  political 
subdivisions  as  may  have  occasion  to  inspect 
such  applications  in  the  performance  of  their 
official  duties." 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  Baxter,  do  these  tax 
settlements  come  within  the  purview  of  this  sec- 
tion? 

Mr.  BAXTER— Yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Then  is  there  any  question 
but  that  they  are  public  records? 

Mr.  BAXTER— None  whatsoever.  They  are 
published  in  the  "City  Record"  and,  incidentally, 
administratively,  I  think  we  furnish  a  copy  to  your 
City  Messenger. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— So  that  there  is  no  ques- 
tion but  they  are  public  records?  It  is  only  a  ques- 
tion— 

Mr.  BAXTER — They  are  made  public  records 
by  the  statute,  the  section  I  have  just  read. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Whether  the  abatement  is 
in  whole  or  in  part? 

Mr.  BAXTER— That  is  correct. 
Coun.     PIEMONTE— Since    they    are    public 
records,  what  is  the  legal  objection,  if  any,  for  pub- 
lishing them  in  the  "City  Record?" 
Mr.  BAXTER— In  publishing— ? 
Coun.  PIEMONTE — For  publishing  them  in  the 
' '  City  Record  "in  the  form  I  have  suggested,  which 
would  show,  which  would  clearly  spell  out  that 
rather  than  the  ordinary  abatements  they  were  tax 
settlements,  and  which  would  show  the  amounts 
of  money,  the  cost  and  interest  due,  and  how  much 
was  canceled  off. 

Mr.  BAXTER — On  a  tax  abatement,  do  you 
mean? 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Yes,  properties  in  tax 
title. 

Mr.  BAXTER — I  tliink  this  is — administra- 
tively, I  think  that  could  be  handled  very  easily. 
That  is  just  a  matter  of  administrative  policy. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — So  there  is  no  legal  ques- 
tion? 

Mr.  BAXTER — There  is  no  legal  blockage  to  it 
whatsoever. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  Baxter,  did  you  real- 
ize under  the  law  the  Tax  Collector  was  required  at 
the  end  of  each  year  to  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a 
record  of  all  the  tax  title  properties  on  which  he 
had  either  received  payments  or  which  were  out- 
standing for  three  years? 

Mr.  BAXTER — I  am  familiar  with  that,  yes. 
Coun.  PIEMONTE— And  that  he  is  to  file  it 
with  the  City  Clerk? 

Mr.  BAXTER— With  the  City  Clerk. 
Coun.  PIEMONTE — Is  there  any  doubt  in  your 
mind  but  any  document  filed  with  the  City  Clerk 
is  a  public  record? 

Mr.  BAXTER — Yes,  oh,  yes,  I  think  there  is 
quite  a  doubt  in  my  mind.  Any  document  filed 
with  the  City  Clerk  is  not  a  public  record.  A  pub- 
lic record,  as  public  records  are  understood,  are 
those  that  are  specifically  authorized  by  statute 
and,  as  such,  are  kept  as  official  business  by  the 
official  who  has  control  and  custody  of  the  records. 
In  this  case  here,  chapter  60,  section  8,  indicates 
that  these  records  are  open  for  examination  at  the 
call  of  the  auditor  or  any  person  so  designated  by 
him,  the  Mayor,  aldermen,  or  selectmen,  or  any 
persons  so  designated  by  them.  But  it  has  been 
ruled,  as  I  have  said,  in  the  Hunneman  case  in  317 
Mass.,  that  these  are  not  public  records,  and,  as 
such,  that  the  orderly  conduct  of  the  Collector's 
Office  is  to  be  protected  from  persons  that  might 
come  in  and  want  to  examine  these  books  here, 
which  are  the  books  kept  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  and  regulations  of  the  Tax  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Commonwealth. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — I  was  trying  to  be  chari- 
table with  you,  and  I  gave  you  the  benefit  of  this. 
I  referred  you  to  the  time  when  they  no  longer 
were  in  the"  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  but  when  they 
were  placed  in  the  City  Clerk's  office  and,  there- 
fore, there  couldn't  be  the  question,  as  was  true 
in  the  case  you  cited,  where  there  might  be  inter- 
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ference  with  the  business  of  the  Treasurer  or  Col- 
lector. What  do  you  have  to  say  to  that,  Mr. 
Baxter?  Suppose  we  reread  chapter  4,  section  7, 
as  it  defines  public  records. 

Mr.  BAXTER — "'Public  records'  shall  mean 
any  written  or  printed  book  or  paper,  any  map 
or  plan  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  any  county, 
city  or  town  which  is  the  property  thereof,  and  in 
or  on  which  any  entry  has  been  made  or  is  re- 
quired to  be  made  by  law,  or  which  any  officer 
or  employee  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  a 
county,  city  or  town  has  received  or  is  required 
to  receive  for  filing,  and  any  book,  paper,  record 
or  copy  mentioned  in  Sections  Five  to  Eight, 
inclusive,  and  Sixteen  of  Chapter  Sixty-Six,  in- 
cluding public  records  made  by  photographic 
process  as  provided  in  Section  Three  of  said 
chapter." 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Having  read  that,  Mr. 
Baxter,  now  what  do  you  say? 

Mr.  BAXTER — I  still  say  that  they  are  not 
public  records.  I  can't  go  behind  the  Supreme 
Court's  decision. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— There  is  no  question  in 
your  mind  that  everything  I  am  asking  for  in  this 
order  is  a  public  record? 

Mr.  BAXTER — Everything  you  are  asking  for 
in  this  order  for  examination  is  given  to  you 
under  section  8  as  aldermen;  as  aldermen,  even 
though  in  your  charter,  in  the  organization  of  your 
Council  it  says  that  the  Council  shall  be  the  legis- 
lative body  of  the  city.  And  even  going  beyond 
that,  as  I  have  advised  the  Collector,  the  Council 
when  organized  took  over  the  powers  of  the  alder- 
men of  the  city  and,  as  such,  I  say  that  under  sec- 
tion 8,  as  aldermen,  you  are  entitled  to  call  for  an 
examination  of  these  records,  designate  persons, 
and  make  copies  therefrom. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Now  I  direct  you  to  the 
question  that  I  asked:  Is  there  any  question 
but  the  information  we  are  seeking  there  are 
public  records?  Is  there  any  question  in  your  mind 
but  the  list  of  properties  in  tax  title  are  public 
records? 

Mr.  BAXTER— The  list  of  properties  in  tax 
title  in  the  Collector's  books  are  public  records. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Is  there  any  question  in 
your  mind  that  those  properties,  which  are  in  tax 
title,  are  public  records? 

Mr.  BAXTER— When  you  say  "in  tax  title," 
are  you  referring  to  the  tax  sale  that  is  recorded  in 
the  Registry?  If  you  are,  that  is  a  public  record. 
If  you  are  referring  to  the  tax  sale,  which  is  the 
so-called  tax  title,  which  instrument  is  recorded  in 
the  Registry  of  Deeds,  that  is  a  public  record 
without  question. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — And  is  there  any  question 
but  when  the  city  takes  these  properties  in  tax  title 
they  set  the  parcels  down  in  a  schedule  according 
to  ward  and  alphabetically,  giving  the  number  of 
s  quare  feet,  and  the  amount  of  money  that  is  due? 
Mr.  BAXTER — I  have  no  question  about  that. 
Coun.  PIEMONTE— Well,  is  there  anything  I 
am  asking  for  in  this  order  which  is  not  now  a 
public  record? 

Mr.  BAXTER — There  may  be  a  question, 
councillor.  There  may  be  a  question.  If  it  is  your 
intention  to  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  so- 
called  tax  sale,  that  is  recorded  in  the  Registry,  I 
think  that  that  could  be  furnished  as  a  matter  of 
administrative  policy.  I  think  that  that  coidd  be 
furnished.  But  you  go  farther,  and  you  say, 
"canceled  part  of  the  money  due  during  the  year 
1957  and  through  July  31,  1958,"  which  comprises 
the  payments  that  are  made  in  accordance  with 
these  records. 

Am  I  correct  in  this,  Mr.  Gildea? 
Mr.  GILDEA— Yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Before  we  go  further,  isn't 
that  what  you  have  referred  to  as  an  abatement? 
An  abatement  is  a  public  record.  So  whether  we 
take  it  from  the  Tax  Collector's  book  or  any  other 
book,  all  I  am  asking  is:  Is  this  a  public  record? 
Mr.  BAXTER — If  you  are  talking  about  abate- 
ments, Mr.  Councillor,  I  don't  think  you  and  I 
are  going  to  have  much  difficulty. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— You  know  what  I'm  talk- 
ing about.  It's  a  shame  we  had  to  subject  you  to 
this. 

Mr.  BAXTER— You  go  further  than  that.  You 
talk  about  delinquent  taxpayers.  That  is  another 
step.  That  is  in  another  category.  You  don't 
talk  about  abatements  and  delinquent  taxpayers, 
because  a  delinquent  taxpayer  may  not  have  an 
abatement. 


Coun.  PIEMONTE— Let's  take  one  thing  at  a 
time.  Let  us  talk  about  those  on  which,  because 
of  some  tax  action,  they  have  been  redeemed 
either  by  cancellation  of  the  entire  debt  or  part  of 
the  debt.    All  that  is  a  matter  of  public  record? 

Mr.  BAXTER— I  would  say  to  you,  Mr. 
Councillor,  as  I  have  repeatedly  said,  that  if  there 
is  a  tax  property  that  has — when  you  say  "par- 
tially redeemed,"  I  don't  follow  vou. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— I  didn't  say  partially  re- 
deemed. What  I  said  was  a  property  which  had 
been  in  tax  title  which  was  redeemed  either  by 
having  all  of  the  money  due  canceled  in  whole  or 
in  part. 

Mr.  BAXTER— I  think  that  that  is  a  matter  of 
public  record,  sir. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— All  right. 

Mr.  BAXTER— He  is  driving  at  the  fact,  Mr. 
Gildea,  that  regardless,  if  a  party  is  in  tax  title, 
if  they  come  in  and  pay  their  money,  their  interest 
and  cost,  we  get  that  approval  by  the  State  Com- 
missioner, if  it  is  out  of  1958,  that  is  a  matter  of 
public  record. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— There  is  no  question 
about  that? 

Mr.  BAXTER— No  question  about  it.  That 
is  what  you  have  in  mind? 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— That  satisfies  the  first 
part,  the  first  part  of  the  order.    Wouldn't  it? 

Mr.  BAXTER — Just  a  minute,  councillor. 

[Messrs.  Baxter,  Gildea,  and  O'Connor  confer.] 

Mr.  BAXTER — Councillor,  you  can  get  in  on 
this  conversation. 

[Messrs.  Baxter,  Gildea,  O'Connor,  and  Coun- 
cillor Piemonte  confer.) 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Is  there  any  question  in 
your  mind  but  that  all  of  the  information  which  I 
am  seeking  in  the  first  part  of  the  order,  namely, 
a  list  of  the  parcels  listed  alphabetically  by  street 
and  number  of  the  parcels  held  in  tax  title  and  on 
which  the  City  of  Boston  canceled  part  of  the 
money  due,  during  the  year  1957  and  through 
July  31,  1958,     .     .     .? 

Mr.  BAXTER — There  is  no  question  about  it, 
Mr.  Councillor,  no  question  about  it  whatsoever. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— A  matter  of  public  record? 

Mr.    BAXTER— Definitely. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Let  us  confine  ourselves 
to  the  second  part  of  my  order:  A  list  of 
tax  title  parcels  held  by  the  City  of  Boston 
as  of  July  1,  1958,  stating  taxes,  title,  in- 
interest,  and  cost  due  as  of  July  1,  1958;  and 
further, — 

Mr.  BAXTER — That's  where  we  are  in 
trouble. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Outside  of  the  fact  the 
books  don't  show  the  interest,  until  payment 
has  been  made,  is  there  any  question  that 
because  of  the  law  which  requires  all  parcels 
taken  in  tax  title  to  be  published,  setting 
forth  the  amount  of  the  taxes  due  and 
identifying  the  parcel  and  the  title  owner, 
and  the  number  of  square  feet,  that  at  least 
we  can  ascertain  how  much  money  was  due 
from  the  property  when  it  was  put  into  tax 
title?  Is  there  any  question  that  it  is  a 
public    record? 

Mr.  GILDEA — It  has  been  published. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — I  want  it  for  the  record 
that  it  is  a  public  record.  Isn't  there  a 
statute  governing  the  interest  to  be  paid? 
Isn't  it  the  same  rate  of  interest  for  every 
parcel,    regardless    of    location    or    amount? 

Mr.  BAXTER — There  is  no  question  about 
it. 

Coun.    PIEMONTE— What   is   the   answer? 

Mr.    BAXTER— Yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— So  that  by  computing 
the  interest  for  the  time  since  it  went  into 
tax  title,  one  could  from  the  public  records 
ascertain  what  the  amount  was  that  was 
due  at  any  given  time  and  date,  isn't  that 
so? 

Mr.  GILDEA — No.  More  taxes  would  be 
certified    each    year. 

Mr.   BAXTER — Let   us   take  an   example. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Let  us  get  the  answer. 
What   is   the   answer? 

Mr.  GILDEA — More  taxes  would  be  cer- 
tified each  year  later  on  if  it  was  still  in 
tax   title. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— During  the  year  it  was? 

Mr.  GILDEA — For  the  one  year  it  was 
taken  in  tax  title.  I  will  grant  you  that. 
For   that    one   year's    taxes,    yes. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Now  let  us  take  the 
subsequent    year.

Mr.  GILDEA — If  there  is  a  payment  it  will 
throw   it   off. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  —  Let  us  take  the  sub- 
sequent year.  Is  the  matter  of  the  tax  on 
that    parcel    ascertainable? 

Mr.  BAXTER — As  a  public  record? 

Mr.  GILDEA — It  isn't. 

Coun.    PIEMONTE— If    I    come   in    and    pay 

Mr.    BAXTER— Oh,    yes. 
Mr.   GILDEA— Yes. 

Coun.    PIEMONTE— So,    therefore,    it    is    a 
public    record,    isn't    it? 
Mr.    GILDEA— No. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — What  is  the  theory  and 
philosophy    behind    the    cost? 

Mr.  GILDEA — Exactly  to  prove  it  isn't 
a  public  record.  That  is  the  requirement  of 
that    statute. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— The  requirement  of  the 
statute  is  for  the  purpose  of  recording,  and 
to  compensate  you  for  the  time  that  may  be 
spent? 

Mr.  GILDEA — It  also  provides  a  means  for 
anybody    to    get    those    records. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — You  are  not  saying 
now  that  you  are  putting  a  price  on  privacy, 
that  if  you  got  the  money  you  could  evade 
privacy? 

Mr.  GILDEA — No.  Without  that  section, 
councillor,  you  couldn't  get  the  information. 
This  section  provides  the  means  to  get  the 
information.      Furthermore, — 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — I  wouldn't  want  it  to 
appear  that  any  public  official  in  the  City 
of  Boston  thought  the  price  of  privacy  was 
how    much    you    could    pay. 

Mr.  GILDEA— No,  that  is  not  it.  It  is 
the  Supreme  Court  decision,  councillor.  With 
that  decision  there  is  no  way  to  get  to  those 
books  unless  you  do  it  through  legal  means. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— There  is  a  way  I  will 
get  to  it. 

Mr.  GILDEA — You  have  the  means — through 
the    Council. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — So  there  is  no  question, 
Mr.  Baxter,  whether  it  is  by  virtue  of  one's 
good  fortune  in  holding  public  office,  or  by 
one's  good  fortune  in  having  the  price,  that 
the  amount  of  money  that  is  owed  on  any 
parcel  at  any  given  time  can  be  established. 

Mr.  BAXTER — I  think  that  is  correct,  Mr. 
Councillor. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — Let  us  stop  to  meditate 
on  that  a  moment.  This  information  is  avail- 
able to  one  who,  because  of  his  good  fortune 
to  be  a  holder  of  a  certain  public  office,  or 
because  he   has   the  price  to  pay — ? 

Mr.  BAXTER— There  isn't  any  question- 
any  public  official  elected  to  a  public  trust 
has  the  right  under  that,  as  an  alderman,  to 
examine  and  make  copies,  and  anybody  else 
who  is  interested  has  a  right  to  go  down 
and  pay  $3  and  get  a  certificate  of  municipal 
lien   on    that   particular   piece   of    property. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— So  that  there  is  no  ques- 
tion that  this  Council  then  has  within  its 
power  the  right  to  exercise  by  ordinance  or 
to  make  mandatory  that  which  is  the  people's 
right? 

Mr.  BAXTER — I  will  have  to  sit  down  and 
discuss  that  with  you,  Mr.  Councillor,  be- 
cause that  is — well,  we  won't  go  into  it, 
I  would  like  to  sit  down  and  talk  with  you 
about   that. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— I  will  turn  my  attention 
now  to  Mr.   Gildea.     Mr.   Gildea,  as  far  as  you 
are  concerned,  it  is  a  question  of  time  in  order 
for  you   to  get  that  information — ? 
Mr.    GILDEA— Yes. 
Coun.   PIEMONTE— available  to  us? 
Mr.      GILDEA — Yes,      if      the      Corporation 
Counsel   will   say   I   may   provide  a   list. 

Coun.       PIEMONTE — If      the       Corporation 
Counsel  had  the  benefit  of  this  little  discussion. 
Will  you  sit  down  with  the  Corporation  Counsel 
some   time  before   the   next   meeting? 
Mr.   GILDEA— I  will,  yes. 

Mr.  BAXTER— Could  I  speak  to  you,  council- 
lor, because  I  don't  have  the  opportunity  to  talk 
with  you  only  like  in  open  forum?  I  would 
like,  councillor,  if  you  could.  It  says,  "alder- 
men." I  assume  that  that  means  the  entire 
body,  and  I  would  assume  that  the  body  would 
vote  designating  persons.     Now,   "persons"   in- 


cludes two  or  more,  to  make  copies,  if  certain 
information  is  designated  for  them.  I  think 
under  the  circumstances  we  would  get  along 
perfectly  all  right.  We  could  both  work  to- 
gether for   this   good,   fair  city  of   ours. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— So  that  there  is  no 
question  of  what  persons — shall  we  again  read 
chapter  4,  section  7? 

Mr.  BAXTER — I  think  I  would  like  to  dis- 
cuss it,  Mr.  Councillor.  I  think  there  is  a 
question. 

Coun.     PIEMONTE— Let    us    read    into    the 
record  what  the  law  says  that  "person"  means. 
Mr.   BAXTER — Where  it  says   "Person"   and 
"whoever." 

"Twenty-Third, — "  This  is  being 

quoted     from    Chapter     4,     Section     7.       The 
Twenty-Third   is    a   subdivision    thereof. 

"Person"  or  "whoever"  shall  include 
corporations,  societies,  associations,  and 
partnerships." 

Is  that  the  one  you  wanted  me  to  read? 
Coun.  PIEMONTE: — It  is.  Mr.  President, 
at  this  time  I  would  like  to  offer  this  sugges- 
tion. I  think  it  has  been  clearly  brought  out  by 
our  Collector  that  he  is  and  he  has  always  been  in 
the  past  willing  to  cooperate  with  the  Council, 
and  that  the  failure  in  not  having  the  list 
here  is  due,  first,  to  lack  of  help  and,  secondly, 
to  a  consideration  or  an  interpretation  that 
has  been  given  him  by  the  Corporation  Counsel 
as  to  the  right. 

I  think  I  would  like  very  much,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, in  my  usual  spirit  of  affording  every 
opportunity  to  offer  the  Collector-Treasurer 
and  the  Corporation  Counsel  an  opportunity 
to  digest  the  discussion  that  took  place  today. 
Frankly,  I  think  that  we  ought  to  give  the 
Corporation  Counsel  an  opportunity  to  reap- 
praise his  interpretation,  or  his  uncertainty  of 
the  right  of  the  Collector  to  furnish  us  with 
this  list. 

Therefore,  I  am  going  to  make  a  motion  at 
this  time  that  this  hearing  be  continued  to 
next   Tuesday   at   3    P.M. 

Mr.  BAXTER— If  I  might  suggest,  council- 
lor, if  I  may  be  so  bold  as  to  interrupt?  If 
you  put  this  over,  say,  for  approximately  two 
to  three  weeks,  and  I  would  prefer  to  have 
it  three  weeks,  in  the  interim  of  the  three 
weeks  I  think  that  I  would  be  very  pleased 
to  come  before  this  Honorable  Body  with  the 
Collector-Treasurer  and  probably  answer  most 
of  the  recent  orders  with  the  hope  and  expecta- 
tion that  this  Honorable  Body  may  designate 
a  proper  person  or  persons  to  examine  these 
records  and  bring  forth  whatever  information 
this  Honorable  Body  should  desire  from  these 
records. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  President,  I  certainly 
want  to  go  along  with  anything  that  is  reason- 
able. I  move  that  this  hearing  be  continued 
until  Monday,  September  15.  However,  so 
there  will  be  no  misunderstanding,  so  that  we 
then  may  not  be  faced  with  the  question  of 
another  postponement,  and  knowing  that  I 
have  placed  before  the  Corporation  Counsel 
some  matters  more  imminent,  such  as  the 
collecting  of  taxes  or  rents,  rather,  from  the 
tax-dodgers  and  from  these  unscrupulous 
people  who  are  feeding  on  the  general  treasury 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  I  hope  that  in  this 
period  of  time,  and,  in  fact,  I  direct  that  in 
this  period  of  time  we  take  whatever  steps  may 
be  necessary,  by  instituting  legal  action, 
drastic  even  though  it  may  be,  or  as  drastic 
as  can  be,  against  the  persons  who  he  finds  to 
be  repeaters  and  who  have  made  this  their 
patterns. 

I  hope  that  by  September  15  we  will  at  least 
have  in  operation  a  policy  whereby  the  cur- 
rent tax  settlements  will  be  scheduled  in  the 
fashion  I  have  suggested,  that  is,  in  such  a 
manner  that  at  a  glance  the  reader  may  be  able 
to  ascertain  how  much  money  was  owed  at  the 
time  the  tax  settlement  was  made,  and  how 
much  was  canceled  off  at  the  time  it  was  made. 
I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  also  to  thank 
the  Council  for  their  usual  kind  cooperation 
and  the  interest  every  member  has  shown,  the 
study    every    member   has    given    this,    and    the 
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concern  every  member  has.  I  want  the  record 
very  much  to  indicate  the  concern  that  every 
member  of  the  Council  has  for  the  welfare  of 
the  city  and  its  taxpayers. 

President  MeDONOUGH — Councillor  Pie- 
monte  moves  this  hearing  be  continued  until 
September  15,   1958,   at  3  P.M. 

The  motion   was   carried. 

President  MCDONOUGH— The  Chair  will  ex- 
cuse Mr.  Baxter,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  and 
Mr.  Gildea,  the  Collector-Treasurer,  and  Mr. 
O'Connor.

Under  date  of  January  3,  1958,  I  rec- 
ommended to  you  that  an  order  be  submitted 
to  the  City  Council  for  authorization  of  tempo- 
rary loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue  in  the 
amount  of  $65,000,000,  and  such  an  order 
was  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on  January 
19,  1958.  It  is  now  quite  certain  that  this 
authorization  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the 
financial  requirements  for  the  remainder  of 
the  fiscal  year  and  that  an  additional  authori- 
zation   of    $20,000,000    will    be    necessary. 

By  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  city  could  issue  in  1958 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  receipts  temporary 
loans  which  would  not  exceed  in  the  aggre- 
gate the  total  tax  levy  of  the  fiscal  year  1957 
together  with  the  corporation  and  income  tax 
received  from  the  Commonwealth  during  the 
financial  year  1957.  This  total  permissible 
authorization  would  amount  to  $139,461,587.85. 

In  1957  a  total  of  $100,000,000  was  au- 
thorized by  the  City  Council  and  approved 
by  you.  During  that  year  it  was  necessary 
to  issue  $90,000,000.  Of  the  authorization  of 
$65,000,000  for  the  fiscal  year  1958,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  issue  $60,000,000  to  finance 
the  city's  operations  for  the  first  eight  months 
of   the   year. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  therefore,  that 
an  order  in  the  amount  of  $20,000,000  for 
additional  authorization  of  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  be  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  for  consideration  and  adop- 
tion.

Auditor,  technical  requirements  of  the  statute 
regarding  the  incurring  of  municipal  in- 
debtedness call  for  an  order  of  procedure 
which  requires  the  approval  of  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board  before  final  adoption  by  the 
City  Council  and  approval  of  the  Mayor  of 
orders  for  the  issuance  of  loans.  The  approval 
of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board  not  having 
been  timely  requested,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  rescind  the  order  which  has  been  adopted 
and  commence  proceedings  anew.  Concur- 
rently with  the  submission  of  these  orders 
to  your  Honorable  Body,  I  have  requested 
the  approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance 
Board. 

I  am  advised  that  a  first  reading  may  be 
given  a  loan  order  without  violating  the 
statute  in  question.  Under  existing  statutes 
thirty-four  days  must  elapse  after  a  first 
reading  of  a  loan  order  before  the  same  can 
become  fully  effective.  Therefore,  in  order 
to  eliminate  further  delay  in  the  sewerage 
works  construction  program,  I  recommend 
that  the  orders  submitted  be  acted  upon  at 
this  meeting.

Section  10  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws  provides  in  part  that,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board,  a  city  may 
authorize  indebtedness  in  excess  of  21  per 
cent  but  not  in  excess  of  5  per  cent  of  the 
assessors'  valuations  of  taxable  property  for 
the  three  preceding  years  less  the  amount 
of  abatements.  The  loan  as  authorized  above 
comes  within  the  limits  of  the  debt  incurring 
power  of  the  city  as  described  in  the  statute 
and  requires  the  approval  of  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board.  In  the  opinion  of  board 
counsel,  Storey,  Thorndike,  Palmer  and  Dodge, 
the  approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board 
must  be  obtained  prior  to  the  final  adoption 
by  the  City  Council  and  approval  by  the 
Mayor. 

Inasmuch  as  the  approval  of  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board  was  not  received  prior  to

REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  ON 
LAND  AT  9  GLENVILLE  AVENUE, 
ALLSTON. 

The    following    was    received: 
City   of   Boston, 
Finance  Commission,   September  2,   1958. 
To   the   Honorable   the   City    Council. 

There  is  before  your  Committee  on  Appro- 
priations and  Finance  an  order  for  acceptance 
of  a  gift  of  land  at  9  Glenville  avenue,  Allston, 
for    off-street    parking,     said    gift     contingent 


on  appropriation  by  the  city  of  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  install  off-street  parking  accommoda- 
tions; an  order  for  an  appropriation  of  $25,000 
is   proposed   to   provide   for   such   facility. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends  that 
no  favorable  action  be  taken  on  these  orders 
for    the    following    reasons: 

1.  Municipally  owned  suburban  off-street 
parking  lots  in  Boston  have,  with  two  excep- 
tions, been  spectacularly  unsuccessful.  They 
have  been  patronized  little.  They  have  cost 
the  city  vast  sums  in  acquisition,  development, 
maintenance,     and    meter    equipment. 

2.  An  appropriation  of  $25,000  is  sought 
to  develop  and  meter  this  lot.  In  June,  1957, 
when  it  was  proposed  that  the  city  buy  this 
same  land  for  off-street  parking  purposes, 
the  Real  Property  Board  estimated  that 
$35,625  would  be  needed  for  development  and 
metering  of  this  land.  The  city  has  had 
unfortunate  experience  with  other  suburban 
parking  lots.  Vandalism  and  theft  have  been 
rampant.  In  fact,  the  Traffic  Commission 
has    had   to    remove   meters    for    this    reason. 

3.  This  property  is  currently  operated  as 
an  off-street  parking  facility.  In  effect,  the 
order  means  transferring  a  presently  taxable 
and    operating    facility    to    municipal    status. 

4.  Converting  a  privately  operated  facility 
to  municipal  status  does  not  contribute  to 
the  sum  total  of  car  space  in  the  off-street 
parking   program. 

5.  The  apparent  objective  of  this  proposal 
is  to  provide  parking  for  merchants'  customers. 
This  same  objective  may  be  accomplished  if 
the  parking  lot  were  under  the  auspices  of 
the  prospective  donor  of  the  property  to  the 
city  as  well  as  if  it  were  under  city  auspices. 
Private  operation  does  not  represent  a  radical 
departure  in  providing  parking  accommoda- 
tions. The  provision  and  operation  by  mer- 
chants of  off-street  parking  accommodations 
has  become  common  practice  throughout  the 
country.

For  a  considerable  period  of  time  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Commission  have  had  before 
them  the  request  of  Northeastern  University 
to  purchase  park  land  owned  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  located  at  Hemenway  street  and 
Forsyth   Way. 

Under  date  of  April  11,  1958,  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  approved,  under  Chapter  253 
of  the  Acts  of  1958,  an  Act  authorizing  the 
City  of  Boston  to  sell  and  convey  to  Northeast- 
ern University  certain  park  land  in  the  Fen- 
way   district   of   the   said    city. 

Early  in  1957  the  Law  Department  retained 
the  services  of  an  expert  appraiser  to  set  a 
figure  which  would  represent  the  fair  market 
value  of  this  property.  After  thorough  re- 
search the  appraiser  estimated  the  land  as 
worth   $3.00   per  square  foot. 

Subsequently,  a  plan  was  drawn  by  the 
Public  Improvement  Commission  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  dated  July  7,  1958,  indicating  that 
the  actual  area  of  this  property  is  43,918 
square  feet.  The  Commission  were  of  the 
unanimous  opinion  that  the  rate  per  square 
foot  as  set  by   the  appraiser  is   a  fair  one. 

On  this  basis,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  held  on 
Tuesday,  July  15,  1958,  the  following  vote 
was    unanimously    adopted:

An  act  authorizing  the  City  of 
Boston  to  sell  and  convey  to  Northeastern 
University  certain  park  land  in  the  Fenway 
district  of  said   city. 
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Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary 
provision  of  general  or  special  law,  the  City 
of  Boston,  acting  by  its  mayor,  may  sell  and 
convey  to  Northeastern  University,  a  corpora- 
tion organized  and  existing  under  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  any  part  or  parts  or 
the  whole  of  the  parcel  of  land  belonging  to 
said  city  and  situate  at  the  corner  of  Hemen- 
way  street  and  Forsyth  Way,  which  contains 
approximately  one  acre  and  which  is  now 
under  the  care  and  custody  of  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  of  said  city;  provided, 
that  such  sale  and  conveyance  is  authorized, 
after  two  separate  readings,  by  two  separate 
votes  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  of  said  city,  the  first  of  said 
readings  and  votes  to  be  had  only  after  said 
sale  and  conveyance  is  recommended  by  said 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  and  the 
second  of  said  readings  and  votes  to  be  had 
in  not  less   than   fourteen   days   after   the  first. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its   passage.

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REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION  ON 
REORGANIZATION  OF  ASSESSING 
DEPARTMENT. 

The    following    was    received: 
City   of   Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  September  8,   1958. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  Finance  Commission  wishes  to  state  its 
position  on  a  proposal  providing  for  certain 
reorganizations  in  the  Assessing  Department 
which  appear  in  the  form  of  a  proposed 
Ordinance  presented  to  the  City  Council  on 
August   18,    1958. 

In  evaluating  this  proposed  Ordinance,  the 
Finance  Commission  relies  largely  on  its  own 
survey  which  was  made  for  the  Commission 
by    Cuthbert    E.    Reeves    in    1948. 

The  provision,  found  in  the  Ordinance,  of 
a  single  Assessor  in  place  of  a  board,  to 
perform  the  assessing  function  was  recom- 
mended in  the  1948  Report.  In  fact,  the 
surveyor  pointed  out,  "Such  large  cities  as 
Los  Angeles,  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Cleveland 
and  Cincinnati  are  assessed  under  the  direc- 
tion   of   one   man." 

The  proposed  Ordinance  also  makes  an  effort 
to  place  part-time  street  assessors  on  a  full- 
time  basis.  This  proposal  conforms  to  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  1948  Report,  which  states: 
"Delegation  of  the  appraising  function  in  a 
city  like  Boston  to  part-time  assessors  must 
be  condemned;"  also,  "The  National  Associa- 
tion of  Assessing  Officers  opposes  par1>time 
employment  for  such  work." 

The  1955  edition  of  "Municipal  Finance 
Administration"  published  by  the  International 
City  Managers  Association  supports  both 
the  concept  of  a  single  Assessor,  rather  than 
a  board,  and  full-time  professionally  trained 
assistant   assessors. 

Another  provision  of  the  Ordinance  makes 
the  Assessor,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Review.  Since  he  will  be  one  of  a 
three-man  board;  since  the  Board  of  Review 
"shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  or 
control  of  the  Assessor  except  as  he  acts 
as  a  member  thereof,"  and  since  he  may 
be  expected  to  bring  a  first-hand  knowledge 
of  the  original  assessment  to  the  deliberations 
of  the  Board,  his  presence  on  the  Board 
appears    to    be   desirable. 

In  a  word,  the  Finance  Commission  favors 
the  proposed  Ordinance  as  a  step  in  the 
right    direction. 

Additional  Considerations 

There  are  other  considerations,  however,  to 
be  emphasized  if  the  Ordinance  is  to  become 
effective  in  achieving  its  objective.  These, 
presumably,  can  be  adopted  by  administrative 
order. 

The  position  of  Assessor  as  spelled  out  in 
the  Ordinance  is  one  of  tremendous  sccpe 
and  responsibility.  It  will  be  difficult  for 
one  man,  individually,  to  handle  all  the  duties 
imposed — simultaneously  administering  a  large 
department,  carrying  out  the  assessing  func- 
tion for  a  large  city,  sitting  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Review.  Obviously  he  must 
be  provided  with  capable  assistance  in  terms 
of  qualified  deputies  and  modern  assessing 
techniques. 

The  needed  assessing  techniques  were  spelled 
out  originally  in  the  1948  Report  and  have 
become  the  actual  work  program  of  the 
Equalization  Survey.  They  include  the  pro- 
duction of  property  ledger  cards,  valuation 
list  of  real  properties  in  geographic  order, 
strip  maps,  occupancy  and  rental  surveys, 
land-value  maps  and  the  determination  of 
unit  prices  for  frontage  and  interior  areas 
to  be  used  by  street  assessors,  standards  for 
computing  land  values  from  base  unit  prices, 
standards  in  classifying,  pricing  and  depre- 
ciating structures,  standards  for  analyzing, 
sale,  rental  and  other  economic  data,  com- 
pilation of  a  manual  of  practice,  preparation 
of  appraisal  cards  and  other  modern  assess- 
ing tools.  Some  of  these  are  available  and 
await  adoption;  others  are  in  process  of  pro- 
duction  by   the   Equalization    Survey. 

There  is  another  recommendation  which 
originally  appeared  in  the  1948  Report  and 
merits     consideration.       It     was     recommended 


to   "change  the  timetable   of   assessing   to   pro- 
vide    a     period     for     hearing     and     reviewing 
taxpayer     protests     between     assessment     date 
and    final    closing    of    the    roll,    and    to    permit 
reporting   taxable  total  valuation   before  adop- 
tion   of    the    city    budget."      This    would    give 
the  Assessor  an   opportunity   to   correct  errors 
of    fact    or    judgment    before    tax    bills    were 
written,    with    probable   resultant    reduction   of 
the    abatement    problem.      The    assessment    roll 
would     be     completed     before     tax     extensions 
and   open   for   public   inspection   during   a   pre- 
scribed   period    of   time    within    which    protests 
against    assessments    could    be    filed.      At    the 
end  of  such   "grievance  period"  the  roll  would 
be   approved   by   him   as    to   assessments.      Ap- 
peals would  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Review.

SEPTEMBER  15,  1958 
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REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
DEMOLITION    PROGRAM. 

The  following   was   received: 

September   11,   1958. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  City  has  embarked  on  an  extensive 
Demolition  Program.  In  fact,  few  cities  in 
the  country,  according  to  figures  published  in 
the  1958  Municipal  Yearbook,  have  demolished 
as  many  buildings  as  has  Boston.  The  objec- 
tive of  this  program  is  to  get  rid  of  as  many 
unsafe  and  dilapidated  buildings  as  possible 
and  those  which  are  in  serious  violation  of  the 
health  and  building  codes.  This  activity  is 
also  regarded  as  part  of  the  Workable  Program 
to  which  a  city  must  subscribe  to  insure  its 
eligibility  for  Federal  assistance  in  the  urban 
renewal     program. 

The  interest  of  the  Finance  Commission  in 
the  operation  of  this  program  has  arisen  from 
several    considerations: 

1.  It  is  an  expanded  and  accelerated  activity 
superimposed  on  the  existing  departmental 
structure  and  therefore  ought  to  be  examined 
with  respect  to  organization  and  procedures, 
to  determine  that  the  best  interests  of  the  City 
are  being  served. 

2.  It  is  a  substantial  undertaking  involving 
a  vast  expenditure.  A  compilation  by  the 
Co-ordinator  of  the  Demolition  Program  shows 
that  as  of  June,  1958,  a  total  of  $930,000  has 
been  expended  or  encumbered  since  January 
1,  1956,  of  a  total  appropriation  of  $1,132,500. 
The  greater  part  of  this  expenditure  which 
approximates  $765,000  has  been  made  between 
January  1,   1957  and  June  30,   1958. 

Brief    Summary    of    Findings 
Examination    of    the    operation    of    the    pro- 
gram   during    the    period    January    1,    1957    to 
June   30,    1958    leads    to    the    following    conclu- 
sions: 

1.  A  total  of  approximately  830  buildings 
have  been  demolished  during  the  period  Janu- 
ary 1,  1957  to  June  30,  1958  at  a  cost  of  ap- 
proximately $765,000.  Collections  amounted  to 
$11,698  for  that  period.  Of  this  amount, 
$10,248  was  received  in  full  payment  in  3 
cases.  In  fact,  these  3  cases  are  the  only  ones 
paid   in   full. 

2.  During  this  period  abatements  of  demoli- 
tion charges  have  been  granted  in  the  amount 
of    $22,657,    involving    23    properties. 

3.  As  of  June  30,  1958,  no  apparent  effort 
to  force  collection  has  been  made.  No  suits 
have  been  entered  in  court  for  the  collection 
of  due  amounts. 

4.  In  22  eases  bills  for  demolition  work 
performed  had  not  been  deposited  with  the 
City  Collector  for  collection  of  amounts  due 
from  the  owners   of  the  property. 

5.  Since  the  work  of  demolition  had  been 
completed  several  months  previously,  a  ques- 
tion of  the  legality  of  a  lien  placed  against 
such  properties  in  these  22  eases  at  this  time 
might  be  raised,  since  more  than  90  days  have 
elapsed  since  the  completion  of  the  work,  and 
allowing  a  reasonable  time  for  the  submission 
of   a   bill. 

6.  In  2  cases  where  repair  work  on  walls  had 
been  performed  and  the  contractor  paid  by 
the  city,  it  was  found  that  not  all  the  work 
required  by  the  specifications  had  been  per- 
formed. 

Organization  and  Procedures 
Condemnation  and  demolition  work  is  divided 
between  the  Building  and  Health  Departments 
and  is  being  co-ordinated  by  a  Co-ordinator 
appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The  demolition  and 
repair  work  involved  is  performed  by  con- 
tractors under  posted  informal  solicitations  for 
proposals  and  awards  made  to  the  lowest  quali- 
fied bidder.  During  the  period  January  1, 
1957  to  June  30,  1958,  251  buildings  have  been 
demolished  or  repaired  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  approximately  579  by  the  Building 
Department. 

After  a  building  has  been  razed  or  repaired 
and  the  contractor  has  been  paid  and  the 
ownership    of    the    property    determined,    bills 


are  prepared  by  the  department  involved.  The 
general  practice  is  to  then  mail  these  bills  to 
the  owners  of  record  within  2  weeks  after 
the  completion  of  the  work  and  within  15  days 
thereafter  a  list  of  said  bills  is  deposited  with 
the  City  Collector  for  collection  and,  in  the 
case  of  the  Building  Department,  a  copy  is 
sent  to  the  Law  Department.  Liens  are  re- 
corded by  the  attorneys  employed  by  the  two 
departments  within  a  90-day  period  of  com- 
pletion of  the  work.  On  date  of  commital 
to  the  Collector,  a  list  of  the  bills  submitted  is 
forwarded  by  the  Collector  to  the  Law  Depart- 
ment. Thirty  days  later  a  demand  letter  is 
mailed  to  the  owner.  The  Law  Department, 
in  turn,  sends  a  letter  to  the  owner  of  record 
informing  him  that  the  department  has  been 
requested  to  commence  legal  procedure  in  the 
matter  of  the  debt.  If  a  recipient  of  one  of 
these  letters  replies,  the  financial  ability  to 
pay  is  discussed  with  the  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel  resulting  in  a  few  cases  of  settlement. 
In  those  cases  where  no  reply  to  the  Law 
Department's  letters  has  been  received,  pre- 
sumably the  Law  Department  takes  no  further 
steps  until  such  time  as  tax  titles  can  be 
obtained  and  foreclosure  proceedings  instituted 
in   the   Land   Court. 

Examination  of  Procedures 
In  making  a  study  of  the  proceedings  in- 
volved, the  Finance  Commission  found  it  neces- 
sary to  correlate  material  from  the  Coordi- 
nator's Office,  Health  Department,  Building 
Department,  Collecting  Division  and  Law  De- 
partment, since  no  master  control  record  was 
being  kept  which  showed  the  entire  picture 
of  demolition  transactions.  A  form  was  there- 
fore prepared  at  the  office  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission which  showed  the  location  by  street 
and  number  of  the  property  involved,  the  ward, 
the  owner  of  record  of  the  property,  the  name 
of  the  demolition  and  repair  contractor,  con- 
tract price,  date  when  bill  was  deposited  with 
Collecting  Division,  date  and  amount  of  abate- 
ment and  collection  date,  and  date  that  lien 
was  filed.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Finance 
Commission  the  Co-ordinator  has  adopted  some 
of  the  ideas  prepared  by  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion. However,  no  complete  record  is  being 
kept  showing  wnether  bills  have  been  deposited 
for  collection,  payments  received,  or  abate- 
ments   granted. 

Abatements 

During  the  period  in  question,  abatements  of 
all  or  part  of  the  demolition  charges  involving 
23  properties  have  been  granted.  In  the  case 
of  14  of  these  23  parcels,  abatements  were 
occasioned  by  the  fact  that  a  prospective  pur- 
chaser interested  in  acquiring  the  property  for 
various  uses  was  not  willing  to  pay  the  ac- 
cumulated amount  of  demolition  charges,  water 
charges  and  taxes.  These  abatements  were 
granted  to  return  these  parcels  to  taxable  use 
in  conformity  with  the  Mayor's  directive  to 
the  Co-ordinator  on  this  point. 

Correspondence  indicates  that  such  abate- 
ments granted  to  encourage  sale  and  re-use 
represent  the  joint  judgment  of  the  Demoli- 
tion Co-ordinator  and  an  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel  on  the  merits  of  the  case,  and  the 
genuineness  of  the  plan  of  re-use  of  the  prop- 
erty. Four  of  the  remaining  9  cases  repre- 
sented acceptance  of  the  offer  made  by  the 
owner  to  pay  a  certain  part  of  the  amount 
due.  In  the  remaining  5  cases,  the  reason 
for  the  abatement  was  that  they  were  im- 
properly billed  since  they  were  city-owned 
properties.  All  cases  of  abatement  of  taxes 
and  of  demolition  charges  have  the  approval 
of    the    State    Tax    Commissioner. 

Recommendations 

Although  some  improvement  has  been  made 
in  procedures  in  the  program  since  its  early 
stages,  emphasis  must  be  placed  on  the  follow- 
ing aspects  of  this  program:  — 

1.  There  must  be  a  concerted  program  of 
follow-up  after  demolition  to  insure  that  bills 
have  been  rendered  to  owners  and  liens  filed 
within   legal   period. 
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2.  All  work  by  Building  Department  of 
demolition  work  and  repairs  shall  be  inspected 
and  certified  by  the  district  building  inspector 
as  completed  satisfactorily;  the  latter  should  re- 
lieve the  head  of  Construction  and  Safety  Divi- 
sion now  performing  this  duty  whose  program 
is  already  heavy  with  other  major  duties.  In 
the  Health  Department  all  such  certification 
and  inspection  are  done  by  the  district  health 
inspector. 

3.  A  comprehensive  record  of  all  essential 
data  should  be  maintained  to  provide  the 
Co-ordinator  of  the  Demolition  Program  with 
an  up-to-date,  over-all  picture  of  the  Demoli- 
tion  Program. 

4.  That  sustained  stimulus  be  applied  to 
the'  negligible  effort  made  since  the  beginning 
of  the  program  to  collect  these  accounts  by 
both   the   Collecting   and   Law   Departments.

5.  In  the  22  cases  referred  to,  can  the 
City  maintain  an  action  in  contract  for 
the  recovery  of  the  moneys  expended.  What 
other    remedies    are    available. 

6.  State  the  circumstances  in  detail  re- 
garding the  22  cases  where  the  contractors 
were  paid  even  though  the  repairs  on  wall 
were  not  made  according  to  specifications; 
also  have  the  contractors  since  been  ordered 
to   complete   the   work.

COMMUNICATION  RE:  ORDINANCE  ON 
REORGANIZATION  OF  ASSESSING 
DEPARTMENT. 

The    following    was    received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Law   Department,    September   3,    1958. 
To  the  City   Council. 
Gentlemen : 

This  is  in  response  to  the  order  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  August  25,  1958, 
inquiring  whether,  in  my  opinion,  the  ordi- 
nance submitted  to  your  Honorable  Body  by 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  August  18,  1958, 
to  reorganize  the  Assessing  Department  may 
lawfully  be  amended  so  as  to — (1)  subject 
the  Assessor's  ex  officio  membership  on  the 
Board  of  Review  to  confirmation  by  the  City 
Council,  (2)  make  the  Mayor's  appointments 
to  the  Board  of  Review  subject  to  such 
confirmation,  and  (3)  make  the  Mayor's 
appointment  of  the  Assessor  subject  to  such 
confirmation. 

The  ordinance  in  question,  as  its  last  sec- 
tion makes  plain,  is  to  be  passed  under 
Section  5  of  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909,  as  amended  by  Section  1  of  Chapter  473 
of  the  Acts  of  1953.  As  so  amended,  said 
Section    5    reads    as    follows: 

"The  city  council  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  may  from  time  to  time  make  by-laws 
or  ordinances  for  any  or  all  of  the  following 
purposes:  —  (a)  to  create  a  new  department  or 
agency;  (b)  to  abolish,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
any  department  or  agency;  (c)  to  reorganize, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  any  department  or  de- 
partment head  or  any  agency  or  agency  head; 
(d)  to  confer  or  impose  on  any  department 
or  agency  any  power  or  duty  of  the  city 
not  appertaining  at  the  time  of  the  making 
of  the  by-law  or  ordinance  to  any  department 
oir  agency;  (e)  to  transfer  any  or  all  of  the 
powers,  duties  and  appropriations  of  any 
division  of  any  department  or  agency  to  an- 
other division  of  the  same  department  or 
agency;  (f)  to  transfer  any  or  all  of  the 
powers,  duties  and  appropriations  of  any 
department  or  division  thereof  or  of  any 
agency  or  division  thereof  either  to  another 
department  or  division  thereof  or  to  another 
agency  or  division  thereof;  and  (g)  to  in- 
crease, reduce,  establish  or  abolish  the  salary 
of  any  department  or  agency  head.  Every 
department  or  agency  head  created  by,  or 
resulting  from  a  reorganization  effected  by, 
a  by-law  or  ordinance  made  under  this  section 
shall,  unless  ex  officio,  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  without  confirmation  by  the  city 
council  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor 
is  elected  or,  in  the  case  of  a  person  serving 
without  compensation  or  of  a  person  serving 
on  the  board  of  appeal,  the  board  of  examiners, 
the  board  of  examiners  of  gasfitters  or  other 
like  board,  for  such  other  term  as  the  by-law 
or  ordinance  may  prescribe.  Every  person 
holding  an  office  or  position  subject  to  the 
civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall,  if  the 
office  or  position  is  abolished  by  a  by-law 
or  ordinance  made  under  this  section  and 
the  by-law  or  ordinance  so  provides,  be  re- 
appointed without  civil  service  examination 
or  registration  to  a  similar  office  or  position 
with  similar  status  in  any  new  department 
or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  thereby 
created  or  in  any  department  or  agency,  or 
division  of  either,  not  thereby  abolished;  and 
every  such  person  shall  upon  such  reappoint- 
ment, retain  all  rights  to  retirement  with 
pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or  would 
thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his  services 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous  to 
the  same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had  not 
taken  place.  As  used  in  this  section,  the 
term  'agency'  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any 
office  in  charge  of  a  board  or  officer  not 
subject  to  the  direction  of  a  department  head. 
Nothing  in  this  section  shall  authorize  any 
action  in  conflict  with  the  civil  service  laws 
or  rules  except  as  expressly  provided  herein; 
nor  shall  any  by-law  or  ordinance  made  un- 
der this   section   affect  in   any   way   the  school 
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committee  or  any  board  or  officer  of  the 
school  committee  or  school  department,  or 
the  board  of  commissioners  of  school  buildings 
or  the  superintendent  of  construction,  or  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  teachers'  retirement 
fund  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  per- 
manent school  pension  fund,  or  the  Boston 
retirement  board,  or  the  city  clerk,  or  the 
board  of  election  commissioners,  or  the  Bos- 
ton traffic  commission,  or  any  board  or  officer 
appointed  by  the  governor."  (Underscoring 
supplied.)  . 

The  inescapable  implication  of  the  words  which 
I  have  underscored  is,  in  my  opinion,  that 
the  ordinance  in  question  cannot  lawfully 
be  amended  so  as  to  make  subject  to  con- 
firmation by  the  City  Council  either  the 
Mayor's  appointment  of  the  Assessor  or  the 
Mayor's  appointments  to  the  Board  of  Review. 
The  phrase  "unless  ex  officio",  which  ap- 
pears among  the  underscored  words,  was 
obviously  inserted  to  enable  an  ordinance 
passed  under  the  statute  to  prescribe  that 
the  holder  of  one  office  after  appointment 
by  the  Mayor  without  confirmation  of  the 
City  Council  shall  serve  in  another  office 
by  virtue  of  his  first  office  without  further 
appointment.  Thus,  there  is  no  further  ap- 
pointment to  be  made  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  City  Council.  It  necessarily  follows, 
in  my  opinion,  that  there  cannot  lawfully  be 
any  confirmation  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
Assessor's  ex  officio  membership  on  the  Board 
of   Review. 

Accordingly,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the 
answer  to  all  three  parts  of  the  question  is  in 
the  negative.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  APPROPRIA- 
TIONS  AND   FINANCE. 

Coun.    PIEMONTE,    for    the    Committee    on 
Public  Lands,   submitted  the  following: 


Report  on  message  of  the  Mayor  and  order 
for  the  acceptance  of  land  at  9  Glenville  ave- 
nue, Brighton,  for  public  off-sitreet  parking 
facility,  and  order  for  appropriation  of  $25,000 
for  a  public  off-street  parking  facility  in  the 
Brighton  district  (referred  May  26) — recom- 
mending that  the  two  orders  ought  not  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  orders  were 
rejected. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLIC 
LANDS. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE,  for  the  Committee  on 
Public    Lands,    submitted    the    following: 

1.  Report  on  the  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
order  referred  April  28,  1958,  and  the  message 
of  the  Mayor  and  order  referred  August  18, 
1958  re  indemnification  agreement  with  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  on  removal  of  old 
piers   at  North   End   Park  beach. 

On  April  21,  1958,  his  Honor  submitted  to 
this  Honorable  Body  a  proposed  order  which 
would  authorize  him  to  execute  an  Indemnity 
Agreement  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth  in 
connection  with  the  proposed  removal  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  the  unsafe  and  dangerous 
piers  at  the  North  End  Park.  The  proposed 
specifications  provided  that  the  pilings  be  re- 
moved by  cutting   at  the  mud  line. 

In  pursuance  to  this  order  the  Committee  on 
Public  Lands  held  four  meetings.  The  first 
two  meetings,  namely,  May  19,  1958  and  June 
11,  1958,  were  continued  due  to  lack  of  at- 
tendance of  persons  interested  who  had  been 
invited  to  attend. 

At  the  third  meeting  held  in  July,  those  in 
attendance  included  John  McCall  of  the  Bridge 
Division  of  the  Public  Works  Department, 
Representative  Charles  Capraro  and  three  other 
lay  persons.  Representative  Charles  Capraro 
and  the  lay  persons  were  opposed  to  the  re- 
moval of  the  piers.  John  MoCall  reported  that 
in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Chair, 
he  had  taken  up  with  the  State  authorities  the 
constructive  criticism  made  by  the  Committee 
that  to  cut  the  pilings  at  the  mud  line  might 
create  an  even  worse  hazard  and  danger  since 
the  piers  were  located  in  the  area  used  by 
swimmers  and  realizing  this  they  entered  into 
a  negotiation  with  the  low  bidder  for  the 
purpose  of  amending  the  specifications  so  as 
to    require   removing    of    the   pilings. 

At  the  fourth  meeting,  Mr.  McCall  reported 
that  the  State  was  drawing  new  specifications 
which  called  for  the  removal  of  the  pilings 
and  the  same  were  being  prepared  for  ad- 
vertising; he  also  reported,  in  answer  to  the 
Chair's  request  for  information,  that  the  Legis- 
lature had  not  provided  for  reimbursing  or 
s/haring  in  the  expense  of  repairing  as  in  the 
case  of  demolition  of  the  pier. 

The  Committee  wishes  at  this  time  to  point 
out  that  on  repeated  occasions  the  City  Council 
has  approved  orders  calling  for  the  putting 
into  necessary  repair  these  piers  in  order  that 
the  people  of  the  area  might  enjoy  the  use  of 
them.  Also  that  the  Planning  Board  of  the 
City  of  Boston  included  proposed  repairs  and 
reconstruction  of  the  North  End  Pier  in  their 
capital  outlay  programs  for  the  last  several 
years  with  the  exception  of  the  past  year.  This 
was  corroborated  at  the  hearings  by  Mr. 
McCormack  of  the  Planning  Board  who  had 
been   invited   to   attend. 

At  this  hearing,  which  was  the  only  hearing 
at  which  representatives  of  the  demolition 
program  were  present,  the  committee  pointed 
out  the  absurdity  of  the  situation  if  the  order 
then  before  them  was  approved.  The  Chair 
pointed  out  how  cutting  the  pilings  at  the  mud 
lines  would  create  an  even  greater  hazard  and 
danger  as  the  piers  were  located  in  the  very 
area  used  by  people  for  swimming  and  with 
the  piers  only  cut  off  at  the  mud  line,  one 
could  very  well  see  where  serious  injuries  and 
even  fatalities  might  occur  as  a  result  of 
swimmers  diving  from  boats  and  striking  their 
heads  on  the  sawed  off  piles  and  that  there- 
fore it  would  be  a  disservice  and  poor  business 
for  the  city  to  enter  into  any  indemnification 
contract    under    these   circumstances. 
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On  August  11,  1958,  his  Honor  transmitted 
an  order  which  would  authorize  him  to  execute 
an  indemnification  agreement  as  in  the  original 
order  except  that  this  time,  it  was  based  on 
a  contract  which  would  require  the  pilings 
to  be  pulled.  Since  the  introduction  of  this 
order,  there  has  been  a  fire  at  the  foot  of  the 
pier.  The  fire  took  place  in  that  section  for- 
merly used  as  the  men's  locker  room  and  which 
for  the  past  two  years,  was  being  used  by  the 
AMVETS  as  a  passage  to  the  building  formerly 
used  by  Engine  31  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
which   has   been   leased    to   the   AMVETS. 

The  Committee  realized  that  the  pier,  if  in 
good  repairs,  would  be  a  blessing  to  the  people 
of  the  North  End  and  an  asset  to  the  city. 
They  are  fully  cognizant  that  the  Chair  has 
time  and  time  again  introduced  orders  calling 
for  its  repairs  and  on  each  occasion  each 
member  of  the  Council  has  joined  and  the 
orders    have    been    unanimously    adopted. 

The  Committee,  knowing  that  it  has  no 
power  to  appropriate  money  and  that  it  has 
done  everything  physically  and  humanly  possi- 
ble to  try  to  restore  the  pier  to  a  usable  con- 
dition, realizes  that  the  fire,  even  though  not 
serious,  created  an  eyesore  and  somewhat  of  a 
hazard  and  that  it  will  entail  money  to  remove 
this  eyesore  and  the  conditions  created  by  the 
fire. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  order 
referred  April  28,  1958,  which  provides  for 
cutting  of  the  piling  to  the  mud  lines  ought 
not  to  pass  and  reluctantly  recommends  ap- 
proval of  the  order  referred  August  18,  1958.

The  question  came  on  the  passage  of  the 
order  of  April  28,  1958,  and  the  order  failed 
of  passage.

Nays — Councillors  Coffey,  Hines,  Iannella, 
Kerrigan,  McDonough,  McLaughlin,  Piemonte, 
White — 8. 

The  question  then  came  on  the  passage  of 
the  order  of  August  18,  1958,  and  the  order 
was   passed. 

2.  Report  on  notice  from  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  (referred  June  23)  on  notice 
of  hearing  on  application  of  Theodore  W. 
Berenson  for  license  to  construct  a  boat  land- 
ing at  India  Wharf  in  Boston  Harbor — recom- 
mending  that   the   notice   be   placed   on   file.

As  you  will  note,  the  expenditures  in  1957  totaled  $805,180.57;  the  sales  totaled  $641,243.58.  The  difference  of 
$163,837.19  can  be  explained  by  the  cost  of  establishing  the  Addressograph  Plate  Library  for  the  production  of  the  Police 
and  Voting  Lists.  Many  of  the  1957  expenses  were  of  a  nonrecurring  nature,  and  future  years  will  show  the  benefits, 
not  only  to  our  department,  but  to  the  Police,  Election,  and  Assessing  Departments  as  well,  of  this  Addressograph  system. 

In  1958  expenditures  to  June  30  were  $336,677.80;  July  expenditures,  less  payroll,  were  $16,915.64;  which  leaves 
a  total  of  $353,593.44.  Sales  to  June  30  were  $216,640.54;  jobs  completed  but  not  billed  (the  Police  and  Voting  Lists 
at  $50,000  each)  and  work  now  in  process  (Municipal  Register,  Street  Book,  School  Documents,  Law  Department  briefs, 
and  other)  will  more  than  make  up  the  difference  between  this  amount  and  $353,593.44. 

We  have  attempted  not  so  much  to  establish  a  profit  in  the  Printing  Section  as  to  constantly  reduce  the  cost  of 
our  services  to  other  departments  in  the  city.  For  example,  the  Police  List,  which  for  several  years  has  been  billed  at 
$75,000,  will  this  year  be  $50,000,  and  the  Voting  List,  formerly  $80,000,  will  also  be  $50,000. 

An  unsolicited  but  revealing  bit  of  information  is  the  fact  that  our  payroll  for  the  week  ending  August  26,  1958, 
was  $26,370.90  less  than  for  the  same  period  in  1957  despite  an  increase  of  approximately  5  per  cent  paid  to  union 
members.

On  June  2,  1958,  I  submitted  to  your  Honor- 
able Body  an  order  calling  for  an  appropria- 
tion in  the  amount  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  ($250,000)  for  the  demoli- 
tion or  restoration  of  abandoned  and  dilapi- 
dated structures  together  with  a  letter  from 
the  Director  of  Demolition  explaining  the 
reasons  therefor.  This  order  and  the  related 
communications  were  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee   on    Appropriations    and    Finance. 

No  action  having  been  taken  in  regard 
thereto,  I  directed  the  Board  of  Assessors  to 
compute  and  declare  the  tax  rate  on  Sep- 
tember 9,  1958,  without  consideration  for  the 
order  which  was  pending.  The  declaration 
of  the  tax  rate  precluded  any  further  action 
on  an  appropriation  order  to  be  included  in 
the    1958    tax    levy. 

However,  the  need  for  the  continuation  of 
the  demolition  program  remains  extremely 
urgent.  Therefore,  I  submit  herewith  a  com- 
munication from  the  Director  of  Demolition 
and  an  order  calling  for  the  transfer  from 
the  Reserve  Fund  of  the  amount  of  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  to  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  Demolition  or  Restora- 
tion  of   Abandoned   or   Dilapidated    Structures. 

I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  this  program 
which  not  only  removes  unsightly  buildings 
and  encourages  rehabilitation,  but  also  re- 
moves buildings  which  are  unsafe  and  dan- 
gerous.

Unencumbered  funds  remaining  in  the 
several  accounts  previously  appropriated  for 
Securing  and  Removing  Unsafe  Buildings  and 
Structures  total  approximately  $25,000.  It  is 
contemplated  that  bids  to  be  received  this 
week  and  during  the  week  ending  October  10 
will  total  not  less  than  $15,000  and  that  the 
unencumbered  balances  at  that  time  will  total 
approximately   $10,000. 

I  have  discussed  this  matter  with  City  Au- 
ditor Lally  and  with  officials  of  the  Building 
Department  and  Health  Department  and  have 
concluded  that  additional  funds  in  the  amount 
of  approximately  $100,000  will  be  required 
for  the  continuance  of  the  demolition  program 
through   December   31,    1958.

ASSISTANCE    OF    THE    COMMONWEALTH 
ON    STORM    DRAINAGE    CONSTRUCTION. 
The    following    was    received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Law    Department,    September    29,    1958. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  response  to  your  request  of  Au- 
gust 4  for  my  opinion  as  to  any  right  the 
City  of  Boston  may  have  to  receive  financial 
assistance  from  the  state  in  connection  with 
the   construction    of    storm    drainage   systems. 

The  pertinent  statute  should  appear  to  be 
G.  L.  (Ter.  Ed.)  c.  91,  s.  11,  which,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  chapter  5  and  448  of 
the  Acts  of  1955,  now  provides  as  follows: 

"The  department  (i.e.,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works)  shall  undertake 
such  construction  and  work  for  the  im- 
provement, development,  maintenance  and 
protection  of  tidal  and  nontidal  rivers  and 
streams,  great  ponds,  harbors,  tidewaters, 
foreshores  and  shores  along  a  public  beach 
as  it  deems  reasonable  and  proper,  and  for 
this  purpose  shall  have  the  same  powers 
conferred  upon  it  by  section  thirty-one.  The 
department,  in  pursuance  of  the  work  au- 
thorized, may  construct,  reconstruct,  alter 
and  repair  bridges,  culverts,  conduits,  pipes, 
walls  and  dams,  and  may  do  such  other  in- 
cidental work  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
for  the  improvement  and  safety  of  water- 
ways. In  selecting  the  places  to  do  such 
work,  the  department  shall  consider  the 
general  public  advantage  of  the  proposed 
work,  the  local  interest  therein  as  mani- 
fested by  municipal  or  other  contributions 
therefor,  the  importance  of  the  industrial 
or  commercial  and  other  interests  to  be 
especially  served  thereby,  and  any  other 
material  considerations  affecting  the  feasi- 
bility, necessity  or  advantage  of  the  pro- 
posed work  or  the  expenditure  therefor. 
No  work  authorized  by  this  section  shall 
be  begun  until  after  a  public  hearing  has 
been  held  and  a  survey  and  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  has  been  made." 
The  relevancy  of  this  statute  to  your  in- 
quiry becomes  apparent  when  reference  is 
made  to  Item  825-79  in  St.  1957,  c.  763,  s.  2, 
providing    an    appropriation: 

"For  the  improvement,  development, 
maintenance  and  protection  of  rivers,  har- 
bors, tidewaters  and  shores;  construction, 
reconstruction  or  removal  of  dams;  con- 
struction,   reconstruction    or    repair    of    town 
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or     city     piers     and     wharves;     construction, 
reconstruction    or    repair    of    drains;    within 
the  commonwealth;   as   authorized  by  section 
eleven   of  chapter   ninety-one  of   the  General 
Laws,    to    be   used    in    conjunction    with    any 
federal    funds    made    available    for    the    pur- 
pose,    to     be     expended     with     contributions 
from    municipalities    or    other    organizations 
and   individuals    .    .    ."      [Italics    supplied.] 
Strictly  speaking-,   neither  the  statutory  pro- 
vision   first   quoted    nor   the   appropriation    act 
in   support    thereof   gives    the    city    a    right   to 
receive  financial  assistance  from   the  state  for 
the  construction  of  drainage  systems;  but  they 
certainly    afford    the    city    an    opportunity    to 
apply     to     the     State     Department     of     Public 
Works     to     undertake,     with     such     municipal 
contribution     as     may    be    necessary,     the    im- 
provement   of    tidal    and    nontidal    rivers    and 
streams    which    carry    off   storm   waters.      You 
will   note,    however,    that   the   assumption    of    a 
particular    project    by    the    state    and    the    ex- 
tent  of   the   municipality's    contribution    there- 
to  are   matters    wholly    within    the    determina- 
tion of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works. 
I    do    not    know,    nor    is    it    my    province    to 
know,    how    much    money    the    City    of    Boston 
has    received    in    each    of    the    past    five   years 
from  the  state  towards  the  city's  expenditures 
for   storm    drainage   systems,    nor,    if    the   city 
has    not    received    any,    why    it    has    not.      It 
would   seem   clear,   however,    from    1955    House 
Document    No.    2470    upon    which    St.    1955,    c. 
448,   was   based,    that   prior   to   June   20,    1955, 
when    St.     1955,     c.    448,    inserted    the    second 
sentence    in    G.    L.     (Ter.    Ed.)     c.    91,    s.    11, 
said    section    11    did    not    authorize    the    State 
Department    of     Public     Works     to     construct, 
reconstruct,    alter   or   repair   the   culverts,   con- 
duits,   pipes,    walls    and    dams    necessary    to   a 
drainage     system.        See     Attorney      General's 
opinion  of  February  16,  1955,  to  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works.

CONSTRUCTION  OF  AN  ADDITIONAL 
VEHICULAR  TUNNEL  TO  EAST  BOS- 
TON AND  TRANSFER  OF  SUMNER 
TUNNEL  TO  MASSACHUSETTS  TURN- 
PIKE AUTHORITY.

I  submit  herewith  an  order  for  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  provisions  of  section  8  of 
chapter  598  of  the  Acts  of  1958  insofar  as 
said  provisions  relate  to  payments  to  be  made 
to  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  Sinking  Funds  of  the  City 
of   Boston   for   the   Sumner   Tunnel. 

Chapter  598  of  the  Acts  of  1958  confers 
upon  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority 
the  power  and  duty  to  construct,  maintain, 
repair  and  operate  an  additional  vehicular 
tunnel  between  Boston  Proper  and  East  Bos- 
ton, provides  for  the  transfer  to  said  Au- 
thority of  the  Sumner  Tunnel,  and  repeals 
provisions  of  existing  law  inconsistent  with 
the  foregoing.  By  section  2  of  the  act,  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  is  spe- 
cifically directed  to  start  construction  of  the 
additional  tunnel  within  eighteen  months  after 
the  passage  of  the  act,  i.e.,  before  April  3, 
1960.  As  in  the  case  of  chapter  465  of  the 
Acts  of  1956,  what  chapter  598  of  the  Acts 
of  1958  imports  is  a  legislative  taking  of  the 
Sumner  Tunnel  for  a  specified  compensation 
with  consent.  That  compensation  consists 
of  (1)  the  sum  of  $10,019,380  and  (2)  such 
sum  as,  when  added  to  the  securities  (com- 
puted at  principal  face  amount)  and  cash 
in  the  traffic  tunnel  sinking  funds,  will  equal 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  city's 
traffic  tunnel  debt  outstanding  at  the  time 
the  compensation  is  paid  (probably  about 
$1,500,000).  The  latter  sum  is  to  be  paid 
to  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Sinking 
Funds  for  addition  to  the  traffic  tunnel  sink- 
ing funds.  The  first  mentioned  sum  of 
$10,019,380  is  to  be  paid  to  the  city.  If 
it  is  not  paid  by  December  31,  1958,  the 
Authority  is  to  pay  interest  thereon  at  the 
rate  of  2  per  cent  per  annum  from  January  1, 
1959,  until  the  date  of  actual  payment.  By 
the  express  terms  of  the  act,  upon  receipt 
of  the  $10,019,380  sum,  $7,919,380  is  to  be 
set  aside  therefrom  and  used  only  upon  ap- 
propriation in  conformity  with  the  City 
Charter  for  a  purpose  or  purposes  for  which 
the  city  is  authorized  to  incur  debt  outside 
its  debt  limit  for  a  period  of  twenty  years 
or  more.  Had  the  act  been  passed  in  time, 
the  $2,100,000  balance  of  said  $10,019,380  sum 
might  have  been  included  by  the  assessors  in 
computing  the  deductions  to  be  made  on 
account  of  estimated  receipts  in  determining 
the  tax  rate  for  the  current  year.  Unless 
the  act  is  amended,  this  $2,100,000  will  now 
become    general    revenue    when    received.      In 


my  judgment,  this  compensation  is  com- 
pletely adequate,  and  especially  so  because 
the  City  of  Boston  will  benefit  by  the  build- 
ing of  another  tunnel  from  the  mainland 
to  East  Boston.  Ordinarily  this  would  be  a 
primary  obligation  of  the  city  itself  and  at 
today's  construction  costs,  it  is  estimated  that 
it    would    cost    in    excess    of    $35,000,000. 

An  extremely  important  provision  of  said 
chapter  598  is  the  last  paragraph  of  section 
8,    which    reads    as    follows: 

"The  provisions  of  this  section  relating 
to  payments  to  be  made  to  the  city  and  the 
board  for  the  Sumner  tunnel  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
act,  be  submitted  by  the  mayor  of  the  city 
to  the  city  council  of  the  city  for  acceptance 
and  if  accepted  by  vote  of  said  council  or  if 
not  rejected  by  vote  of  said  council  within 
twenty  days  after  effective  date  of  this 
act  shall  be  presumed  to  constitute  the 
payment  of  just  compensation  for  the  Sum- 
ner tunnel." 

Since  the  effective  date  of  the  act  was 
October  3,  1958,  the  provision  just  quoted 
means  that  your  Honorable  Body  must  act 
on  the  matter  not  later  than  October  23,  1958. 
I  recommend  and  urge  that  your  Honorable 
Body  adopt  at  an  early  date  the  order  sub- 
mitted herewith  for  the  acceptance  of  the 
provisions  of  said  section  8  insofar  as  said 
provisions  relate  to  the  payments  to  be  made 
to  the  city  and  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  Sinking  Funds  of  the  city  for  the  Sumner 
Tunnel.  By  doing  so,  you  will  be  enabling 
the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  to  make 
an  immediate  start  on  a  project  which  will 
not  only  improve  the  financial  condition  of 
the  city  but  also  benefit  the  traffic  conditions 
in   the   city.

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.     Amen. 

Time  is  hushed  in  the  presence  of  eternity.  Death 
speaks  and  life  listens,  and  all  the  living  hearken 
to  the  dead,  and  the  sacred  solemn  obsequies  in 
Boston  today  repeat  the  somber  truth  to  all  who 
mourn,  that  "Our  Holy  Father  is  dead."  The 
great  mind,  the  saintly  soul,  the  resolute  great- 
hearted Pius  XII  has  been  esteemed  by  all, 
revered  universally  by  men  of  good  will  throughout 
the  world.

report.

I.     Survey. 
The  following  city  departments  receive  an  in- 
come for  services  performed  in  the  course  of  their 
activities.     These  departments  may  be  classified 
into  three  groups: 

A.  Departments  Which  Receive  Money  Due  Prior 

to  the  Service  Rendered. 

1.  Mayor's  Office 

2.  Election 

3.  Assessing 

4.  Treasury  Division 

5.  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment 
fi.  City  Clerk 

7.  Police 

8.  Fire 

9.  Building 

10.  Board  of  Appeal 

11.  Board  of  Examiners 

12.  Traffic 

13.  Registry  of  Births,  etc. 

14.  Sumner  Tunnel 

15.  Licensing  Board 

16.  City  Record 

17.  Health 

18.  Collecting  Division 

19.  Park 

B.  Departments  Which  Bill  and  Then  Commit  to 
the  Collecting  Division  for  Some  of  Their 
Services. 

1.  Real  Property:  Property,  Building,  and  Mar- 
ket Divisions. 

2.  Public  Works  Department  (all  divisions  ex- 
cept Tunnel). 

C.     Miscellaneous. 

1.  Printing:  the  Auditor  transfers  money  due 
them  from  other  accounts. 

2.  Weights  and  Measures:  this  department  will 
commit  a  delinquent  account  to  the  Collecting  De- 
partment only  if  the  Sealer  is  unsuccessful  in  his 
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own  attempt  to  collect  the  money.  He  does  not 
allow  his  inspectors  to  approve  the  scales  of  a  de- 
linquent concern  without  which  they  cannot 
operate. 

3.  Hospital,  Sanatorium,  and  Long  Island: 
these  departments  bill  and  collect.  They  send  form 
follow-up  letters,  but  after  ninety  days  they  turn 
the  delinquent  accounts  over  to  the  Law  Depart- 
ment. 

4.  Welfare  and  Veterans'  Services:  these  depart- 
ments have  income  that  is  mostly  derived  from 
other  governmental  agencies.  If  there  is  any  de- 
linquency, the  Welfare's  legal  section  determines 
their  course  of  action,  while  the  Veterans'  Services 
Department  might  refer  an  account  to  the  Law 
Department. 

5.  At  the  present  time  most  city  departments 
have  damage  claims  and  these  claims  are  all  sched- 
uled to  be  handled  in  the  following  manner: 

A.  Each  department  repairs  the  damage,  esti- 
mates the  cost,  makes  out  a  bill  to  the  liable  person 
and  forwards  it  to  City  Hall. 

B.  The  Auditing  Department  enters  the  claim 
as  an  account  receivable  and  the  Collection  Depart- 
ment sends  the  bill  (see  No.  1  attached)  to  the 
liable  person. 

C.  After  thirty  days  a  second  notice  (see  No.  2 
attached)  is  sent  out  by  the  Collecting  Department . 

D.  After  fourteen  days  the  account  is  forwarded 
to  the  Law  Department  (see  No.  3  attached)  for 
their  action. 

E.  The  Law  Department  then  sends  out  a  letter 
(see  No.  4  attached)  within  two  weeks  of  referral. 

F.  If  a  person  does  not  answer  within  five  days, 
court  action  will  be  started. 

Note. — This  procedure  is  followed  in  most  de- 
linquent accounts,  especially  in  real  property 
cases  of  delinquent  accounts,  where  the  billing 


is  done  directly  by  the  departments,  it  is  re- 
ferred to  the  Law  Department  and  they  follow 
the  course  of  action  outlined  above  for  them. 
Because  of  the  lack  of  clerical  help  the  time 
lapse  between  the  outlined  actions  is  greater 
that  what  is  allowed. 

Observations. 

1.  In  my  opinion  there  is  a  systematic  method 
of  billing  and  collecting  operating  at  the  present 
time.  Basically,  its  format  meet  every  require- 
ment. However,  I  feel  its  effectiveness  could  be 
supplemented  by: 

2.  Make  it  mandatory  for  all  departments  to 
submit  all  bills  for  collection  to  the  Collecting  De- 
partment, the  only  exception  to  this  requirement 
being  the  Hospital  Department  and  its  divisions. 
The  present  system  of  collecting  fees  prior  to  the 
rendering  of  a  service,  license,  or  permit  should  be 
continued  wherever  possible. 

3.  Form  No.  3  (see  attached)  should  be  made 
out  in  triplicate,  rather  than  the  present  single 
copy:  one  copy  to  the  Law  Department,  one  copy 
to  the  department  in  which  the  account  originated; 
and  one  copy  should  be  filed  in  the  Collecting  De- 
partment. 

4.  Fix  the  responsibility  on  the  Collecting  De- 
partment for  notifying  the  Law  Department  of  the 
collection  of  an  account  which  has  been  referred  to 
them  for  action;  and  for  sending  each  department 
a  monthly  statement  of  their  accounts.  Presently 
just  an  irregular  statement  of  total  amounts  col- 
lected is  made  to  each  department  and  the  Law 
Department  does  not  always  know  when  an  account 
referred  to  them  for  action  has  been  collected. 

5.  Require  the  Law  Department  to  notify  the 
Collecting  Department  and  the  originating  depart- 
ment monthly  of  the  disposition  of  accounts  re- 
ferred to  them.

Dear  Sir: 

In  reply  to  Councillor  Piemonte's  special  request 
for  information,  I  submit  the  following  comments: 

1.  A  list  of  all  departments  with  income  is 
supplied  in  my  report  of  October  10,  1958.  (See 
form  No.   1,  attached). 

2.  A  standard  bill  is  now  sent  to  persons  owing 
the  city  money,  therefore  it  would  seem  unneces- 
sary to  prepare  a  form  letter  to  be  sent  to  them. 

3.  A  follow-up  letter  (see  form  No.  2,  attached) 
is  already  being  employed  by  the  Collector,  and 
cannot  offer  any  improvement  on  it.  The  time 
lapse  between  the  initial  bill  and  the  follow-up 
letter  is  already  established  at  thirty  days,  as  is  the 
lapse  of  time  between  the  follow-up  letter  and 
referral  to  the  Law  Department. 

4.  Designation  of  responsibility  in  the  Law 
Department  is  already  in  force.  Mr.  Wolk  and 
Mr.  Cicchetti  are  delegated  the  responsibility  of 
collecting  money  owed  to  the  city  for  services  or 
damage  claims. 

5.  The  Law  Department  sends  out  a  letter 
(see  form  No.  4,  attached)  which,  in  my  opinion, 
is  adequate.  I  have  no  suggestion  that  I  feel  would 
improve  it,  and  I  do  not  think  that  a  second  letter 
would  profit  the  city  to  any  appreciable  extent.

REORGANIZATION   OF   ASSESSING 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  14,  1958. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  August  18,  I  submitted  to  your  Honorable 
Body,  a  revision  of  the  ordinances  pertaining  to 


the  Assessing  Department.  In  essence,  the  amend- 
ment to  the  ordinances,  as  submitted,  would  re- 
duce the  present  Board  of  three  Assessors  to  a 
single  Assessor,  who  would  also  serve  on  the  Board 
of  Review  of  the  Assessing  Department.  At  the 
time  of  the  submission  of  this  proposed  ordinance 
change,  I  believed  in  the  wisdom  of  such  a  change. 
It  is  still  my  opinion  that  the  practices  and  proce- 
dures of  the  Assessing  Department  will  be  most 
effectively  directed  if  the  ordinance  amendment 
is  adopted. 

In  my  communication  of  August  18  to  your 
Honorable  Body,  I  did  not  give  assurance  that  the 
amendment  to  the  ordinance  would  not  affect  the 
security  in  employment  of  the  First  Assistant 
Assessors,  more  commonly  known  as  the  "street 
men." 

To  resolve  any  doubts  which  may  exist,  I  now 
give  assurance  that  the  passage  of  the  ordinance, 
now  pending,  will  not  deprive  any  of  the  First 
Assistant  Assessors  of  any  rights  they  now  enjoy, 
nor  will  their  positions  be  jeopardized. 

It  is  my  considered  opinion  that  the  passage  of 
the  ordinances  relating  to  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment is  an  important  forward  step  in  the  endeavor 
to  improve  the  operations  of  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment. I  therefore  recommend  that  the  amendment 
to  the  ordinances  relating  to  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment be  given  the  approval  of  your  Honorable 
Body.

ORDER     FOR     LOAN     OF     $20,000,000     TO 
CONSTRUCT   A   CITY   HALL. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  14,  1958. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  Proposed  Governmental  Center  for  Boston, 
extending  from  the  Pemberton  Square  area  to  the 
Dock  Square  area,  within  the  boundaries  of  which 
will  be  constructed  a  new  State  office  building,  a 
new  Federal  office  building,  and  a  new  City  Hall, 
can  now  proceed  to  fulfillment  by  virtue  of  legisla- 
tion recently  enacted  by  the  General  Court. 

An  integral  part  of  the  Governmental  Center 
will  be  a  new  City  Hall.  Authority  for  the  con- 
struction of  this  municipal  structure  is  contained 
in  chapter  624  of  the  Acts  of  1958.  Under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  statute  a  commission  composed  of 
seven  members  may  expend  for  a  new  City  Hall 
not  more  than  twenty  million  dollars. 

The  preliminary  planning,  the  demolition, 
clearance,  and  final  planning  and  construction  of 
the  Governmental  Center  will  take  considerable 
time.  From  time  to  time,  reports  of  progress  will 
be  made  to  your  Honorable  Body  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the  City  Planning 
Board,  and  the  Government  Center  Commission. 

In  order  that  an  important  forward  step  be 
taken  by  the  City  of  Boston,  which  has  a  vital 
interest  in  the  Governmental  Center,  I  submit  to 
your  Honorable  Body  a  loan  order,  as  authorized 
by  chapter  624  of  the  Acts  of  1958,  in  the  sum  of 
twenty  million  dollars,  and  I  respectfully  request 
its  passage  after  due  deliberation  by  your  member- 
ship. 

The  seven-man  Government  Center  Commis- 
sion will  be  appointed  as  quickly  as  possible. 
While  full  authority  is  vested  in  the  commission  to 
build  the  new  City  Hall,  nevertheless,  it  will 
proceed  in  complete  cooperation  with  the  other 
levels  of  government,  and  with  an  Advisory  Board, 
consisting  of  a  subcommittee  of  the  Civic  Progress 
Committee,  so  that  the  Governmental  Center  in 
Boston  will  be  of  harmonious  design  and  of  lasting 
utility  and  beauty. 

It  is  imperative,  in  my  judgment,  that  no  time 
be  lost  in  the  construction  of  the  Governmental 
Center.  The  area  involved  is  ideally  located  for 
the  Center,  and  has  now  reached  a  stage  of  deterio- 
ration which  demands  rejuvenation. 

Your  Honorable  Body  has  shown  a  realization  of 
the  exhilarating  effect  the  proposed  Governmental 
Center  will  have  on  the  appearance  and  the  econ- 
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omy  of  our  city,  and  your  support  of  the  proposal 
was  in  no  small  measure  responsible  for  the  enact- 
ment of  chapter  624. 

I  am  pleased,  therefore,  to  submit  the  accom- 
panying loan  order,  and  recommend  its  passage 
by  your  Honorable  Body.

PAYMENT    TO     THE    FRANKLIN 
FOUNDATION. 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  14,  1958. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

When  Benjamin  Franklin  died  in  April,  1790,  he 
left  a  will  with  a  codicil  bequeathing  £1,000  to  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  then  Town  of  Boston,  with  pro- 
vision for  a  board  of  managers  to  let  out  the  same 
at  interest  to  young  married  artificers  on  certain 
terms,  the  capital  to  increase  by  the  accumulated 
interest.  The  codicil  went  on  to  state  that  "If 
this  Plan  is  executed  and  succeeds  as  projected 
without  interruption  for  one  hundred  years,  the 
sum  will  then  be  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  thou- 
sand Pounds,  of  which  I  would  have  the  Managers 
of  the  Donation  to  the  Town  of  Boston  then  lay 
out  at  their  discretion  one  hundred  thousand 
Pounds  .  .  .  The  remaining  thirty-one  thou- 
sand Pounds  I  would  have  continued  to  be  let  out 
on  Interest  in  the  manner  above  directed  for  an- 
other hundred  years.  ...  At  the  end  of  this 
second  Term,  if  no  unfortunate  accident  has  pre- 
vented the  operation  the  sum  will  be  Four  Millions 
and  Sixty-one  Thousand  Pounds  Sterling,  of  which 
I  leave  One  Million  Sixty-one  Thousand  Pounds 
to  the  Disposition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Boston  and  Three  Millions  to  the  disposition  of 
the  Government  of  the  State,  not  presuming  to 
carry  my  views  farther     .     .     ." 

The  portion  available  for  use  at  the  end  of  the 
first  hundred  years  was  expended  for  what  is  now 
known  as  the  Franklin  Technical  Institute.  The 
remainder  of  the  legacy  has  been  accumulating  and, 
were  it  not  for  St.  1958,  c.  596,  would  continue  to 
accumulate  until  1990,  when  1081/4061  thereof 
would  become  available  for  disposition  by  the  City 
of  Boston  and  the  balance  for  disposition  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The  book  value 
of  this  accumulating  fund,  which,  because  of  the 
lack  of  eligible  artificers,  has  for  many  years  now 
been  kept  in  ordinary  trust  investments  and  not  let 
out  as  Benjamin  Franklin  directed,  totaled 
$1,362,958.56  on  September  30,  1958.  The  object 
of  St.  1958,  c.  596,  is  to  terminate  the  accumulating 
fund  and  make  both  the  City's  and  the  State's 
share  of  this  fund  immediately  available  to  the 
Franklin  Technical  Institute. 

Specifically,  St.  1958,  c.  596,  provides,  so  far  as 
here  pertinent,  that  — 

"Section  2.  That  portion  of  the  fund  be- 
queathed by  Benjamin  Franklin  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Boston  in  trust  which  is  distribut- 
able to  the  city  of  Boston  on  termination  of  the 
trust  shall  be  paid  over  to  The  Franklin  Founda- 
tion for  the  maintenance,  extension  or  otherwise 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Franklin  Technical  Insti- 
tute, and  as  to  said  portion  said  trust  shall  there- 
upon terminate;  provided,  however,  that  such 
payment  shall  not  be  made  and  said  trust  as  to 
said  portion  shall  not  terminate  unless  and  until 
a  decree  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  authorizes 
such  payment  and  termination. 

"Sect.  3.  The  provisions  of  section  two  shall 
take  effect  upon  the  acceptance  thereof  during 
the  current  year  by  vote  of  the  city  council  of 
the  city  of  Boston  approved  by  the  mayor  of 
said  city." 

Since,  as  above  noted,  the  Franklin  Technical 
Institute  was  established  out  of  the  portion  of  the 
legacy  which  became  expendable  in   1890  and  so 


in  reality  is  a  City  institution,  and  since  the  ac- 
cumulating portion  of  the  fund  is  not  being  invested 
as  Benjamin  Franklin  envisioned,  it  seems  most 
fitting  for  the  balance  of  the  legacy  to  be  devoted 
to  the  immediate  benefit  of  the  Institute.  Accord- 
ingly, I  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body 
adopt  the  order  transmitted  herewith  for  the  ac- 
ceptance of  the  provisions  of  section  2  of  the  act. 
You  will  note  that  under  section  3  you  have  only 
until  December  31,  195S,  to  do  so.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON 
ORDINANCES. 

Coun.  COFFEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Ordi- 
nances, submitted  the  following  report  on  the 
message  of  the  Mayor  and  ordinance  reorganizing 
the  Assessing  Department  (referred  August  18): 

October  10,  1958. 
Report  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  in 
Re     Proposed     Reorganization     of     the 
Assessing  Department. 
(Re  Mayor's  Ordinance  Concerning  Reorganization 
of  the  Assessing  Department.) 

I. 

Par.  1.  Your  Committee  on  Ordinances  to 
whom  was  referred  an  ordinance  proposed  by  the 
Mayor  and  forwarded  to  the  City  Council  on 
August,  1958,  herewith  submits  its  report  and 
recommendation. 

Par.  2.  Your  committee  held  publicly  adver- 
tised hearings  on  September,  1958,  October,  1958, 
and  a  final  informal  hearing  and  executive  session 
on  October  7,  1958.  Opportunity  was  offered  all 
parties  interested  to  present  themselves  and  make 
their  positions  known. 


Par.  3.  Your  committee  recommends  that  the 
proposed  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  be  rejected 
without  prejudice;  that  immediately  thereafter  a 
proposed  ordinance  in  precisely  the  same  form  be 
introduced  from  the  floor  of  the  Council,  and  re- 
ferred again  to  your  Committee  on  Ordinances  for 
further  consideration. 

II. 

Par.  1.  In  analysis  of  the  proposed  ordinance 
and  in  support  of  the  recommendation  as  stated 
above,  your  committee  first  invites  your  attention 
to  the  significant  fact  that  the  proposed  ordinance, 
and  the  proposed  reorganization  of  the  Assessing 
Department,  may  be  divided  into  several  parts, 
not  really  dependent  one  upon  the  other. 

First,  the  proposal  to  reduce  the  present  Board 
of  Assessors  from  the  present  Chief  Assessor  and 
the  two  Associate  Assessors  to  one  official  to  be 
known  as  the  Assessor  of  Taxes,  responsible  for 
both  assessing  and  the  administration  of  the 
Assessing  Department. 

Secondly,  ex  officio  membership  of  the  Assessor 
of  Taxes  as  one  of  the  three  members,  but  not  the 
Chairman,  of  the  Board  of  Review. 

Third,  reducing  the  present  forty-nine  part- 
time  street  assessors  to  a  much  smaller  number 
(about  sixteen)  full-time  street  assessors. 

Fourth,  providing  a  Civil  Service  Administra- 
tive Assistant  to  the  Assessor  at  compensation 
grade,  to  be  accomplished  by  executive  action  and 
approval  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  We 
mention  this  because  it  is  part  of  the  total  picture 
in  reorganization  of  a  department,  although  not 
involved  in  the  ordinance. 

Par.  2.  Reduction  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 
from  three  to  one. 

(a)  This  proposal  is  the  most  important  of 
the  ordinance.  It  would  create  a  tremendous 
concentration  of  power  in  the  hands  of  one  man, 
who,  almost  without  check,  could  reassign  the 
tax  burden  of  the  City  of  Boston  among  the  various 
categories  of  real  estate. 

While  it  may  be  argued  that  under  a  strict  inter- 
pretation of  the  City  Charter  the  identity  of  the 
man  who  will  wield  this  authority  is  not  a  concern 
of  the  Council,  your  committee  points  out  that 
the  responsibility  for  creating  the  concentration  is 
squarely  the  Council's.  Commonsense  indicates 
that  your  committee  and  the  Council  ought  to  be 
concerned  when  it  seems  to  be  the  plain  intent  of 
the  administration  to  place  in  this  proposed  post 
of  enormous  authority  someone  whose  experience, 
interest,  and  loyalties  are  in  the  field  of  commercial 
real  estate  operation. 

Par.  3.  Presence  of  Assessor  on  Board  of 
Review. 

Your  committee  invites  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  his  ordinance  would  not  only  place  all  the 
assessing  and  administrative  responsibility  in  one 
person,  but  would  also  require  this  official  to  sit 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Review. 

Your  committee  heard  no  discussion,  and  is 
aware  of  no  consideration  by  the  proponents  of  this 
change,  as  to  whether  one  man  could  adequately 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  office,  whose  reponsi- 
bility  would  be  increased  at  one  stroke  at  least 
threefold. 

Your  committee  would  feel  more  at  ease  if  it 
appeared  that  really  serious  thought  had  been 
given  to  tliis  consideration  by  the  administration. 

Par.  4.  Change  from  part-time  to  full-time  street 
assessors. 

While  the  merits  of  this  proposal  have  been  de- 
bated only  sparingly,  your  committee  invites  the 
attention  of  the  Council  to  the  fact  that  absolutely 
no  thought  has  been  given  to  the  fate  of  the  present 
part-time  street  men. 

These  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston  accepted 
their  positions  in  good  faith  with  the  understanding 
that  their  compensation  would  be  adjusted  to  their 
part-time  situation.  They  have  oriented  their 
careers  to  this  consideration  and  now  are  suddenly 
told  that  the  city  will  change  to  full-time  street 
assessors. 

No  sensible  transition  plan  was  offered  your 
committee  by  the  proponents  of  this  change  and 
it  would  be  unthinkable  to  accept  the  ordinance 
and  thereby  heartlessly  deal  with  the  careers  and 
lives  of  these  forty-nine  street  assessors. 

This  problem  should  have  been  dealt  with  by 
the  administration  before  submission  of  the  ordi- 
nance. Its  failure  to  do  so  must  inevitably  bring 
into  question  the  sincerity  of  the  administration 
in  sponsoring  the  ordinance  in  the  first  place. 

Par.  5.    Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Assessor. 

This  change  is  not  to  be  accomplished  by  ordi- 
nance.    We  invite  the  Council's  attention  to  the 
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fact  that  if  the  administration  really  thought  this  a 
wise  step  it  could  have  been  accomplished  by  execu- 
tive order  and  negotiation  with  the  Civil  Service 
Department  long  ago. 

Ill 

If  your  committee  were  asked  to  summarize  its 
impressions  gained  as  a  result  of  the  hearings  held, 
it  would  have  to  say  that  the  significance  of  the 
acceptance  or  rejection  of  this  ordinance  in  correct- 
ing the  assessing  difficulties  of  the  City  of  Boston 
has  been  most  misrepresented  and  exaggerated. 

After  long  and  laborious  questioning,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  real  estate  interests  most  con- 
cerned with  the  assessing  difficulties  in  Boston  and 
most  anxious  for  the  passage  of  this  ordinance 
finally  admitted  that  the  real  problem  in  assessing 
in  Boston,  as  they  see  it,  is  the  lack  of  the  will  to 
do  the  job  right. 

They  believe  this  will  to  be  presently  lacking. 
They  feel  that  without  the  will  to  do  the  job  right 
there  can  be  no  sound  assessing  program  in  Boston, 
that  no  conceivable  ordinance  of  any  shape  or 
fashion  could  supply  that  will  and  determination 
to  do  that  job  right. 

Finally,  all  agreed  that  the  assessing  program  of 
the  City  of  Boston  can  only  be  put  in  order  by 
leadership  and  direction  on  the  part  of  the  Chief 
Executive  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Courage,  leadership,  and  direction  cannot  be 
haled  upon  the  scene  by  municipal  ordinance  any- 
more than  King  Canute  could  order  the  tide  not 
to  rise. 

IV 

Your  committee  wishes  to  alert  the  Council  to 
the  possibility  that  there  may  be  those  who  would 
like  to  represent  to  the  world  that  all  would  be 
well  if  the  Council  would  accept  this  ordinance, 
knowing  full  well  that  no  sincere  effort  to  lay  the 
groundwork  for  acceptance  of  all  or  part  of  the 
ordinance  has  been  laid.  Rejection  of  the  ordinance 
would  be  a  mistake  and  acceptance  would  be  wrong.

Further  time  should   be   allowed   during  which 
fuller  consideration  of  this  ordinance  may  be  had.

DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.  COFFEY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston. 
In   the  Year  Nineteen   Hundred  and   Fifty-eight. 
An      Ordinance      Reorganizing      the      Assessing 

Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5 
of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  clause  (2),  as  appearing  in  chapter  6  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1956,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  clause: 

(2)  The  assessor,  thirteen  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars;  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  review 
in  the  assessing  department,  twelve  thousand 
dollars;  and  the  other  appointive  member  of  said 
board,  eighty-five  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  Said  section  .5  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  as  amended,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  last 
paragraph,  as  appearing  in  section  8  of  chapter  2 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1954,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  paragraph: — 

The  deputy  assessors  shall  be  compensated 
as  if  they  held  an  office  allocated  to  Grade  No.  32 
of  the  compensation  plan  from  time  to  time  in 
effect  for  the  county;  and  assistant  assessors  law- 
fully required  to  devote  at  least  thirty-five  hours 
a  week  to  their  work  shall  be  compensated  as  if 
they  held  an  office  allocated  to  Grade  No.  30  of 
said     compensation     plan;     and     other    assistant 


assessors  shall  be  compensated  as  if  they  held  an 
office  allocated  to  Grade  No.  15  of  said  compensa- 
tion plan;  and  the  auctioneer  in  the  real  property 
department  shall  be  compensated  as  if  he  held  a 
position  allocated  to  Grade  No.  30  of  said  com- 
pensation plan. 

Sect.  3.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947  are 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  chapter  5,  as 
appearing  in  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1954, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
chapter: — 

CHAPTER   5. 
Assessing  Department. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  depart- 
ment, known  as  the  Assessing  Department,  which 
shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  known  as 
the  Assessor,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  assessor  shall,  for 
the  assessing  department  including  the  board  of 
review,  exclusively  have  the  powers,  and  perform 
the  duties,  conferred  or  imposed  by  law  on  the 
assessor  of  taxes  in  existence  immediately  prior  to 
the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  with  respect  to 
the  acquisition  and  disposal  of  property,  the 
making  of  contracts,  and  the  appointment,  sus- 
pension, discharge,  compensation  and  indemnifi- 
cation of  subordinates.  The  assessor  shall  also 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred 
or  imposed  by  law  on  the  assessor  of  taxes  and  the 
board  of  assessors  in  existence  immediately  prior 
to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance;  and  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  section  two  of  this  chap- 
ter, shall  further  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on 
assessors  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general  laws 
applicable  to  Boston.  The  assessor  shall  divide 
the  assessing  department  from  time  to  time  into  a 
statistical  research  division  and  such  other  divi- 
sions as  he  shall  adjudge  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  department. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  in  the  assessing  de- 
partment a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of  Re- 
view, consisting  of  the  assessor,  ex  officio,  and 
two  other  members  each  of  whom  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected  and  one  of  whom  shall  from  time  to  time 
be  designated  by  the  mayor  as  chairman  of  said 
board.  The  board  of  review  shall  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by 
law  on  the  board  of  review  in  existence  immediately 
prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  and 
shall  further  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed  on 
assessors  of  cities  in  Massachusetts  by  general 
laws  applicable  to  Boston  with  respect  to  abate- 
ment of  taxes  other  than  poll  and  motor  vehicle 
excise  taxes.  The  board  of  review  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the  assessor 
except  as  he  acts  as  a  member  thereof;  but,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  said  board  shall 
not  communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make  any 
annual  or  other  report,  except  through  the 
assessor. 

Sect.  3.  Every  application  for  abatement 
filed  with  the  assessor  with  respect  to  a  tax  other 
than  a  poll  or  motor  vehicle  excise  tax  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  board  of  review  and 
shall  be  forthwith  transmitted  by  him  to  said 
board;  and  the  board  of  review  shall  be  deemed 
to  come  within  the  terms  "assessor",  "assessors" 
and  "board  of  assessors"  as  used  in  any  application 
for  the  abatement  of,  or  in  any  appeal  from  a  re- 
fusal (by  failure  to  act  or  otherwise)  to  abate, 
or  in  any  statute  relating  to  the  abatement  of, 
or  in  any  statute  relating  to  an  appeal  from  a 
refusal  (by  failure  to  act  or  otherwise)  to  abate,  a 
tax  other  than  a  poll  or  motor  vehicle  excise  tax. 

Sect.  4.  The  assessor  of  taxes,  the  board 
of  assessors  and  the  board  of  review  in  existence 
in  the  assessing  department  immediately  prior 
to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby 
abolished;  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  said 
assessor  of  taxes  and  of  said  board  of  assessors  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  assessor  provided  for  by 
section  2  of  this  ordinance;  and  the  powers  and 
duties  of  said  board  of  review  are  hereby  trans- 
ferred to  the  board  of  review  provided  for  by 
said  section  2. 

Sect.  5.  Section  19  of  chapter  39  of  the  Re- 
vised Ordinances  of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  last  sentence,  the  words 
"assessor  of  taxes"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  "assessor", 
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Sect.  6.  Section  20  of  said  chapter  39  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  first  sentence,  the 
words  "assessor  of  taxes"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "assessor". 

Sect.  7.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and 
rules  shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished 
by  this  ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil 
service  examination  or  registration  to  a  simi- 
lar office  or  position  with  similar  status  in  a  new 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  created, 
or  a  department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either, 
not  abolished,  by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such 
person  shall,  upon  such  reappointment,  retain  all 
rights  to  retirement  with  pension  that  shall  have 
accrued  or  would  thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his 
services  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continu- 
ous to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had 
not  taken  place.  As  used  in  this  section,  the 
term  "agency"  shall  be  construed  as  defined 
in  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  as 
amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the  acts 
of  1953. 

Sect.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chap- 
ter 473  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  con- 
strued that  no  person  holding,  whether  under 
general  or  special  law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules 
shall,  by  reason  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance, 
be  without  a  similar  office  or  position  or  be  reduced 
in  rank  or  compensation. 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  moved  that  the  ordinance 
be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing words: 

"Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance to  the  contrary,  no  assistant  assessor  or 
part-time  assessor,  so  called,  holding  such  office  or 
position  shall  be  removed  or  dismissed  from  said 
office  or  position  nor  be  required  to  change  his 
status  to  that  of  a  full-time  assessor,  nor  be  re- 
quired to  take  a  Civil  Service  Examination  to  a 
similar  office  or  position;  and  shall  retain  all  rights 
to  retirement  with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued 
or  would  thereafter  accrue  to  him,  and  his  services 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous." 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  moved  that  the  foregoing 
ordinance  and  amendment  be  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.

Meanwhile, 
budget  analysts  have  been  requested  to  keep  in 
mind  eligibility  for  federal  or  state  aid  when 
reviewing  service  orders  and  requisitions  which 
come  to  their  attention.

3.  In  summary,  what  is  wanted  is  information

This  is  in  reply  to  the  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  October  14,  1958,  wherein 
your  request  contains  additional  information  con- 
cerning the  tax  title  cases. 

As  of  October  16,  1958,  there  are  pending  3,079 
tax  title  cases.  Two  groups  of  cases  should  be  first 
considered  in  analyzing  this  figure. 

1.  There  are  554  cases,  all  vacant  lots  of  small 
area,  many  of  irregular  shape  and  low  value. 
This  group  has  been  in  existence  for  more  than 
thirty  yeare  and  the  eases  are  generally  processed 
when  there  is  a  specific  inquiry  for  a  lot  or  a«  clues 
to  the  current  whereabouts  of  the  present  owners 
become  available. 
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2.  Theie  are  563  cases  which  represent  the 
1956  sales  for  1954  taxes.  These  cases  reached  the 
Law  Department  in  1958  and  invertigations  and 
preparation  for  Land  Court  entry  was  in  progress 
when  they  were  reeal'ed  by  the  Collector-Treasurer 
since  my  letter  of  October  14. 

Deducting  the  above  categories  from  the  total  of 
pending  cases,  there  remains  a  balance  of  1,961 
cases.  Of  this  balance,  1,179  cases  are  presently 
entered  and  pending  in  the  Land  Court.  There 
thus  remains  782  which  can  be  entered. 

It  must  be  recognized  that  any  program  en- 
compassing such  a  large  number  of  cases  requires 
extensive  investigation,  legal  and  clerical  work. 
It  should  be  pointed  out  that  of  the  2,632  cas°s 
pending  in  this  department  in  January,  1950, 
2,305  have  been  disposed  of.  With  this  backlog 
practically  solved,  more  time  can  be  devoted  to  the 
more  recent  cases.  The  filing  of  all  cases  for  peti- 
tion would  require  an  expenditure  of  approximately 
$10,000. 

The  present  program  is  to  enter  as  many  capes 
as  possible  with  a  goal  of  fifty  cases  per  month. 

To  strengthen  the  process,  I  have  assigned  two 
Assistant  Corporation  Counsel    to   a  special  unit 
attached  to  the  Collector-Treasurer's  office.

ORDER  FOR  LOAN  OF  $845,000  FOR  OLD 
AGE  ASSISTANCE  AND  AID  TO  DE- 
PENDENT   CHILDREN. 

The   following    was    received:

Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  to  you  herewith  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Overseers  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare and  an  order  appropriating  the  sum  of 
$845,000  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  to  be  financed  by  the 
issuance  of  a  municipal  relief  loan  for  the 
term   of    one   year. 

The  estimated  expenditure  for  1958  for 
Old  Age  Assistance  will  be  approximately 
$473,750  more  than  the  appropriation  for  this 
purpose,  and  the  estimated  expenditure  for 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children  will  be  approxi- 
mately $600,130  in  excess  of  the  appropria- 
tion. Surpluses  in  the  appropriations  for 
Disability  Assistance  in  the  amount  of  $127,590 
and  General  Relief  in  the  amount  of  $101,290 
result  in  a  net  deficit  of  $845,000.  Among 
the  many  factors  which  have  resulted  in  this 
deficit  are  increased  hospital  and  medical 
costs,  increased  average  cost  per  case,  in- 
creased case  load,  and  a  substantial  budget 
reduction. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  this  administration 
to  finance  welfare  expenditures  from  the  cur- 
rent year's  budget.  This  deficit  was  not  fore- 
seen at  the  time  of  submission  of  the  regular 
or  supplementary  budgets.  The  expenditures 
must  be  provided  for  and  the  only  alternative 
is  to  finance  this  deficit  appropriation  by 
means  of  a  municipal  relief  loan  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  chapter  252,  of 
the  Acts  of  1957.  Limiting  the  term  of  this 
issue  to  one  year  will  be  consistent,  so  far 
as  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  with  our  policy 
regarding    welfare    expenditures.

Present  indications,  which  I  have  every 
reason  to  believe,  require  that  for  the  balance 
of  the  year  1958  the  Boston  Welfare  Depart- 
ment will  need  additional  funds  in  the  amount 
of  $845,000  to  administer  its  public  assistance 
programs. 

Old  Age  Assistance:  In  the  year  1958  the 
City  of  Boston  appropriated  $12,000,000  and 
in  the  first  nine  months  expenditures  were 
$10,190,000.  It  is  estimated  that  for  the  re- 
maining three  months  the  expenditures  will 
be  $2,383,750.  Hence  the  total  expenditure 
from  appropriated  funds  will  be  $12,573,750, 
indicating    a    deficit    of    $473,750. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  In  the  year 
1958  the  City  of  Boston  appropriated  $4,200,000 
and  in  the  first  nine  months  expenditures 
were  $3,955,000.  It  is  estimated  that  for  the 
remaining  three  months  the  expenditures  will 
be  $845,130.  Hence  the  total  expenditure  from 
appropriated  funds  will  be  $4,800,130,  indi- 
cating   a    deficit    of    $600,130. 

Disability  Assistance:  In  the  year  1958  the 
City  of  Boston  appropriated  $3,100,000  and  in 
the  first  nine  months  expenditures  were 
$2,377,000.  It  is  estimated  that  for  the  re- 
maining three  months  the  expenditures  will 
be  $595,410.  Hence  the  total  expenditure  from 
appropriated  funds  will  be  $2,972,410,  indi- 
cating an   overage  of  $127,590. 

General  Relief:  In  the  year  1958  the  City 
of  Boston  appropriated  $2,100,000  and  in  the 
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first  nine  months  expenditures  were  $1,560,000. 
It  is  estimated  that  for  the  remaining  three 
months  the  expenditures  will  be  $438,710. 
Hence  the  total  expenditure  from  appropriated 
funds  will  be  $1,998,710,  indicating  an  over- 
age  of    $101,290. 

It  is  assumed  that  the  surplus  funds  in  the 
Disability  Assistance  and  General  Relief  pro- 
grams may  be  transferred  to  the  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
categories  thus  showing  a  net  deficit  of 
$845,000. 

There  are  many  factors  despite  careful  con- 
sideration in  budget  preparation  that  enter 
into  the  situation.  Primarily  there  was  a 
budget  cut  of  $460,000  and  this,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  Welfare  Department's  budget  is 
most  carefully  prepared  on  the  best  available 
information   at   the   time   of   preparation. 

Medical  costs  are  of  increasing  concern  to 
the  department  and  it  is  difficult  to  assess 
over  a  period  of  a  year  the  required  appro- 
priation inasmuch  as  the  participation  in  this 
area  is  comparatively  new  and  the  programs 
are  constantly  being  enlarged.  In  addition, 
costs   for   services   are   constantly   increasing. 

The  Commission  on  Administration  and 
Finance  sets  hospital  rates  and  these  figures 
are  not  available  until  some  time  after  the 
first  of  the  calendar  year  after  the  budget 
has  been  set,  and  each  year  they  have  shown 
an  increase.  No  increase  has  been  constant 
so  that  a  pattern  could  be  established,  rather 
hospital  rates  are  set  on  actual  expenditures 
submitted    to    the     commission. 

Unforeseeable  impositions  are  placed  on  the 
department  by  cost-of-living  rises.  In  the 
Old  Age  Assistance  program  there  has  been 
a  steady  decrease  and  although  the  department 
justifiably  can  show  a  decrease  in  case  load 
I  must  point  out  that  expenditures  per  case 
have  increased.  For  the  year  1958  it  was 
anticipated  that  the  average  expenditure  per 
case  would  be  $98  per  month;  in  fact  the 
actual  expenditure  was  $103.  In  the  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  area  the  department  esti- 
mated that  for  the  year  1958  there  would  be 
a  case  load  of  4,360;  actually  there  has  been 
an  average  of  4,480  cases.  The  estimated 
monthly  expenditure  in  this  category  was 
$153;  the  actual  expenditure  was  $162  per 
month.  On  the  other  hand  in  the  Disability 
Assistance  program  the  department  estimated 
an  expenditure  of  $129  per  case  per  month 
and  the  actual  expenditure  has  been  only 
$126.30.  The  General  Relief  program  which 
is  totally  municipally  supported  has  shown 
throughout  the  year  a  steady  decrease  and  I 
am  glad  to  report  that  Boston  did  not  at  any 
time  feel  the  impact  of  what  had  been  re- 
ported  as   a   "recession." 

I  regret  sincerely  the  necessity  for  the  de- 
partment's asking  for  additional  funds  but 
there  seems  to  be  no  alternative  and  I  do 
wish  to  assure  you  that  because  of  increased 
state  revenue  this  will  not  impose  an  addi- 
tional   burden    on    the    taxpayers. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the 
Public  Welfare  may  I  respectfully  request 
that  the  additional  funds  needed  by  the  Wel- 
fare Department  be  granted  by  an  additional 
appropriation    in    the    amount    of    $845,000.

I  submit  herewith  a  communication  of  the 
City  Auditor,  an  order  calling  for  the  rescis- 
sion of  an  order  authorizing  the  issuance  of  a 
loan  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000  for  the  pur- 
chase of  departmental  equipment,  and  substi- 
tuting therefor  an  order  calling  for  the 
issuance  of  a  loan  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000 
for  the  purchase  of  departmental  equipment 
for  the  Hospital  Department. 

As  explained  in  the  letter  of  the  City 
Auditor,  our  attention  has  been  called  by  bond 
counsel,  Storey,  Thorndike,  Palmer  &  Dodge, 
to  defects  in  procedure  which  would  affect 
the  validity  of  the  issuance  of  the  bonds.  The 
rescission  of  the  original  order  and  the  passage 
of  a  new  order,  limiting  the  expenditure  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  loan  to  departmental 
equipment  at  the  City  Hospital  will  correct 
this   defect. 

Under  existing  statutes,  thirty-four  days 
must  elapse  after  a  first  reading  of  a  loan 
order  before  the  same  can  be  fully  effective. 
Therefore,  in  order  to  eliminate  further  delay 
in  the  program  for  rehabilitating  the  physical 
plant  at  the  City  Hospital,  I  recommend  that 
the  orders  submitted  be  acted  upon  at  this 
meeting.  I  feel  that  this  request  is  appro- 
priate and  reasonable  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
this  program  has  already  met  with  the  ap- 
proval   of    your    Honorable    Body.

An  order  authorizing  the  issuance  of  a  loan 
in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000  for  the  purchase 
of  departmental  equipment  was  adopted  by 
the  City  Council,  September  22,  1958,  approved 
by  the  Mayor,  September  25,  1958,  and  became 
effective    on    October    16,    1958. 

A  requirement  in  connection  with  all  bond 
issues  of  the  city  is  that  bond  counsel  furnish 
to  the  investors  an  unqualified  opinion  as  to 
the  legality  of  the  issue.  In  accordance  with 
customary  procedure,  copies  of  the  City  Council 
order  authorizing  the  issue  and  the  vote  of 
approval  of  the  Emergency  Finance  Board 
were  submitted  to  bond  counsel,  Storey, 
Thorndike,  Palmer  &  Dodge.  In  a  communica- 
tion to  Edmund  W.  Holmes,  Deputy  City 
Treasurer,  the  above-mentioned  bond  counsel 
stated: 

"We  regret  to  advise  that  the  loan  order 
should  be  rescinded  and  a  new  order  passed. 
The  loan  order  provides  for  additional  depart- 
mental equipment  without  identifying  any  de- 
partment, whereas  the  vote  of  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board  specifies  the  equipment  at  the 
city  hospital.  The  loan  order  thus  goes  beyond 
the  permission  granted  by  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board.  The  new  loan  order  should 
authorize  departmental  equipment  at  the  city 
hospital." 
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Therefore,  it  will  be  necessary  to  rescind  the 
order  which  has  been  adopted  and  to  submit  a 
new  order.  I  recommend  that  such  orders 
be  submitted  for  consideration  and  adoption 
by   the  City   Council.

FINANCE  COMMISSION  REPORT  ON 
CONSTRUCTION  OF  OFF-STREET 
PARKING  GARAGE  AT  CLINTON, 
FULTON,  JOHN,  AND  BLACKSTONE 
STREETS. 
The    following    was    received: 

City    of    Boston, 
Finance   Commission,    October   21,    1958. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

The  Real  Property  Department  is  about  to 
advertise  for  bids  to  construct  a  ten-story 
mechanical  off-street  parking  garage  at  Clinton, 
Fulton,  John,  and  Blackstone  streets,  estimated 
to  cost  $1,450,000. 

The  Finance  Commission  recommends  that 
action  on  the  construction  of  this  garage  by 
use  of  city  funds  be  deferred,  for  the  following 
reasons. 

1.  The  site  in  question  is  similar  in  con- 
cept to  that  located  at  Fort  Hill  square.  Both 
sites  are  tied  closely  to  the  Central  Artery. 

The  original  theory  underlying  a  pattern  of 
off-street  parking  facilities  in  Boston  con- 
templated an  outer  ring  of  garages  tied  closely 
to  the  Central  Artery,  and  an  inner  ring  of 
facilities  located  as  close  as  possible  to  the 
heart  of  a  given  service  area  (such  as  retail, 
wholesale,  banking,  etc.).  The  Fort  Hill 
garage  is  the  first  of  the  city's  "outer  ring" 
facilities  since  the  Central  Artery  was  stai-ted. 

Before  the  city  proceeds  to  construct  a 
facility  at  Clinton,  Fulton,  John,  and  Black- 
stone  streets,  a  study  of  the  functioning  of 
the  newly-constructed  Fort  Hill  square  facility 
should   be   made. 

2.  For  some  reason  the  Fort  Hill  square 
facility  failed  to  attract  substantial  bids  by 
prospective  lessees.  No  bids  were  received 
when  the  minimum  rental  was  set  at 
$100,000  per  annum.  When  the  project  was 
readvertised  without  a  set  minimum  rental, 
only  two  bids  were  received,  the  highest  being 
$52,800. 

In  addition,  the  lessee  will  pay  that  sum  of 
money  by  which  one  half  of  the  lessee's  annual 
gross    income    exceeds    the    annual    rent. 

The  following  table  shows  how  out-of-line 
this  Fort  Hill  rental  is  when  compared  with 
the  ratio  of  rental  to  size  of  garage  prevailing 
for  other  city-built  off-street  parking  facilities. 
For  the  Essex-Lincoln  garage,  the  annual  lease 
per  ear  space  is  $287;  for  St.  James  Avenue 
garage,  $320;  for  the  open-air  lot,  $227;  for 
Fort  Hill,  $81,  until  the  gross  receipts  reach

3.  The  failure  to  receive  substantial  bids 
to  lease  the  Fort  Hill  Square  facility  must 
have  arisen  from  an  uncertainty  that  net  re- 
ceipts would  be  sufficient  to  warrant  higher 
bids.  The  location  of  this  site  as  it  affects 
patronage  may  have  been  a  factor  in  this 
matter.  The  rate  schedule  may  also  have  been 
a  consideration.  The  fact  that  it  is  a  me- 
chanical garage  is  another  consideration. 
Whatever  the  reason  for  failure  to  excite  wide 
interest  among  potential  bidders,  it  would 
seem  to  be  prudent  to  withhold  further  prog- 
ress toward  the  construction  by  the  city  of  a 
facility  at  the  Clinton  Street  site,  in  the  event 
that  no  bids  are  received  for  its  construction 
by  private  capital. 

The  garage  proposed  by  the  city  for  the 
Clinton  Street  site  resembles  the  Fort  Hill 
Square  structure  with  respect  to  location 
(proximity  to  the  Central  Artery)  and  with 
respect  to  type    (mechanical). 

4.  When  the  razing  of  the  buildings  on 
the  Clinton,  Fulton,  John,  and  Blackstone 
Streets  site  is  completed,  a  surface  parking 
facility  will  be  available.  Before  proceeding 
to  construct  a  garage  on  this  site,  sufficient 
time  should  be  taken  to  study  the  functioning 
of  the  Fort  Hill  garage  and  its  volume  of 
patronage.  In  the  meantime,  the  Clinton, 
Fulton,  John,  and  Blackstone  Streets  site  could 
be  operated  as  an  open-air  surface  parking 
lot.  The  city  now  owns  and  leases  an  open- 
air  lot  at  Franklin  and  Pearl  streets,  which 
accommodates  200  cars  and  produces  a  yearly 
income  of  $45,324  to  the  city  as  shown  on 
the   preceding   table. 

5.  This  interlude  would  provide  an  oppor- 
tunity to  re-examine  the  original  theory  of 
tying  in  off-street  parking  garages  with  the 
Central  Artery,  and  reconsider  the  advisability 
of  the  Clinton,  Fulton,  John,  and  Blackstone 
Streets  site. 

6.  The  area  adjacent  to  the  Blackstone 
Street  site,  which  may  be  considered  to  be 
the  area  to  be  served  by  this  proposed  ga- 
rage, is  the  old  market  district,  or  what  is 
left  of   it. 

7.  It  can  not  be  assumed  that  this  pro- 
posed garage  will  be  needed  to  service  the 
proposed  Government  Center,  since  it  is  prob- 
able that  such  a  center  will  contain  off-street 
parking   facilities. 

The  Finance  Commission  has  no  intention 
through  this  report  of  impeding  the  off-street 
parking  program.  The  fact  is  that  the  Com- 
mission has  given  enthusiastic  support  to 
off-street  parking  for  many  years.  In  1950  the 
Commission  issued  two  reports  on  the  sub- 
ject; one  called  for  a  reorganization  _  to 
strengthen  the  function  of  off-street  parking, 
the   other    presented    a   survey   of    the    various 


methods  of  administrating  and  financing  off- 
street  parking  in  the  large  cities  of  the  coun- 
try. Other  reports  on  this  subject  have  been 
published    by    the    Commission    since    1950. 

However,  in  the  execution  of  a  program  of 
off-street  parking  it  becomes  necessary  some- 
times to  re-examine  original  ideas  to  insure, 
as  far  as  possible,  that  a  given  site  for  a 
facility  will  be  efficacious. 

The   Finance   Commission,    therefore,    recom- 
mends that  construction  of  an  off-street  park- 
ing garage  at  this  site  at  city  expense,   in  the 
absence    of    private    financing,    be    deferred.

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    RE 
PURCHASE    OF    COPPER    TUBING. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Finance  Commission,  October  29,  1958. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

This  report  stems  from  a  City  Auditor's 
report  which  noted  substantial  differences 
between  the  amount  of  copper  tubing  pur- 
chased by  the  Maintenance  Section  of  the 
Water  Division,  Public  Works  Department, 
and  the  recorded  usage  of  such  copper  tubing 
by  that  division  in  the  period  from  January 
1,    1957,    to    May    31,    1958. 

Such  a  discrepancy  is  startling,  but  is  no 
more  startling  than  the  methods  and  proce- 
dures of  control  found  in  this  division  which 
left  the  way   wide   open   to   abuse. 

Summary    of    Findings 

1.  Examination  of  procedures  reveals  a 
looseness  in  record-keeping,  apathy  toward  re- 
sponsibility with  respect  to  control,  and  ig- 
noring of  some  of  the  fundamental  principles 
of    storekeeping. 

2.  In  general,  there  was  no  acknowledg- 
ment, by  signature,  that  a  particular  person 
received  any  copper  tubing  from  the  store- 
rooms, nor  was  there  any  signature  by  the 
plumber  confirming  the  amount  of  copper  used 
on   a   job. 

3.  No  perpetual  inventory  of  copper  tubing 
was  kept  at  either  the  Central  Storehouse  on 
Albany  street  or  at  the  several  district  yards; 
nor  had  a  periodic  inventory  been  made. 

4.  The  Superintendent's  Office,  which  is 
the  focal  point  for  control  of  stock,  lacked 
any  records  of  stock  stored  in  district  yards. 
Moreover,  this  office  made  no  effort  to  cor- 
relate the  monthly  reports  as  submitted  by 
the  district  foremen  and  Albany  street  fore- 
man plumber,  showing  the  usage  of  !i-inch 
copper  tubing,  with  the  records  of  copper 
tubing  stock  issued  to  them  from  Central 
Stores. 

5.  Records  were  incomplete,  failing  _  to 
cover  all  activities  in  which  copper  tubing 
was    used. 

6.  There  was  a  division  of  authority  in 
the  matter  of  central  storekeeping  between 
the   yardmaster   and    the   storekeeper. 

7.  There  was  a  wide  separation  in  physical 
storage  of  materials  at  the  Central  Stores 
which   militated   against   close,    central   control. 

8.  There  was  a  lack  of  standardization  of 
record-keeping    forms    and    procedures. 

Description   of   Operations 
There  are   two   areas    involved   in   this   vari- 
ance   between    copper    tubing    purchased    and 


the  recorded  usage  of  the  material:  the  cen- 
tral supply  or  stores  at  Albany  Street  yard, 
and  the  area  of  usage  by  the  several  district 
yards. 

The  Albany  Street  District  yard  contains 
the  main  storage  of  all  materials  used  by 
the  Maintenance  Section  of  the  Water  Dis- 
tribution System  and  is  directly  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Superintendent.  Storekeep- 
ing, it  was  found,  was  divided  between  a  stock- 
man in  charge  of  small  fittings,  etc.,  stored 
in  an  area  on  the  third  floor  of  the  main 
building,  and  the  yardmaster  who  had  charge 
of  heavy  castings  (stocked  in  the  open  yard) 
and  copper  tubing,  lead  tubing,  and  pig  lead 
(stored  in  a  locked  area  of  the  Meter  Build- 
ing far  removed  from  other  storage  locations) . 
The  yardmaster  acted  as  custodian  and  issuing 
agent.  All  records  of  his  transactions  were 
kept    in    the    Superintendent's    Office. 

Perpetual  inventories  of  small  fittings,  etc., 
were  kept  by  the  storekeeper;  the  office  of  the 
Superintendent  maintained  a  perpetual  in- 
ventory of  heavy  castings.  However,  no  per- 
petual inventory  was  kept,  nor  was  any  physi- 
cal inventory  made,  of  copper  tubing,  lead 
tubing,    and   pig    lead. 

Stock  was  dispensed  from  Central  Stores  on 
authority  of  intradepartmental  requisitions 
which  contained  the  name  of  the  authorizing 
party  and  the  name  of  an  employee  who  was 
to  receive  the  stock.  However,  a  check  of 
the  requisitions  processed  disclosed  that  in 
many  cases  the  names  appearing  on  the 
requisitions  were  not  the  personal  signatures 
of  the  persons  involved,  i.e.,  authorizing 
official  and  the  recipient,  but  names  filled  in 
by  a  clerk.  Plumbers  interviewed  at  the  Al- 
bany street  plumbing  shop  stated  that  they 
could  not  definitely  identify  all  issues  of  cop- 
per tubing  drawn  in  their  names  or  the  pur- 
pose  for   which   it   was    drawn. 

In  each  of  the  district  yards,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Albany  street,  the  practice  has  been 
to  obtain  a  supply  of  copper  tubing  from 
Central  Stores  and  keep  it  in  a  locked  area  in 
the  district  yards  to  meet  current  needs.  This 
material  is  issued  to  the  department  plumbers 
on  oral  request  of  need.  In  only  one  yard 
was  it  found  that  the  foreman  of  the  district 
yard  required  that  the  plumber  sign  for  the 
drawing  of  the  copper  from  the  district  atore. 

At  Albany  street  a  plumber  made  known 
his  need  for  copper  tubing  orally  to  the  plumb- 
er foreman,  who  in  turn  issued  a  requisition 
on  Central  Stores  for  direct  delivery  of  stock 
to  the  plumber.  Generally,  the  clerk  wrote  in 
the  name  of  the  plumber  and  the  name  of  the 
plumber  foreman  on  the  requisition.  More- 
over, the  custodian  of  stock  accepted  these 
forms  without  requiring  signature  of  recipient. 

It  was  noted  that  daily  reports  of  work 
performed  and  materials  used  by  the  depart- 
ment plumbers  were  made  orally,  rather  than 
written  and  under  signature,  to  the  district 
foreman;  and,  in  the  case  of  Albany  Street 
district,   to   the  plumber  foreman. 

Checking  requisitions  for  copper  against 
the  record  of  use  revealed  disparities  between 
amounts  issued  within  a  given  period  and  the 
record  of  use  during  that  period.  This  com- 
parison was  based  on  available  records,  but 
the  completeness  of  such  record  can  not  be 
assured. 

In  one  case,  the  record  showed  an  amount 
of  600  feet  of  copper  tubing  issued  for  a  tem- 
porary installation  to  service  several  houses 
while  the  water  pipe  main  was  under  repair. 
There  is  no  record  of  how  much  of  the  600 
feet  was  recovered  on  dismantling  the  tem- 
porary setup,  but  it  was  stated  that  only  240 
feet  were  recovered.  The  tubing  was  in- 
stalled by  one  jurisdiction  (Albany  Street), 
and  dismantled  by  another    (Dorchester  yard). 

Recommendations 

Certain  steps  have  already  been  adopted  by 
the  Water  Division  to  tighten  up  the  loose 
procedures  which  have  existed  with  respect 
to  control  of  copper  tubing.  Forms  providing 
the  for  inventory  control  have  been  installed  in 
the  division  at  the  Central  Storehouse  in  the 
district    yards. 

A  new  awareness  of  the  importance  of  con- 
trol over  this  material  has  been  generated  by 
the  publicity  focussed  on  this  matter  in  recent 
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months.  There  must,  however,  be  some  guar- 
antee of  permanent  effectiveness.  Several 
measures   should   be   taken. 

1.  Signatures  of  personnel  authorizing,  re- 
ceiving and  using  copper  tubing  should  be 
required  with  the  amount  issued,  received 
and   used,    written    in    ink. 

2.  A  manual  of  procedures  and  organiza- 
tion should  be  prepared.  This  should  spell 
out  the  procedure  for  issuing  and  reporting  on 
the  use  of  this  and  other  materials.  Periodic 
summary  reports  should  flow  to  the  office  of 
the  head  of  the  division. 

3.  The  presently  divided  responsibility  for 
stores  and  the  scattered  pattern  of  physical 
storage   should   be   corrected. 

4.  Method  of  field  inspection  of  plumbing 
work  should  be  devised  to  provide  a  close  con- 
trol of  the  use  of  stock. 

5.  The  office  of  the  Superintendent  should 
regularly  correlate  the  reports  received  of 
copper  used  against  the  records  of  copper 
drawn  from   Central  Stores. 

6.  There  is  needed  a  standardized  system 
of  record-keeping  to  include  daily  reports  of 
work  performed  by  plumbers  (under  signa- 
ture), daily  withdrawal  from  stock  from  dis- 
trict  storerooms    (under   signature). 

7.  A  periodic  check  of  operation  controls 
by  an  agency  outside  the  Public  Works  De- 
partment,  such    as    the   Auditor's   Department. 

This  report  is  concerned  primarily  with  the 
subject  of  copper  tubing.  But  interest  in  the 
storage  and  control  of,  and  issue  and  use 
should  extend  to  other  materials.  The  recom- 
mendations proposed,  therefore,  should  be  ex- 
tended to  include  all  materials  in  the  division. 
An  awareness  of  responsibility  and  a  sound 
system  of  control  should  characterize  the 
handling  of  material  by  a  municipal  depart- 
ment. The  Finance  Commission  plans  to  ex- 
tend this  inquiry  into  other  divisions  and  de- 
partments to  determine  the  adequacy  of  con- 
trols  over   materials.

A  request  of  the  Council  passed  on  Septem- 
ber 2,  1958,  asked  the  Finance  Commission  "to 
investigate  the  circumstances  involving  the 
$69,000,000  allowed  in  abatements  from  1950 
through    1957." 

The  Finance  Commission  would  like  to  com- 
ply fully  with  this  request  immediately.  Such 
compliance,  however,  would  entail  long  and 
involved  studies  and  such  a  study  would  be 
beyond  the  present  staff  and  financial  re- 
sources of  the  Commission  to  accomplish  in 
the   immediate   future. 

An  examination  of  "the  circumstances  in- 
volving the  $69,000,000  allowed  in  abatements 
from  1950  through  1957"  would  represent  a 
prodigious    task.

Pursuant  to  St.  1946,  c.  475,  s.  1,  subdivision 
A,  notice  is  hereby  given  the  Commission  that 
this  department  is  in  the  process  of  settling 
the  suit  of  the  Micawber  Company  v.  City  of 
Boston,  Suffolk  Superior  Court  No.  506974. 
This  is  a  petition  for  land  damages  claimed 
by  the  petitioner  to  have  resulted  from  the 
taking  of  land  and  buildings  located  at  12-14, 
16-22,  and  24-26  Hayward  place,  said  taking 
having  been  made  on  September  19,  1955,  for 
the  purpose  of  off-street  parking.  In  this 
suit  the  Prudential  Insurance  Company  of 
America  is  an  intervening  mortgagee,  holding 
a  first  mortgage  of  $425,000  on  the  property; 
and  on  Tuesday,  July  16,  1957,  on  a  motion 
allowed  by  the  court,  Elliott  Henderson  was 
permitted  to  intervene  as  a  mortgagee  holding 
a  second  mortgage  of  $100,000  on  the  property. 

The  facts  concerning  the  property  taken  are 
as    follows: 

(1)  12-14  Hayward  Place.  This  is  a  brick 
building,  four  stories  in  height  in  the  front 
and  two  stories  in  height  in  the  rear,  occupy- 
ing an  area  of  approximately  1,368  square 
feet. 

(2)  16-22  Hayward  Place.  This  is  a  brick 
building  having  three  stories  in  front  and  two 
stories  in  the  rear,  abutting  Chickering  place, 
and  occupying  an  area  of  approximately  2,676 
square   feet. 
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(3)  24-26  Hay  ward  Place.  This  is  a  brick 
building  having  three  stories  in  front  and  two 
stories  in  the  rear,  abutting  Chickering  place, 
and    occupying    about    1,338    square    feet. 

The  total  land  area  taken  was  5,382  square 
feet. 

In  connection  with  the  taking,  the  parcel 
numbered  (1)  above,  namely,  12-14  Hayward 
place,  was  connected  to  the  building  at  572-580 
Washington  street  (owned  by  the  petitioner) 
at  the  first  and  second  floors  and  the  two 
buildings  were  used  as  one  at  these  floors,  and 
the   taking    created    a    problem    of   severance. 

The  first  floor  premises  at  572  Washington 
street  were  leased  to  Walton's  Restaurant  at 
a  rental  of  $30,000  per  year.  The  lease  had 
five  years  to  run  at  the  time  of  the  taking, 
Part  of  the  leased  premises  extended  into  the 
building  at  12-14  Hayward  place.  The  leased 
area  consisted  of  approximately  810  square 
feet  on  the  first  floor  in  addition  to  the  base- 
ment area  thereunder.  About  20  per  cent 
of  this  area  was  taken,  necessitating  repairs 
to  the  remainder.  The  petitioner  also  claims 
that  as  a  result  of  the  taking  the  lease  with 
Walton's  was  broken;  and  the  remainder  of 
the  leased  premises  is  now  leased  at  an  annual 
rental  of  $20,000,  a  loss  of  $10,000  annually, 
including    plottage    value.

The  petitioner  informs  this  office  that  it 
has  an  appraisal  made  by  Elliott  Henderson 
in  the  amount  of  $220,000  which  will  be  used 
if  the  case  is  tried.  However,  at  recent  con- 
ferences the  attorney  for  the  petitioner  asked 
for  $170,000  in  settlement  and  submitted  the 
following  memorandum  of  damages  for  the 
purpose    of    compromise: 

(1)  Value   of   land   and   buildings. 

Assessed      value     less     abated 

value    $98,000 

(2)  Severance    value. 

A.  Expense    and    repairs    in 

connection  with  re- 
mainder          20,000 

B.  Rental  loss   during   demo- 

lition            2,000

$10,000    per    year 50,000 

Total     $170,000 


An  analysis  of  the  various  factors  involved 
in  this  case  has  been  made  carefully.  Con- 
sideration has  been  given  to  the  assessment; 
appraisals  of  Daniel  M.  Driscoll  and  F.  Paul 
Morgan,  severance  value,  alleged  damage  to 
the  remainder,  repairs  necessitated  by  the 
taking,  income  capitalization,  and  the  alleged 
loss  of  income  due  to  the  taking.  In  addition 
thereto  the  appraisal  figure  of  the  petitioner 
has   been   considered. 

These  are  important  elements  in  a  trial  of 
an  eminent  domain  case;  but  as  has  been  in- 
dicated in  prior  reports  to  your  Commission, 
there  is  a  likelihood  of  a  compromise  verdict 
being  returned  by  a  jury.  Such  verdict  is 
invariably  arrived  at  by  a  jury's  adding 
together  the  figures  testified  to  by  the  ap- 
praisers for  the  petitioner  and  the  respondent's 
appraisers'  figures.  The  total  is  then  divided 
by  two  and  the  amount  arrived  at  is  the 
amount  of  the  verdict.  To  this  verdict  is 
added  interest  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  annum 
from  the  date  of  the  taking.  If  this  method 
were  used  on  a  trial  of  this  case,  it  readily 
will  be  seen  that  a  verdict  would  likely  be  in 
the  vicinity  of  $170,000,  to  which  sum  would 
be  added  the  statutory  interest  of  4  per  cent. 
This  would  bring  the  amount  of  the  verdict 
to  approximately  $181,000,  or  over  $25,000 
more    than    the    proposed    settlement    figure. 

Having  weighed  all  the  foregoing  factors 
and  having  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Real 
Estate  Commissioners,  this  office  is  proposing 
to  settle  this  case  for  the  sum  of  $145,000 
plus  interest  at  4  per  cent  per  annum  from 
the  date  of  the  taking  (September  19,  1955 
to  May  19,  1957),  amounting  to  $9,666.67,  or 
a  total  of  $154,666.67.  To  this  amount  will 
be  added  the  sum  of  $2,287.89,  representing 
apportionment  of  taxes  in  accordance  with 
the    provisions    of    the   statute. 

Also  taken  into  consideration  are  the  unpaid 
taxes  on  this  property  which,  according  to 
the  records  of  the  Collector-Treasurer's  office, 
are  as   follows:

In    addition,    there   are   unpaid   taxes    on   the 

remainder  of  the  property  at  4-6  and  8-10

total  amount  of  $18,481.50,  to  which  amount 
will  be  added  interest  and  costs  when  the 
taxes    are   paid. 

When  this  case  of  the  Micawber  Company  v. 
City  of  Boston  is  settled,  all  these  taxes  and 
costs  will  be  deducted  from  the  amount  of 
the  settlement  and  the  balance  of  the  money 
will  be  paid  to  the  mortgagees  as  follows: 
$120,000  to  the  Prudential  Insurance  Company 
of  America  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  to 
Elliott  Henderson.  No  part  of  the  settlement 
will  be  paid  to  the  Micawber  Company  as 
both  mortgagees  have  intervened  as  parties  in 
the  petition  pending  in  Suffolk  Superior  Court.

FINANCE       COMMISSION       REPORT       ON 
DEMOLITION    PROGRAM.

Dear    Mr.    Malloy: 

The  Finance  Commission  received  a  Council 
order  passed  on  September  15,  1958,  regarding 
the  city's  Demolition  Program.  This  order 
followed  the  publication  by  the  Commission  of 
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a  report  on  the  Demolition  Program  and  con- 
tains a  request  to  submit  information  on  sev- 
eral points. 

The  Council  order  requests  a  detailed  list 
of  abatements  granted  with  accompanying 
comments  or  observations.  Such  data,  which 
is  available  at  the  office  of  the  City  Collector, 
is    attached    hereto. 

The  Council  order  raises  two  legal  questions: 

(a)  whether  or  not  the  city  has  been  preju- 
diced   by    failure    thus    far    in    bringing    suit; 

(b)  can  the  city  maintain  an  action  in  con- 
tract for  the  recovery  of  the  monies  expended 
in  the  twenty-two  cases  referred  to  in  the 
report,  and  what  other  remedies  are  available? 
The  Commission  feels  that  such  legal  ques- 
tions are  beyond  the  scope  of  the  Commission's 
knowledge  and  should  be  addressed  to  the  Law 
Department  of   the  city  for   a   legal   opinion. 

The  request  asks  whether  the  failure  to  de- 
posit with  the  City  Collector  for  collection 
the  twenty-two  bills  referred  to  was  willful 
or  merely  an  oversight.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
the  Finance  Commission  that  the  failure  was 
probably    an     oversight. 

The  request  also  asks  the  Commission  to 
state  the  circumstances  in  detail  regarding  the 
two  cases  where  the  contractors  were  paid 
even  though  repairs  on  the  wall  were  not 
made  according  to  specifications;  also  whether 
the  contractors  have  since  been  ordered  to 
complete  the  work.  These  questions  are  an- 
swered  herewith. 


In  one  of  these  cases  the  work  has  now 
been  done  satisfactorily.  In  the  other  case, 
specifications  have  not  been  complied  with,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Finance  Commission.  In 
the  latter  case,  the  contractor  has  not  been 
ordered  to  complete  the  work.  When  the 
specifications  for  repairs  to  this  building  were 
written  it  was  the  intent  to  demolish  the 
chimney  and  brick  up  the  resulting  chase  in 
Dhe  wall.  However,  when  the  chimney  was 
demolished  it  was  found  that  additional  work 
would  be  necessary  in  order  to  brick  up  the 
chase  in  the  wall  which  would  undoubtedly 
require  extra  payment  to  be  made  to  the  con- 
tractor. This  latter  proposition  was  rejected. 
The  result  was  that  work,  which  was  con- 
templated and  its  cost  included  in  the  prices 
submitted  by  the  contractors'  bidding  on  the 
proposal,  was  not  performed.  It  would  appear 
that  a  deduction  of  the  amount  of  the  cost  of 
performing  the  omitted  work  should  have 
been   made   in   the  contract   price.

This  is  in  reply  to  blue  memo  dated  Novem- 
ber 12,  1958,  with  Council  Order  of  November  10, 
1958,  requesting  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Boston 
Traffic  Commission  report  in  writing  to  the  City 
Council  on  Monday,  November  17,  1958,  the 
reasons  for  allowing  trucks  to  make  deliveries  on 
streets  within  the  so-called  "shopping  mall"  area 
during  business  hours. 

At  a  meeting  of  this  Commission  held  Friday, 
October  24,  1958,  all  of  the  proponents  and  oppo- 
nents of  the  pedestrian  mall  concept  in  Temple 
place  and  West  street  were  either  present  or  repre- 
sented. At  the  time  of  the  meeting  the  temporary 
regulation  excluded  all  vehicles  from  each  street 
on  alternate  days  of  the  week  from  11:30  a.m.  to 
2:30  p.m. 

Representatives  of  the  Jordan  Marsh  Company, 
R.  H.  Stearns  Company  and  Thomas  J.  Carty, 
President,  Stone's  Express,  Inc.,  and  Retail 
Stores  Delivery,  Inc.,  all  stated  that  the  exclusion 
of  trucks  from  either  or  both  of  these  streets  at 
any  time  during  the  day  would  seriously  affect, 
and,  at  some  times,  practically  paralyze  the 
trucking  of  merchandise  incidental  to  their  several 
businesses. 

Having  in  mind  the  magnitude  of  the  operations 
of  the  Jordan  Marsh  Company  and  the  R.  H. 
Stearns  Company  and  the  great  number  of  collec- 
tions and  deliveries  by  Stone's  Express,  Inc.,  and 
the  Retail  Stores  Delivery,  Inc.,  the  Commission 
felt  that  the  retention  of  the  exclusion  of  all 
vehicles  particularly  during  the  pre-Christmas 
season  would  cause  serious  economic  loss  to  each 
of  the  above-referenced  companies  and  probably 
result  in  increased  cost  of  merchandise  to  con- 
sumers. The  Commission  voted  to  exclude  all 
vehicles  from  both  streets  from  11  a.m.  to  3  p.m. 
each  business  day  except  that  commercial  vehicles 
making  deliveries  to  or  collections  from  business 
premises  in  the  area  would  be  permitted  to  enter 
the  streets  for  those  purposes.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  HOSPITALS. 

Coun.  MCLAUGHLIN,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Hospitals,  submitted  the  following  oral 
report : 

As  the  result  of  an  order  filed  last  week  the 
Committee  on  Hospitals  met  with  Dr.  Conlin, 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  Department,  and 
discussed  with  him  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission of  a  week  ago  concerning  several  phases 
of  the  Hospital  operations. 

Coun.  McLaughlin  was  critical  of  the  releasing 
by  the  Finance  Commission  of  the  report  on  the 
City  Hospital.  He  stated  from  his  own  personal 
experience  that  the  treatment  accorded  emergency 
cases  could  not  be  purchased  at  any  price.  He 
further  stated  that  the  various  phases  of  the 
Finance  Commission  report  were  now  under 
consideration  by  the  management  of  the  City 
Hospital.  Councillor  McLaughlin  moved  that 
the  report  of  the  Finance  Commission  be  printed 
with  the  records  of  the  City  Council  and  be  in- 
cluded in  the  minutes  of  the  meeting. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Said  report  is  as  follows : 

The  Finance  Commission  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
November  7,  1958. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor: 

In  1950  a  survey  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital, 

made   for  the   Finance   Commission   by    Robert 

Rosenbluth  and  Associates,   made  the  following 

observations. 

"Boston  City  Hospital  is  in  effect  a  medical 
center.  Authorized  in  1858  to  care  for  'persons 
who  by  misfortune  or  poverty  may  require 
relief  during  temporary  sickness,'  it  has  grown 
through  the  years  to  a  position  of  importance 
in  New  England  medioine,  if  not  the  nation. 

"There  can  be  no  question  of  the  fact  that 
the  work  of  the  hospital  has  gone  far  beyond 
the  confines  of  the  narrow  legal  authorization  of 
nearly  a  century  ago.  The  progress  of  medicine, 
the  demands  of  the  public,  the  affiliations  with 
the  three  Boston  medical  schools  which  have 
led  to  teaching  and  research,  have  all  produced 
the  situation  which  now  exists." 


In  the  meantime,  new  problems  have  arisen;  in 
fact,  the  Finance  Commission  has  published  several 
reports  in  the  interim  period  on  various  phases  of 
hospital  administration.  It  has  appeared  to  the 
Finance  Commission  that  it  is  time  to  take  a  com- 
prehensive look  at  the  hospital  situation. 

Several  months  ago  the  Finance  Commission 
made  plans  for  investigating  certain  areas  of  ad- 
ministration in  the  Hospital  Department.  The 
sudden  illness  of  the  expert  engaged  as  consultant 
brought  a  temporary  halt  to  these  plans.  In 
recent  weeks  new  plans  were  made  and  the  Finance 
Commission  has  been  ready  to  proceed  with  such 
examination. 

Since  the  Finance  Commission  now  learns  that 
the  Hospital  Trustees  are  planning  a  hospital 
study  to  be  made  by  an  outside  firm,  the  Commis- 
sion, wishing  to  avoid  any  duplication  of  effort,  is 
suspending  its  plans  in  this  matter  temporarily, 
until  the  results  of  the  projects  sponsored  by  the 
Trustees  are  known. 

The  Commission  feels,  however,  that  it  can  ren- 
der a  service  at  this  point  by  suggesting  certain 
problem  areas  which  ought  to  be  included  in  the 
proposed  examination  of  the  Hospital  Department. 
Further  investigation  by  the  Commission  will 
depend  on  the  extent  to  which  the  examination 
proposed  by  the  Hospital  Trustees  explores  and 
reports  upon  these  problem  areas. 

I.     Master  Plan  of  Construction. 

A  master  plan  of  future  development  of  the 
facilities  at  the  Hospital  has  been  prepared  by  a 
leading  architectural  firm.  The  plans  assume  a 
future  hospital  capacity  of  1,800  beds;  at  present, 
there  are  1,570  "acceptable  beds,"  according  to  the 
text  which  accompanies  this  master  plan. 

The  assumption  that  1,800  beds  represents  the 
proper  capacity  of  the  hospital,  as  maintained  in 
this  master  plan,  should  not  be  accepted  without 
careful  review,  and  viewed  in  the  framework  of  the 
hospital  facilities  of  the  community.  Some  in- 
formed sources  hold  the  opinion  that  the  City 
Hospital  viewed  in  the  framework  of  the  larger 
community  should  not  be  any  larger  than  it  is  at 
present,  perhaps  smaller. 

Data  compiled  by  the  Metropolitan  Hospital 
Council  show  that  in  most  of  the  hospitals  in  this 
area,  including  the  Boston  City  Hospital,  there  is 
far  less  than  capacity  occupancy  of  beds;  in  Boston 
City  Hospital,  the  occupancy  percentage  for  the 
first  half  of  1958  was  approximately  70  per  cent. 
The  highest  figure  observed,  76  percent,  represents 
medical-surgical  category  for  March,  1958.  In  39 
hospitals  in  Boston  and  the  immediate  suburbs, 
the  occupancy  percentage  for  the  first  half  of  1958 
averaged  approximately  78  per  cent. 

These  figures  seem  to  warrant  another  look  at 
the  question  of  how  large  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
should  be. 

At  least  the  proposed  survey  should  investigate 
this  area  and  the  data  available  in  view  of  the 
proposed  $50,000,000  master  plan  of  development. 

II.     Business  Operations. 

The  status  of  accounting  and  billing  operations 
should  be  included  in  the  proposed  study. 

A  report  of  the  City  Auditor  indicates  the  need 
for  refinement  of  the  accounting  practices  in  the 
handling  of  patient  charges.  This  report  points 
out  that  for  the  period  July  1,  1951  to  December  31, 
1956,  there  was  an  outstanding  balance  of  over 
$10,000,000;  but  this  figure  was  heavily  weighted 
with  uncollectible  accounts.  The  report  stated  • 
"The  entire  billing  situation  is  in  a  confused  con- 
dition." The  proposed  study  should  determine  to 
what  extent  the  situation  in  both  these  respects 
has  been  improved. 

Another  area  of  inquiry  should  be  an  evaluation 
of  the  reasons  given  for  not  adopting  many  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Cunningham  Reports  on 
Business  Management  made  in  1952  and  1955. 

III.  Medical  Schools  and  Research. 
Another  policy  matter  relates  to  research  and 
medical  school  relationships.  While  the  contribu- 
tion of  the  medical  schools  and  research  is  acknowl- 
edged to  be  great,  it  would  be  useful  to  know,  for 
the  purposes  of  defining  a  municipal  policy  in  this 
matter,  how  great  a  cost  to  the  city  is  presently  in- 
volved in  the  relationship  of  Hospital  and  Medical 
Schools,  and  will  be  involved  in  the  future.  The 
cost  to  the  City  of  Medical  Schools  service  and 
research  facilities  should  be  known. 
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IV.  Administrative  Organization. 
The  1948  Finance  Commission  Hospital  survey 
recommended  the  consolidation  of  the  three  hos- 
pitals (Boston  City  Hospital,  Long  Island  Hospital, 
and  the  Boston  Sanatorium)  into  one  department. 
This  was  carried  out,  but  within  the  City  Hospital 
there  still  remains  the  need  for  decentralization  of 
authority — from  the  Trustees  to  the  Superintend- 
ent, and  from  the  Superintendent  down  through 
the  administrative  organization.  A  system  which 
submits  to  the  Trustees  only  matters  of  high  level 
policy  and  importance  and  delegates  the  determina- 
tion of  other  matters  should  be  worked  out  in  this 
proposed  hospital  study,  in  the  interest  of  speeding 
up  action  on  administrative  matters. 

V.     Maintenance  of  Plant. 

The  maintenance  of  the  plant  at  the  Hospital  is 
an  inefficient  operation.  Inadequate  staff  makes  it 
impossible  for  the  Plant  Superintendent  to  super- 
vise properly  the  large  quantity  of  repair  work 
amounting  to  many  thousands  of  dollars  a  year, 
being  performed  by  contractors  on  work  orders 
issued  without  competition  and  billed  by  the  con- 
tractors on  a  time  and  material  basis.  The  ex- 
emption of  the  Hospital  Department  from  the 
regular  procedures  of  bid  solicitation  was  allowed 
because  of  the  impossibility  of  adequate  staff  to 
handle  the  problem  of  explaining  the  details  of 
contemplated  work  to  contractors  interested  in 
estimating  the  cost  of  the  work  on  the  large 
volume  of  jobs  which  are  scattered  all  over  this 
vast  institution.  The  Plant  Superintendent  has, 
over  the  past  few  years,  requested  an  increase  in 
his  force  to  insure  proper  record  keeping  and 
inspection  of  this  work,  but  the  situation  remains 
in  status  quo. 

At  the  present  time  a  contract  has  been  made 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  storage  and  plant 
building  with  the  centralizing  of  the  Plant  Depart- 
ment in  this  new  building.  This,  alone,  will  not 
result  in  the  correction  of  the  existing  inefficiency 
unless  proper  staffing  is  provided. 

VI.  Cafeteria  Operation. 
Meals  at  the  hospital  are  served  free  of  charge 
to  those  groups  who  are  qualified  for  such  service; 
and  others  who  qualify  to  eat  in  the  cafeteria  are 
served  meals  at  a  nominal  cost.  It  is  reported  that 
others  outside  the  hospital,  or  those  who  are  not 
qualified,  take  advantage  of  the  minimum  cost 
meals;  these  are  below-cost  meals  in  the  first 
place.  This  situation  calls  for  an  examination  of 
the  adequacy  of  the  system  of  controls  at  the 
cafeteria. 

VII.     Supplies  and  Equipment. 
An  important  area  in  hospital  administration  is 
that  concerned  with  equipment  and  supplies.    The 
proposed     study     should,     therefore,     cover     the 
adequacy  of  the  following: 

a.  A  perpetual  inventory  of  capital  equipment; 

b.  ^  A  system  of  drawing  up  specifications  for 
supplies  and  equipment  which  best  meets  hospital 
needs  and  insures  maximum  competition  in 
bidding; 

c.  A  stores  system  which  insures  good  control 
over  the  ordering,  receipt,  storage,  issue  and  use  of 
hospital  supplies. 

Conclusion. 
The   above   matters   are   respectfully   suggested 
as  some  of  the  areas  which  should  be  included  in 
the   agenda   of   the   proposed   study   of   the    City 
Hospital. 

In  many  areas  of  the  administration  of  the 
hospital,  however,  an  initial  survey  of  operations 
is  needed  less  than  an  analysis  and  evaluation  of 
the  reasons  for  failure  to  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tions of  previous  surveys.

Your  Committee  on  Ordinances  to  whom 
was  referred  on  October  14,  1958,  a  proposed 
ordinance  concerning  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment herewith  submits  its  recommendations 
that  the  proposed  ordinance  ought  to  pass  in 
a  new  draft  submitted  with  this  report. 

Your  committee  held  a  hearing  Friday, 
October  17,  1958,  at  which  all  persons  in- 
terested were  again  given  an  opportunity  to 
present    their    positions    on    this    question. 

II.    Draft. 
The   draft   submitted   and   recommended   for 
acceptance   would: 

1.  Retain  the  three-man  Board  of  Asses- 
sors. 

2.  Make  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  an  ex  officio 
member  but  not  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of   Review. 

3.  Excise  from  the  ordinance  as  referred 
to  the  committee  all  reference  to  the  problem 
of  full-time  as  against  part-time  assistant 
assessors  more  commonly  known  as  the 
"Street   Men." 

4.  No  change  in  salary  is  effected  by  the 
draft  submitted  from  the  present  situation 
except  that  the  ex  officio  membership  of  the 
Assessor  of  Taxes  on  the  Board  of  Review 
necessarily  eliminate  one  member  of  the  Board 
of  Review  under  the  present  ordinance  and  of 
course   his    $8,500    salary. 

III.  Discussion. 
1.  There  appears  to  be  no  great  objection 
to  trying  the  idea  of  ex  officio  membership 
by  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  on  the  Board  of 
Review.  In  the  spirit  of  experimentation  we 
recommend  it  for  the  purpose  of  creating 
liaison  between  the  assessing  and  the  abate- 
ment side  of  the  assessing  process. 
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2.  The  concentration  of  the  assessing  au- 
thority in  the  hands  of  one  official  rather  than 
three  should  be  approached  cautiously  at  any 
time.  When  there  appears  to  be  substantial 
probability  that  a  nominee  of  the  commer- 
cial real  estate  interests  will  be  given  this 
authority,  your  committee  feels  that  this  pro- 
posal  ought   to   be   rejected. 

3.  Your  committee  feels  that  the  policy 
of  changing  from  part-time  to  full-time  as- 
sistant assessors  is  really  a  complicated  pro- 
posal to  try  something  new  in  street  assess- 
ing. Your  committee  would  like  to  be  able 
to  report  to  the  Council  concerning  the  wis- 
dom of  the  plan  for  making  the  experiment. 
Such  a   plan   should: 

(a)  Be  fair  to  the  present  part-time  men. 

(b)  Be  fair   to   the   City  of  Boston. 

(c)  Give    the    proposal    a    fair    trial. 

(d)  Be   commonly   understood. 

Both  the  representative  of  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  and  the  Director  of  the  Municipal  Re- 
search Bureau  agreed  that  there  ought  to 
be  such  a  plan  available  for  consideration  of 
the    Council. 

Your  committee  feels  that  adoption  by  the 
Council  of  the  proposal  for  full-time  assessing 
should  be  based  upon  familiarity  by  the  Coun- 
cil and  approval  of  the  administrative  plan 
of  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  test  out  the  value 
of  the   proposal. 

Your  committee  was  astonished  to  discover 
that  there  is  no  such  plan.  Lacking  such  a 
plan,  approval  of  the  proposal  at  this  time 
would  be  to  create  a  chaotic  situation  and 
your  committee  will  be  a  party  to  no  such 
action.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as    follows : 

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  5 
of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1947,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  clause  (2),  as  appearing  in 
chapter  6  of  the  Ordinances  of  1956,  and  in- 
serting  in   place   thereof   the  following   clause: 

(2)  The  assessor  of  taxes,  twelve  thousand 
dollars;  the  two  associate  assessors  of  taxes, 
four  thousand  dollars  each;  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  review  in  the  assessing  depart- 
ment, eleven  thousand  dollars;  and  the  other 
appointive  member  of  said  board,  eighty-five 
hundred   dollars. 

Sect.  2.  Chapter  5  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1947  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  section  3,  as  appearing  in  section  3  of 
chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1954,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sec- 
tion: 

Section  3.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  as- 
sessing department  a  board,  known  as  the 
Board  of  Review,  consisting  of  the  assessor 
of  taxes,  ex  officio,  and  two  other  members 
each  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the

and  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes.  The  board 
of  review  shall  not  he  subject  to  the  super- 
vision or  control  of  the  assessor  of  taxes 
except  as  he  acts  as  a  member  thereof;  but, 
unless   otherwise   ordered    by    the   mayor,    said 


board  shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor, 
or  make  any  annual  or  other  report,  except 
through    the    assessor    of    taxes. 

Sect.  3.  The  board  of  review  in  existence 
in  the  assessing  department  immediately  prior 
to  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  is  here- 
by abolished;  and  the  powers  and  duties  of 
said  board  of  review,  and  the  appropriations 
relating  thereto,  are  hereby  transferred  to 
the  board  of  review  provided  for  by  section 
2   of   this   ordinance. 

Sect.  4.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws 
and  rules  shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is 
abolished  by  this  ordinance,  be  reappointed 
without  civil  service  examination  or  registra- 
tion to  a  similar  office  or  position  with  simi- 
lar status  in  a  new  department  or  agency, 
or  division  of  either,  created  or  a  department 
or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  not  abolished, 
by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such  person 
Shall,  upon  such  reappointment,  retain  all 
rights  to  retirement  with  pension  that  shall 
have  accrued  or  would  thereafter  accrue  to 
him;  and  his  services  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  continuous  to  the  same  extent  as  if 
such  abolition  had  not  taken  place.

This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of 
the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of 
chapter  473  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  shall 
be  so  construed  that  no  person  holding, 
whether  under  general  or  special  law  or  other- 
wise, an  office  or  position  subject  to  the  civil 
service  laws  and  rules  shall,  by  reason  of  the 
adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be  without  a  simi- 
lar office  or  position  or  be  reduced  in  rank 
or   compensation.

ASSESSING  DEPARTMENT. 

Coun.    McDONOUGH    offered   the   following: 
City  of  Boston. 
In   the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and   Fifty-eight. 

An   Ordinance  Reorganizing   the   Assessing 
Department. 
Be  it  ordained  by   the  City   Council   of   Boston, 
as   follows: 

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  section 
5  of  chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1947,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  clause  (2),  as  appearing  in 
chapter  6  of  the  Ordinances  of  1956,  and  in- 
serting  in    place   thereof   the   following   clause: 

(2)  The  assessor,  thirteen  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars;  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
review  in  the  assessing  department,  twelve 
thousand  dollars;  and  the  other  appointive 
member  of  said  board,  eighty-five  hundred 
dollars. 

Sect.  2.  Said  section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947,  as  amended,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
last  paragraph,  as  appearing  in  section  8  of 
chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances  of  1954,  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following  para- 
graph: 

The  deputy  assessors  shall  be  compensated 
as  if  they  held  an  office  allocated  to  Grade 
No.  32  of  the  compensation  plan  from  time 
to  time  in  effect  for  the  county;  and  assistant 
assessors  holding  such  office  on  December  SI, 
1958,  and  thereafter  with  their  written  consent 
lawfully  required  to  devote  at  least  thirty-five 
hours  a  week  to  their  work,  and  also  assistant 
assessors  appointed  to  vacancies  caused  by 
resignation,  retirement  or  death  and  law- 
fully required  to  devote  at  least  thirty-five 
hours  a  week  to  their  work,  shall  be  compen- 
sated as  if  they  held  an  office  allocated  tol 
Grade  No.  30  of  said  compensation  plan;  and 
other  assistant  assessors  shall  be  compensated 
as  if  they  held  an  office  allocated  to  Grade 
No.  15  of  said  compensation  plan;  and  the 
auctioneer  in  the  real  property  department 
shall  be  compensated  as  if  he  held  a  position 
allocated  to  Grade  No.  30  of  said  compensa- 
tion  plan. 

Sect.  3.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1947 
are  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  chapter  5, 
as  appearing  in  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1954,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following    chapter: 

Chapter  5. 
Assessing  Department. 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  de- 
partment, known  as  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment, which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an 
officer,  known  as  the  Assessor,  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor 
is  elected.  The  assessor  shall,  for  the  assessing 
department    including     the    board     of     review, 


exclusively  have  the  power,  and  perform  the

The  assessor  shall  also  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by 
law  on  the  assessor  of  taxes  and  the  board  of 
assessors  in  existence  immediately  prior  to 
the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance;  and  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  section  two  of  this 
chapter,  shall  further  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time  con- 
ferred or  imposed  on  assessors  of  cities  in 
Massachusetts  by  general  laws  applicable  to 
Boston.  The  assessor  shall  divide  the  assess- 
ing department  from  time  to  time  into  a  sta- 
tistical research  division  and  such  other  divi- 
sions as  he  shall  adjudge  necessary  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  department. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  in  the  assessing 
department  a  board,  known  as  the  Board  of 
Review,  consisting  of  the  assessor,  ex  officio, 
and  two  other  members  each  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring 
on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following 
the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which 
a  mayor  is  elected  and  one  of  whom  shall  from 
time  to  time  be  designated  by  the  mayor  as 
chairman  of  said  board.  The  board  of  review 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  by  law  on  the  board  of 
review  in  existence  immediately  prior  to  the

Section  3.  Every  application  for  abatement 
filed  with  the  assessor  with  respect  to  a  tax 
other  than  a  poll  or  motor  vehicle  excise  tax 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  board  Of 
review  and  shall  be  forthwith  transmitted  by 
him  to  said  board;  and  the  board  of  review 
shall  be  deemed  to  come  within  the  terms 
"assessor",  "assessors"  and  "board  of  as- 
sessors" as  used  in  any  application  for  the 
abatement  of,  or  in  any  appeal  from  a  refusal 
(by  failure  to  act  or  otherwise)  to  abate,  or 
in  any  statute  relating  to  the  abatement  of, 
or  in  any  statute  relating  to  an  appeal  from 
a  refusal  (by  failure  to  act  or  otherwise)  to 
abate,  a  tax  other  than  a  poll  or  motor  ve- 
hicle excise  tax. 

Sect.  4.  The  assessor  of  taxes,  the  board 
of  assessors  and  the  board  of  review  in 
existence  in  the  assessing  department  im- 
mediately prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance  are  hereby  abolished;  and  the  powers 
and  duties  of  said  assessor  of  taxes  and  of  said 
board  of  assessors,  and  the  appropriations 
relating  thereto,  are  hereby  transferred  to  the 
assessor  provided  for  by  section  3  of  this 
ordinance;  and  the  powers  and  duties  of  said 
board  of  review,  and  the  appropriations  re- 
lating thereto,  are  hereby  transferred  to  the 
board  of  review  provided  for  by  said  section  3. 

Sect.  5.  Section  19  of  chapter  39  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1947  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out,  in  the  last  sentence,  the  words 
"assessor  of  taxes"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof   the   word    "assessor." 

Sect.  6.  Section  20  of  said  chapter  39  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  first 
sentence,  the  words  "assessor  of  taxes"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word  "assessor." 

Sect.  7.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and 
l-nles  shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished 
by  this  ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil 
service  examination  or  registration  to  a 
similar  office  or  position  with  similar  status  in 
a  new  department  or  agency,  or  division  of 
either,  created,  or  a  department  or  agency,  or 
division   of   either,   not  abolished,   by  this   ordi- 
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nance;  and  every  such  person  shall,  upon  such 
reappointment,  retain  all  rights  to  retirement 
with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or  would 
thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his  services 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous  to  the 
same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had  not  taken 
place.  As  used  in  this  section,  the  term

as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the 
acts    of    1953. 

Sect.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chap- 
ter 473  of  the  acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so 
construed  that  no  person  holding,  whether 
under  general  or  special  law  or  otherwise,  an 
office  or  position  subject  to  the  civil  service 
laws  and  rules  shall,  by  reason  of  the  adoption 
of  this  ordinance,  be  without  a  similar  office 
or  position  or  be  reduced  in  rank  or  compen- 
sation.

In  accordance  with  your  Honor's  request 
I  comment  herewith  on  the  order  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  dated  November  10,  1958, 
regarding  the  issuance  of  building  permits 
where  an  aggrieved  party  has  appeal  rights. 

This  order  was  provoked  by  a  case  in  which 
the  Building  Commissioner  had  issued  a  permit 
for  the  foundation,  and  subsequently  for  the 
superstructure,  of  a  new  Convalescent  Home 
in  premises  431  Pond  street,  Jamaica  Plain. 
There  is  a  building  on  the  lot  now  used  for 
this  purpose  which  the  new  building  will 
replace. 

The   record   shows   the   following: 

July  21,  1958,  application  filed  for  erection 
of    building. 

August  12,  1958,  hearing  before  Health  and 
Building    Commissioners. 

August  14,  1958,  approved  by  Health  and 
Building    Commissioners. 

September  5,  1958,  foundation  permit 
granted. 

October   10,    1958,   building   permit   issued. 

October   17,   1958,   appeal  filed. 

November  7,  1958,  hearing,  Board  of 
Appeals. 

November  14,  1958,  decision  of  Board  of 
Appeal. 

The  hearing  of  August  12,  1958,  was  held 
in  accordance  with  chapter  488,  Acts  1938, 
as  amended,  section  3,  paragraph  3,  amended 
by    chapter    143,    Acts    1952. 

"Educational,  religious,  philanthropic  or 
other  institutional  uses,  provided  that  in  the 
case  of  a  hospital,  home  for  aged,  conva- 
lescent home,  sanitarium,  correctional  insti- 
tution or  similar  use  the  health  commissioner 
of  Boston  and  the  building  commissioner  of 
Boston  approve  the  location  as  not  detri- 
mental or  injurious  to  the  residential  character 
of  the  neighborhood  after  public  notice  and 
hearing:  and  provided,  further,  that  any 
person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  said  com- 
missioners may,  within  ninety  days  after 
notice  thereof,  appeal  therefrom  as  provided 
in   section   nineteen." 

Section   18   of  the  same  act  provides: 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  building  com- 
missioner  of    the    city    of    Boston    to    enforce 
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the  provisions  of  this  act  in  manner  and  form 
and  with  powers  similar  to  those  practised 
or  provided  under  the  aforesaid  building  law. 
No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  construction, 
alteration  or  moving  of  any  building  or  part 
thereof  unless  the  plans  and  intended  use 
indicate  that  the  building  and  the  premises 
are  to  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  pro- 
visions  of   this   act." 

As  is  our  custom,  all  abutters  were  notified. 
The  scope  of  notification  in  fact  went  beyond 
abutters.  Those  in  the  neighborhood  deemed 
to  be  interested  also  were  notified.  Notifica- 
tion was  sent  also  to  all  city  councillors, 
senators,  and  representatives.  It  should  be 
pointed  out  here  that  the  statute  does  not 
require  any  notification;  merely  "public  notice 
and  hearing".  In  addition,  notice  was  pub- 
lished in  two  daily  newspapers,  one  insertion 
each.  This  procedure  is  followed  for  all 
convalescent  and  boarding  homes  and  similar 
occupancies. 

Despite  this  wide  notification  no  one  ap- 
peared in  opposition  at  the  hearing  before 
the  two  commissioners  and  on  August  14, 
1958,   approval  of   the  location   was   granted. 

In  view  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  479, 
Acts  of  1938,  as  amended,  particularly  sec- 
tion   111     (a) 

"If  the  commissioner  is  satisfied  that  the 
work  described  in  an  application  for  permit 
conforms  to  the  requirements  of  this  code 
and  other  pertinent  laws  and  ordinances 
.  .  .  the  commissioner  shall  issue  a  permit 
therefor    to    the    applicant;   .  .  ." 

The  Building  Commissioner  issued  a  founda- 
tion permit  on  September  5,  1958,  and  work 
on    the   foundation   began. 

On  October  17,  1958,  Francis  J.  and  Alice 
Mclntyre,  421-427  Pond  street,  claiming  griev- 
ance, appealed  to  the  Board  of  Appeal,  by 
Attorney  John  J.  Walsh,  Jr.  We  have 
certified  mail  receipt  No.  876838,  signed  by 
Patricia   Mclntyre,    dated   August   1,    1958. 

The  case  was  heard  on  November  7,  1958, 
and  on  November  14,  1958,  the  decision  of  the 
Health  and  Building  Commissioners  was 
sustained   with   provisos. 

It  would  seem  that  every  effort  has  been 
made  in  this  and  in  other  cases  to  inform 
abutters  and  public  officials  of  the  proposed 
hearing  and  every  opportunity  has  been  given 
for  oppisition  to   crystallize 

In  the  instant  case  almost  four  months 
intervened  between  the  filing  of  the  applica- 
tion and  the  Board  of  Appeal  decision.  Had 
the  applicant  been  required  to  refrain  from 
the  preparation  of  architectural  and  con- 
struction plans  until  after  the  Board  had 
acted,  it  is  unlikely  that  he  would  be  able 
to  begin  work  this  year  because  of  weather 
conditions.  This  is  equally  true  of  other 
similar  cases.  While  every  effort  is  made 
to  schedule  hearings  as  quickly  as  possible, 
it  is  almost  invariably  true  that  a  month  at 
least  elapses  between  the  application  and  the 
hearing.  To  require  an  additional  wait  of 
three  months,  especially  when  no  opposition 
has  developed,  seems  unnecessary.  This  is 
especially  true  in  view  of  the  fact  that  ap- 
peals to  the  court  under  the  same  act  are 
limited  to  fifteen  days.  While  every  pro- 
tection should  be  given  to  property  owners 
who  may  wish  to  avail  themselves  of  their 
legal  rights,  it  is  questionable  if  the  public 
interest  is  served  by  such  a  long  waiting 
period   in   these  cases. 

Before  any  order  is  issued  restraining  the 
granting  of  building  permits  it  is  suggested 
that  the  Law  Department  be  asked  to  clarify 
the  following  points: 

1.  Who   is    an    aggrieved    person? 

2.  Does  failure  to  protest,  either  in  person 
or  by  letter,  preclude  bringing  an  appeal  as 
an   aggrieved   person? 

3.  Is  the  Building  Commissioner,  by  the 
statutes  cited,  permitted  or  required  to  with- 
hold  the    issuance   of   a   building   permit?

REPORT    OF    FINANCE    COMMISSION    ON 
OFF-STREET    PARKING   UNDER    FITZ- 
GERALD   HIGHWAY. 
The   following    was    received: 
City    of   Boston, 
Finance    Commission,    November    28,    1958. 
To   the   Honorable   the   City   Council. 

The  following  report  is  submitted  in  re- 
sponse to  a  request  of  the  Council  that  the 
Finance  Commission  state  "their  observations 
relative  to  the  action  of  the  Real  Property 
Board  with  regard  to  the  off-street  parking 
area  under  the  Fitzgerald  Highway  in  the 
vicinity   of   the  North   Station." 

I.     Background    of    the    Matter. 

An  extensive  open  area  lies  beneath  the 
Fitzgerald  Highway,  between  Causeway  street 
and  North  street,  roughly,  from  the  North 
Station  to  the  Sumner  Tunnel.  That  part 
of  the  area  which  lies  between  Traverse  street 
and  North  street  was  licensed  by  the  state  to 
the  city  for  off-street  parking  purposes  on 
March  1,  1955,  for  a  period  of  five  years. 
This  area  contains  328  metered  parking  spaces 
and    is   heavily    used. 

This  report  is  concerned  with  that  part  of 
the  area  lying  beneath  the  Fitzgerald  Highway, 
between  Traverse  street  and  Causeway  street, 
and  possessing  a  capacity  for  accommodating 
120  cars. 

On  June  11,  1957,  a  license  for  the  use  of 
this  area  for  off-street  parking  was  granted 
to  the  city  by  the  State  Public  Works  Com- 
missioner. This  license  may  be  revoked  by 
the  State  Public  Works  Department  at  any 
time  after  June  1,  1962,  upon  three  months' 
written  notice.  The  State  Public  Works  De- 
partment also  set  a  requirement  that  a  5-cent- 
per-hour  maximum  parking  charge  per  car 
be  maintained. 

In  a  letter  addressed  to  the  State  Public 
Works  Department  on  October  10,  1957,  the 
Real  Property  Board,  convinced  that  this  site 
was  better  adapted  to  all-day  parking  and 
long-term  parking  than  for  hourly  parking, 
and  that  such  parking  could  be  better  and 
more  economically  served  by  gates  rather  than 
by  post  meters,  requested  that  a  change  be 
made  in  the  terms  of  the  license  to  permit 
the  use  of  gates  rather  than  meters,  and  that 
the  city  be  allowed  to  make  an  initial  charge 
of  50  cents  for  all-day  parking  and  50  cents 
for   night   parking. 

Such  a  requested  change  was  refused  by  the 
state  in  a  letter  dated  January  8,  1958,  which 
cited  legal  reasons  therefor.  In  April,  1958,  the 
Real  Property  Board  sent  to  the  State  Public 
Works  Commissioner  a  copy  of  the  opinion 
of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  who  had  reviewed 
the  matter,  to  the  effect  that  the  city's  request 
was  legally  sound.  No  further  correspondence 
has  since  been  received,  and  no  further  action 
has  been  taken  by  the  city  to  use  this  area, 
between  Traverse  street  and  Causeway  street, 
for    off-street    parking. 

In  short,  the  city  has  had  the  opportunity 
to  use  this  area  for  off-street  parking  since 
June,  1957.  No  use  of  the  area  has  been 
made  by  the  city  because  the  terms  of  use 
laid  down  by  the  State  Public  Works  De- 
partment were  not  acceptable  to  the  Real 
Property    Board    of    the    city. 

II.  Present  Opportunity. 
It  has  been  found  on  inquiry  that  the  Traffic 
Division  of  the  State  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment is  disposed  to  approve  a  request,  if 
made  by  the  city,  for  the  use  of  meters 
operated  on  a  deposit  of  a  25-cent  piece,  or 
capable  of  accommodating  the  deposit  of  two 
25-cent  pieces,  provided  the  25-cent  charge 
permits  five  hours  of  parking,  and  the  50-cent 
charge     permits     ten     hours     of     parking.       It 


appears,  then,  that  a  form  of  long-term  park- 
ing is  available  within  the  framework  of  the 
5-cent-per-hour  condition  laid  down  by  the 
state. 

III.     Economics   op   the   Situation. 

The  installation  of  off-street  parking  facili- 
ties in  this  area,  besides  assisting  in  relieving 
a  tight  parking  situation,  would  be  self- 
liquidating. 

The  cost  of  site  preparation,  meter  installa- 
tion, and  other  incidentals  necessary  to  prepare 
this  120-car  lot  for  off-street  parking  use  may 
be  estimated  on  the  basis  of  the  cost  entailed 
in  setting  up  the  328-car  lot,  now  in  use, 
which  lies  between  Traverse  street  and  North 
street  (Sumner  Tunnel).  The  latter  repre- 
sented a  cost  of  approximately  $75,000;  the 
estimated  corresponding  cost  applicable  to  the 
120-car  lot  is  taken  to  be  approximately 
$27,000. 

An  estimate  of  anticipated  meter  revenue 
from  this  lot  may  be  based  on  the  meter 
revenue  now  produced  in  the  adjacent  328-car 
lot,  as  reported  by  the  Boston  Traffic  Commis- 
sion. According  to  the  report,  the  daily  average 
per  meter  revenue  in  the  328-car  lot  was 
approximately  25  cents  for  1957;  total  receipts 
for  the  year  were  $24,000.  The  gross  revenue 
estimated  for  the  120-car  lot  may  be  expected 
to  approximate  $9,000  a  year.  Accordingly, 
the  cost  of  converting  this  area  to  metered 
use  would  be  liquidated  in  no  more  than  three 
years.  Moreover,  the  current  license  to  use 
this  area  may  not  be  revoked  before  June  1, 
1962. 

Heavy  patronage  is  virtually  guaranteed  for 
this    120-car    lot. 

This  section  is  an  area  of  high  parking 
demand.  Inspection  showed  that  the  328-car 
lot  is  constantly  full.  Additional  evidence  of 
parking  demand  may  be  seen  in  the  fact  that 
sixty-four  cars  were  observed  on  November 
24,  at  2.30  P.M.,  lining  the  unmetered  curb 
along  both  sides  of  Haverhill  street  at  this 
point.  This  condition  of  parking  demand  is 
typical  of  the  other  adjacent  streets. 

IV.  Failure  to  Realize   Full  Potential  in 

Parking    Meter    Revenue. 

Parking  meter  revenue  from  the  328-car 
area  lying  between  Traverse  and  North  streets 
is  far  below  what  it  should  be.  The  average 
revenue  per  meter  per  day  here  was  ap- 
proximately 25  cents  in  1957,  or  $24,000  in 
total  receipts  for  the  year  from  this  lot.  On 
the  other  hand,  parking  meters  in  the  heavily- 
patronized  downtown  area  average  about  35 
cents  per  meter,  or  40  per  cent  more  that 
the  meters  in  the  North  Street-Traverse  Street 
parking  lot.  The  average  meter  in  this  lot 
should  produce  as  much  revenue  as  a  down- 
town meter;  certainly  no  area  surpasses  this 
lot   in   degree  of  parking  demand. 

At  this  rate  the  city  is  losing  approximately 
$10,000  per  year  in  parking  meter  revenue 
in  the  North  Street-Traverse  Street  area. 

V.  Inspection  op  Parking  in  the  Traverse 

Street-North   Street   Area. 

Disregard  of  meter  regulation  in  this  area 
is  rampant.  A  check  by  the  Finance  Commis- 
sion staff  of  the  328  parking  meters  in  this 
area  on  November  19,  1958,  at  2.30  P.M., 
showed  that  141  cars  were  parked  at  "expired" 
meters  and  approximately  25  other  cars  were 
parked    within    the   area    but   not   at   meters. 

Another  check  made  of  the  same  parking 
area  on  November  24,  1958,  at  2.30  P.M., 
showed  128  cars  parked  at  "expired"  meters 
and  25  other  cars  parked  away  from  meters. 
The  office  of  the  Police  Commissioner  has 
been  informed  of  this  flagrant  disregard  of 
parking  meter  regulations,  wherein  over  40 
per  cent  of  the  cars  parked  were  parked  at 
"expired"  meters.  Under  chapter  318,  Acts  of 
195'5,  the  police  are  empowered  to  proceed 
against  such  violations  in  this  parking  area. 

Conclusions. 

1.     Since   June,    1957,    the   city    has    had    the 

right  to  use  the  120-car  lot,  which  lies  between 

Traverse    street    and     Causeway    street.       The 

city    has    failed    to    use    such    area    because    of 
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dissatisfaction  with  the  terms  of  the  permit 
granted  by  the  state  governing  such  use.  As 
a  result,  the  situation  has  deteriorated  into 
a  stalemate  and  the  city  has  missed  an  op- 
portunity to  park  120  cars  and  obtain  a  gross 
meter    revenue   of    an    estimated    $15,000. 

2.  This  deadlock  should  be  resolved  by 
positive  action,  by  converting  to  meter  use. 
Cost  of  the  metering  would  be  liquidated 
within  three  years.  In  fact,  if  evening  use 
and  a  closer  regard  for  meter  control  are 
considered,  the  period  of  liquidation  will  be 
greatly    shortened. 

3.  The  city  is  losing  a  substantial  amount 
of  meter  revenue  in  the  328-car  lot  now 
operated  and  lying  between  North  and 
Traverse  streets.  Inspection  has  shown  that 
approximately  40  per  cent  of  the  cars  were 
parked    in    disregard    of    meters. 

4.  If  the  Real  Property  Board  determines 
that  long-term  parking  is  indicated  for  the 
120-car  lot  lying  between  Traverse  and  Cause- 
way streets,  such  a  policy  could  be  imple- 
mented within  the  framework  of  the  state 
requirement  of  a  basis  of  parking  periods 
at  S   cents   per   hour. 

5.  Even  if  this  area  were  occupied  only 
during  the  day,  and  on  a  one-  and  two-hour 
basis,  meter  installation  would  still  appear 
to    be    warranted. 

6.  There  is  an  additional  consideration 
present  in  this  case,  viz.,  the  potential  evening 
patronage  of  the  120-ear  lot  area,  which  lies 
close  to  the  North  Station.  Boston  Garden 
sporting  events  should  generate  a  large  volume 
of    evening    parking.

MEETINGS    OF    CITY    COUNCIL,    SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE,    BOARDS    AND    COMMIS- 
SIONS. 
The   following    was    received:

Law   Department,   November   20,    1958. 
Gentlemen: 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  sections  23A 
and  23B  of  chapter  39  of  the  General  Laws, 
which,  as  inserted  by  St.  1958,  c.  626,  will, 
effective  January  5,  1959,  provide  as  follows: 
"Section  23A.  All  meetings  of  every  dis- 
trict, city  and  town  board,  commission  and 
school  committee,  and  the  meetings  of  the 
governing  board  of  every  local  housing  au- 
thority, shall  be  open  to  the  public  and  to 
the  press  unless  such  board,  commission  or 
school  committee  shall  vote  to  go  into  ex- 
ecutive session.  Such  executive  session  may 
be  held  only  for  the  mirpose  of  discussing, 
deliberating  or  voting  on  those  matters 
Which  by  general  or  special  statute,  or 
federal  grant-in-aid  requirements,  cannot  be 
made  public,  and  those  matters  which  if 
made  public  might  adversely  affect  the  public 
security,  the  financial  interest  of  the  dis- 
trict, city,  town  or  local  housing  authority, 
or   the   reputation   of   any   person. 

"Except  in  an  emergency,  no  meeting  of 
any  district,  city,  or  town  board,  commission 
or  school  committee,  and  no  meeting  of  the 
governing  board  of  any  local  housing  au- 
thority, shall  be  held  unless  a  notice  of  such 
meeting  has  been  filed  at  least  twenty-four 
hours  prior  to  such  meeting  with  the  clerk 
of  such  district,  city  or  town,  or,  in  the  case 
of  a  local  housing  authority,  with  the  clerk 
of  the  city  or  town  wherein  such  local 
housing  authority  has  been  appointed.  Upon 
receipt  of  such  notice  by  any  such  clerk  he 
shall  immediately  cause  the  same,  or  a  copy 
thereof,  to  be  posted  publicly  in  his  office 
or  on  the  principal  official  bulletin  board 
of   the  district,   city   or   town.      For   the  pur- 


poses of  this  section,  'emergency'  shall 
mean  a  situation  where  immediate,  undelayed 
action   is   deemed   to  be  imperative. 

"Every  district,  city  or  town  board,  com- 
mission and  school  committee  and  the 
governing  board  of  every  local  housing  au- 
thority shall  maintain  accurate  records  of 
their  meetings,  setting  forth  the  action 
taken  at  each  meeting,  including  executive 
sessions.  A  summary  of  all  matters  voted 
shall  be  made  available  with  reasonable 
promptness  after  each  meeting;  provided, 
however,  that  votes  taken  in  executive  ses- 
sion may  remain  secret  so  long  as  their 
publication  would  defeat  the  lawful  purposes 
of  the  executive  session,  but  no  longer.  The 
records  of  each  meeting  shall  become  a 
public  record  and  be  available  to  the  public 
upon  being  approved;  provided,  however, 
that  the  records  of  any  executive  session 
may  remain  secret  so  long  as  their  publica- 
tion would  defeat  the  lawful  purposes  of 
the    executive    session,    but    no    longer. 

"This  section  shall  apply  to  every  city 
council  and  board  of  aldermen,  however 
styled. 

"Section    23B.     No   person   shall   address    a 
public  meeting  of  a  town  board,  commission 
or    school    committee    without    leave    of    the 
presiding    officer    at    such    meeting,    and    all 
persons    shall,    at    the    request    of    such    pre- 
siding   officer,    be   silent.      If,    after    warning 
from   the  presiding   officer,   a  person   persists 
in  disorderly  behavior,  said  officer  may  order 
him    to    withdraw    from    the    meeting,    and, 
if   he   does   not   withdraw,   may   order   a   con- 
stable  or    any    other   person    to    remove    him 
and    confine    him    in    some    convenient    place 
until  the  meeting  is  adjourned." 
Your    attention    is    also    directed    to    section 
5A  of  chapter  66   of  the  General  Laws,  which, 
as  inserted  by  said  St.  1958,  c.  626,  will,  effec- 
tive   January     5,     1959,     further     provide     as 
follows : 

"Section  5A.  The  records  required  to  be 
kept  by  sections  eleven  A  of  chapter  thirty 
A,  nine  F  of  chapter  thirty-four,  and 
twenty-three  A  of  chapter  thirty-nine,  shall 
record  exactly  the  votes  and  other  official 
actions  taken  by  such  boards  and  commis- 
sions; but  unless  otherwise  required  by  the 
governor  in  the  case  of  state  boards,  com- 
missions and  districts,  or  by  the  county 
commissioners  in  the  case  of  county  boards 
and  commissions,  or  the  governing  body 
thereof  in  the  case  of  a  district,  or  by 
ordinance  or  by-law  of  the  city  or  town, 
in  the  case  of  municipal  boards,  commissions 
and  school  committees,  such  records  need 
not  include  a  verbatim  record  of  discussions 
at   such    meetings."

President  McDONOUGH — In  accordance  with 
the  order  of  Councillor  Piemonte,  which  was 
passed  earlier  in  the  session,  Mr.  Kane  is 
in  attendance.  We  will  ask  Mr.  Kane  to  take 
the  seat  arranged  for  him  by  the  City  Mes- 
senger.

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  President,  through 
you,  I  would  like  to  inquire  of  Mr.  Kane, 
first,  as  to  his  position  in  connection  with 
the   Equalization    Survey. 

Mr.  KANE — I  am  Administrative  Assistant 
to   the  Equalization   Survey   Committee. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Through  you,  Mr. 
President,    Mr.    Kane,    as    Administrative    As- 


sistant, are  you  in  a  position  to  inform  the 
Council  as  to  the  status  of  the  equalization 
study    as   of   this   date? 

Mr.  KANE — Yes,  sir,  I  can  give  you  the 
production  reports  up  to  November  24.  That 
is  the  last  compilation  that  I  made. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  President,  through 
you,  I  would  like  to  inquire  of  Mr.  Kane 
as  to  whether  he  could  inform  the  Council 
as  to   the  scope  of   the   Equalization   Survey. 

Mr.  KANE— Well,  the  scope  included  all  of 
been  committed  to  doing  the  eligible  parcels 
in  Wards  3,  4,  5.  6,  and  21.  However^, 
by  the  end  of  this  year  we  will  have  included 
an  additional  ward,  Ward  22,  a  ward  we  did 
not  feel  at  the  beginning  we  would  have  the 
opportunity   to   go    into. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  President,  through 
you,  I  would  like  to  suggest  to  Mr.  Kane 
to  assume  that  the  reader  is  not  aware  of 
the  prior  discussion  that  had  reference  to 
the  equalization,  and  for  those  who  care 
enough  about  Boston,  as  I  suggested,  Mr. 
Kane,  at  this  time  briefly  tell  us  or  define 
the  scope  of  the  equalization  program  or 
survey. 

Mr.  KANE — Well,  the  scope  included  all  of 
the  commercial  and  income-producing  parcels 
with  the  exception  of  one-  to  four-family  units 
throughout   the    entire    city. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE — How  many  such  parcels 
are  there  throughout  the  entire  city. 

Mr.  KANE— Of  course,  there  are  112,000-odd 
parcels  in  the  entire  city,  and  I  have  not 
got  that  particular  figure  with  me  at  the 
present  time  because  we  were  working,  as 
I  said  before,  in  Wards  3,  4  ,  5,  6,  and  21,  of 
which  there  were  11,081  eligible  parcels,  and 
up  to  November  24,  8.222  parcels  had  been 
completed,  and  by  now  I  would  say  that 
practically  the  remaining  2,800  have  been  com- 
pleted or  will  be  completed  within  another 
week. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  President,  through 
you  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Kane  again  this 
question,  how  many  eligible  parcels,  that 
is,  income-producing  properties,  commercial  or 
dwellings,  of  four  families  or  more  are  there 
in    the    entire    city? 

Mr.  KANE — Approximately  34,000,  I  would 
say.  As  I  say,  I  have  not  got  the  definite 
figure    in    front    of    me. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Am  I  correct  in  my 
understanding  these  34,000  parcels  are  the 
subject    of    this    equalization    survey? 

Mr.   KANE— Yes,   sir,   that  is   right. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— As  of  1958,  what  would 
you  say  was  the  assessed  valuation  of  those 
34,000? 

Mr.  KANE — I  have  not  got  the  figures 
with  me.  As  I  say,  I  got  about  five  minutes 
to  come  over  here.  I  can  get  the  figures 
very  quickly  for  you.  They  are  over  at  the 
office. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  Chairman,  through 
you,  I  would  like  to  inquire  of  Mr.  Kane  on 
the  11,081  parcels  of  the  wards  which  he 
has  studied  and  on  which  he  has  completed 
a  survey  on  8,222,  what  was  the  assessed  valua- 
tion for  those  11,081  parcels  as  of  January  1, 
1958? 

Mr.  KANE — I  cannot  answer  that  question 
because    I    don't    know. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Of  the  8,222  parcels 
completed,  what  was  the  net  result,  did  the 
survey  come  out  with  a  higher  figure  than 
the  original  assessment  for  1958,  and  if  so, 
by    how    much? 

Mr.  KANE — I  have  not  got  the  figures 
available,  councillor.  I  don't  want  to  guess. 
I  am  sure  on  the  reports  to  the  committee 
some  of  that  information  is  available.  I  have 
not   got   it,   anyway,   councillor. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  President,  through 
you,  I  would  like  to  inquire  of  Mr.  Kane,  is 
there  any  marked  difference  in  the  assess- 
ments of  the  8,222  parcels  that  have  been 
surveyed  as  compared  with  the  January  1, 
1958,   figures? 

Mr.  KANE — I  would  say  that  there  are 
many    changes    up    and    down. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— I  am  asking  for  the 
net  result.  What  is  the  total  result,  what 
is    the    net    result? 
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Mr.  KANE — Well,  I  just  can't  give  you 
the  figures.  I  just  don't  have  the  information 
with    me. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE— Mr.  President,  through 
you,  may  I  ask  of  Mr.  Kane  as  to  whethe'r 
or  not  there  is  being  kept  a  running  record 
of  the  fluctuation  or  of  the  changes  in  the 
properties    being    surveyed? 

Mr.  KANE — That  is  true,  we  do  have  a 
record.

CONCERNING      VALUATIONS      OF      RESI- 
DENTIAL  PROPERTY. 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  December  8,  1958. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  purpose  of  this  communication  is  to  re- 
emphasize  my  conviction  that  the  functioning  of 
the  Assessing  Department  can  be  best  directed  by 
reducing  the  three-man  Board  of  Assessors  to  a 
single  assessor,  who  would  also  be  a  member  of  the 
three-man  Board  of  Review  in  the  Assessing  De- 
partment. I  trust  that  your  Honorable  Body  will 
assent  to  this  proposal  and  adopt  an  ordinance  sub- 
stantially in  agreement  with  the  ordinance  recom- 
mended by  me. 

Your  Honorable  Body  has  requested  that  I  give 
an  assurance  that  the  assessor  will  not  increase 
valuations  of  residential  properties.  Such  an 
assurance  I  cannot  legally  give,  for  the  reason 
that  the  Assessor  of  Taxes  and  all  Assistant  Asses- 
sors of  Taxes  are  required  to  take  oath  that  they 
"will  not  undervalue  nor  overvalue"  any  property 
in  the  city. 

As  a  matter  of  policy,  the  city  has  not  for  some 
years  made  any  substantial  valuation  changes  in 
any  substantial  number  of  residential  properties. 
Annually  I  request  all  assessors  to  keep  this  policy 
in  mind,  recognizing  that  home  owners  in  many 
instances  cannot  assume  both  a  valuation  increase 
and  a  tax  rate  increase.  I  believe  this  policy  should 
be  continued  until  such  time  as  the  city's  income 
from  a  source  or  sources  other  than  real  estate  is 
augmented.    It  is  also  my  belief  that  any  deviation 


from  this  policy  would  result  in  the  forfeiture  of 
many  residential  homes,  through  tax  title  fore- 
closures, and  this  we  do  not  want  to  happen. 

The  assessor  to  be  appointed  by  me,  provided  the 
pending  ordinance  receives  City  Council  approval , 
will  be  fully  acquainted  with  this  established 
policy. 

The  single  assessor  rather  than  a  Board  of  As- 
sessors has  proven  successful  in  other  communities. 
I  believe  this  method  should  be  given  a  fair  trial  in 
this  city.  For  that  reason  I  urge  that  action  be 
taken  in  this  matter  so  that  the  new  assessor  may 
take  office  at  the  beginning  of  the  tax  year,  to  wit, 
January  1,  1959.

STATUS  OF  ASSISTANT  ASSESSORS  UNDER 
PROPOSED  ORDINANCE  REORGANIZ- 
ING ASSESSING   DEPARTMENT. 
The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

This  is  in  reply  to  the  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  December  1,  1958,  requesting 
my  opinion  as  to  the  effect  on  assistant  assessors 
of  the  passage  of  the  proposed  ordinance  to  reor- 

ganize  the  Assessing  Department  which  was  offered 
y  Councillor  McDonough  on  November  24,  1958. 
The  assistant  assessors  in  the  City  of  Boston  are, 
and  for  many  years,  have  been,  subject  to  the 
civil  service  laws  and  rules.  See  St.  1913,  c.  484. 
By  the  express  terms  of  section  8  of  the  proposed 
ordinance,  no  person  holding  an  office  or  position 
subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall,  by 
reason  of  the  adoption  of  the  proposed  ordinance, 
be  without  a  similar  office  or  position  or  be  re- 
duced in  rank  or  compensation.  Hence  the  only 
effect  passage  of  the  proposed  ordinance  can  have 
on  assistant  assessors  will  be  to  make  them  answer- 
able to  the  new  assessor  instead  of  to  the  present 
Assessor  of  Taxes.  That  is  to  say,  if  the  proposed 
ordinance  is  adopted,  the  appointing  authority 
under  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  for  existing 
assistant  assessors  will  be  the  assessor  and  not  the 
Assessor  of  Taxes;  but  the  status  of  such  assistant 
assessors  will  otherwise  continue  unchanged.  In 
this  connection,  it  is  to  be  noted  that  under  section  2 
of  the  proposed  ordinance  a  salary  is  provided  for 
a  full-time  assistant  assessor  only  where  he  becomes 
full  time  with  his  written  consent  or  by  appoint- 
ment to  a  vacancy  caused  by  resignation,  retire- 
ment, or  death.  If  an  assistant  assessor  were  dis- 
charged, the  vacancy  could  not  be  filled  by  a  full- 
time  assistant  assessor  without  further  amendment 
of  the  provision  involved  in  section  2  unless  he 
were  willing  to  serve  for  the  pay  of  a  part-time 
assistant  assessor,  which  obviously  he  would  not 
be  willing  to  do.  Continuance  of  the  current  status 
of  the_  part-time  assistant  assessors  now  in  office 
who  wish  to  continue  their  present  status  is,  there- 
fore, in  my  opinion,  practically  as  well  as  legally 
assured.

SERVICES  AND   RECREATION. 

Coun.  FOLEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Services  and  Recreation,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing: 

Pursuant  to  the  order  introduced  October 
6,   19&8,  i.e.: 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Public 
Services  and  Recreation  hold  a  hearing  to 
determine  why  the  employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston  who  have  accumulated  overtime  pay 
must  wait  a  considerable  period  of  time  before 
payment, 

The  Committee  on  Public  Services  and  Recre- 
ation held  a  hearing  on  December  4,  1958.  At- 
tending this  hearing  were  Joseph  Lally, 
Auditor;  Edward  J.  Groden,  Principal  Ac- 
countant; Mr.  Flanagan  of  the  Auditor's 
Office,  and  the  following  members  of  Local 
285:  James  F.  Deyeso,  Timothy  Keohane, 
Harold  F.  Watts,  Thomas  J.  Kennedy,  Joseph 
L.  Welch,  John  J.  Boyle,  and  Matthew  Mc- 
Grath,    Attorney. 

The  findings  of  the  Committee  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the 
city  processing  of  overtime  pay  is  behind  that 
of  private  industry. 

2.  The  Auditor  offered  to  forward  the  pay- 
rolls to  the  various  departments  on  the  25th 
of  the  month  with  the  request  that  they  be 
sent  back  to  him  within  five  days.  If  this  is 
done,  he  further  agrees  to  pay  the  men  within 
the  next  five  days. 

3.  The  Auditor  stated  that  there  is  more 
difficulty  in  processing  the  overtime  sheets  in< 
some  departments  than  in  others,  but  he  will 
send  out  a  circular  letter  to  all  payroll  clerks 
suggesting  that  they  make  every  effort  to 
process  the  sheets  within  five  days  of  receiving 
them.  If  this  can  be  done  within  the  limits 
of  the  present  staff  of  employees,  the  men 
will  be  paid  within  fifteen  days  of  the  25th  of 
the  month. 

4.  It  was  also  agreed  that  Mr.  Flanagan 
and  Mr.  Groden  would  visit  the  Raytheon, 
General  Electric,  and  the  Edison  Companies, 
and  make  a  study  of  their  procedure  and  make 
a  report  of  their  findings.

PROPOSED  SALE  OF  CITY  PROPERTY  AT 
290    FREEPORT    STREET.

Whereas,  There  is  presently  pending  before  the 
City  Council  a  proposal  to  transfer  for  auction  to 
the  Real  Property  Department  a  certain  parcel  of 
land  at  or  near  290  Freeport  street  in  Dorchester; 
and 

Whereas,  The  said  parcel  of  property  is  so  situ- 
ated and  encumbered  as  to  be  of  use  to  but  one 
prospective  purchaser;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council  is  not  clear  as  to  the  wis- 
dom of  auctioning  a  parcel  of  property  where  there 
can  be  but  one  buyer  who  can  utilize  the  parcel; 
and 

Whereas,  Maximum  redevelopment  of  real  prop- 
erty is  at  least  as  important  to  the  City  of  Boston 
as  extracting  the  highest  auction  price;  be  it 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be  respect- 
fully requested  to  immediately  negotiate  a  proposal 
for  direct  sale  of  the  said  parcel  of  land  to  Bay 
State  Boat  Company  to  be  submitted  to  the  City 
Council  as  a  possible  alternative  to  transfer  to 
Real  Property  Department  for  auction;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  such  a  proposal  should  include 
(1)  a  fair  price  for  the  land;  (2)  a  fee  determinable 
in  a  reasonable  period  of  time  upon  failure  of  the 
grantee  to  develop  the  land  according  to  an  agreed 
plan;  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  said  proposal  be  forwarded 
to  the  City  Council  within  one  month  from  the 
passage  of  this  order.

OPPOSITION  TO  PROPOSED  CURTAIL- 
MENT OF  BOSTON  AND  HINGHAM 
NAVY   YARDS. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  has  been  an  announcement  of 
the  closing  of  the  naval  installations  and  offices  in 
Boston  and  Hingham  and  the  transferring  of  the 
present  activities  carried  on  thereat  to  areas  out- 
side the  state;  and 

Whereas,  Such  an  action  would  seriously  affect 
the  economic  climate  of  this  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  federal  government  has  recognized 
the  economic  values  of  this  area  in  its  most  recent 
action  in  designating  Boston  as  the  location  for  a 
government  center;  and 

Whereas,  Any  proposed  reduction  of  civilian 
work  forces  at  the  naval  installations  in  Boston  and 
Greater  Boston  would  offset  any  gains  to  be  made 
by  the  building  of  the  Government  Center  in 
Boston  and  would  cause  the  unemployment  of 
thousands  of  people  who  now  reside  in  Boston; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  on  this  twenty-ninth  day  of 
December,  1958,  unanimously  record  the  City  of 
Boston  against  the  curtailment  of  the  naval  instal- 
lations here  and  further  request  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  to  send  his  personal  protest  and  that  of  the 
city  against  any  curtailment  of  naval  installations 
here  in  Boston  and  Greater  Boston  and  he  himself, 
individually,  and  by  such  other  persons  or  groups 
as  he  may  deem  advisable,  lend  and  give  any  and 
all  active  support  necessary  to  prevent  the  curtail- 


ing of  any  naval  installations  or  offices  in  this  area 
and  further  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  for- 
warded to  each  and  every  Congressman  and 
Senator  from  Massachusetts. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules. 


TAX    INFORMATION    ON    PROPERTY    AT 
24-26    LINWOOD    STREET,    ROXBURY. 

Coun.  PIEMONTE  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Law  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston  is  hereby  requested  under  the  provisions 
of  section  1  of  chapter  20  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1947  and  any  amendments  thereto,  and  under 
any  other  authority  vested  in  the  City  Council  to 
furnish  the  City  Council  at  its  next  meeting  the 
answers  in  writing  to  the  following: 

1.  Whether  or  not  the  properies  at  24  and  26 
Linwood  street,  Roxbury,  Mass.,  are  delinquent 
on  taxes  and/or  water  and  if  so,  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  amount  owed  the  City  of  Boston. 

2.  Whether  or  not  the  City  of  Boston  has 
placed  a  tax  lien  on  the  properties  at  24-26  Lin- 
wood street,  Roxbury,  Mass.,  and  if  so,  the  date 
of  placing  of  the  said  lien. 

3.  If  the  said  properties  are  in  arrears  and  if 
the  city  has  acquired  a  tax  lien,  please  give  a  de- 
tailed description  of  the  property  stating  whether 
or  not  the  said  property  is  occupied  and  the 
amount,  of  money,  if  any,  being  collected  for  such 
occupancy. 

4.  If  the  properties  are  tax  delinquent,  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  what  steps,  if  any,  have  been 
taken  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  collect  this  rent  and 
how  much,  if  any,  has  been  collected  through  the 
city's  action  as  of  this  date.
